KolhitpiTr is an irregular belt of the Deccan plateau Ijring hhx^ 
tile eaat of the SwliyiWri crest, about hixty-fivc miles from north U 
south and eiglit to (ifty miles from west to L-ast, lu tht- nwrth ft 
point of laud, Di^jht to twclrc miles brooil, Tun» aliout sixteen nul« 
ftlon^ the ^hyaiiriH. It then (iprcacU> co-'fb till it has a l>ti*adUi ol 
about tifty miles, ^nd ngain about sistcKcn miles to Uie Mtuth 
narrows to about thirty milee and keeps thirty to forty uiili* 
brood to within ten mifeis of tho extreme ronth, where it mna to ■ 
point ahout Hixteen miles east of the Sahy^dris. Bi-«idoa tbi^ main 
irre-gular belt, tliere are thrt?e isolatgd groop w of villages, two (otin 
east and one to the west Thtt we?)|berii proup lies witliin Huttiiigiri 
limits, tn the west of Brivda. which i-n about the iQutdIt: i>( ih* 
KolhApur section of the SabyAdris, Of the two isoUit«d block» Kp 
the east It^ylnii^ i s a little to the north of east, about t)ixbc4:u milu 
north and houui by ton oast and west, from eight to twenty milw 
distant from the east of Kolhdpnr. About twenty milc»»outb-e«t 
oi ItAylifly «re Katkol find -I'orp al an irregular l*lt lying nearly north 
and south, about sisU'en luilea long and six to tuxU-tii Li-oaii. 

The block of Kolhipur below the Sa hjAdria inclados thft laiiilt 
of forty-thrL^e villag«i and forms a belt about thirty milea froB 
north to south and ten to fifteen broad. "Except a few ruf,^eJ 
villager at Hu- foot of the liAvda pass , about twenty- four mik-Mjouth- 
wes^ of Kulbflpiir, mo&t uf the Kolh&pur-Kunkan ir cnnipoew^ 
of levcH^blelanils. Tliese uplands were formerly thickly wooded 
with t«>aK and other useful trees, but all the valnable timber has 
long been cut leaving bare or ocrub-clail hill-«de». The village 
sites 03 A rule are vrell wooded and the village homeAteacIa aro 
(mrroundfcJ by grovea of mango, jack, and iindi trees, and in 
Pomburlo, Kokisre, Khauilxile, aud NAnivde by cocoa and 
hotel palms. The climate m healthy, though in April and Ikluy tbu 
h«at is Ppprwssive. The two outlying blocks in th e eaat. Rtt y bAp 
ami Tor|ial. lie far within the limits of the D^ccaryjlaH^ The

village- siti-s and on thv Ixniks of streams. The rainfall i« aeaaty, 
but ihu grunnd is ft-rtilc ami yields good crops, The villages an 
fl at-ry oft'd and are surrounded with mud walls Apart from theSO 
outlying hloek-1 ty tlio west and to the eaflt. the main bod y of 
KoUiApur, iu tho plaUaiu immediately to the oast of tho SahyAdri crest, 
varitA fi-oin thirty to fifty mile» in breadth and from iOOO to 1600 
feet above Die sea.

"■*" a, c hiefly Kunbt» ond MorAlh JL«. Their vil luges 
often dim: bigcther on thr t»uilcH of streams, and near 
on the lowcy hill i»1oj)>'M. Thoy are gonorally ovca 
walls or towers oud aurroundi-d by Kruvcs of tumormd 
and jack trees. Noar the xHllage and on the banks of 
wlu-re ihcy gun be watered by lifts, ore patehcs ot rich 
,nD and other garden LTOps. Beyond tho paluhus of garden 
.retch gruin fiddft many of them yielding excellent crops, 
vards the edgita tho rallcy» gruduallv pusa into poor soita 
ini; only tbe coarser grains. Besides tho trees which ithadd 
illagc sites, most Tillages have their clumps or groves <^ 
ocs tarasrindd or pifHil^, und Ihc lands of the dilTt'rent viUogoB.

FurtLor to thv cusl. though it yi^lda rich 
crope of millet and wheat and boa garden lands with eugarcano and 
t'Obiicvo, tlu' plain ts h&rc of Irvi-ti exo-'pt a fvw maagocs and bdikuUt 
and in broK<n by low IrnoH of hills some lyiiiK i^u»t nnd W(«1 and 
others lyiii); novtb and eoutb. The- whole aoutli of Kolhrtpnr Itci 
Tritbiii 1ui> wi and cool rt'ijiou to the west of tho Poona-IJelgauin 
roud. Ju9l beyond the road to the east the countn- pii««M into iha 
dry and hot Deocan rcf^ioo. T he rainfall mdilcnly dw indle^ 
the plaiitit (-hango, aftid flst-roofed Tillages take tlie plac« of ooltu^ 
with tiles and dtinp esTee. In the caat«ni block of Kolhiluur tin 
rainfall i» lighter and less certain : the air though healthy iii hottw; 
and the people though lees hardworking are better ofi' than iu tho 
west. Where water \e near tho ittirfa<^io niueh land is watered 
from weltH, »a<I n largu area is under sugnn-unc, tiirmeriri, I'hillies, 
and other profitable crops. Tbo villages of flat-rootfed' niid tiled 
hounen arv built ou bare ruiug groand gooorully kouib distmiot: froB 
livvni to bo free from the nsk of mxxta They wcro fonncrly 
giinrdcd by walls, which, aa they arc no longer needed, have bcea 
allowed to full into decay. 

Itfi hillitarethv ehicf iiitturul fi^Mitarc of IColhipur. They include 
the jnain r uinw of the SahyAdris running north and south for about 
aliunfln^il Hides, mid w x largo apur w whii-h ulretch north-east and 
cast tliirty to fifty 'miles irom tho SahvAdris, and divide th« 
Kolliitpur plalii-au into mix itiaui viilK-v-i. m the eaatern plain are 
two m inor outlying groups tho UaylKij* uud the Katko l hUU. The 
Suliv&driB run in an irregular line luiout II'U nulea from iiorlU to 
south. Kxcept at Bilvda iwar tliv mifUlIt! of the line, where part of 
the State runa west into ttie Eonkun, t he line of the Sahyidris toUows 
the weatern border of £olh^pur. Within Kolhiipur limits tlw 
cn^t. of the Sahyddris varies fruui 2000 to SoOO and averages about 
2500 feet above the sen. The StibyAdria ore full of wild and 
bejiutiful Bci-nerv^tlic lower fllop's and tbi; hollows Ihiekly wooded, 
and the upper slopea rising in terraced separated by great scarps of 
i^bck to bluff even-topped ht'odhinds, relieved by an oocasSounl coao- 
fihapod peak or utnnaele. M'itb a. little aid from art many of these 
hill-topB have been tui'oed into aliDOBt impregnable fortrc-ssea. 
Within Kolhfipur limits, in or cloae to the creet of the Sahj-^driei, are 
nine of these fortified hill-tops. In the ox-lremc north bevond 
tho Sdtiira bonier is Prachitg nd, -4 bout two milea soutii of 
Praehitgad on the Kolh^pm' border is Beliirgad. About night 
miles eoutb in a direct Une ie Mohimatgad. A bout tn-«lvo muea 
further south in a BtTaigbt liue, but a good deal more following 
tho creat ef the hill, ie VitdJ M^ch iti fort 33-18 feet abore the aea 
and about (en milen went of the Kolmtpur town of Slalkdpvr. 
A little to till! south of Viiili MucbAl ia ijio fumous fort of yj^Al ffJ 
or KMno. about .lU-'iO feel obovo the aco, strongly fortiBcd witli 
walls part of which are said to late bark to \.d. 1000, It is about 
ten miles wcBt of MaJkiipui* uud aboiil forty-five miles north-woat of 
KoUii-pur. The next fort of eonBequence la BAvda about thirty tniies 



wtolli of ViahAlgad in o direct line, and about Hw middle of the 
Kolhfiiiiir Mctioa of Ibo Suhj-Mris. The hill rises out of tho 
Konk&a with sheer lofty ecarpt<. About ten tnilcit further eouth, 
clow to tho north of the Phooda psita, is Shi v gad :('i40 fi>rt nbovo 
the Htt.

About livo n)i)«a to tfae aoulh of the Aniba>jHuu, 
on each side of the narrow neck of land which joins Viah&ltfnd fort 
to the CTODt of the SaliriidriB, are two small foot tracks, I>k\' i> a on 
the north and PitAniiANv\ i.i.i on the south. XIne miles south of the 
Viihilead fuiaaea ig ilie v Vnaski ra , tf ana uhout thirty miles norlh- 
wvat ot KulhApur, and M'panit«d from it by a difh(;iilt hilly countn'. 
About twenty milea Bcnitli-we«t of the Anaskurn paas is the old 
Ratn^giri port of ItAjjtpu r. In 1826 the poas waa dv«cribcd ^ 
about three miles long, a good road T»TOd witfa largo Btoncs in a 
few ploceft where it wus ruthor slocp. About the centro of the paas 
waa a toll-hoatK< for eollecling dm-H. The approneh on the 
Konkan m\p wan veiy hud but with n little labour it might be tnnde 
pnuilitabh' for gun?.' Ahout Bva inilfM eiouth ot the Annskura 
paaM ia the K.uihi>a paa s. about twenly-tive uiiles west of Kullulpur, 
frutn whii'h it in tin- alraightest route to Itaj&pur in KattULgi^i. In 
183(} tbc rood wax pa««ble for cattle, but waa eloeed that 
toll* mi^ht be taken in other paesea. Aboot ten miles iwiuth is tho 
B 4vdii m^f» I* road for wiiUfers and poasible to ladvn cattle. It U now 
Ibo chipf routf from KoUiApiir to IWjripiir. About eight miles south, 
doac to tho Hivgad fort, i* the SivttM> im.-<it a route from KoUuipur 
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to Mdhnn. Onus vero formerly brought np this pun, Itnt in 1826 
it was out of mpuir. About two ittili-K furtlier in tm^iMgNft^ P"S^ 
the chief npnning betirecn the Deccnn and tiio (numijJlr^Jon of 
Jlillvnn. About iK'iO a cletachmont with artillpry went down tfa* 
PbomltPlKissto VAdi. Tin; rood wnsmudo [imttkviW'sfor ordnutnw, hot 
in l8'iti VQs acldom utu-d though a little liiboiir wutihl put it in (^ood 
iX'jMiir.' A4m>uI till iiiilt'dHouth of the Phondaiioas, close to the soutli 
of BiUiiravKjuIf oil , iB NA.KiiAVA,a BuiuU bullock paM. About five riiIm 
fui-nieria lite ( JncyroB pus s, Ucacribed in 1826 as used by ludcn outtla, 
ngood roud except w>iiu- badplnces at the tnppae«iiig from KoUiApnr 
to M^VBH. About four miles to tho south-west, in th<> point which 
W goarded by mugjiu fort, is the RAxosa p^^g f- It was dc»orib»d 
in 1826 a« froqutntMl bv ladpn cuttle from Kolhrtpur to Mrtlvan. 
fl'he road pa6«od thruugn a gat4?way along a ridgo tvhit.'K on thfi 
Mt fell right down to the Eookui. About two milen eiut of the 
Bilngnapti«K iw th u IIanmawt paw. In I^S it was n tutllc road 
but rcrr bod. About liftcon niiloB to the south-east is the Amw i.1 
oi* PAitPOM pns« formorly the main lin« between Goo Mid the ^ccCkB. 
IiiTSI^voKnifl I)owm;'» forw morxJu-d through the Ambuli paw 
to invHBt Iludi ubuut teu mib's couth of Vongurla. The ]Munci>rft of 
th<- iorvK-. in three dayA niade it jHis&able for smull f^iis. in 1636 
it waa de»(;ribwi us about SJ milt-s from Amholi at the top to 
Piirpoli at the foot, a etrong deecont tu no part very stwp, but in 
vuDsoqucnoe of sigsaga rerr difficult for hcaTy ordnuuoo. About 
1871 a rnad fit for carts ana carriagea was tna^le. In the «xtr«nw 
BOulh of tho stut« about night iuik'« south of the Aiulioli poM 
Bud unL> mile north of tho UJfiiu pBKs in tlnj TAlk h.vt jKisa. Clow 
beyond tho eouthoni boundary ia the R.iit pJia , tlte gn^at highway 
between Ilelgautn and Vengurla, and formerly out- of the main 
openings b rtwcn ft tm and tliv inland porta. A rood thirty foot 
vide waR (itiisbud ia March 182L, and in 18136 the ascent was easy 
and poitiinble for CTi^ry deacription of whc«l rarriages. Sittce 18^6 
thu roud ha» boen mor« thnu oncv improved uid i» now odq of llM 
easiest routos auross th« Suhj'&dria. 

Prom thu coiil'uBL-d mass of hills to the east of the Sahr^tdriB six 
great ranges etretch east and north-oast tItiHy to littv miles 
apross the KolhSpur plateau. Their biirc sides rise 700 to lbt)0 fpct 
above the plain tu nnt tcmg, oftoQ n*ith broad tablolandH. broI[<^ 
at iuttTvulrt by [K-akn aiicl coin<-al knobs, crowui-d tsometimce by 
forts Bometimeaby shrines. Of the six rangeg the only one that 
atn>ti-hfa east nearly at right iingles to ^e main eriJtrt of tho 
Stthyadris, ts tJie Vi^lullgud-I'anhAln range in the north. It leaves 
the Sahyudria at tiio pn-at \ i-dal^iid lort (334*1 foet) near 3f alkil- 
pnr. about forty miles aoith-\»t;si of KoUiApur. From VishAlgad it 
8l retches south-cant about twenty-fivo miles, soparatinc the valley 
of the Vilnuk in tlio nortli from the Pnnchguiga vi^y on the 
south, where ii is crowned by tho two f^rtiBcd peaks of' PwihSla 
and PAvfingttd about I"iUO foct abo%c tho phiiii and about flftoon 
uilea north of Kulbilpur. From P&Muigad it Btrctches east uboat 
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twt'uty-liva ihU»« more till it hrcnks into wpa.rntc hillocks and muks 
into tW plain m-ar tliu Krishna. In an otTsliu ot t'roiu tliia ranffe, 
about tJiree Uiile.'. east of PAvnnftnd an<l nlKiiit 3O0O Eoei abovu the 



plain, if* n liill crowned witti a tomnUi of JotJl 'S, and on pealth a fvw

Except the group of villagea in the Konkan which nlope vest 
towards the sva, t)i<.' •Imiiias<^' of KolhApur is onNtwanl!^ into the 
Krishna. The Kilsbn n forms the north-ea.'itcrn boundary of 
Koihipur for atviit twenty-five miles. It first touches the stato 
close below S&ngti, wht-ru it n.'Coivcs from the right the waters of 
tJio Vdrna, whicli forms the northern boundary of Kolhipur. From 
Siin^li the Krishna flows, with a winding soutli-eastcrly course, 
alioiit twenty miles to Knnindvid, where it receives the Panchjianga 
from the right. About nin« mites {orthcr to the south-east, p«xt of 
which pivssesthroughBelgaum villages, it receivea the united waters 
of the Dudhgfinj^A and the Yedffau^^A. Ei^'low this it paasee aWat 
three miles ciouth-ea&t through Belgaum, and then turning east, for 
about ten tniles, forms the north boundary of the isolated Kolhnpur 
division of Riybilg. Ihiring the thirty-five miles with which it U 
coiiuecttid with Kolhdpnr the Krishna is a noble river, about 1300 
fci't broad, in a xhiLllow bed between luuiks of earth. M'it.h tbo 
exception of afaJl of a few yards it J!ow« unbroken fi-om Kunindvilil, 
n-liitre it in joined by the Panchganga, for a liiiiidi*ed mib^H towards 
Ilaidarabad. Daring the hot weather it jmuuus. with a v<;ry leisurely 
tlow, through a AUccoAsion of deep pooU and tthallow for^. Even 
tlii-n^xperiuients have shown that there would l»c little »lifficulty 
in navigating it with flat-bottonied boats, rig-ged with tiitnit and 
sail ftuil drawing twelve inches of water.

Xhough »o largo and uuportant a river ttic Kri.shna is not strictly 
ft Koll iiipni' Htmam. The characteristic rivers of Kolliopur arc fix 
hi nuiuher the ViSriia, PanchgaiigB, Dudhgunga, AVilganga, Hiranya- 
kexhi. and Glmtprabha. Thyse riverH rih^ in tlie Salivftilris and flow 
8onUi-oa.4t, nait, or north.ea.it fifty to sixty miles ocro&s Ibe 
Kolhipur plateau towai-da the Knuhna. Tn adtUtion to tb^e 
KtreantH tlie outlj-ing district of Torg«l in the extreme south-east IS 
crossed by the Malprabha. The leading Kolhdpur streams have

The K&i^ri is an importnaf 

It rises in the Sahyadris near the village of Gajftpiir in 

Calkiptir and flows euat for a'bout fifty miles till it joins the united 

it«r> of the Kumbhi uu^l tbe Tulai at PMoli about three miles 

ifl of KoUi^imr. During its eoiirec of fifty miles the KosJiri reocivea 

Bvnral minor streams of whieh <he ebief arv the Mongur, the 

imhfali, nud the Q4dnvli.

bout fiftet'O niilee nortb-cust, and then, with a winding course, 
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turns east and joins the unilod TuIbi and BhogAvati near Bahiroah- 
1-ar ubout ei^ht milea Bouth-west of Kolhilinir. The Tiilpi ri*« 
about 6vo milc« eut of tho Kumblii and aft(<r a north -('adterly 
course of about fifteen milos falls into the Uhoearsti ubout viglit 
mill's tii)uth-wp8t of Kolhftpnr. The Ithngllvati. which is the chief 
of tb« fuor streannt, takos its riec ia the Sahyidria a few miU-a ooulli 
of the Phonda pttw, and after a nearly northerly course of about 
Iwenty-eigbt mi)p», alinout parnllcl to thr i'honda ruml. joinH the 
Tiilsi river near the historical village of Itid or Bcrod. AImhiI two 
miloit north-west of Itid the Dbog&vati r<^<'>'iveH tlic Kiimbbi und 
nbuut eigbt DiilcB further north they an; joined from the left by 
the K^siU-i about Uirec miles west of KoUi^pur. From Kol tiltpur 
tile Panchgtinga y ILK the river Jn no w eul U-cl, windH '"tuit about tharty 
miles till it falls into the Kriahna at Kunin dviUl. In Uia thirty miln 
of it» ooursft, to the eiint of Kolhii]iur the Panchganga reoeives only 
tmc considerable stn'uni the H^tkaJanicda or Knbuur whieh, rniinR 
from the Alta bilU siid pasaing HutKalimgda and Koroebi joisH 
the Punchgungii neur Kubiiur about fifteen miles below Kolhapor. 
THe waUrs of all these atrcums whicli join to form the Fuuchganea 
are much ueed for growing sugarcane. In October, towards t^ 
clo»e of the south-n'est ruina, a wriett of fai>vreutber earthen damt 
arc built across the river beds and the water is raised by lifta 
■worked by buHot^ks. The meeting of the Bhogflrati and KAs&ri 
has much local cutictity, being like Allabubud known us Pravig dt 
Triveni, and bi'i[i|^ \isited bv large nuuibcra of pilgrims durinK 
the cold months. Two small fltreams, the Jayanti or J iti and 
the Gwiuti, join ihia river near Ko lhiipijir. Tbey do not flow 
all the year round, hut they are held sucred and aro mentioned in 
tho local holy books. The Jtti ia eroased near Kolh^ur by three 
costry and ornunienlal bridges. Tho valley of the ranrhganga is 
reckoned the moat fertile in Kolhiipur and is famous for its liny. 
Thn bed of tho river is nLuIIow and it6»loping bonkn j-ield rich cTope 
during the eold weather. At Kolh:ipur the ranohgunga ia croaacd 
by (wo beautiful bridges one near the UrohmapuribiU on the north 
Bide of KolhApur town on the road leading to the Aroba pens, and 
the other a few miles to tlie east on tho Poona rojiil. Tho 
I'anehgnagn and ita feodern uitt forduble in tho hot neiison. In the 
ruiny m-ason largo and sinull boat» ply ut twenty-three ford«. 

The QB|^kjD&£<' '*"" '^^ aoureo in tho Suhy:idrin near the 
Haidava^B^nllic Bhudargud Bub-divieion about thirty-liYo miles 
eouth-west of KoUidpiir. After a oourse of about twenty miles to 
tho north-euiit near Kiigul, where it i» bridged, it fiows rHi»t for 
aboiit^aix miles, and about a mile boforo it roceivps the VMlganga 
from the south, it entiTit riel^iitiDi hthI llitw» cu^il about fifteen miles 
till it falls into the Krishn a mur Ka llol. The rivt-r bed ia shallow 
and muddy and in ^ho fair weufher erojia arc grown on its eartheo 
bttokfl. In Bhudargud its waters arc umhI for watering eugarcane. 
Except In the rainy season, the river is at all times fordable. In 
the rainy season it is crossed by ferry-boats at ten plaws. Of thes© 
two, at Sarsvde and Chuvo in Jthndargad, nro nrst clans forriM. 
*Ihe other boat« aro email managed by one or two ferrj-mcn and 
carrying not more than ten pnssengera. 
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The Y edgang a rispa a few milrn north of RjSnmo, and after a 
rourwt of about thirty-*ight milos to tli« north-oust joinji th« 
P udhgan ;ia In tbeChikodifiub-diviBiQD of Belgaum. Its chief fovdar 
i» the' Chiltot ro, whirh flows through the K<tP« rollcv luid joins it 
nnr C hilchu i ibont four mitc!i Ui iho aoulli of it« muoting mtli llm 
Dtiillij^ngtL. The bed of the Vedganga ia abulloiir and tnaddy, In 
K^^al ilM bunks j-udd rich crojw during tho eoM ttcntoii and in 
Bhudargad a larei) urea U waicrt-d. The river i» bridged near 
YamKarnt on the Poona-R«]gauin rnod. It is fordublo cxcoi>t during 
the raiiiis whvu it is cn>i!«i.xl by furricsia niucplnvcsOdrgoti, miongnon, 
U^il^>. Tdhundipur, Nidori, Aimr, Cbikhli, Hange, and I>£nvjid. 

The IliranTahftwhi tukes its risu in th« AinboU paM in the extreme 
aoath-wcst of the Stute. It has an irr«gular norih-eaat coutm of^ 
about forty inih-o to near Saokeshvar, where it enliTs Btdgaum, 
kni after a BoutbH?AsterL^ couraa of about Jifto«n miloA joins the 
Ch atpgabha about five jmi/^ foath-eaat of Hukori . Its bed id 
«!iallow and itg banks yield rood crops thoagh not so n'ch m those 
grown on itp Panchganpa. Its cKicf tributaty is the Chitri whirli 
lakes it8 rise near the villiige of Aiindi in the Ajra petty division, and 
aftvr a northvrlv oourao of about ten inilva joins the mutn stream 
Bfiarthe town of Ajra. Two first class forrica cross theso streams one 
at Ajni on the Hiranynkcitlii on Ibc Amboli road, the other ucross tho 
Ohitri on the Kesri rood. Fint class ferryboats arc olao kept at Uitiii, 
Harli, Bkadgann, and Jarli on thi; niraQyuk(<ti!ii, cnrrnng fifty to 
•e^'Piity poMTtengers and one and a biilf tons of luggage. filinaU 
boats, carrying fire or rix men, are kept at &llgaon, Ingli, Iliralge, 
nud Kuulgo, ( 

Th<^ Ghatprablin takes ita rise in tho aonth slopos of the Pittpoli 
pMS in Ihi* extn-mo south of the Stute. It flova about twcnty-nv© 
tuilps northt>^ui)l through tho south of Kolhapur territory and about 
tirenlymiloa furthL-rtiiihenorth-om^t, ond joins the Hiranyiiketihi ubout 
6vf niitf^ 80iilh-^>aMt of If iikeri. From lluki-ri it pii8.i(es about ninety 
miles east through GrokAk, Mudhol, and Biigalkot till it falls into 
the Krishna at Chiranlgi about liftocn miles north-oust of Itrig;iIkol. 
Durinj^ tho twonty-K\*o miW of its oourao ihrnagh Kolhiipur itR 
banks nod b<^ are roeky. During the rainy season u small boul 
carryiug eight postiungerH is kept at Nesri in Oadinghij. ^ 

Thr M*lpnibhii runs through the outlnng district of Tor gal far 
to the Houthf^sst. Its bed is rocky and il« bonks ateejT Among 
Uindus the Molprabba in sanctity ranks next to the Krishna. No 
boat ia kept on tho river. When in flood it is crossed on rait* 
b uoyed by dry gourda. 

Kolhipur on tho whole is woll supplied with water. BeatcEm the 
dx chtui ri%'crs and their numerous fcraorn, spring water ia availablo 
in moat partu twenty to fifty feet bolow the surface. In Karvir, 
Htybtfff, and Alta, whivh* hai*c about fiOOO or half of Ihv whole 
Biunlwr of wi'llp ond have a largo nren of vntArod crops, especially 
of angarcnnr, lliere ia abtindani-e of water at twenty to thirty 
ff^'t and in aoine of the RiyblSg- WLIages at ten foot' bt^Iow the 
■urfaoc. In Vtahdlgiwl, Panhilln, Bhudargad, and Ajm in the 
Wn»t oloac t9 tbc Sahyfldris wells arc few as they bave lo be sunk 
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St least fiXty fwt. Comparotl with 11,098 wells sliowu in the 1850 
rettirns tbe 1881 village reluniK fcivo u totul of 1(},344. The 
fall of 754 in the nuoibcr of wcUr i» said to be due to the fact 
that tlio hqlf 8 or lutlhiti dug in the lieda of rivopft, of which there are 
now alwut -WOO, wore included in the ItiOO relurn*. Of i lit- Ui.y-H 
welU in 1881, 7547 wbitj in ruuuir and 2797 w«re out of repair. About 
3500 are ofasonry built and the rottt are either unbuilt or faced with 
dry rubble. Over GOOO welt« or i-oaiudci-ubly moro than onivhalf aro 
uiRfl for wutorin^ and the rest for drinking. A well coelK to aiak 
frwn £10 (Its. KM)) when- th« water i» near the Burfner and the soil 
i>t soft lo £fjii (Us. GUU} wbei-c the soil is hard nnd thv wi-U bus to he 
ituuk thirty-Bre foqf or tnorr. A inationrv Utitid well uci-urding to 
the aoil cofits £li)0 lo £:{U0 (lU. I00l> - :Mi60) lo build. Kxcejit by 
B few Perviuu wheels water is dravni by the »nt>f or leulher bag, of 
which one and sometime* two are work<>d nt a time. The leiither 
bii^ holds about nxty giillorts, four-fifth* uf whiuh find their way 
inUi the water eliunncl. In the cold weuther, about one-fourth 
c^ an ucm it) wtiti:rc4l by <»ie \u\g working i-ight hourti a day ; in tlie 
hot «easoa, when the springs arc lower not more than one-eicbth uf 
lUi aere can he watorod. A well with water enough to work a bag 
all the year round is held to be ublu lo water iwo bci-cb of garden 
land. In voars of average rainfall the wpUb can bo trusted to j-iold 
enongh to bring the sugnreiine eropa Mife through the hot weutber- 
Hut in a year ot special lif^ht fnll u» in 18&I-82 with 32'IG inches, 
the springs fiiil und great loaa is eulTered. In spite of this risk a 
strong deture is shown tu siukuow wells and the number of working 
veils incroascs every year. 

The only complete prot«etion from the risk of the failure of ita 
springs is in storing wuter in Lakes and reservoirs. The numeroua 
str(^Sini!(ifIerni:iny nites suitable for dainit, but nn work of thin kind has 
yet been tnrni-d out. Oouipunsl with 197 in 1 1^60 tlio 18^1 n-tunisshow 
a total of 113 village {mnuB. The fall of eight v-fivc inthenural>er of 
ponds 18 said to be due to the fact that a number of damp hollows, 
which were entered as pouds in the 1S50 returns bavv since JSfiO been 
turned into rice fields. Of the 112 pnnda in IfiSl, only four tho 
Sjmkfllc and the PiulmAle ponds tii KoUiiipur lutd the Align; and 
Itiybiig ponds, have an un-a uf more than twenty-five acivs. Among 
tlicae tilt! only pieee of water of considerable size Is the RaukiUa 
lake in Kolb^tpur town, lis eirrmiit'oremie itt about two niilee and u 
half and it« menu depth thirty-five feet. It has liitelvl)een improved 
nt a cost of £'iii,O0\) (Its. y,(i0,0OO) and eupplies drinking water to 
part of Knlhaptir, beflide* watering a hundred acres of garden land. 
At Kolhdpur. busidcH the Rank^Ie lake tho Padmitlo pond ie of 
considerable aize covering about liflv and watenng about thirty-five 
acres. It is mentioned in the lo<^»l history or mahalmi/a and is held 
saei-nl. Tho Atigre poud, the o:ily other pond of luiy eiisc, on the 
lliraj road about twelve milen north-eiftt of Kolh^pur eovera fifty 
•ores but is shallow and dries during the hot weather. It is mcntioDva 
IB the local history and is held sacred. I'iuring the eold aeaaon it baa 
generally some water-fowl. About a mile scut Li-«iurti>f RitybAgtn the 
hbirol sub-divisiou (ho Abu pond covers about twenty-five acres and 
holds water all the year round. During the cold seaaou it it) a rcaott 
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of Vftter-fovl. Of the Tcinainiii)^ ponda dSnraleaethan one acre in 
area, fortj-f««r lire under l«n nvrMi, utid two »rK undur twenty-five. 
Moot nf ttLomdry is tlic hot Moaon. lu ordinury ikokous tbv supply 
of dritikinK wotor id Bufficicnt. Abnul TOt) of the. 107!) villages hIbiii] 
closf to rivrm »nd !<tix-uiun whicli flow tlirouijlioiit llit- vwir. • In the 
n>nminiitg ;iT9 villayca the slreiims and poiidH dry in tlio liot mouths 
(April •Juno) and the jMfopli' t«lc(> ituHr wuter from welfa und pita 
dug ia tbo strviun beda. ICalhapur and Kifpd aru eupiilicd with 
drinking wuler brought from ouUiide of the toims in iron pipes. At 
Ivhalkaruiiji the ycaiKt i» pumijud from the FaachguigEi river ujid i» 
curriud into iho town along maaonry ducts. 

Kxcept in the Hoiitli wlioi\'' aro some rid(*c» of BandBtonp und 
quanzilv, Kolhiipur iwtues within tho urea of the ji^^reat Bcccaii 
trap fiffkls. TliG chiei varieties of tnip are buudt, amygda- 
loid trap, vesicular trap, and cJayey trup. wliifb, u-ith eome few 
iotf nrappeao Mdinirntary bedH and ntum^rous bighly ferruginouH 
clayoy umIa, makv up tho gri-iit iuom of the (mp-flows. 
Th« lonror fluWB arc nioetlv boaullio iu charatlcr, the medium 
flowA are oltemntely hARoltiu und iimypdnJuid, and the uppor aro 
dueily iKiaaltic cnppvd by bods of cluv aud Latvrilo. In the Bahy^ri 
rogion tho poBilioa of tho tlowH ta more difitinct than furlber 
eiwl. When i-ar?fully »twli«d from some oommanding pmnt 
tboy are hm-ii to dtp at a vi<rv low snelo a«nonlly to tbo north* 
eust.' Ahout twentr-firc or tbirty miUa from the edge of tho 
Saliv'^dria (he dip becoince more easterly and tio gradual an to 
\te hnrdly (raoeable by tho cTc. The flows exposed in tho 
Konkun show a very lour weBterij dip, The direction of the course 
of th(> uppor wutore of the rivers rising in th« SahvAdri recion and 
falling uito the Krishna coincides with the general dip of tJic Irap- 
tiowiii. It 18 prfibiible, thepffon?, thai the itiibitcriul eutling of fh(<«e 
valleys begun inimtsliutrly after the Snnl outpouring oi the last 
tnii>-tluw, and haa lieen ever since going Ktea<lilv on. Till the 
whulo uf Ihu Doocon trap ^nit ban Docn geologically examined, 
it vill not be poMJhlc to eay whit'h waa tbo laat flow, bat if the 

goungeAt of those now rcmmning in the Kolh&iHir aoid Belgamu 
lUiTlidriii was the last poured out, and reprcaenta the close uf this 
treinenduus volmnie wlivlty, thon the work done by utmeapherie* 
agencies since the close may be roughly estimated its a dirvct vertical 
oroMon of 1000 lu loOO feo't the ItilU'r (lopth bein^ tbul of tlie %'fiUey of 
theyc<lgiingainSouthKtdh£pvroppoBitetbogroutma«»of Ithudargady 
one of the eniinences oappea by the highest of the remaining tnp- 
BowB. At preoent tlie rao«t pn^vidcnt directiou of the wind during 
the (loiith-wcnt monaoon* as shown by the inclination of the trees on 
tlic b)ghc«t and most exponcd ridgea, doea not coincide oxactljr 
vilh the dip of the truj^fluwa and strike of the main valley, bat 
w more westerly b}* one or two points of the compass. Tho 
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great^fit tliickncis of the trap wilhin the South Kolh^pur area may 
roughly be uHtimatcd nt dOOO t« 3600 feet ; it itivn*a»v8 to 
the north. Further nouth tlie trap grows thiunor f«r the Iwais 
formtOK the suuthcni Wuiiilurv of the area uear Ibe crest of the 
SahyiiOTw arp high in the 8i"rii« and overhip by u wide epnoo mnny 
of Itio tiiirk'rtj-ing flown kcuq further north in the scarp overhanging 
the Konkifn. 

The Kmndeul uet-tioiis of the trap seriea are in the great western 
SL-urp m the SuhyiUlriH ; hut their viutt »izo often miikos these hanl 
to ftmly, fw floiiie of the prcat basaltic Hows t'onn long uobroken 
lines of cliff soveral hunnrcd feet high. They mar be beat 
examined along the two roads, one across the Phonaa and the 
oLhtT across the Amboli pass. The euttingn along these rends 
give ahnost poTiectly eontinuoiie sections of the whole thickness 
of the trap-nowB they croee. The iron-clay bi-tl, an outJicr of 
the lalerite is iinporlunl ui» being the younffest known, the moHl 
conatant, and the most safely dctcrminuble member of the T)eeimn 
trap series in this jjuarter. Thia iron-clay bed eap« all the hitfheat 
ridges and peaks in the Kolhtltpur hills iiiid may bo culle<r the 
summit bed. C>f all tlic mountnins those wbii:b iron-clay capa are the 
moflt perfectly tablc-toppod and in tnont cinum the capping is sharply 
scarpi-d all round tbo edge. As the»u eearped plateaus c-ro^'u all the 
highest hills nnd were easily made very strong, many of ihem. 
uotflbly Itbudargii'l and ^litiiiliii^nd, n-t-rt- ehoften by Wol cbiefa 
88 strongholds. Thn flows underlying this iron-clay bed dhow 
great iiJcencBS throughout iho birger area they cover. The 
correspondence of flows in different jfreut spiirs is especially clear in 
tbo three ridgcit into which the IthuJtirgad spur divides. It is 
ndinimbly Been looking; wont from tbo high bluff on the custerD 
rid^ which towers over BclvSdi. The view norlhwanl from 
Bol&v'i at the northern end of iho lofty part of the western ridgv 
on which Uliudurgad itsuU' KtiiudM. shuws this correspoDdvuce and 
extensions of the flow-terraces most dintinctly in all the ridgea on 
cither side of the Vcdgiiti^a valley oud in others beyond us far north 
aa the PanluLla mounluin.* 

Unartzitcfl and sand stones arc found at Vdlancii oovorod on throe 
' Bides by the flows o£ the Deccan trap series. If the ridge of trap 
which covers the nnartzites west and north of Vtltnogi ho crosseu 
tbe <{uart3iites will be found to reappear in tho Tvlloy of the 
Hirunyakeahi river, and to occupy a very considerable area in that 
valley forming an inlior which nmy hi- called the Mi'ui^noii inlicr, 
{rem the most iiupurtant viUu^e wbieh stands upon it. Xo poculiar 
featufcs ufLi presented by the rock^ forming this inlier. Tbey consigt 
of C|uartzite8 nnd grits, moally dipping northward, or north-bv-west, 
at low angles. They are best shown ui the row of hills wliich runs 
east-Hoath-easl from Sulgaon on tlie bnnkof^the II imnyokeehi nver. Tho 
quartsites and grits are mostly pidceolouredandfine grained, nnd form 
a Mrieaof beds several hundred leet thick, altliough both the top and the 
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bottom of the nerios are hMden nnder trap. Petrologically iiluaiical 
with the MAngaoTi beds aro ixAi fonninf;* »?T«nil smoiUr inlion in 
ih© valley of the Vedg&agA, eigbt mUes to the north-west. Tht'jsir Utter 
Uein tbp centiv of tlio valley between Atnfiihol and 8hcaga<)fi, and 
am l*niT in number, of wbicb thc*»out1imoet, oloso to the riUage of 
Ainghol, forma s Biaall bat conspiaimiii isolated hill 200 w> 300 feet 
aboTv tho plain. Uore all the 1k^« dip 5'' to 10° nortL-norllt-wo«t. 
The Other inli^ra arr mtaplr exposures on the flaoks of the grvai 
ridgea. A great tliiclcuvM of qiuirtzitos and grits of identical 
character is cxposod in a small inlicr at PhaT in a aide vsll«y two 
miles weat-north-Vfst of Sbcngaon. In I he viuloy of the Dtidhf'anf»a 
two good-mwfd quartzitc Iiiliern li*' north-west \ii the Pliav uiid 
SheDgMKi inliera of which both on pctrolngii-al lUiA titratigrajjhiittl 
rrODnd^ thi-y must btt ci>iiiudt^n<d lliu extvnitioiiK, nor con it 
be rcuKmnbly doubted that thi;y form u trut.> link with tho wry 
similar aeries of ro<^-]cfl expoa^d at the foot of the Pbanda jhiai< tiino 
milfra to the weet-uorth-weet, Aa in the il&ngaon and Sbuugoon 
tnlier«, the quartzites and jfrite of tho Viiki and Aini inliora aro pule 
coloured, wuitii»h, drub, or pinkish, and Hne ^nuncd. They hnvo 
been liltto disturbed, rullinf; in anf^ies of 8° to 10^ iu \-ariouR 
dtreetiond. In both inlitra the western edge passes under the 
tnp with a weaterlv dip of 8" to 10'. The qnartiitcs do not xhow 
in the vaUey ctf t&e Dhogdrati belwcen Valivdo and tho top of 
tho Phonda pass. In this Aioi inlier, the beds, which are nearly 
korixontal, cannot be less than 400 to 500 foet thick, ineastired from 
the level of the river, liotb hero and in the Viiki and to a K-es 
pitent in the Phay inli«r. the liprht ooloiirod rocks havo been so 
bloiJeeued by weathering, and perhaps by forest Brcs, thai except on 
cloao inspection it is often difficult to recx>gnize detached nioaaoa.' 

Tbtt climate of the Kolhiipur plain which varitis from about 3000 
fort abov« tlu* a-A in the woat to about 1700 in thn east, like the real 
of the weatero Ueccan is tcmp«nit«. TowtinU ibc Sahy6dri hills, 
whieh are covered with wood and drenehed during the rainy months, 
tho air is always cooler than in the Liiitt, which during April Tilny 
and June is liabln to hot easterly wuids. At the name time ulmoat 
the whole territory* la under tbo influence of a sea broeite, which Hits 
in during the uflenioon and lusts till about eight at night. 

Tho aoaaona muy Ik- broadly divided into wot, cold, and hot. The 
wet seaaon, with on. uveragi^ fall of about forty iuchos, laata from 
June toOetobur. Except in (ho extreme west it is chiefly showery, 
seldiim with such heavy continuous rain as to put n stop to field worfc. 
Tho rainy months ure the healthiest time in the year. The atrong 
damp breexe is always cool and pleasont and occnaionally i» twld. 
Tho daily chwigi-w of heat and cold vary frwii 67' to 88'. The 
rold season, which lil^t9 from November to the end of February, is 
thw most drv and unheallb)*part of the vonr. Dry east winds, with 
~ braeing or tonic uifluenoe, prevail and doily changes of hcut and 
ar« cousidemblo avonfging about &3°. The hot weather 
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Insta From Mun.4i io Juuo. The t<.'inp>roltir« it* high during iheiie 
mnnths. Tn the daytime the lur is hot at ximva rii*iuft to ST'S'' and 
uv(-mgi'B nb»uL Dl"'!", Tlio rvciiinjtH un- coolwlliy urtvn hnvx^ uiiiJ tlie 
ni);htii pre ncvfir oiipn-ssivc, It» aituuttun oppuKiU' a {fup iii the Un« 
of we«tcm hilU giv<4i KolhApur city the bcnogt of a strung sea 
brocxo oni^c-ool iiightii.

As h rule rainfall varies with the dislanre from 
tliC Sahyrtdri eri'Hl, During tht^ lwenty*onc years ending 1881, of 
tbo six ntatiouB ut AItu, which in about forty-Bvc miles ciut of the 
Sahyidri ere»t and twelve miles north-^^ast of Kolhiipur, tho fait 
varied from forty-four inchca in 1JS7-I to five incbea in I8tt5 and 
avoroged twenty-thi-ce inehcs ; at Bitviln, which is on the Snhyidri 
cr«tit aiitl thirty miles soiifb-wrnt of Kolhilptir, the fall varied from 
3til iueliea in IHOl to 121 inches in I8(i-I and nveragcd 2*20 inchefi ;

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CHAPTER II. 

PRODUCTION. 

Iron ore occurs in a few of the mars which run eaM from tho 
Sahy^rtH. Tl U Jtomtttiinrs founa on t\w Huritux En irn-giilur 
muKHL-K mixed vrilh othvr Btones, hut it is gvncruUy n-nrhrd bv 
Binldng shafts, two to ton fi>et below tho mirfnco, tlin^UKh n Ihlok 
iayoT of ir<^u-i-hkY luisfd with a composite stunv locully knuwn as 
jdmhfila or imrpfe Htoot', Tho ort' strulum is si-ldota mope thim ci^ht 
or ion inchi's thick un<l thirty to forty feet hroiiil. It iipiM-arx to clip 
from iiorlli to Huuth at an anglti of about 12°. Formi-riy iron wnit 
much amoltt^d. In 1854 thirty fumnoes were at work witli n viiirly 
outturn of 225 tons worth uhiJut £900 (R». 9000). The mining and 
smelting employwl 180 miners, who belonged to a wandennj^ cliuw 
of Musulmdns QooitMl Dhavads. Since 1^54, the dcamcHs of fuL>l 
and tht' fht- apneas of European iron, have between them destroywi 
the smelting industry. It still goes on in U^n hill villages, Kw \B 
Ithudnrgiid and iivo lu VifthAlgad. In 1881 lifte^n furnaces yipldcd 
about two tons of iron luid employed fifty-three Dhaviid workmen 
during six months in the year whose average Mason's uaruingd wont 
about i!5 {Hs. 60). Ilesi<lea smelting the iron the Dlutvodit muko it 
into Beld tuuls and cooking veastils, which ihcr otTcr for nalu in the 
nearest markets. A small too of 4*. to Ss. (fta. 2 • 4) lA chnrg«cl for 
the u«e of the ground in which the shafts are eunk. 

The ore is of three kinds twya/*, thelga, and lalhi. The i>roeo«s 
of sBielling, though simple, is slow and costly. The oru is dug 
from the pits with *r"wbiirB und pickaxes; the lurge piecva are 
broken by tho hammer and then fired, "When colo. ihc ore 
bocomea brittle and is mado ready for the fiimaoe by grinding it lo 
powder on a hard slate. Ono of the most important parts of the 
luniacc 18 a flint tube which \a known as inns. To unku thia tube 
a number of flints are thrown into a fire and merged under large 
■ ■toneii, a« they are apt lo burst with the heat and wound (he work- 
men. When fir«'d, the flints are ground tn pitwdc^r and mixed with 
clay and wuler. When suffieiL-ntly kneuded and pliable, the mixture 
is rollt>d into a ball and a round rod sixteen inulic't long and about 
one and ouc-fourtli inches in diameter in thrust into the niaos aud 
covered with a uiiiforHi coaling of the flinty clay. The rod is 
luid in tlio iKun and when the clay has dried it is drawn out leaving 
a holtuw tube, Oo tho tubu thus foiiucd u «ucond layer of Hint auu 
clay in luid and the tube is again dried. To mulci; the funiiice, u 
round hole about three feet deep and one and one-fourth broad is 
dug. At first one side is left op*'n iiod tBo other sides un.' lined with 
n luijcture of moist clay and powdered flint or iron ore. At tho 
bottom powdered charcoal i.s hcap<>d uhout kix inches high and water 
is poured on it and about four ^kvr* of powdered ehaixual are added. 
The Hint and clay tulje or mux is placed in the opon side of the 
fumuoe, which, Uku the otliur aide, is closed with cluy and flint 
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CfanrocMJ is thrown in till the furnuvo U linlf full. The noses of two 
[urge bellowH are sut in the outer end of ihu tube. They do not fill 
llio mouth of the tube and in the iipaco left op»n u movuhlt) boll of 
flay i» placed wliirh can Iw taken out if llic workmen have to clear 
■ny tliiog likely to stop the freo paiuugo of air. Whon every thing 
is reudy two men begin to blow the K-Uuws ; one uf lliuin i-imply 
hlowa. Close to the other man is a long iron sp^tun and twu htaptt 
ODC of fhiirwal ihe (•ther of povrdi-red oru. As he blows ho every 
now iind then pat»eH a bdle full uf ure iut<i the fui-iiace und then 
fillfl it with charcoal. So f^rcat ia the heat that the ore rauidty 
fiUM. PowdonMi ore and charcoal are again and again added and 
an unbroken blaat is kept from the bellowa until the heap of ore ia 
finialiefl. To feed the fumucc and know t]ie nu^menl of fusiou 
require both experience and skill. The minera aay that aa soon ad 
fiuiim ects in, the fliuue turnit from reddish to white. The ball 
or mtd-ja of meiul whii-h forms at the bottom of the furnaco, 
wetglia ten to twenty pounds (^ -^ tnnn). It takes thnw hours to 
msko und lues about forty pouudn of eltsn-oal and thirty pounds of 
powdered ore. The metal is left to cool ia the furnace and ia 
taken out with a pair of pinocrs. The furnace lasta for two or 
three ameltin^s. hut before oitcb smelting requires fresh hniiig of 
clny luid flint und the flint and clay t^ibe or miM never stands more 
than two sm^ltinga. After the iron is hammepod it ia roudy to bo 
worked into field tools and cooking vesaels. Each furnace gives 
employinLmt to six men, two boUowsmen and two hibourors who bring 
«bart:onl and wuter und roptur tlie furiiuoe, and two mon who gather 
ore and fuel. , 

Good building stone occurs in almost every part ol the State. The 
building stone in general uso ia a blue or oaHc gray trap or basalt. 
It in obtained cither from larg\i liill-side bouldcra or frou quaVncH 
whieliureourrti.tl tlirouffb the broken trup or (niirum stratum, (luurry 
stoQt) in many places shows strutifiaition and in quarrying often goea 
oETiti layi^^ra, pre8<>ntiug un uniform surface geuerully euntoKl with u 
thin layer of white substuneo wliioh ia probuhly olinnc carried in 
solution and deposited. Kcd veiasi due to iron make the stone unlit 
for use, as when uxpoeed to heat and damp it is apt to split uloag the 
lioe of the rt:d vein. liouUlor slouo is hard, fine in grain, and' 
takr« a high polish. In tho Ajra and Torgal district* a pinkish 
white granilc is used for buihling, but care must be taken in choosing 
it aa the fwfter kinds which look liku sandstone cannot stand the 
wi-alhiTr. Laterite or ironiilay id chietly found in the Ajra eiib- 
dinaion in the nouth-eoat and in the 1'anhiila subdivision in the north- 
I wast. It is siddom used for building, except where ther« is iivithvr 
trap nor bowlt. On a part of the road between Ajra and Amboli 
thr drninH and culverts ar« of a reddish iroa-.«lay. This atono ia of 
an oiK-n toxlure either noifulsr or cellular and is easily qwarrii-d by 
ffi-dge* into cubical blocka, which on exposure beoume hard and 
dtinibls. , 

For ordinary building quarried trap is the easiest stone to drvss 
bat it ia achlum used for tine carving as it ia apt to split along tho 
•oaWa and red veia«. For ear^'od and pottsbed work columnar uaaalt

Kollutpur Awn not r«]nire to import 
masons for any wluss of stone work. The cost of ordinary good 
baitding rubble delivored at the quarry is 4«. (id.

VorftUia or 
stones hewn on one aide and Uidndkis or chips the rate varies 
in proportion to tlio itisio of thu stone and is gmriorully pui<l by 
tho footi, tho length from face to tail varring from liT to 18'.

As enoA tnuublv trap or murnm is found over nearly tho wholo 
of KjjIhAimr, broken stone h BoMom used for metalling roads.

Metal hrokpn from baitult nodules costs d*. (Rs. '.£}) and from 
^iiarriixl ba!t(dt7«.(Rs. 3^ tho hundred cubic fcrt. Latcrite, whitb 
makes a good luHting road, ia also asfA in the Ajra aub-diviaion at a 
cost of -li*. (Rs.'iJ) the hundred cubic foot. 

Siind or gravel is found in Iho bed.i of rivsrs and slreamB. Tho 
})iiild!ng sand is of auiwrior quiJity and is fr«! from hirgv pebbles, 
siilt, shells, and other inipunties. Common wind ia also used for 
bindagc in moiidinfjp metal and murum roudtt ut & coAt of ti\: (Kh. 1^) 
tJic hundred eiibie feet at llie rivor side. 

Lime is made from limestone aodulcs OTfcanhur which usually occurs 
on the surface of bJark soil fields. The nodules aro irregular in tJuipe, 
from half on inch to three or four indieft in diameter, and composed 
within 'of tolerably compact enrbouale uf Uino and ou the surface of a 
mixture of eai'bonute of lime and clay. Lime in burnt cither on the 
intermittent or on the continuous system.

The wot mggod west and the high spur* whioh stretch from the 
Sahy^ria to nmr the east bonlt^r of the StuU?, give KoUiiipiir ulurgo 
U«a auilabh' for forests. It is »aid that up to thu early part of the 
pvaeot century the slntes and spurs of the west of Kolhfipur were 
eontiwt with timber. Tlie country whs thinly iK-opled and except near 
hill fort* lilLas^' was scarcely po*»ibli;. During the last fifty yours 
u popuUtiou mcrvasod tillage apread westward aad timber* was 
IcUmI without restriction oxoept in n few hilU or dA«^» set apart as 
nme pruoervet The practice of kitmri or wood-tah tillage cleared 
unubwooi] und young trotjh from tlie SahyAdri spur*. The tirst 
stujmpt to save the lore-sts was in 1874 when a Blaflf of thirt«ea 
nagvrK and one inspector Vas entertained. In 1878 a separato 
"iepartni'-nt was organized under a forest ofKcer lent by the British 
Otwonnnunt nnd the conservancy nnd protection of the Kolhipur 
loivau were |)lacvd on the flome tooting as in the noigbbouring Britislt 
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districts. In I$82 thfi forcAt oHtabliRhmcnt included one formt officer, 
nine in^poctore, nijictocii h^■nd fgrvHtcrtt, onu hundnnl u.nd nint-Ui^D 
fort'slLTH, DiiP draftsnun, three cirrks, and eight nuKQiengers repre* 
eenting n yearly rOBt of JCMUT (R». 17,370).

distrti-t ■■cveniio nflii-x-r aa to privntc ri^fhta. Sjienal van? is taken to 
iDoet lliu tii^L-dM of husbandmeo iu the mutter of fon>«l produce. 
Under oertain reafrictiona thoy are allowed free grazing, firewood, 
loppings for nitliTmuuurt:, wood for hausobuildiug, and ticid tools. 

No detailed informutlon is lO'ailable, but it is estimated that when 
the doninrailion is compU-ted the foreet area of thoStnte will incltidi' 
about 500 square miles. The forest blocks of the KolhApur Stat« may 
be grouped nnder two chuses, thow thitt belong to the main rang« 
of file !^ahyiidri» and those that belong to the spurs and valleys that 
strike aorosa the St«te to the north-east and cost. The mnin line of 
the Sfthyidrii*, though in places the hiil sides ha%'* boon strippod for 
wood-ash tillage, hns fiiio evergreen forests with much valuable 
tinibtT, The Sahyiidri forc-sls maybe rouglily arranged under two 
groups, a smaller section ia the north stretehing as fur «outh as the 
AnnAurn pass and a larger soction in thp soatn including the rest 
of the Kolliipur Siihyfidria, The northern section covers about 100 
Bqunre milfs and ini-liidea the forest lands of Ambn. PAndhrepAni, 
Marshi MAjrc, Gaj4pur. Yolvaimgai, an(J other village*. Tiieso 
reserves ore patchy and scult«nxl, ml, where Bpare<l from branch- 
lopping and rccklosa cutting, they ar« thickly stocked with 
evergreen trees, among which the chief are tho am Terminalio 
tonicntosft, luina l.agcr«tr[etnia lanecolato. hinifi Terminalia ehcbula, 
leinjiil Termiaalia puoiculata, jiimhUul Eugenia janibolann, &divi 
Cassia fistula, ^'urTfixJ, nhfrri, eher, kumh, and utrunq.i The chief 
divimouB of the southern and longer aoction of the Su-liyAdris are tho 
Aiiiiskum, Kfijirdii, BAvda.und Phonda lulls. The forest hinti in ihuao 
hills covers au area cetimatod at about 160 Itquaro miles. Kxcept in 
places where tbcy have been stripped by carclcits vuttiug, these 
reserves are well atocke*! with the commoner forest trees, aud yield 
largo stores of inferior timber and firewood. They idso contain 
blavkwood, teak, Jikair, kinjal, and bamboo. The forest lauds along 
th(- ranges mid the vtn^-ains that stretch cost m>d tKiHli-eaat from the 
Suhyidris lie in the cool and moi»t belt to the west of Kolhftpur 
citv,«>^ldo»i iiKDising more than twenty milett cuAt of the crest of the 
Swiy^dris. Of nine chief blouke, two, the Vdrna and the Mhaa&i- 
P&thiir, arc in the VSma valloy ; four the Aaandoli, Bliadiira, Manbet, 
and Mainghole arc io the valleys of the JJhegAvuti and its feeders ; 
one, the Viiti lies near the souree of the Dudhgangu ; on», the 
Alhasmng lies near the sourceof thv Yodgimgu; and one, the Ajra lies 
ncer tho aource of the Hiranvakeshi. 
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In tho north the TArna block, wilU an uren of shout flftowi miles, 
«tret<:hes along the hills to the Bouth of the Vdrna in the upper port 
of iu couKO. Except neur tho centre tho VAmu block ts well 
fltovkod wn'th ain,kiHJal,ja.mbhiit,nthutf and otlier common fopost trees, 
Tu the Houth-wc«t of tbe V^ma block is the Mii.isai-Pathak 
reju^rve, a valuable tract of forest land in the hill range that lies 
U't-H'oon Panhjlu lUid the Sobv^ria. All of ito urea of ubotit twenty

nod other eonunon forest trees. About twelve miles south of tho 
UIias)li>Pathfir forvst uiid about twenty niilus wost oE Kolbipur w 
the AsASiMii.i bloi-k. This has an area of twenty sqtiuro nulea 
moMt uf it ID iL chain of hills that rune eiist from< the 8uhvMriM U8 
far as the rilla^^ of Kale. It is crossed by tho.Tulsi stream a 
feeder of Ihe llhngAvati. It la one of the best forret reeer\P8 in 
North Kolhipur, boiu;> well Btotkcd with «*'«, kinjal.jnmhhnl, nana, 
hirdAt, and other common trees. During floods timber rafts ean be 
floated down tho Tutii to Kolhdnur. Fivo to ten miles «out]i- 
east of the Asandoh block aro the UitADAK\ forests in the Bilvda 
miH-di^-iiinn, chiefly composod of the hill sides wliirh drain into the 
nlley of tho Kumbhi a loedcr of the Bhogilvati. The Itba<lara forest 
land stivtches from tho SahyAdi'is about t«n miles oast to the 
nllago of SfllvAn whi<;h \* about tifteon miles west of Ivolhiiptir. 
It baa SQ area of about Sftocn square miles and is well stocked i^ith 
din, tinjal, hlrd/t, and other forest trees. Teak and tho bamboo do 
not occur. Abwit right miles to the eouth-east of tha Bhadara forest 
liodHL on the hank,-* of the Dhjimni which runs noplh^^ost nonrly 
parallel with tho Ilbog^vati, is the M.vxiiet block. It has an area 
of about Iwt'lve square mJlcs and is well stocked with the com- 
luocier forest trees, mixed with ain, kinjal. hirJa, bdvn, dvalii, and 
the rattan and bamboo canes. Six to twelve miles cast and aoath- 
tMt of the Manbot rcsc-n-c ulMig tho banks of the Bhog^vati, ia a 
lAnituh of forest land known as the Maihohole reecn-e. It 
eovers au aron of about t«-enly-fiTo sqaara miles which ui-o thickly 
wooded with mixed lorestj the chief trees being the ai», kinj'il, and 
Airda. About ten miles to tlie south, along the upi^r course of the 
Dadhgangii, tho VAki forest range covens iibout twenty s(|iiarc miles. 
It contains fine blocks of forest, yielding many thousand hirclti trees. 
and much bimiboo mix^l with ain,i:injnl, aud other commoner trees. 
Alwut (en miles furlla-r south, in the upper coursp of the Vedgunga, 
Iho MiiAKRAN<; block comprisCH w-rcral rid<ic* and valU-ys covorinff 
■iKmt twenty square mil<'*. Like the Trtki block this is a splendid 
irpt--prodming tmcl. It is thickly covered with almost all kinds of 
kiral tmm among which the >iin. Linjal, and fiirda are tho ehiof. 
About ten mili-H tu the cast, ncroas tho great Utur-Bhudarg&d or 
Kurth Gbntprnbha Npur in llio wont of the Ajra division, arc about 
tireDly miles uf fon.'Nt land which arc known as the Aj ka block. 
Hoiit of this lies within tho cfrainage area of the lliranyokoshi on throo 
fpara of wbicb the Chalobu bill in the chief. 

To aocure the goodwill of tho people who livo in and near the 
forvat Lauds tho ])oor oro allowed tickets under which they can 
ruaoro hcadtflads of Brcwood froo of charge. Firewood and 
Utmu nay also be takcu free of uUurgo by uU who live, in smd 
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nc-ar tlic forcAt land* for home \vm nn<l for field purpn8o« vroridod 
nunc but iDutured trees ond ehraba are cut. Any dcud Rtuks imd 
briiiifhoa may be taken from the forcrta, but no rewrvc tnva may 
be fut or lopp«d. Fuel for kilns, dialUloncs, imd wlWr induttlrial 
purpom?!! miiy b(! nit and removed on paying 2«. (Ho. 1) the kluuidi 
Olid 'i[tl.

T]i« Dliuiipii'ft Huond moat of tlicir time in the forest* with their 
flocks of sUoop and herds of cotllc but then.' are uo Bcpurulc forwst 
tribea. Forest workera are paid daily wa^a rarying froni 3i. 
to 6d. {i-i at.). B(;twccn 1S73 und 1881 forest ixM;t-ipl» roat- from 
£49 to £6047 (Rb. 490- Ra. 60,470) and vharwes from £U24 to 
jE398fi (Rii.n,240»R-i.39,fiG0). In 1881-82 of the whole rcwipts, 
£4523 (Hh. 45,280) wtre from inyrobalan or Ai'rda berries, £ti4" 
(R«.G470) wery from bunding timber, £236 (Ra. 2360) from fire- 
wooil, and i>>37 (Us. 0370) from minor produce. 

There has never been any refi^lar timber trade in Kolluipar. 
Formerly all worn allowed, iit'cordiug to their wtuita, to go into the 
forests ond tut wlint tunbor they might want. The large teak beams 
UBC-d in the old buildings of KoUiilpiir cunio oithor from E&nara or 
from lluruiiib. Since the introduction of forest conservancT cutting 
is u« far ii.'f possible conBned to wom-oiitor decayiug tiTcit and the 
produce is dieponcd of at auction sulcit, which ore held in difivront 
parts of the State. The chief minor nroducte are the myrobalon 
or hirda berry, grass, and honi>y. The fiirda, which of lato years has 
become on imuortant article of trade, is bought yearly ut the forest 
Btores by wholcsalo tloalcre for export to EuroiJO, whciv it is valued 
for dyeing. The hirda harvest beglna earl^ in November und enda 
at the close of Febniary. During ttice« four moutha tho berriei ore 
gatljorod by people of all clnsscs under the eupcn-iaion of the forest 
officers, ana are dclirered at the rate of J|<2. (J a.) the pdili of five 
pounde. GmHH grows freclv over nlmoat all the forvst land. la 
1882 graes j-ielded o rcvcauc'of £0oy (Ka. &0;iO). The yield from 
^ild honey i« chiefly confined to the reserves of Uhudargud, Fuah&la, 
Bti\da, and Vish^god. Most o£ it is produced by four varietiea of 
bwH Itic kolamlnoragya, thixiidn, tlio ;iou(i, and the kdnla. During 
the doworiug periods of the Jrarvi or Strobilanthua, which generally 
ftappen at intcrrala of seven yeara, the yieUl is so abundant that 
honey mlU for about tvti pounda for 1*. The combe <A holataU or 
dgya beee arc f ouud ou the face of rocky cliSa and hanging froia 
the boughs of large trees. A aingk' comb often eontains oa much as 
twenty »hcr« ft! honey. Bee-siKtiliiig goes on iit night and is generally 
diftit^ult andol'teu dungeroua. The nest is flomotimesscvorurhundrcd 
foot bl^luw the creat ot the *cArp and thv man has to bo lowered in a 
cradle hold by a MDglo rope. When the cradle has reached the 
Uvel of the combs, the men above swing the rope imtU the cradle 
touches the face of the rock. The bce'Wpoilers have n bundle of 
chipfi of the wild migo palm hherla or Aurmad Oaryota ur^ns which 
tlif^y k(x;|i alight and the stmoke drivoa off the bcce, eapcciaUr as the 
attat-k ie gonorally made at nij-ht.

PtuiyadiAkip, Ilakrynciuld&ng, P4tyiichiidiing and Kolik in 
Bhuilarga/l: in Vaslii and Hiirki in Panbiln; and in Y«h-an-Jungdt, 
C'hAndei, and Udgiri in Vi^hdl}^. About two tigers on an average 
ire slain evury year.

The Lonpnrd <f(iAanj/a v<igh Fell!* jubata, that la the spatted tiger, is 
nod to be DCfjLsionally ftnintl an<l to be more dreaded than the tiger. 

I'anther« hihtya Fo1i.< piTrdus are said to be of throe kindit two 
large and one amalL One of the tnrgu kinds culled tanvij^a is said 
lo bi- MiK^-ially dangerous. It is found only in thu thick forests 
o( Bhudargad. The other largo panther known as tendva is more 
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comiaon oocrurrinj; in llie forests und hills of Bhudargad, Panbitln, 
aad MalfeApar. The small or Dog Panther known as khatlki orhimbia 
not unfrcqupntly pjitcrs villaBes and carries otf dogs cato und vvvn 
poultry. Tilt' returns for thv live yoars ending 1881 show tlrnt 
ebout forty-one {lantliorfi woro killed. The Uuntiag Leopoi-d chUa

Throe Tftriotioa of Wild Cats occur, Felis chnnii rdn miinjtir or 
the jungle cot, I'd nwl ox 11 run iiiuicanvii karnli iminjar or tW tiled cwt, 
ond Virerra molaccciiHiH jiir<itti mdnjiir or tlt« dvet cat, Tlie ran 
nuinjar iit found nil over tlio Stato. The kacali iiniKJar hu.H u lliick 
coutiii^ uf fur likL- HiuuU piL-ci'S of tiles, illicit is suid to 1]» proof 
against a sword or^poar-cut. Tho mot cat jaodtli uuinjar, it valued 
for ita civet qv •kaiittri.

The ilyu>na taTan Ilysena striata in fairly eoniiDon in nil hills und 
forests. It is gi-nenilly found in IuiIch or bii8l]<.-s in broken ground. 
The AVolf Idadga Ounin pullipcs, itt found in tho plain country. 
"Wolws RencTally hunt in pucka of five or sis and oarry off ihoep 
and goats at night. Thoy (u>ldnm attack hiimnu 'bi.-ings but 
BOlDOtininft carry iM vomif^ children. Some years ago a iiiun was 
killed hy wolvea in Kurvir. The Jackal kolAn Cniiii« oun^UN, and 
tho Fox khokad Vtilj^x's bengalensis are coinuiuu in tho oiien eael. 
The Wdd Dog koUimda Cuon rutilans is found in Bhudur-gud and 
other hill purtit generally in packs of tweuty-five or thirty. 

Tho Indian Black Bear ft9ral XJnua labiatus hi oc«a.»ionally found 
in nakrvitch^dang in Ithuilurgud nad in MoriiviiehiikodB near Itnvda 
and in Udgiri in Viishiilgad. During the* day he liveft in rocks 
and ravines and at night conies into the pUins to feod on hou(>y' 
coii^s and nwha fluwent of wlileh ho ia very fond. He also feeds on 
ants and insects. Ho seldom attacks man unprovoked, and doca uo 
injury to cattle. 

The Wild Hoar dukar ^u» indicu» is found in the hill parts of 

lihudargud, Paiihiiln, MwlViipur, and Torgul. They generally come 

oiit at night in herds and ravage the neigkbouring crops. Itoar-hunting 

vith the Gfuu or opear is a favourite sport oinotig Ihc Mar^tlids, and 

. yith the help of their doj^s tho Vodiira »puur them on foot. 

The Bison gau Gavoeus giwrus is found in the Borki, Y&$i, 
PatviiehtldfiDg and Ud^iri billG. Marfithlis hold the btaon to be o 
bull and few of th«ni will shoot him. The Stag tdmbar Ruhu 
ariatutt'lia is found in all the hill tracts tjxoept in Bhudarj^nd where 
it is rare. Tho Spotted Deer chifal Axis inaeulutua is found in the 
forests nad hills of Va*uncli and Aduli in Uhudargad ond of 
Kaljavdc, Piaitri, and Manvad in Panh&Ia.

It is 
Ivelii'^-rd to be poisonous and to attack the I'yea of anyone* who 
juuscB umicr its tree. 

Two kinds of m^iti'f'ir are known, one is called iWrtMyfi- and the 
Othorji/Ai ortliebnniiiigmffMSfur. Both anj con8idere<l poisonoun. The 
mbrn '"[tf Niija tripudians is found everywhere and la cunniiJered 
mom vunomoas than any uiako exeept perhaps tho phurta Kehts 
(aniiata. It is worshipped br all e'assos oE Hmdux on the Cobra's 
Fifth gr Ntigponcbnu Day which falls in Auguat. Persona who hnvo 
aAOfl-fi 
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left bidden treasures are believed to come back after deatb in tbe 
form of cobras and guard the hoard. Of Yiperids the poieonous 
Obain Viper ghonas or kdndar Daboia.elegans is found in the hills. 
The poison of the ghonas, the pharad, and the mahamdal, acts inuch 
slower than cobra poison. Tbe phnraa Echis carinata the most 
feared of all snakes is generally found under rocks and boulders in 
the hilly west. Like tbe ghonas tbe pkursa's poison acts slowly 
destroying the blood which oozes through the skin and tbe victim 
dies a painful and lingering deatb. A reward of 3d. {2 as.) is 
given for a cobra and of |d, (ia.) for other poisonous snakes. 

Tbe fisheries of tbe State are of little importance. Tbe chief kinds 
of fish are tdmbar, parag, mdsil, kh'irit, kohi, air, vdmb, maral, 
mhaska otherwne called mang&ha, vayandi or muni, idkri, vanji, 
ehikali, valsivda, bobari, muranga phunkttt, shengdla, kharab, 
dokara, hhavli, gerya, mult, ghogara, kachki, alkut, khavakhor, 
ichka, kurdu, zinga, kadvi, and tokdli. Of these fish the maral 
and vdmb or eel are much sought after. In the Krishna mdsil 
and khirit are sometimes found 4i feet long 2^ feet broad 
and weighing nearly seventy pounds. Besides in the Krishna fish 
are found in the pools of the Panchgonga, Y^ma, Hiranyakeshi, 
Dudbganga, and vedganga. Alligators and turtles are found in 
tbe larger streams, and freshwater crabs in the banks of rivers. 
The only local class of professional -fishers are tbe Bhois . who 
number 1756, They use casting and drag nets. When they go 
fishing they generally start in the early morning and come home 
about three or four. The women and old men then carry the fish 
to the market or hawk them from door to daor. A fisher's earnings 
are small from Sd. to %d. (2-4 as.) a day. The Kankala, Fadmala, 
B&vaneshvar, Kotitlrtb, and other big ponds round Kolhapur abound 
in fish which are preserved for palace use. There is no local fish- 
curing but considerable quantities of salt and dry fish are brought 
from RatnAgiri and Goa. 

Moat of tbe birds given by Captain E. A. Butler in his catalogue 
of tbe Birds of the Becoan and Southern Mar&tba Country are 
found in £<db£iHir. 
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CHAPTEK III. 
PEOPLE. 

Thb population ot KolhSpnr inclndeB sij classes HinduBj 
Mnsalm&iia, Chriatians, Farsis, Jews, and Ghineae Buddhists. The 
MusalnULtiB who form 4*12 per cent of the population partly 
represent the Upper Indian and foreign Mnsaltn&n soldiers and 
others who settled during the period of Musalm&n rule in the 
Deccan (1300-1710) aud still more local Hindu converts to IsUm. 
Besides 1201 Native converts the Christians include a few European 
officers. The Pdrsi for there is onlj one and the Jews who number 
only five are latecomers who are not permanently settled in the 
State. The Chinese Buddhists are temporary residents. 

Three numberiuga of the people are on record in 1858, in 1872, 
and in 1881. In 1853 the people numbered 546,156 living in 
101,708 houses or five to a honse. Of the whole number 283,002 
or 51'81 per cent were males and 263,154' or 4S'18 per cent were 
females ; 522,1 10 or 9559 per cent were Hindus and 24,046 or 4'40 
per cent were Musalm4iia. The 1872 census showed an increase 
from 546,156 to 804,103 or 47*22 per cent. The increase was 
evenly spread over all parte of the State and was due to the long 
term of peace and good government which the State had enjoyed. 
The 1881 census showed a slight fall of 0*49 per cent the whole 
nambcr amounting to 800,189 or 284158 to the square mile.

Besides 
liuabaoduieii, Iftbourer^i and craftsmen) {^mio dealers iind tnoneir- 
lenderB are found iu most villngos. They are either Guj&rAt or 
'MirrtAr V^nia who have come to the State during the laat 6fty 
years. The older sotlUrs arc considerato to their di^htors ; but the 
newooiuent are gni^iugi onscrupuloua, and bard. Eaoh villaj^er 
is frco to grato auy number of catllo in tho viilaj^ pasture, which 
in moat cases lies near the Tillage. The cattle dniik out of the 
Tillago troD^li or from the river. When tlii^ crops aro Htaiidicf^, 
cattle Are ^ran>d by a boy dorinp the day and confined in eowpena 
nt night j nt oth«r tiofsthey tiro let loiise tci griixc. Except by the 
doproBiwd clftiiiKS, who have generally either n well of their own or 
a ciiit«rn filled for them rn»m the villn^e well, Ibc Tillage drinking 
reserruir or well is nsed 1^ all cIussch. If a river or stream runs 
by the Tillscc tbod«proe»oa clnA^es draw wntor from it below tho 
village. If they want a now work of local ustfiilDi.'sa or want to 
repair an old work, villngprs apply to lh« Slaio to aid from lotal 
fundB. Contributiona for repairing temples and othur works of 
religion and charity nro loviod on boldings and ploughs, ^'nol is 
gathered from common lands alraat the village and bnsb lands 
near the hill». For two generations after<thoy arrivo a family of 
newcomers do not gain the full rights of villagers. 

Jijxcept LamAos or carriers who arc said to hivvo come within the 
last 200 yearn and who wander as carriers alt over the State, few 
people move abont or leave tho State in search of work. Living is 
clicapi and the Slate public works which have been in progress for 
several yonrs keep op a constant local demand for labour. Of 
outsiders who have settled in the Stat*, BrAlnuana have come from 
the Koukan, Belgatim, and UliArwJir and sottJcd aa dorks, govem> 
meat servants, aud priests ; a few Gojai-At and MArw^ V^s have 
'come from Gnjariit and M&rw&r as traders and moneylenders; 
Uusalm^ns have ceme from Mimj »a tniUers, shopkeepers, and 
moneylenders; Lonjiris or lirac-hnrners have come from SAl4r« and 
pormanootly.'iettled as lime-makerg ; and the few Chineso came as 
wood and cano-workcrs, and now take pnblic-works contracts. 
Be»idos these a largo number of V««lAr8 or stone aud earth- 
workers, ciir]WRtor8 from tho Konkan, and Eadiyfis or bricklayers 
from Bombay are employed on Btate pablic works. 

Kolh&par Hindus belong to throe main religions classes, Hr&h- 
msnical Hindus, Jains, and Lingiiyats. Before the rise of Baeav 
(1100- 1 H>8} tho foiindfi- of the Liuguyat faith, like the rest of the 
Bombnv Kamfltak, Eolfaapur niis under a Jnin tirinco, a feudatory 
of the Jain Kiilachuri Bijial(l!t>6-lIC7) whohad usurped the throne 
of Kaly^n. After the time of Bas&v the T^ingii^al faith spread in 
Kolhiipur and bocamo tho popular religion. For dcscriptivo 
purposes Kolh&p< " '*<maniau Hiiidns may be arrangod into 
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HknosiciaDs, servants, alieplierds, labourere, uosettlcd tntH^e, depre&ucd 
cUu»e«. boggftis, and iiH«coll&n(.>oiu ctat^os.

Thuy form the larrcat 
section of Kolhjtpur Ur^hmanB and are settled both in towns anil in 
viUfr^ea. Aliuoat all village accountants or kitl^arnie aro Dcshastln. 
ISfcept sonitf Joabis or astrfjlogors, Japos or bBsd-Cflontewt, and 
PujAm or intnUtrantA who aay that about 700 ycom a.go tliuy camo 
tliere to conduct the wurahip of Ambiibiiii n Kolhitpur, th(-y have 
mamory of aujr former aeltlement. Dealiaaths are nf two nmln 
KigTcdiaand YujarvedisL BigrudiH arc diridod into Sm&rta 
VaialiDara and Yajurvedia into followers of tlte wliito imd of the 
YftjurTwl. Tbcso four classes of Dcshaatha and Yajarred 
rids aad Telangst eat together, but fanuHee who folluw difturout 
do nut intermarry.

The woiDeu liko tLe 
mfln arfi dark roujfli and not bo goodlookiiiK ^^ Chitpflvan women. 
Botli lit buuie tuiA abroad fliey a|)(».k lo-is correct Muritllii tlmu the 
local Chitpivans and prouoiinee the wonls nioni like KiinbiB. lu 
thuir «pi'trh iVioy add tho termiDalion hi lo every verb and chiingo 
the initial i to vi uud n to i. Tiity spenk u brood Marifthi wilh a 
drokwl and without the Chitpdvan naaal twang.' Mont I)(ir<)i»wthK 
live in houses of llio better clasa f^nonilly two »lor«.iys high with brick 
walls and tiled rooftt. As a rule their houses are dark and bndty 
aired. Tho rooms nre low und tho 8tniroa'!e» tttvcp and nai-row. 
The privy In generally bo l-Iusb to the door that the entranoo is 
most misjivdiirj-. Tho houses of tho ni;ti are Inrgo and comfortable ; 
but loany of the poor are badly housed or plantains are reared in 
fnjnt nt" imd behind the hou»v wboro tho dirty water is allowed to 
gather. Their liouso goods ioclude copper and brnsB veiwtels, cot«, 
bedding, and quiltu. A fow rich ^ir.ilies have servauts and pet 
animal and many have cow6 and buffnlnei. 'Hiey arc elrict rcgo* 
tnrians nnd good cooke. their staple ir<od being millet bread, pnlfie, 
clarified butter, curds, milk, and condiments. They ent rice only ou 
boTtdaya and their special dishes are the ttamo as those deaoribM in 
the iiocoiint of the Poona Chitpdvans. Kxcept llio Sliftkts or wor- 
shippens of fotuule spirits, and some Kuglish-taiigbt youthB. they do 
not use li{|nor and fovr among tbem eil her snioke tobacco or hemp, or 
drink hcmpnater. Saufl-takiag and tobat'CO>chuwing are common 
snd botel-eating is uuircrsal. The men ahave the head cxcopfc ilia 
topknot and thu face except the tuoufitUL'bc uad someiintee tbo 
• wbiskera. The wofflL-n dreaa their hair neatly, smoolb it with oil, 
pluit it in a braid which they wear at the buck of tho head in uu 
open circular coil in shape like a scorpion's sting. Tlicy generally 
wear false hair but do not use flowers. The indoor drc^s of a 
Dealisxth man is a waistclolli und a sboulderctoth and sometimoB ft 
ahirt. When he gooa out he pots on a emit, n tiirbon or headscarf, 
and«a pair of Handals or shoes. While taking food or performing 
his twilight or tamlkya worship be dresseR iu o silkclcth or mui-fa 
or freshwashed untouched cotton cloth and lays a small pieat oE 
cloth on his abouldor. Deghastb woman drcns m the long Mnitithh 
robe and bodice passing the skirt back butwvDD tbe feet. Marn

after ton sho WQftrs a Grunll robe or stf4i without pimsinff the end 
over her fihoutdcr lilce a grown wonma, and eithor loaves tho bosom 
it»TO or covers it with a bodice. When she is married the hnsliand 
dmws the cud of the robe r>v«r lic-r sUoitlderA mid* siw tlion dresses 
like A fTfown woman. Women iilmoet cevcr wear ohocs. The nse 
of shotJH iioil ft pnrnAol marka the coai-toy-in. Both men ivnil women 
hnve a si'ire of rich clullioti und i»ruitiiii-uta' ninuy of which htiTC 
\teon hnndM down two or throe jjt'norations. As a class Doi«ha9the 
are iudolcut and untidy but thrifty and hui^pttnble nnd franker and 
less cunning than Cbitpdran-i, TTieir want of entcrprlso has given 
thoin thi" tiixtnw of iJAu'iwy.iw or Ktay^nt- homes ftiid tJioir slovenJiuesa 
is «o great thiit Dfwhasth disorder is a byeword.* They are writers, 
bankors.moneyli'iidLTs, mom-jciiiingcr*, tradors, leoehow, In nil holders, 
jjncst.'*, and beggar;*. The priests and beggars are poor; the rest 
arc w«>Il-to-do. Their daily life docs not differ from that of 
Abmadoagar Deshaslbs. Tbey claim to bn superior to all clasaes, 
and profoss to look down on Cbitpitvnns as now Rntliniftng or 
I'nra^hurJiiu erithli that is l'ura«hu rani's making. At tho same time 
they freely assuciale and «nt with Chitpfirans and Kurb^idiifi, 
though, e\«i]>t in a few caso*t, they do not iiiarry with them. They 
arc lioib Sniartii and Bhigvats, worship all Uriihmanio aud local 
guilt and goddesAc^, aud ku«[> nil bats and fostivals of which 'the 
*h*a\tjit or boundary festival iu February - March is perhaps the 
elm-f. Their priesis bi-loug to their own caste and they make 
ptifrrimng'es to all Bnibmanic socrL-d places oad rirera. Their 
nich priest is RhankariVcliaryn, tho great Smitrt pontiff who lives at 
$»(iki«>liTsr. They worship nil loi-al and boundary godsj and believe 
in witcbcmft and 'soothsAying and lucky and unlucky omons. 

Under the bead of customs come the sacraments or aanshirai 
whirh atif of bwo kinds, nit j/a or nsnal aoAnaimilfik or special. The 
lixn^'H n^iiml wicniroonl.3 must be perforoic*! ; tho perfonHaitce of tho 
lwrnty-f'»iiri«i»ecial saemnKTi ts is a matter of choice. The sixteen 
sarmmi-uls arc the garihiUfian or coucepliou which is performed soon 
aCtf>r a girl eomos of ago ; Iho puneavau or son-giving that the child 
loay be a boy; the anamtohhan or lon^ing-satiafying during the 
■cvenLh mnntli of progiianey when the juice of the gacrod grass is 
dro[ifK*d dtivrii ihe girl's left nostril tliat tlio unborn child may groWj 
the "-wn'fKfonnayna or cnrrjlng to tho limit iu tho sixth or eighth 
month whi^>n the woman't hnir is parted down tbo midillc and a 
hohhul tbunt is drawn alongfier head aud Gsod into her hair bohiad ; 
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the Vishntt lali or Vishna offerinp duriog the eigbth month to free 
the child frotn lia nnd onauic a safe birth ; llie jdihirvi or birih

Tho chit;f of 
these sacraineats 8re tliosu ut birth, thread-girdiug, niarrianc>, girla 
coming of ago, pregnanoy, and death. During the brst ton 
tnomingB after the birtb of a child the btbor employs Kunbi vrooien 
to ponr water on the tbreAboM of tho house in hononr of the birth. 
Sometimes tho father b made to batbi- in void water, and clad in his 
wet clothes to drop a little honey from a gold ring into tho child's 
mouth uud then bathe in warm water. The midwife cuts the child's 
navel-pord, wavo« a silver coin round tbo cut cord and buricn it 
ontaide of the house along with another copper or silver coin. Tho 
midwife is presented with thesilver coin which was wared round tho 
navel cord. She attends tho mother ten to ninety day*. Bvory 
OT^iDg 111 the mnther'» hotise the family privst rocit-ea tmothing 
^ntMa or t}t^nlipiHh over n pinch of ashca or amjitra imd hnndx it to 
BOtao elderly woman to be rubbed ou the brow of the mother and 
child as a guard aj^'aini^t attacks of tho evil eye or of npirit^. On 
the fifth night tho maternal ancle lays a sickle witnhod with lime and 
covered with a pieco of bodiceclotb ou a low stool in the lying-in 
room, and lay»l>uforethe fickle sandat-paate, flowcra, turmeric paste^ 
•vermilion, and food in the name of the Tanchvi or Mother Fifth. 
A blank §beetof paper and a reed pen and ink arc vai boforo the 
goddess mid the priest bums asafcotida or/n'ncf, repents isacnnl versea 
over some ajihes, and gives them to be rubbed ou tho child and tho 
mother and od other young children in the house. On tlie sixth 
night the child's father worships Mother Sixth with tho same rites 
Ml iXxfi maternal ancle u£ed on the fifth night ; u light is kept burning 
the whole night in the lying-in rcjom, and the women of the house 
pass lh»3 two nights awake playing games of chance before the 
goddess and siDgtog aongti, for the fif|ti and sixth nights are a 
critical time to the nowbom child. The family of the chUd's iaihat 
is held impure for ten days after a birtl^. 

On the teaih day both tho mother-in-law and tho mother of tho 
confined woman present her with sweet fried rice cakes or ^A>Jrod«, 
lay iu her lap wheat and a coco&uut and a robo and bodico 
cloth, givo her turmoric pa&to and vermiliuD to nib on Uur fuco 
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and Vrow an^ watd n light round licr licaJ. Tho motlKn* takoB hor 
food, dips her fingpnn la a silver cnp with milk, durva f(twa, and 
flilver coin, nnA thrico (oachcs hor left ribs witb Hitr fingurs. The 
mother's molbor taken tlie silver coin and leaven the room. On 
tbe CDOTQtog of the ulerontli ttio cliikl irt bnt:lio<1, tho boose is 
cofrdoDged, tbe mother'n clothes are wnahod, and nlie is bathed in 
warn water. Be»idca by thi« bath the notbor is cloansod from the 
imparity of childbirth b; the priest dropping water from tuliti ieares 
on h«f h«ad. The men of tho house sip wat«F mixed with the fiv« 
products of tbe cow aad renow their sacred threads. On the 
twelfth day a feast is givoo to Rr^ninns and married nomoD 
and friL-ndflond kinefolkarc treated to a dinner. Wonieu D^iglibours 
arc asked tM the faou»e to attend the naming or biirta. The 
^Idstntth cornea to tbu honeo and pierces tbe cbild'a ear lobes. 
OnuuDonta and clothes, especially a child's hood or kuuctti and 
a itsall coat, are luado ready for the child, KaA kinswomaD dr^ 
in each with a bodiceclolh for the mother and a hood or htncJii 
for tfao child. In tho lyin|^-in room a cradle ia hunfr to the 
omiing and a carpet ia spread niider it. Women neif^bbonrs 
and relations take their seats on the rarpet^and the mother takes 
her seat on a low stool witb the child in her arms. The women 
one by one fill tbe mother's tap witb wheat and a cocoannt and 
bodiooc.loth and tho bood for tbe child, mark her brow vith 
vermilion, present her witb tarmeric paste which obe roba oo her 
face, and arrasf^ themselves in two ^ronps one on either aide of the 
Ofvdle. lliey take a cocoautit clad tii a child's bood or ftunchtp cover 
tiro bottom of the eradl» with a particoloured quilt, and paiss the 
cocoannt over aud below the cradle five times. A iroinan iu one of 
the (groups lays the oocoanut iu tho uradle and saya, TakeUuviud,aud 
a woauMi in the other group takes it sayiug. Give Uoviud. After 
tbey have done this fivo times acme matruu takes the child in hot 
anus and lays it in the cradle bidding the mother repeat (be child's 
aaciu in it4 ear. In most caaes the wutnen consult the child's nootber 
and settle anion^ ihemaelvea what shoold be the name of tho child. 
Tbe mother then loudly repeats the name in the child's ear, ending 
with the mean iuf,'Ieiia soond kur-r-r. llxe guests then gently swing 
the cradle and siug u cradle aoag or pu/iialulliog tbe child to sleep* * 
with • chorus. Sleep, my durliu); sleep,' Tho cradling enda wiin 
the diatribotion of boiled gram and packets of sweetmeat, and tbe 
^osta retire, allor receiving from tbe huuscowner vermilion aud 
tiirtwcrio paste which they rub on their brows and cheeks. Widows 
are uot allowed to take any p«rt ia a cradling. 

When the child is a month old comes tbe ceremony of ^rowt4) or 
mrdltfxin whoti the mother lays saiidnl-pnste, flowers, and sweetmeat 
Wforp ft pillar in which dwells the deity who presides oror tho child's 
growtli, (lows l>erore it with (lie child in her arms, and elides the child 
up the pilUr. This ia repeated at the end of every month till tho child 
is a year old. Tho mother keeps her room for three full months. At 
tba and of the third mouth the mot^^or wonra now bangles, drosses 
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lier hair, puts on a new ivbti and bodice, and visits l]ie villago temple 
witli iLu L-lnId in Iior arms. Slio Inys n bodiueclotli ntid u cvcoanut 
before the villus god and bon-K to him nith the child in her arms,

attendant goddcRses. Tho procee^iiou moves front door to duor, tba 
boy's father foldiag his bauds before ever>- honseowner and tba 
priest tolling him the day and the boor, asks him wiUi his family 
uudii^tU'uiIuuts to attend the ceremony al his ninetcr's honse. Tho 
married wtmien who ootoo to sak go into the honse, aro seatfd, nnd 
aelc thu wouten of the family to attend the ccrcmeny, The miatives 
uf the house lays a cocoanut aud rico in»the oskers' lap« and marks 
their brows with vermilion aa a »ign tliat the invilation is accepted. 
In token of accepting tho inviutiou ijic heuseowucr preaeots the 
bey'a father or his prie&t with a bctelnut and the proces-sion leaves 
the house. The askcrs do the Same at every house, wbilo by degrees 
the men and women who at first formed part, of the proce.ssion stcol 
itwaj »ae by one until the boy's father aad his fouiily with the 
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prieet uiJ maEiciaiu ms alnne lofi To friends and relations wlio 
uro JD dJBtaut viUftges inTitation cards are 8<>iit umrked with 
vermilion. A a^juare oE earth ia raised in the booth built in front 
of the bor's house aud adorned witb a cnnopr. The front of the 
squaro is decked witb plantain trees set upright at both ends and 
ak each comer fire earthen ik)1» suieered with wliitafrasb«ad red 
Btripee any piled KtirruuutJod by tiu^rcones. Tho raised square has 
ui««rUien back with 8t«pa rbin^ oq« above the other and a cone 
of earbh at the top. This raised mound or altar thoy coll tedi or 
iakuU. Then follows the gaardian estAbliahing or dei!ak gtkapana, 
which, among ELtgredi Sou&rts, is tho same as among the other 
Br^hmoDH.* Oa the morning of the lucky day nA.rriod kiuswomon 
and Doighbooni meet at the boy's hoiii<ie, where the boy and his 
paronts are dreflsod in their beet and »cfttcd c«ch on alowittool 
covered with a 8h(?et and red cloth marked with a lucky cross or 
tvatlik strown in wbufd grains. Two poattc« are tied together witli 
a bodicecloth and M basket filled with whiiat ia cet before the boy 
and his parents. 1'fae married women then wash the feet of the 
boy and hia porants and wave lights roaad tfaom. Wheal and (ruib 
are laid in the mother's lap, betel in aerred to ths boy's father, and 
a ooeoaoot in put in the boy'a hand& Not loM than fire married 
women take tne two pestles in their hands, net theui opright in the 
basket, and move them np and down as if to pound the wheat in 
tbo bttskot. They aiog songs and native music plays. A mnrried 
woman takes a handtnlof corn and grinds it in a handmill to which 
a boUioocloih is tied. Fragrant oil ia rubbed on tho boy and bis 
paroits, and the bnsiuess-of the warned women is over. Tho boy'a 
Iwad ia ahaved by tho barber, he is bathed sod taken to the dining 
hall where his metheraeats him on herlftp, and feeds him eating from 
tb» same plato. After this the boy is not allowed to eab from ftis 
mother's plate. The boy's head is again shaved, and he is bathed and 
taken to nia father in tho booth. As the Incky moment draws near, 
thu friends and kiaspoople asked to the ceremony meet at the house 
and take their seats in the booth. The father .tits an a low stool 
placed on the altar or vedi with bis fiac« to tho ciisl', whitu tli« boy 
slaoda before him focing west, and the priei^tt hnid betwctm thttm 
a etirtaiu marked with a vermilion lucky orom or iva*tik. The * ' 
boy's suttor standa behind the boy with a liffht«d lamp and a cocoa- 
ant in her hands. 'J'ho priests repent Incky vorscs and the gnesta 
lhn>w rvd Hoe at the hoy and his father. At tbo lucky moment 
thi> ranaidana redooble their noi>t«, the curtain is drawn on one Ride, 
ftnd tho boy is girt with the eacrod thread and dre«e«d in a loin-

Boyii are married between eight and twenty -fire and girU goaerall 
bofore they are twelve. As aooo as a girt ia fire years old, her parents 
begin to look out for a suitable hoabiftid for Jier. Whenever tho 
methPT meets other women either at home or abroad her chief talk i 
rcgnr^ling her dntighter's husband and widows who more more abro 
tJian married women ard cousulled as to tbe merits o£ the difTen-n 
hoys. WTion a boy is cho-ieti, tne girl's horoscope is pnt into tlie hnu 
of the boy's father nithur by tho girl's father or thruagh some comm 
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fneud. tho b(^y'a fatlior bftiiHs tho girV» arid liis snn'f* [icim$«opc«i 
to an aatrologvr, n-Iio, from his nltnitmic tcllB liim irhoUivr iho bor's 
Bud trirl'^ atnra are iu harmony adJ if the iimrriagB will ha liinKV. 
The cittiEom nf ruiiBtiUin^ nil J (N'mpciriug horoMCO[>m U gni'liiiilly 
billing into diaiiso ua tlio purL-uts of the couplo hold tlml cmist jcraltnaN 
of Howr^ or Kond tonka are more imporfAnt than tho ag'maincljt of 
stare, iin<l settlo tho nuirria|SfO occonliug to tbo priti viedh or lore 
fona in which do eonsnltation of horoscojwja is required. Than nt 
prea«Dt a jiirl 19 sotuetiaies chosen for her good loi>k8 or for muuujr 
RtHi Bomotimefl friendHhip duK^Tiiiiuea th& ehuicti in-eHpcciivo uither 
of DMHiey or beauty. The father or some near reloliou of the boy 
is ufktd Lo the prV» lioiiso to seu tho p^irl atid is'welcouiL'd bj the 
girl's father. If any of the boy's kinswomen comes with the father aho 
goes into the home iMid is received by the girl's mother. The boy's 
fnthrr and hie friends are seated on a carpot in tho Tcranda and 
the (.-irl is called by her father. iShe coiuea out dressed in her beat 
atidsits uoar the boy's father with hor h&id hnus nearly botwociiher 
knees through mod(!«ty and fear. One of the guests asks hor, What 
h^ruame is, How manyhrothoriiKhebas, How old she is, Whether &ho 
(foea to school, What herplacein the class is, and she is sometitnos asked 
to read a piece from bur book. They then tell her to look up and walk 
Amy. The hoy's kinswomn-n strips the girl if sho is under vight, 
or takes lier bodice oH if she i» ten or more and examinee ber 
closely to see if she is hMlthy and hafl no bodily or tnontul dofort. 
Bvaut/ is specially attended to as it is difBcnlt nt so enriy an ago 
Iu conjecture what the mental nttainmente of tho (:^rl will be. Botol 
k served to the \xty'a father and his relations and they withdraw, 
Asaoooas the g-irl is fixed, the fathers of both the girl and tho 
boy draw up an nf^re«»ient regarding what money the girl's father 
ibonid pay to thi^ boy and what ornaments and dresses the l>oy s 
luhur aliould present to the girl. The hicky day for the wedding 
is fixed Olid both tho families busy thenieclves with the wedding' 
fimpanUions raifiiug booths before their houws and buying or 
procuring rioe, pulae, and other proriaiona. Invitations are sent t6 
frieods and nlationa as befona a thread •girdiug and the boy and 
IfiH are hasted by tbetr kinspeople. Two or throe days before tho 
ir(}«Ming day the f^r\'* pareate are trtoted to a dinner at the boy's 
te they arc not to take food at their dauglitor's unless sho is blessed 
with a sou. A day or two before the marriage the gnardtan- 
pliMiiing is perfonu'ed at the hotises of boT.h thd boy nnd the ffirl 
wh&D a betelnut Gaupati and a metalpot Vamn are worshipped in 
ft winnun'ing fan witri fuuidaUpaste, flowers, turmorio pasto, atid 
r>' " iitid Ihc fan is set before the hoaso gods.

The wom«n of the (nrl's 
bouse c|pccia)ly tho sirl's mothtH- wash tho boy's mother's foot and 
mark her brow with vermilicin, laying in her Inp a coooannt and 
hodicecloth with whcftt, Othttr woiueii gnests nr» ^irun vocMmHtii 
and betel and the girl'a parly eitcorta the boy's party to stJine houae 
ID lUe girl'it neighbourhood and return home. Oit the tnoming of 
tho murriage, marrved tromCD pound boids -nkeab iu a baaket and 
mb the girl with (turmeric paKte. The married wotoes take part of 
the paste that remaias to the boy with mu»ic aad a baud of frionds 
and rub him with it. After the turmeric-rubbing the hoy is bathed 
and dreaaed in new clothes. As t})i< lucky hour drawn near the givi'u 
friuuds aiid kiuxpoople, uccuuipuniud by a, biiud of kiuswumeti, visit 
tbo bridegroom with muoic. The bridegroom is dressed in a rich ttuit, 
hia brow is decked with a iQarriage ooronet, and bo aud bis frieuda 
are fed irith swootmeata. Tho girl's mother gives him a packet of 
betel loaves and nat which be chewsaud epita ioto a diuing disb. Ho 
mouDts tlie wedding horse and is escorted by the bride's party to the 
girl's with niueic and a company of friends and kiasfolk. Ilia mother 
and berfrieads and relations fallow attended by the girl's mother. On 
the way ooooanata are broken and thrown awny »§ offerings to evil 
spirits. On reaching the hrido'a the boy disuiouuta and bin feet am 
washed by one of the women aervanta of the house. He enters the 
booth aua is lod by the bride's father to thg raised earth altar or tKtli, 
At this titno tbe bridegrooiD'a mother, as she must not aec hor 
future daughter-in-law till a particular moment, fcigna anger and 
gRos to a neighbouring liouso. Tlw bridegroom taho» utf hi^ turban 
and coat but keeps hia maii-iage coi-onet on his brow and stands near 
tiie raised altar with bis face to the east. The bride i» clad in a 
yellow waistcloth called aahlapulri and a shortsleered backleea 
bodice and with folded hands is seated before Gauri-bao* chat ia 
an image of Sliiv and his wife Ganri whom sho pmys to giro her a 
g^xnl iiusband. As the lucky moment draws near hi-r maternal uacio 
takes the bride to tho nl tar and nets her fsoiag tho bridegroom with a 
ourljlin murked with thv lucky cros» or vpaxfw held livtweeii them. Tho 
bridegroom'ti xititer eiauds bi>hind tho bridegroom aod tbe bride'a 
aister stands bohiud tho bride as the miuda of the pair each with a 
lighted lamp and a oocoanut.

The priest then hands, 
the lucky necklace tothe bnaogroom who lios it round the bride'^ 
seek. Iiiis lucky nocklaoc is of two amall trinketa and grcoa glasa

Krery day during the ceremony the bride's mother preeentK the 
brideg^room's mothur with uncooked providons iiRiiiilly latlled dmhon 
properly Kanitkrit d-mottan or ^^laddoaisg-. On the marriago-fDost daj 
the mnrriiige booth ta oowdunt^d and low stool* are net in a row, 
sqnaros ot wbcst flour and r«dpowdcr ure traced about the low 
■Cools, and pliuitain leaTea are laid one before each low stool with 
twolonf Cujnt or ffmoiw qoe for cUrificd butter and the other for 
aaacB or curry. When all u ready, the briduyrooni'a partly in 
brought with friends aod mosic and welcomed by the honaeowoar. 
Ail wash their hands and feet at a place prepared for tho pnrpoeev 
pst uu their eacred waiatcloths, aad take tneir seats on the low 
stools ocoordiog to their rank. The bridc^proom is seated at the 
h«ad of tiie party close tohJB faither or some relation. Thebridegroom'ti 
Dother goes into the house and is seated by the bride'a mother en 
a law stool alon^j with other married wum^u boluugiug to the 
bridi-fproom's party. When all are seated a place ia i^aerred for 
Uie bride in front of tlie bridegroom and fruikiuceDse aUcks are 
burnt io tlio hall. The pair are told bo feed each other and all 
betrio to cot. The muaiciaua play and the host iqotom through the 
kail praying his gaest-s to pardon the slowueaA with which the feast 
iasorted. Whou the guests are half dooo the boys aJng versos and 
tbo company ends them with a chorns Sitdiani imaran, or Sar'har 
Makdiiev. The bridegroom after DDweroas entreaties from tJie 
bride'ti father, brothers, and other kinsmen has to recite a poem and 
I hia cnother.in-law stands anxioufily behind the door of the hall to 
j applaud hira. Wbea the dinner is over, betel is served, and the 
party of tho bridegroom loare, a fow of the women remaining at the 
I tnide's. In tbo women's ball, to eat the various dainties the bride's 
iBothor oonstantly pros8«s tho bridegroom's mother who ia most 
difScalt to plctv^o, being ready to take offence at tho slightest 

iDeelwJt or want of attontioo od the part of tho bride's mother. The 
bnde ia made to e«t from the same plate with her mother-in-law 
who, as a rale, takes two to fonr honrs to finish ber meal. 'I'be 
bridegruotn's women chiiming superiority oT«r tho bride's party 
ptnnt oat tho taalta of the girl's hoiuohold in rhyming oonplets 
oUlod ukhdnat, and tho yonng girli of tho bride's honso answer Ibom, 
The magicians play and ut lust thi^ bridegroom's mother finiabee her 
meal. >^he is given sugary rab on her hands and cloves to oloauso 
Imt ieoih, and after tho sorvico of betel and porfamoa she leaves, 
l^ety moniing daring thci ceremony tho bridegroom and bride are 
ssatod taxie to ace in the hall attended by tbo sisters and friends of 
each. The brido puts a roll or vUlU of bvtel leaf botweea the teeUi 
■ of tbo bridegroom who holds it fast, and the brido trios to bite it off. 
H Some one of the bridegroom's frieuds gives him a posh and tho brido 
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fftilg so<l i« )ftiigtie4) at. Tlien tha 1iridogrooi]i'» tarn oomos. Piec<^ 
i>£c<.>cou-kcrD«l and cloves arusubstitatod for ruLlsuF Lotul K>af uiid 
tlvo ]>air aro fBcetiously wnrnod tn take care not to l»itn off ejinh 
othei-'a lips. The Ijritkffrooui IioU* fast a Wlvlmit in his left liiuiij 
and lli(< uridu trieti to wrust it from bim. The bride thun hulds a 
befcclnnt bctwe«ti Iter i-rro liaiidn mid the bridnf^moni takes H from 
ber Dflinfr uuly his lofi liand.

Next day 
lb? cMupIe are bstbud at Iho bridugruoui'a aud tba frienda aad 
relatious (if the bride are feaated. . 

Tbu Q&xt is ttie last day of tho oeremony when tbo bride's mother 
hmIeh tho bridtf jroQQi's mother and sisters to bor house and batbvit 
them. Tho utarriod nomou uf tbii bridogTOom's hanso dress In white 
and vrith music and a band of friendMgoto tbobrido'flaceompaniod by 
tho brido'a muthor. Ae they Iea?u the liou!<«, the waahenuaa gprcnd-t 
hia oiotb or ptiyffhadi on the road and tho bridegroom's mother and 
relations wuJk over it. A loug roimdabont way is chosen, and, on 
tho way, low atools are placed in order thut tho bridegroom's rnotlier 
and her party may rest if weary. If they ball they are given turmeric 
powder Htid nnlpowder lo nib on tbt-ir budiL'>i i\nd coeounotaaod whont 
arc l^d iu thoir laps, Kow and then redpo^rderis thi'r)wn over thnm, 
nod. txtfore rcoobiuff ibo bride'sii houso they are red from head to foot. 
On reaching the honso they are bathed in warm water aad new glass 
bsQgles are pat on tlieir wrists. A piece of silrer is pat in the metal 
pot, the water iu the potin boiled, and the coin goes to the etervant. 
All Intbo and go homo. Sometimes tbLi bridegroom's mother is seated 
OB a awing wliioh ia gently 9wimg. As it moves women aerrontA 
•Ntnding on ^itJier aide p^^nr water over her. She then aingsa aong 
with the chorus. The doHinja of the heart are not fulfilled, oh friend* 
Oa tba.t day tbo bridegroom's party are feasted with stuFTud 
wheat cakes or knranjwt and pdivaiit$ or rotln of grum Bour. After 
dinner the guests dntsa in rich cb>thea and seat themselves on carpeta. 
Betel ill Herrcd and Maffrun nutc-r spriuVled on their shoiildurclotlis. 
The pair rem'>ve c.i^b other's marriage-threads and put them in a 
pot filUxl with milk. Tho women toko away the earthen cols jound* * 
Iba altar or r«tfi and also the canopy over it. The earth altar or vedi 
ttmaiDs and seedi) and creepert arc phintod ou it nt the begianing of 
Ihe raios that the family oi the hrido and bridegroom mny grew 
and spread like the creepena. Biithings and dinners coBtinno at 
jW bridegroom *8 oa the eighth and sixteenth and at the bride's on 
I tenth aod tbirtecuth. On the amiiveraaty of the raarriiigti the 

_ In'a father gives a dinner to the bridegroom and prcsouta him 
with a gold ring or a waistdoth. Early marriage and polygamy nro 
aDuwed and practned omeng Doehastli Bnibmana, polyimdry is 
DnlCDOwn, and widow marriage is forbidden on puin of loss of caste. 
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On tho tnorninf^ of the fintt Fig Treo or Jjfeshth that ifl JoDO^Jaly 
full-mooti after t-bo vrcdiling, when a\\ married TromQn worship the 
fig trttp or t'f)( to Bcmro long life tf> thyir busbaDds, the newly touried 
coiiplv (iro bdtbed and KfMitcd im low stools. The priest attends sad 
music plays.

Bnd some wheat or rieo, all laid in a bamboo trsy. If tho yonog 
wifu in at Ult inolhoi-'s sHc lias to distribute to Brdhinans fivo mora 
special offerings or my(i*iJt givun to h«r by her mother- in- l»w. In 
tno evening she hn» to lintcii to a Brahman pumnii or reador who 
roods the talc of Sdvitri uiid her huaband Satyav^), nt (ho hoose 
cif xoino rich Indy or at the village tompte. The young wife has to ' 
eat nothing on that duy but light food or pharal and next uoroing 
after batliine breaks Iier fast with ordinary food. In tho mouth of 
Attluitlh atiH ShritoaKor July and August the pair iiitorchangepreeeatB 
of toys. OuevBFj' Tuojsday inShrdvuH tho now wife and her liDsbMld 
worship the goddess of luck or Mangoligaari and Gauri's bosbaad 
Shivwhom she ioTokcaoutho prerious day, offeriag himahaadfol 
of grain called ehivmutk or Shiv a haadfnl. If the yoong wife meets 
any imforesoeu obstoctus, as illucss oruiouniiug on tho first Monday 
in Shrdvan, she puts off the worship tilltbo next ShrdtMH. In tho 
uioniiug, with girl friottda she goes to f etob flowers uud leaves or 
pal rh, and a silver image of the goddeaa Anoapuma ur thu 
food-supplier is brought from the guldatnitb a"(l laid on a low stool. 
The pnir aro bathed and seated on two low stools, the girl bo tbe 
right of the boy in front of the goddess before whom tbt>y lay sandal 

Gte, flowers, leaves, nud food, burn frankiuci-nt)e, and wave 
^ its. Other married girls join the newly married juvir and worship 
tUxQ goddees and aro trc-ateu to a diuner at tbugirl'ii. Before dinner 
the girls exchange cupper coidh and plates and remain strictly 
silent daring dinner. Miachievous boys kti«p coining in and with 
numberless qaofitions and devices try to make the girUi break the 
ffoldea rule of silence. After tho incal isovor thogirmchvw luUti or 
.Doail leaves and l>egiD to bulk as uanitl. In the evening theyonng 
wife doe* not cat her usual food but takes a light n^past or pAanst 
with otbur girls who are asked to the honao uid with whom she 
paasoH the night repwiting tho talo or AuAiffti of Mnngnliganriaad 
nlaj-ing games. At dawn all bathe, lay flowers, vomiilion, and food 
before the goddess and bow her out, take a slight breakfast, and 
sleep. Ever}- girl worships Mangal^ganri in Shrdvan or July-Angnst 
for nvo years after her marriago. 

On tho third day of Bhddrapad or AugOHt- September, the newly 
marriod wife worships UartAlika, fusta tho wkoloday and night from 
all food but fruit, passes the nigbt with other girls in playing games, 
and breaks her fast early next momiagv When tho sun enter.-* the 
thirteenth con.ttenatioa of tho Zodiac called Utuit or the Elephant, 
newly married girls fasten off a wall in the honee a piece of pnpor 
markod with pictures of elephants facing each Other Wlti garlands 
in their Iruuka aad with mou and women dressed as ktngsandqaeoiu 
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iii««ni on tboir I>*cl[fl. As long as the sun is in tboBtopluMlt orfTo^f, 
ouuTted ^rls meet aod siufif aiiJ dnitce before a low atool in tbe hall, 
markod with wh«At or rice figures of elephaut^. Sonw <lay a light 
Unutor bJUfiiAtiVt'isgiTea Co the girl b; h«rfricods ftodrvlAlioDS. Oa 
tbe eighth of Anfioin duriug tlio first Sro years after hor wedding 
Ibo yooDg wife bus to TTorabip MubiUksbmi Usrriud girts who are 
uked to the house ui^t sud wursLip an embossed image of A^na* 
parDK or tbi; foud-siipplierat noon, atidat tiight a largu Kitting or 
stnndiag feomle tigiiro uf di^ugb i^ mftde, set in the boll, and docked 
with gt>ld and silrvr oroainents. Flowers, rermilion, and food aro 
Uud Defore tbe goddessj aud the girls (akiiig small metal or cartben 
jari make muatc by blowing ocroas the jar uiont^H and dance in a 
circle before the goddess. During the dauce, one of thtt girls begins 
to blow the jar aud dances better thau the reai, a Htiro sign that the 
goddoss has entered into her. She presently sways horbands uad 
is seixed with tbe power of tbe goddess. Ifer friends ply ber witb 
qoesHoos and for some time the goddess in the girl answers the 
qoeslioaa Then the guddtnm Ivaves ber aud the girl falls insswoou. 
Ua the bribht tenth of Jahvin or Septembor-Octoberj tbe nowly 
married girl's bosband is askt-d to dinu at tbe girl's father's and 
p(«scQt4 tbe girl's family with apta Bauhiuia racoitiosa loarcs which 
OQ that day are called gold. On his return from crossing the 
boundary or aimnUanyhan tbe ^rl wav<^ a light round her buahnnd 
wbo presents her with gold ornameDts and dptn leaves. On Pi^^li 
in Oc(ober*Novembertne new son-in-law is asked to batboaiid diue 
at bis fatber-iD'law'a On the bright firnL or /Midt'ii before or after 
tbe moftl, the young wijo wareii a light round her husband and is 
preaentod with gold ornaments. Nexldsiy ho calls hia wife's brotber 
Ut diav at bis huu&e, his wife wavoa a light round her brother, and 
ia preeenlcd with a robe and bodice and .lome money called ovdlnitor 
tbtf warins gjift. On the day of Mnkar Sa'ikrdnt orllw iweltb of 
January, tor the first five years after her wedding, a newly loarriod 
Iprl prmonM ber friends with pieoM of sugarcane and sweetmeat 
callnl ftaiva. Brflbman unwidowod woman areaaked to the faoufle and 
tmch id girea an vurthcn jar or nu^ad covered with a bodicocloth. 
For nine yeoni aftor the age-i;oming ceremony a girl presentB tive 
married pairs with live rolls of lx't*l leaves, each roll of nine le&ves , 
sine bet«inuta oioe cloves nine cardamoma nine pieoos of maoo 
and nine nutmegs. Next day or kinknint seven rolls of betel leaves 
aro served to aovon married Dritbman woinou. On thi» day all 
married women meet it the village temple or at the bouse of some 
rich ladr and prosent each other with tiirtnorio-piwtct luid vertiiilioa 
or ktiiad kunku. Their lapt* are tilled with wet gr»m and collyrium 
is robbed oo their eyos. lii iho month of Chaiira or April, inah-ied 
wotaeo hold the ceremony of halad kunkn or tiirmoric and vermilion 
wben a female fignre or mask is aot ia tfao women's hall and called 
jlaau^iuriiaor thefood-supplier. Itia docked with llowora andtigbta 
•re sot before it. Women neighbours and friends are asked and 
pmwotcd with vermilion and tanncric, and wet gmin and fruit are 
Uul in their laps. This is dune at every house. Duriug the whole 
ttKiatfa women aro busy paying visits to noighbonra nud relations 
toUqwod by Kaabi nutidsorviuita loaded with wot gram. To women 
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vertnilion or ImnJtu ia very fiacred. If the supply in tLeTepmilion bor 
is fioisbed iustend of sayiuf^ it is done tliey say it has increasccl.' 
7%e bright third of Vaithakh or May is the last duy of tho Imiad 
liunku or tamieno and Tfirmilioa ceremony wbeu the gorldoxs 
Qauri is said to go to hi-r mothtjr's house or mdher. Ou this dny 
a married womaa is tetateti at every house and woiren fri«nds and 
neighbours are prcscuted vritb tunnerio, vormitioo, aud betel. 
Next day tUe goddesa i« said to go to her huebaod'a and remain 
there till Now Year's Uay or VitTgh Piidca in Chaitra or April. 

When a girl comss of age, n man-servaDt with a disb Blled with 
packets of sugar is sont to tlio houses of friends and rolations. Ba 
viftita every hoiis*, hatidg tho head of the houtie one o£ the BUgar 

rketa, tmd toils him the glad news that tho girl has come of age. 
the girl ia at her father's, a eorvant carries tho news to her 
hualiaud's with a piicket of sngnr and a cocoaout and is preseoled 
with a turban or waiBtclotli or some mouey. As soon sm the good 
Dewii is spread umoug the girl's husbaud'a frieada they tease hiiu 
with detnands of swoctmoats orp«rf/ia« in honour of the birib of a 
dumb aou or -mvKa mvlya as the wife's coming of age is generally 
called. A gaily decked wooden frame in prejKirod, a tifitiare is mark- 
ed in it, and a low stool set in the square ; the girl is ilookM with 
jewels and seated in the Rqiinre, and a Manitha womau atlvuds her 
*la.y and niglit. Every morning she ia given turmeric and verTnilioB, 
iDusic plays, and a cocouuut and wheat are laid in her lap. Womcyn 
friends and ucighboura feed the girl with aweet diahea which they 
proparu ut their hoinoe, and lay a bodJcecloth, wheat, nod a cocoaout 
in ner lap presenting her with tunnerio and vennilion. The giri 
is rnlibcd vrith iiwoel-At;ent<-d oil mid tiirincric tind bntlicd on tho 
morning of the fmirlh day aud is pure. The marringo eonsumma- 
tion or tjiirbhrhihi'tnia performed on a lurky day befoni tlu* sixtoeDlb 
day after the iigu-coming. On tho morning uf the lucky day, to 
fcbe Bound of music, tho pair are rubbed with tiirmoric and oil and 
bathed by married women. Both go to the god-room and lay a 
cocoanut, bow before the gods and tho elders, and ask their bless- 
ing. Married friends and neighboufB aro asked to the house. Tho 
pair aro «otited on two low utooU the giri to tho right of tho hoy, and 
*by tho aid of tliw prit-nt they lay sandal, flowers, and sweetmeats 
before the metal-pot Varon and the betelnut Ganpaii, and kiudlo 
tho sacred fire. If the girl'a atokucsK liuginH at ao unlucky time^ 
to romovo calamities and troubles, the qniutiiig of Bhuvaneshvari 
or Bhuvane^thrari ahanti^ ift performed, and a saered fire is lit. 
The pur then make a cooked rice ball, offer it to tho spirit, and 
bathp in water poured by tho priest through a .sieve or mvifi from 
Bhuvanoeb van's pot. Tliey ilri.>«.5 in fresh clothes und perform tbe 
holy-day blessing or punj/iihavuclnni with tho same details as before 
the marriage, bow to the house gods Mid eldors, aud ore seated 
before the sacred fire. Ilio fire ia kindled aud rice cooked over it, 
imd the hoy places the rice with a few icuingo leaves on his right. 
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Tho boy feods tlie E>iicr«d firo with rice aud tlie girl pours ctiiri&cd 
battor DTer it. When the spnnco of the sacrod fire ia over they

lehemsof their garmunta knotted together, bow before the Iiouso

tbe giMflta. At niglit friends and kinspeople m«et at the bouM 
Ler Bup(>e4-, nnd a footn i» lighted nnd fumiKbed with cushion!* nnd 
jpptA for the gnents to sit on. Both tbo boy and the girl aro 
it«d with fine clothes and ornaments which tSoy pnfe OH And 
lied on the carpet spread in the room, llie girl wauhea her 
id's ftwt in warm, water with tho aid of hor cldop sister or 
friend and on hie feet paiut« vermilion and turmeric shots, 
women drMS a cylindricul stoQ&-pin in a bodico, call it Gopfila, 
d bring it in. Thia they call ilie futareaon and ask the gin •to 
d it Co ber husband. She gi7e8 it to him sayiDg, Please tako 
of this child, I am going to fetch water. Tbo boy says 
00 kec^p the cliild, I noi going t-o my business. Then the married 
<D repeat tbfir husband's iiamea, the stone-pin is placi^d in the 
bands, and the guesta withdraw. The bedding Is spread and 
tor mixed vith utffron is sprinkled over it. Cloito to the bod are 
t a lamp, a metal waterpot, a metal plate for betetlearea with . 
Dutcmckt-r, a boteUleaf luu called panjttnia, lime and catochu 
betel leaven, nuts, cardamotu.«, L-lureft, and nutmeg. The servant

A 
marnttd woman who dicA Ix^foro lior husband is bfttbed in warm 
water, her hair is amoothed witb butter, her body is rubbod with 
turmeric, and her bntw in inarlctHi with v-vnniliou. She is drouad 
in a DOW ruba uiid biKlicu, tho lucky nttuklacu is tied round her 
neck, tourings are put round her toea, nnd hor hair is decked with 
Sowers. A betel roll ii(]ui>eKvii botwovD tho palms of two hands is 
pat in her mouth, and a cuc'»anut, wheat, and packets of turmeric 
and vermilion are laid in hi^r lap. Marriod women are presented 
with rice cocoanute and psckuls of turmeric and vermilion, sad tbo 
bodv is laid on the bier, carried to thv burning ground, and burnt. 
Widowa are trBated in the same way as men ; thoy aro not entitled 
to the hoaouKi mIkiwii to married women. Dosdinsths have a castd 
counvU. The tir^ltmaa caste council infludos the available inea 
of the Chitp&van, OeahoHth. and Karhdda castes nnd settle social dis- 
putes at caste ini-oliugB or tmoording to t4ie vvt'V» vt learned men 
ot*gIuUtrig. Smaller lireacheB of Booifu rules are punished by the 
caste council and riorionts lin-nchoa are rcforrod to the Smfirt Pontiff 
Sbaiikan^li^rya of BankeNhvar. The Pontiff Htill guts his dnM 
from his follawoni but his pow«r is growing wuaker day by day. 
They eond their lioya to echool and are a nteady claas. 

VAiaiiNAve, or MAdhrn Brfihmans, aro returned as numbering 
nbout ritKt and an fuuitd in nil Ruh-di visions. They am said to 
•huv<iooii)« from thci H.imbny K^rMiitAk within the last- hundred 
years. ITiwir homo U'ugue is Kanaryae and out of doors they speak 
Msrdthi. They Itveiu one or two-storeyed housea with brick walla 
and tiled niofn. In look food dress and social und religious oasloms 
they do not dilFor from the Madhva Brihoiaaa of Dh6rw6r.^ Tbfljf 
are landowners nnd as a clae>j are riob. 

DerruJdULSi "^ People of Derrnkh in TtatQigirt, are retu 
nnmoenng sovonty-six and lut fouud over tho wholo State 
in Alta, Ichalkaranji, iind Ktfgal. Both men and women are 
strong, regular featured, and well made. Thoy nro generally hus- 
baodmen and boose sorrants, and most of them aro poor. Id Eood 
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drMs and ctutoms tbey uv like Earfiida Brihnuuis. A* a claw 
they an bardirorking and thrift;. The local DeahasUu look down 
on titem aa to diaa with a Durrukba ia coiuiderod onlacky. Tbey 
send tbeir boys to school. 

Dravida. or Sontberoen, are retornvd as nDmbernig thtrtj-«igli£. 
And M found in the to*m of KolHApor. They aro «aid to hare oocoe 
to Eolb4Mr within the last handrwl years. Their homo toogao ia 
Tamil ana tlipy sptiak Mnrtithi abroad. They ina dark >troog and 
well built, aod in food drink and dwelliDz roaomblo local DMhasthK 
Tbo men dreu iti a waistcloth, sfaoaloerclotb, shirt, coftl, and 
tnrbati ; tbo womao woar n \nag Uanltha n.ibo and bodice with a 
back and short bIpotm. Unlike local BrAhoiaa woineii, DnTids do 
not gather tlie folds of their roW in front hat ^U-n tht^ts t>r th^ 
lofl oi tliu «rut9ibund and let thom fall dovo the loft log. They 
|Huis one end nf thoir roho befcwtma tho &)«t aod Ccek it iato tba 
waiaibftnd tx'hind, coreriag it with (Inj 'jthvr und which th«y pan 
over the rif^bt sboalder aad below the left arm. Men whose parenla 
are alive ahave tb« bead except the topknot and the bee exocpt the 
moustache, bat fstherluM meo share the bee clean. The women 
plait their hair in braidit like local Br^maii women aod have a 
iiiintlar storo of clathi'a nod 'jmamcnts. Most are laodboldcn and 
ore well off. Their hereditary calling is to recite the Ved*, aad to 
read PuMoa and lu^nd;! aud to practise as priests. A for aro 
moneylenders and medical pmctitjoDere, and some are Stat« aemnta. 
Thuy wurahip all BrdbinuDic and local deities and keep the regakr 
fasta and Feasts. Their priesta belong to their own claiis and they do 
not a«k otIivT BrtLbinnnsto coodoct their ooromoniea. Tlicir etutoms 
are the same tm Dasbasth coiitotas except that DrBvids have do 
raaod altarn or fnihuttt at their thrcad-girding or marriage, and 
deftir the sunbicii-fin or removing' of the ku$k gram cord, tira at 
the lime of tbread-girding abonl the boy's waiat, to the day of his 
morria^.

Tirgula arc rotnrnt^ ns nnmbering 107 and as found scattered 
over tUe Stat*. Thoy havo no tale oitlier of their origin or of 
their arrival in Kolhfipur. Some nay they are degraded Uashantlis, 
while, according to others, they are degraded Shoovis. They aro 
bet«l vise growers, and in look, food, drees, character, and custonis 
_ resemble thoip brethren in Poona and Ahmadnfigar.' 

Prabhu a, or iioi-ds, are returned as anmbering 286 and aa foond 
aoatterKl orar the wholo Statv. Thov aro of two cla^&es KAyasth 
P»blin8 tmd P^t&na f rabhon. Most iColh&por Prabhosare KAyastha 
Shivflji (IC27-I(>80) had great Faith in Prabhua and rusod them to high 
militaty and civil poets. The KolliApur KAyostb Prabhas are believed 
tobaTocomo from theKonkan nnd Slitai-n kidcc the riseof thtManitba 
st«te of Kolbiipnr (1710). Tlio few P^Uioa or Bombay Prabhus are 
faid to have come during the last fifty years. Of the origin of the 
K^yiuith Prubbud the bouka give thrcu accountti. According to the 
Padma Pur&n they arc duacundcd from Cbitragapt who was created 
by Rrabni» to record the actioufi of matikind; according to the 
Reonka Mak&tmyu of the Skaiid Purikn they repretieut a Kshatriya 
Icing of Otidh nHme^l Chundrn-Hcn ; iiiid aceoruing to an accoant 
given in tbe Shndra Kamldkar, wbicb is probably a Dt^uiun play 
on the word parMtu or bostaid a corruption of the word pmhhu or 
lord, thev nre desreoded from b Kahatrija and his mUtrcMS. The 
Pitiina PmbhDB claim a Hajpub origin. It seems probable tltal 
tboT rcprcKODt Rajpat tuittli'niQtitfi from Aflbilv&la . F^tan in Nortli 
(^ijarAt (a. D. im?) along the Thftoa coast near Bombay. TfaB 
Piit*na i^pabhuR proi)orly have no anmames, though of lato they 
have begun to copy the Maritha practice. Among KiyMth Pnibbus 
Dikshil, Garud, (iholkar, K htitik, Pmdli&rp, KAje, Sbringdrpare, 
T^mlitio, and other Bamames are in nae. They have aUu family 
uame« from official titlea us Chituis, J^b&sis, Ki^rkhumua, PharaAnia. 
Phadnis, and Kabhflaad. The* two classes of l*rabhns differ little in 
- appeamnce. Aii a rule the PriltAn^snre larger, darker, more robastt 
and manly ; some Kdj-asiths are uousually fnirand delicate featured. 
Ttaoir ■womou arc middlD-eizcd, fair, and goodlooking, Their homo 
speech is JUar^tUi. The KaynHtb Mnriithi differs little from the 
ChitpAvan's and the FdtiUia'N home speocli id marked by the uao of 
GujarSti Fortugueae and EngUsli worda. Though there is no caste 
obj;j!CtioD to the eating of fish and flesh, moat Kolh&pur Prubbna 
live like Bnlbmans on rice, pube, and vcgetabl<>!).

Among poor &kr&th4a 
the bride aod brtde^rroofii are settted on horeeback and the horse is 
t&kpD by the village \hiivi to the bridDgrootn's houso preceded by 
inii!«idan'« and kinsfolk and followed by ilie bride's sister on hor»o* 
back or in a ctosod palanquiu. On ri^achin^ the house the pair bow 
before the bonse-goan and elders, lay eaodaJ niid flowers before the 
goddeu Labiihiui, present ulotbes to the brido's party, and the 
cemBony ends by a feast at the bridegroom's, lUar&thiU treat their 
wedding ^ests to two sorts of diDtiorsorm^'iiirtintff, yodi or sweet uiid 
kh'ilioT soor. ThevoJi fe«s( iagivoa before the uiorn'age guardian is 
bowed ont and the khUi Hhtch is nsually a fie^h feast, is gfivoo after 
ibe marriage gnardian is bowed ont. At tho khati feast Uardth&a 
sit to full dresa each with ABword by bis side. Mar^th&a do not 
allow vtdow marriage, kootr nothing of polyandry, and practise 
polygamy. 

Even tbon^h tho bride iu of age, the tn&rriage consummation doea 
aotform part of ilie marriage ccrotnony. TheooDsuioiuatioiiceretuouy 
is pnt off til! llu.' bride's Gret monthly eickneKfl after the inarriaK^. 
la purformiDg the age-coming ceremony, the girl ia seated in a gaily 
decVed wooden Irame or makhar wiih axchea on each side ia a 
MpvHriiilly prefiarvi) ball. Plaiitaia atetiis doclcod with iiusol and 
culnared paper arc wit. «t ouch comer of Ibe fraiiio. The girl is 
dr«a6«d ID arit;h yellow roh« andbodicre and hf-r bwiw in marked 
with Tcrniihon ou which rico f^ruiiis iiro stutrk. Her htrnd is hung 
with n network of floweret and gnrlanda are tied round her nofvi 
and iiucs of vermilion drawn on bvr feet. Tho own it handed 
round among frieuda and kinsfolk and augar packetit and cocoanuU 
aro dintributvd at ecciy house in the uciighbourhood. Women 
frit-nda and rclat^cms present tho girl tritli svreet disbos and musicians 
arv t-ngag^ to pinv at the houite whilu tho ceremony lasts. Tlio 
girl ia uudcan for three dayo. On tho fourth ahu ia rubbed 'nith 
oil and turmeric and iMtthpd, and a lucky day, between the foitrlh 
and the itixtrvntb, is named for the puberty ceremouy. Ou tho 
morning of the lacky day the pair are rubbed with turmorio and 
fmgrKitt oil and bathed nbilo luusic phtyti. FricudM and kinefolk 
arv askeil and the pair are seated on low stoola, the girl to the right 
of tb« boy. 'I'ho priuist attends and lights tho iMion^d Iiro an nt the 
Brahman pub(<rty reremony. The pair bow before tho godMaudeliJcrH 
and the nlnnl in complete. A gnmd fcititt in given to women frieudii 
and neighboiirM at noon aud in tJie evening tfao csroniouy culled 
eiiiiharait or Iftptilling '\» perF^rmed. Tho pair arc jteatcd on two low 
HtooU kct in a wheat or rice eouare,tbvgirlto tbclefboEtbohoy, and 
(Iw browB nf both the boy nivi tfao girl aro marked with vermilion. 
BJra grains are atuck on the vermilion and married women fill tho 
girl's Up with n bodicccloth, wheat, cocoaual, fruit, nacketa of 
rmiliuDj and bvlelnuts. Their futberv-in-Iaw prosont tho boy aud 
rl with clcthcs and ornament^ and the girl's fatner presents the pair 
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Tritli bedditag. Iflmpo, metal waterpots, and betel coees. The restol 
tliu I'l-rt'iiiuny i» tbe saniu u:< the Bivihiiinii pubc-rty ceremoQj. Uuriujf 
a ffirl's first prcgrunn^y in th» third, liftb, nnil sevaulh monlliH, while 
mtisio pliiys fivu uawidnvroJ woiuuii fill hvr lap with vrheAt, a 
hoiliceciotu, a rnconnut, ami h'uit. She is aitlcuii to diue by women 
friendi^nnd rehtttoiit during the Hevvnth atid the eighth months and 
in presented with rubes aud bodiccii. Slio is taken nitb womeo 
fnciitU »nd rolBt-ions to «omo giLfden whoro a longing feast or 
dakalfjcvaa is given her. 

Whou u Mariitha dies the body is balbed aod dressed io a white 
shaet, loid on a bior, and tied Pant to the hier with Btrings. Betel 
leaves, flowers, mid redpowder are thrown on it, and sometimes 
halt a dozen j^old or ititver flowers are strewn orer the hi«r. The 
wcU-tO'do MiirAtlin dead arc t-arried in u palanquin to the barning 
ground wliich is fft-ticriilly on the bank of some atrcam or river 
accotnjmnicd by kiuamen and preceded b^ QoIjLr or MLdr pipe- 
blun-crs. The body is batbcd in water, the pile ta built, the dead 
is laid on the pile, and barnt with nearly the sauie ritea as at a 
Brahman funeral. When the body i» nearly consumed, the party 
hulhu in the rivur and return home. On iba second third or fourth 
day the ashes are gathered, and, except a few bonee which are 
buriod somewhere near the burning ground Ihoy are taken to aonw 
holy place or river anil are thrown into the water. The rest of the 
funoml ceremony ia performed on the third, fifth, eeveuth, or ninlh 
at iho latent. On the tenth riee or wheat flour balls are offered to 
tlto dead. On the oluvontb tfao family, which ttiuce the death has 
been impure, are clean-wd by oating the fi%-e prodiR-tB of the cow 
and preitonl Bn^hiniLna with clothi-s, potH, urabrdliw, shoos, cow?, 
and cash in the name of the dead. On the twelfth bulls or p\nd$ 
are offered to the dead and hi.t unceiitoriji, and on iho tbirt^ienLh 
the ahiidtlh or raiud'HtD is performed iu the uame of ibo 
dead, and friends and kinsfolk are trontcd to a dinner. On the 
fourteenth the mouth-svfoctciiinir or god tend iurnc i« pcrforraad, 
when relations meet and tri^at the chief moarneT to a swodt 
diiiiior. At the end of every fortnight, month, and yeftr f rem 
the deiith-dny, udcooked providona are givea to BrAhmana in tbe 
doceas4)d*8 name and the auuiver.iary of hi» death is k^'pt by a 
ghrdildh or uiitid-ritG, when friends and relations are asked to dine 
at the house. The dead is remeinhered every year in the dark half 
of Bhadrapail or Angiiet-Soptember on a day corresponding to tho 
doAth-dny in the Malidlaya I'tiktk or All Sools' Fortnight. The 
chief mouruei's, out of respect to the deiul for one full yuur avoid esy 
colAurs and sweet dishes and do not, attend marriage or other 
festive parties. MarAthaa gird their boys with the Macrod lhrc«d 
which they renew every yearon CoeoauuC Day in August. On thai 
day all bathe andeiton low «toolesnd BrAhman pnest^i ntLoniL Oao 
of the prieata tells them to sip water three times iu thcnameof Vishnn 
and poors the five prodnctsof thecowrti the right [>ali» of each which 
they Hip and again drink wat^or in Vishnu's name They are then 
given sacred threads by the prio3t nnd put them on, Thu priwla 
get a cash present and withdraw with uncooked provisions. Hoiao 
3farlUh^ of high fatnily perform the sacred threod-rcnowiDg or 
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thrdvni according to tho Brl^hmitn ritual. On tli« annivorEArr of 
tbe do»d Maratfau la^ eandal, flovruni, riuo, and food bufore tliree 
to tlurteea paiag Baini froodou leaves aad preiiont the officiating 
ani} otii»r priaslx who kra gvnonlljr as m&nj lut the aumbor of 
leares wilh uocookec) provisions and casli. Mar&tha married 
coaples aro twkcd to tlio Itouw, tbvir foeb are washud vtilh w^«r by 
Lho deocvued's son, and tbuy aru fumttud. After dinner betel is 
served to tbe guests and tboy withdraw witli pntsciiU of tiirbaiii! 
aad robos. Mar&tbiis baro acasto council and sotUi; isooial disputes 
at m^ctiDga of ca-itdmnn. BreacbeJi of caste rules aro punifbc*] 
iritb tinoa vrhkh genvrully toko tho ions of ciuto feoatA. Thoy 
send tbeip boys to Bcbool, nnd gxce pt a few are not^well-to-do. 

The nanrift Mariitha, which rose to importance under Sbflhiii 
(159-1- ltJ64) and bia son Shiv&ji (\G27 - lG»ii) in tliu seveQieeutfa 
oeotary and under Iba FeshTrns becamo fainniiH thronglioiit ludia in 
tho oigbtoouth cc'Qtury, has a tbrcofold application. It is applied 
First to the secttna of India south of the Karbada and oorlh of tbe 
Earoitak in which tlit> ManUht language is spoken ; Second to the 
wbolo Mar^thi-bpeakiug population ; and Third, in a narrower and 
QMjre correct t^nae to tiio bulk of the old fighting and now 
caltiTitting middle class of tho country whose language la Mar&thi. 
Tbe ^nerally received origin of the oanie Hariitha, an cxplanalioQ 
rbich Km thct support of Mr, Fluot and Dr. DhagTAuinl, is that it 
com^ from MahArAabtra the Grtat Country a aarou vrhicb the early 
Sanakrit-knowiDc; sctti(>r)t in Uppor India are enpposcd to have 
gireo to tbe uukuowa land to tbe sontb of Uiadueth&n.* To tliia 
UCpbaalioQ the chti-f objocliou is the nbs^noo of any reason why 
tba people of Ts'orthern India should honour tha sooth of India with 
tiie name of (i real Country, or why, if the name Great Country was 
at first applied to the whole of Ptmituiular India it should come to 0b 
iTstrifrled to the present Mar&tbi •speaking portions of the peninsula. 
If any people cau b« foond with a suitable nainc it eeema more 
likely thai the country took its nainc from the people thau tbat tbe 
pmple took their name from tho country. This view was hold by 
tbo late J^. John '\7il3oa who propositi to trat-o Muharaehtm to 
UbiSr-rdsfatra the land of tho MLar^. But though tbe Mhilrs nre a 
largo and important class m the Mariithi-spcuking country their 
depressed state makes it nolikely that the country should bave beoii 
cwlod after thum. One derivation, which bax tho approval of 
hofotsor Bb&ndiirkar, remains, that Ualtdrasthra in tbe Sangkritised 
form rif Mnhnrattha that is tho country of tbo Uaharatthis or 
Uatiamithi^ that i« the Great Rattis,' a tribo which, under the name 
Ratia or Kattbis and its Sanskrit form ItA.thtrakas or Hi^hti-ikas, 
frotn rory varly tiiaes have at iotervala ralud in tbo Bombay Dtitfcaa 
Bombay KamitAk. 

Zc the uiiddlu of the third cvntnry before Christ, in the copy of 

hu rock-cut cdictA which is preserved at Gim&r, the Mauryan 

I «mpDror Aabok (u-C 345) stn4cs that ho sent miuist«ra of religion 

[to the Bislikac, the Petooikag, and tho Apar&ntu. According to 
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Profo^sor BliAntUrtcnr tho ApanLntAs are tbo people of tbo Botnbn; 
Konkau, tbo IMcDikiu) are the people of Paiibnu about Gfty iniloa 
north*pn.<)t of Alimadoa^r, and tbe Itdstikas or (Sk.) JtiUlitrikas 
uro tliy pfoplp of MahdrAshtrji.* Acpordiiijr to ProfesEor UliADflarkar 
one linincb of tho tribe of ti^stikns or Kntws tonk ttio name of 
Ilai^htt^kutjis and fvovornod tho Doccan aod Kookan boforo tbo 
fiflh century after Christ.' They tliea loat power but woo it back 
about 760 Biid continued iupreme in the l>PccaB ftod Karniltak tJtl 
about 070.^ Mr. F)cel* favoarslhe opinion ihnt tbe name Rashlrakuta 
waa not a Sanstcritiiipd form of Hatlu. but vm aofjuiml bj tho 
hol<li*rs in virtue of tht-iroffico of manafr>'[-s ot a r'ixhlra or provinca 
But the ca3f> of J:ho Italtne who rulLii iu tlie Dolgniim district from

■'be a braoch of tho Ilii^htrakiitaa stroiij^Iy siipportB the riow that 
BrilslitrakntA ift a Sunskritiscd form of Itatta.^ In tho Kaiiark^ee 
districts tbo Ratios seem to bo now repi'eAented by tho GaddiE ouc 
of tbo I(4idin^ pln.'i«os of Kiiunreso husoundmon.'

Whi'a a ^■iiuml ha« loat a liattlo, instoua of 
jmntabiux him corporally Ihpy mako him voar vroineD's cloUies, 
and to Tcrce him to sacrifice his lifo. The atato maintains several 
haadred dauntless championn, who crory tiiuu tbcy prcparo for 
combat, malre thomsolvc^ drunk with wine ; and then onn of tliniu, 
Ipoar ill haod, will defy tvn thonKiiml cnoinics.

Till (lio end of Ilnlimani supremacy ( I4!)0) twme 
Mariitha cht«:f^, among them tho UfLjtU of Gdlna and B^Un in 
NSsik, were practically indopendent payiog no tribute for ye«ra at 
n lime. After the clow of Rahmani suprecnacy (1490), nuder the 
Akmacliiaj^r a4id to a less extent nndor the Itij^pur kitif^, one or 
two Mardiha chiefs rcnininud nearly indepeDdent.* Others wero 
cootiiniL-d in thtiif t?Rtatcfl on condition of supplying troopSi^ and 
others took scrTice with thoir Mimtlmitn rnlore and were gfranl«d 
estates and the Hindu titles of Dtrslimaklt, Sar Deshwukb, Kiik, 
RAv, and Rflja."

is npplicrl to the MarAthu caralry under IJijapur ic laid and agaia in 
l&Oy.* It ia fre<}uenlly applied to T«iuga troops and estate-holders 
ander tho Kftnnr^se kinfrdom of ViJAyana^r (J^SO- 1564),* and to 
the BijJipar ti^K>}>3 atcei* BijSpitr (1570) extended its power over 
much of tho territory forraerly held by Vijayaunifar. In 1613 the 
dnperor Jalisngir in his autobiography calla theMarflthaf(kirmi:«hcr8 
of Ahm&dnitgar I3a.r;^njfLn.^ In IGlCthc Bftrgis of AhmiidDitj^r are 
described as a very hardy race and JiidhAV Itai, apportintly Shiviji'a 
materDal grandfatbor, is called Bargi.* These aiiotatiuus show 
that the Musalmiii histomnfiappiiod the term Itargi both to Telugu 
attd to Marllths caralry. This double ase of Bari^i suggests that the 
ori^n of iho word is the Tamil Viwluga that is northern, a term 
which in the Tamil countrv ia commonly used of the people of 
Telinguna, which in uU;) uKod of K^^narese imiuigraiit^ to the Nilgiri 
hills, mid wliic-h might, with equal oorrectoess, he used of tho people 
N o f Mahfiriiahtra.' ^

^oomm<:llK•nt enranmvs or clan niiiii<-i« are Ahir, Cliohc, Eanoje, and 
Tidhare. Tho names in common ase among men are BhimsiDOf, 
KtMiAnaing, and V'tjaywiug; nnd Rioong womcii Diirgiibiii, GuQJftbifl, 
and lAkshmib&i. They ur» fair strong and well made with 
regular fi)nt«rc«. The tTittiiea are short and ulightly made, 
bat fair and graceful. Thtiir homo speech is Hindi, and ont of 
daora tbey »pr-ak IhlarAthi. They live in tiled houses and keep 
caltlv aoQ sometime* lii>r»c«- Their daily food includes rice,

Their ceromaiiio'S iro porformed 
hy North ludiaa ilr&LmsQ priests called pAudj'^s nntl when PandyiVs 
Bro not avaiidblo by local UrAhmana. They worship tho reg-nlar 
BriihiDfuic poda and pay special reverence to Itilldii, They alluw 
widow iimrnagB and sumo wear the sucrwi throad. Tlioir hirtb 
niHrriugu and ileath cvremoQiea do not differ from thoKO porforiii«<i 
by MarflthtLt of good family. Social diapiites aro ■icttled Kt 
mpotinga of the elders of the caste. Their orders aro enforced hy 
putting oat of casLe or by ^ne which is spoilt OD a caslo dinner. They 
sami tboir boys tq i^'hool and aro fairly off. 

Traders incitidp six dirisioDB with a Pt««ugth of 9876 or 1"29 
per cent of the Uiodu popalatioa. Tho details are :

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Ata'rs, or Porfuinoijt, am returned aa tmtnboring five and ai« found 
in tho to*ni of Kolhrtpur. It is duubtfuL to what class these five 
At4rs bcloni;;. The puoplo (^iiorally catliMl Alars aro MusAlmAos. 
It is posHiblo that Borae individuaU cither •£ tho Gaadhi or Hindu 
porfuinurH or of the I-iid claa.t who live hy aolling perfumoil oits^ 
pftwdur, and turmeric, rftiimed thcuiselvo* as At^rs. 

Gujara't Va'nis nrw rutumed as nuiabering serenty-niae and 
as found chielly in Alta and Sbirol. Most of them aro Nigars of 
the Mcshri or Bi-Abiuanio ilivi-tioa of Gujarit VAnts, who are said to 
have come from fiiijai'dt, Bombay, auJ Poona. Few of tht'm are 

fermaneutly sfltled iii the State; most go to Gujarat Dombity or 
'ooott to marry tlieir children. They aro traders uuil money 
• lenders and aro woll-to-do,' 

Komtis,^ who are re rnnied as numbering 1 22, aro found in nort 
markot towns. Thoy nro partly old aettlem and partly uewoomcr^ 
Their home speech shows that tboy oriKinallv belonged Lu the 
Telugu country. The »ion aro middle.sijwd dark and MomcMhat 
irregular in features, and the women are short, wiry, strong, and 
well, fcatn rod. Thoy aro vegetarians and both men and women 
drc83 like Bilihmaus, They ivro hurdworkinfj, thrifty, and well-to-do 
dealing in jjniiu, glass beads, and metal ware and Eometimos

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lending money. They gird their boys with tlio sacn-d threod, and 
in rttligtoait and social cu&tonia closely resemble Mar^Llia Br^biuaus 
wlwcn they cuUtoufBriutu ut their bi>uac». llicy 6oud thcircliildrvu 
to vohool and on the whole nro a rising cla-^ti.' 

Mara'tba Va'nis, or Tradere,wboare also called V'aishya V<uiis, 
are returned an numbering 8813 nnd as found in Havda, Bbudargnd, 
Vtshitlgnd, and other sub-divinionH bnnlmng on tlie Konkati frxiui 
which tbey acomto faavo come. They belong trt throo diTisione, Kndal 
Vanis apparently trom KudiU in S&Tantrfidi, t^angmcahTar Y&uis 
npparcutty from Snngnicabvar in tUtntigiri, nnd Ptitane Viinia 
apparently (rom Ptitua in S&tira, All eat togethor but do not 
inlorinarry. They are of middle size, and fairer than Liug)(yat 
Vania. Tiioir home «p<!c<ih is Mnnlthi. Tbc-y cat fii^h and flcah 
aad drink lic^uor. They diusA like Klanith^ except thn.t the mi^u 
weMT a Br&hoiaQ-ftbaped tarbou. Tliotr omatnvnlJi do not differ 
{rom IboBo irom by Manith&a. They are shrewd, thrifty, hard- 
working, and honest, and their chief occupation ia grain-doaling. 
'I'hcy send grain to the const ou pack-biillocke and bring Lack salt 
and othpp articles. Before cart roads were opened across the 
iJaliyadrift they onned largo nnmbers of puck-hulloek«. Since cart 
roauB have been opened they have turned their attention to 
huabatidry. Tli>*y hold much the same position a» U»rAih<'u» and 
eat only from llruhnians. They employ cither Konkann-ith or 
Ik^ahit^itb Miu^tlia Itriihruuii.-« »iid tntitt thnm with much rc»[>ect. 
Their favourile deities are Ainbibdi, Mdruti, aud V'ithgbu of 
Paodbarpar, and they oIbo worship Jotiba and Uahddev. Thoy 
keep ihc anoal BhibDianif fnsta and feasis and almost all their 
iocul and religion!) customs aro the tame as Martltlia customa 
Ther fwiid tbcir boys to school an<l teach thom to road, write, and 
worv tarns in MarAlhi. Their condition in middling. * 

Ma'rwa'r Va'nis' are returned as numbcringninety-eight and as 
fouod chicHy in Ki)llii(piir nnd Shirol. They come from Mifrn^r to 
trade prini'i|H(lly in pii-ct-guvnia nnd in their old ago retire to their 
nnlirc conntry. They belong to two main cIur.sc-r Jainit or Shnivaka 
ftod MciihHs or VaiiilinuT». Of the seventy-two clitns into wbich the 
"^^ hri Marwiris sav they are dirided in Marwfir seventeen are 
■iitrtd in Kiilliiipiir. The iwvvuleen are BAjitj, Rtliidvu, 
Buvi, Chimbib, Gaidnn, Gilda, Jb&ndar, Kabra, Kalantn, Malpiina, 
UOr, Marda, Moddoi, Porviil, Silmd, Shikji, nnd Soni. Pcrsonu 
baariog the itacov aumames cannot iutcrmnny. The numcs in 
cummon use among men are Oavra, Khiifih^l, and Ram ; and among 
women Uaui, Ndju, nnd Piuliiin. Tlicy nre ralhor tail dark nnd »toiit, 
■ad as a nilu luive btg faces and sharp eyea. The expn-&aiuu,uf 
many ia ban! and menn, but they are more vigorouit than the 
LtoffilyAi and other looil YfLniB. Thej speak MirwfLri at home and 
incurrect MarAthi abroad. Tkcy keep tocir aeconnta in H^vjlri. 
Uoat of theru live iu huuiwa of Che butler clasa. Their daily foo<l ia 
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wheat palse aud butter. Tfaey sbatAin from Beah and spirituous 
driiilc. Tlio men fceneralljr wear the back hair long with an upward 
turn At tb(i tips. They shave ihe front pari of the bead leaviuj? a 
curly luck over each ear. Soma wear the beard lon^ and tLin, 
otlicra sbsva the face except ibe moiutache and eytibrows. 'Die 
men voar a nvaiatcloth, loii^ cont and sboutdorcloth, and ubuM. 
They can tic known by tbeir two-ooloured tiffbtly-woumi turbaa. 
The women wuar tho bair in a tnplo braid without docking it with 
flowers. They wear a fiiU long petticoat, an onenbacked bodice, 
and an upper robo which bhey dmw over the hefid liko a veil. 
Some MtLrw&i-i women wear shoes. Tboir arms are covered with 
ivory bracelet^.* They are abrewd, thrifty, hardworking, aud 
prospernua. Most of them are tradcamen. Their favourite god is 
B&Uji uf Tiruputi in North Arkot, aud their chief feetivals are Oaur 
on tho third of bright Vhaitra or March-April, Toj on tho third of 
bright Shrnvan or July • An gust) aud Diviiti on the no-mooo of 
Aahtnn or Seplumber-October. They have priests of their own, aud 
in tb<.-tr altAenee employ local Brahmans. Most o£ them caa raod 
and write Miirwari nod are prot>perous. 

Tho Shr&vak or Jain Milrw&ris arc a emalter body than tho 
Moabri Mirwilris from whom thoy do not differ in sp^ouh, dress, 
character, occnpation, or condition. All Kolhdpur Marwflri Jaiat 
aro said to belong to the Osv^il subdivision. 

Ta'iQbolis, or fietul'icaf Sellers, oro returned as Damberin^teii. 
They seem to belong* to a larger class callod P4a4ria or leaf (>ollnr», 
who are returned with a atrengtb of 750. These F4n^ris tiJtiud Ut 
Bell betolnnt and some kn>p to their olid calling. The re«t have 
taken to hasbamlry, bi-tcl-loaf growing, pargbed rice or poha- 
ipakiug, and nionoyl ending. In npponrntico apoecb aud namM 
they do not diffi-r from MiirulhtUt, anil in food dreaa and cnstoma 
they closely copy RIaritha Bnibmans. They send tboir boy* to 
Bcbool and toacb thuni to writo, read, and ooant it) Mariltbi. They 
are vigorons and well-to-do. 

Husbandmen iaclude four divisions with a strength of 303,690 
or 39'6!j per cent of tbo Hindti population. The details are:

ire retamod as qnmhoring 299,871 and as found orflf 
.to. They have DO divisions, and are dark, middle aJMdt 
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weU made, strong, aod hardy. Except ia tlio south and oaat where 
they apeak Kitnsrcso, thi-ir home tongue ia ManithL Tho honsd 
of A viliago KqdI)! is about tweaty tovt jshu&to with u tiled or 
thatclied roof and walls of Htone, Kun-buriit lirioks, or wattle nnd 
daub. It consists of &d enclosed veranda or aopa in which he kctipn 
his cattle and a room divided by walls three feet high. Inside it ig 
dark and badly airod. ' If we had windows,' they aay, 'the thief's 
work would bo easy.' The Kunbi'a ordinary food is jvdri bread, 
Tegctfiblos, Bait, nnd chillies. In the woitem hilU ndchni ia used 
in^encl otjoari. Hioe is eaten but very sparingly on account of it4 
high price. AJl KunbLs to the west of KoliiitpiLr are fond of ambil 
or groel a preparation of fermontod ndcKni floar*and butterni ilk. 
On groat holidays bnnrjuota and feasts Ihoy ti»c animal food and aru 
frtod of mutton, fowls, and of^gs. Thoy novor aao bt'cf or pork, but 
hsve DO uhjoctton to boar's Bosh. All Kunbin ane spiritaoas liqaors, bat 
■eldom to exoeas. Tobacco smoking and chewing nro rcry oommon, 
hvtntHRraoking is not Dacommon, but opium-oatiog ia rant. A 
Kanbi man's usaal dreiss is a white tnrban and a n-aiiitclotb. At 
htituo or when at work in tho field he wears a piece of cloth passed 
botwoeo his IcRa and a bluukct. Towards tho westom hills whore the 
cbmata ia colder, Kuabia use a small blanket jacket On opcctal 
occasions sach as holidays and marriage cereniuuics thoy wear either 
a waistcloth or loose tronaers called ffco/fi(i« reaching a little below 
the knee and a long white coat hanging to the knee. Poor Kuuhis 
cannot aUord to have a eoat and wear only a waistcloth. The shoes 
generally worn by men and wofRen are sandals or ^a^faitjt. Well-to-do 
Ivaabig aae a BrAhman Bb^oo. A Kuubi woman di-esaeg in a robe and 
bodice. On ceremonial occasions the women wear a silk-bordered 
robe and bodice and the men a waistcloth. The K.unbiH arc a hard- 
working, honest, frank, orderly and contented people, but timid and 
tbr. They are cultivators. Besides managing tho house the women 
aij in tho field, picking and cleaning cotton and spinning yam. They 
alao go to thu nearest weekly markets and sell the surplus produco. 
Konbis are socially lower than Mardtbis. But a wdl-to-do Eunbi 
calls himsvlf a MikrAtlia and pi^or .ManSthds frwdy and openly marry 
wilh rich Kunbis. The men begin work in the field at daybreak 
and hare a light breakftutt or nijdhri of jvdrt or niifhni which ia . 
takoQ to them by the women at about eight. They work till midday 
when they have another meal in the field and after a short rest 
he<gSn agnin and work till dark, when they return home, sup, and 
go to bed. I'he same articles are generally oaten at the midday 
and evening meala. In the GbAtm&ha or hdly west all cat rtco 
and in Uie Desh or plain instead of rice they use jvdri both in the 
form ef bread and Jtan^a that is partially ground jvdri cooked 
•onicwhat in tho form of rice. Along with this they cat curry made 
of pounded ohiltios. Hour, aa^ spices, and vegetables. W hen a Knubi 
marriago ia Kt;ttled, both parents go to Uio vUlago astrologer and 
wk biro whether tbe stars favour their union. Tho astrologer aska 
tho boy's anil girl's names, anfl after consulting his almanac generally 
dedaros that ueaUn are faTOnrable. and the marriage is settled. 
■Hw paronta ask the aalrologcr to name lucky days nnd hours for 
tho tannortc>rubbing, auu-riogo and retaro proceseioD, aad then go to 
12 
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their homen. A little before the hoar fixed for the turmeric-rabbing 
the boy's rulKtiuoa tuii friends both mva and women go to the girl'a, 
talcinf; two robes, KUgar, cx>ccNtnatii, ditliw, turmeric, beteloate, a 
pair otfiilvoranWIctM, mill ft iivclcWo of gold coins or fjuji«ji,niid muMC. 
llt-nt whilu ihc priest, who Js a BnUimiiii, repeats vfrscs, the boy's 
father ^reseuts the girt wilb thv roU> kiid putN a little eugnr into 
her moutb. Thun tbu girl's fcnialo rclattoni) trace n white powder 
nqaare, set round it five earthen jara and ptv4« a ikread roand the jars. 
Id the aquarearo Bet two low woodun stools, and thu priest worships 
the jars by patting water and a betelnut into each jar sud ctoeefi its 
mouth with a ooconaut. He layn n betoluut in fruut, worships it as the 
god OaQpati, an<L prays it to he kiodly. Both the niolher aud girl 
are anoiated with turmeric aud oil by iiiftrried women, and ibe priest, 
leading the girl tive times round tbo jars, at i-acb turu throws grains 
of rice over tbe jars, and at the last turn nea-t^ her on one of the low 
WQodeu stoola. Ibti mothtireiUiun theothcrstoiflatid both are bathed 
by married women. After the bath, the boy's relHtioiia preMot the 
girl with a robe aud deck her with ornauieiita. The girl s relstions, 
taking tbe remaitiitii^ turmeric and oil, go aloug witb tbe boy's 
relations and mosic to the boy's, and a similar ceremony is gone 
through. This is followed by the dcttak or guardian oereuioor Woicb 
consists of worshipping the picture of Qao poti in tho priest's almanac ; 
of sotting a lucky po»t oulaiue tbe house in the booth ; and of preparing 
two bundk'B ot betelnuts, ric«, and ttirmeric to represent tbe vmriou — 
gods. While tUia cervmony is pff'iog on the women !o tbe boii^^l 
worship the grain grindstuno urjrtie, and tbe village washerwoui^^l 
lays Sfludal, rice, turmeric, and vermilion before the grindiiig-stone 
stab or jxila Next day feasts are held ia KoDour of the family deity 
Jotilia, KKandobafOr AmbibcU. On the third or marriage day, the boy 
iB'batbod in the morning, and an hour or two before the hour tixod for 
the mnrriago, goes on horsobaclt to tho village tf>rapIo, and tbenee to 
the girl's accompanied by men and womt-u rolntion.H, fri-nds, and 
music. Whou t ho procc-3sioii rcachos tho girl's house, the boy iH taken 
off the horae and the village barbc'r wiisbrs his feel. Tbe girl's 
father approaches tbe boy and presents btm with a new waisiclotb 
sbouldercloth and tnrban. The boy wears them and walking into tbe 
. booth lakes his stand on a heap of unhusked rioo. The girl is brougH 
out of the houite wbrre she wao sitting sjnong women and made to 
Btand on another ht-up in front of the boy faciog him. A cloth is held 
between thorn with a lucky red crotis or«utra*fi£propoi'Iy fvtmtik on it. 
A pinch of camiu seed or jire is held by the pair in their mouths, 
and a Dear relation holds either a sword or u dagger over the boy's 
bead. The prieata and other Brithinaiia repeat marriage versra mai 
end with the word Sdvdhdn or Beware. The curtain is pulled oa 
one side, tho gne«tB throw rice grains over the pair, and the mu^icia&l 
raise a blast of music. The boy'a priest fastens round the girl'a 
Dock the marriage stringer i9uinjfaJ«u<ra, and one of tbe elderly malft 
relations ties a cotton thread or dorU. The boy and girt arc tboa 
led by the priest to tho bouse gods aud bow bulore tbcm ; wbile ho is 
bowing tho boy steals an imag^ from the god-room and does not give 
it bock till he ia paid 2jf. (Rc. 1). They arc next seated on ao altar 
or bahutt and the girl's brotlier holds tbe boy hy his right ear, and 
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does not loosen bis bold onfcil he ia present,^ witli a new torbftc. 
Female relatioaa doit approach the couple and drup rice gruins irom 
the boy's and girl's sboulders. Then a diuh of cooked food snch u 
rice, regetabtes, and sveetreeats, served bjr two or four married 
women ts placed on the altar in front of the boy and girl. A oouplo of 
relatioaa from botb sides join tbe pair and all dine from t^ eamo 
plate. A feast to relations and c-astefellows follows, Tbo boy'it 
parents pre«eot the girl with rich clothes and ornaments, and clotbeH 
are exchanged between the two houses. The boy and girl are srated 
en a horto and are taken in prnce«!tion to the boy's honae 
aoconipaoied by men and women roUtions, friends, and masic. When 
they arrive at the boy's house, bis sister stands in.the doorway aad 
does not allow bim to enter until ho promises t^o give bis daughter in 
mamage to ber son. Tho pair then enter the bouse and bow before 
tbo hoiiS"-g'«U. Tho village wjuthorwomaOj taking a postlo in ber 
hand with tho help of tho boy, thv girl, and aomo kinswomen beat« 
anhatkcd rieo. Ringing aongs. Kimbis allow their giria to remnin 
fllnaarriod till they are over sixlwoo. Mitrri)iju;«s between Knnbis 
and MarAtb&s do not take place unless a Afanltba becomes poor and 
bils to get a MarfUbu bnde. Knnbis allow pulygiuny, but it is 
noc ao common among them as among Mar&thos. Tliey also allow 
widow marriage, bat a innrriud widow ta conaidereil iiaoluaii itnd 
oannot take part in any religious family cere monies. Whun a Kuobi 
dtea, he ia taken out of ttie buu-ie, batbod, dr^sa^d in a loincloth, 
nod laid on a bier- Ho is covered with a sheet and redpowder ia 
spriokldd orer tlie sheet. Ho ia earned on the shoulders of four 
men to the burning ground. After the body is burnt tbo tnonmera 
return home. On the tbIVd day, the chiuf mourner, accompanied by 
a few male rotations, goes to the burning ground, remores the iu«hw 
and nobornl bones, and throws Ibcm into water. The family of tbe 
dead is nnclean for ten days. Ou the moruing of the eleventh they 
drink water in which a Brjihmnu'8 toe U»a been dipped aad bocooio 
pure. Every yaar in the month of Bhddrapad or August- September 
tber perform the auaiveranry of the deceased, when tbev offer 
cooked food to crows and feast caatameu. Knobis worship all 
HrAhmntiio gods and goddesses, and follow the doctrines of TakllrAm, 
DnyAnoshTar, and Nlira<lev. Others who worship Vithoba of 
Paodbarpur are called itdt/cartg or wearora of bnsil bead necklaces. 
The names of their family gods are BabiroVia, Jakoba, Jotlba, 
Khaodoha, Mhaaoba, and Narsoba^and of their godeases Amb&biit, 
Bbardoi, Bhitvk^i, Cbopddii, Kkviri, JakHi, Jug&i, KdllUi, PbirangUi, 
Kafgai, &ilvfii, Vilhli, and Vallamma. The only aniniaU which . 
Kanbtn otTur to pleaec tboir deities arc ho-gonts, cocks, and chickens. 
Tboy offer thetn to Mha.Hoba in the montli of A»kddh or June-d'uly 
aikd to Amb(tb>i in,1*Afmor Soptombcr-OcUibwr on Drwara Day, 
and on Lbo fifteenth or full-moon of Maffh or January • February. 
AnimO MUiriBoM are sol oonSned to those two dcitie<i, they are offered 
to«ll hoaeegods. Theymako vows both to hoa»e and rillagegods, and 
believe in witehoraft holding* witches and sorcerers in great respect. 
Thoy boliovp in omeas and coneidur it lucky if a crow flies to the right 
and a tii* or tbe blae jay Coracia!: indica to tho left. On going out 
Aaj tliink it locky to meet an unwidowed woman with a fnllwaterpot 
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on her haul, a milkniaid witli milk pots, or anyway with n Jwli 
of cooked food. If a cat, a bareheaded Br4hiuwi,Rbarfacr with his 
libaving gear, or a widow happen to pass before them while going 
out, they consider it anlacky and go back. They hold it very aulucky 
if a lighted lamp fulls on the ground and goM OQt ; or if a hoDM- 
lizard drops io front of them or on them. The only living animal 
they rfbraliip is the onw. They alao worship clay images of hulluckB 
on the fuU-inoonot Aehddh or June-July, and on that day thoy paint 
the horns of their cattle oapeciiilly of (heir bullockn. feed them on 
Bweet dishes, and allow them to r«st. They worship tto sweet basil 
and tho Indian fig tree. Their priests are ordinary village BrtihmaiiB 
to whom they piiy grcut respoct. They go on pilgriniego to Jotibaof 
Vadi-Itiitnligin irine tuilcs north-west of Koltiitpnr in the months of 
Ch'iitm or March-April and Sbrdvan or July-Angtist ; to Nareoba'fl 
Yidi on(Jurii-iIi'ui/<i'^i iu.'firhi'wi or&ept.-Oct. and in the month of 
Mdgh or Jannarv- February ; to Pandhnrpur on tho elowDth of tbe 
firut halves of ^(unwdftorJune-Julyand KdrfitorOctober-NoTcmhcr; 
to Xlandi and Dohu in Fooua and Tuljltpur in the Niz&m'g conntry, 
and eren to fiena.rc« at any time during their lives. The holidaya 
kept by Knnbts are the Pddva or liev Year's Day nliich falln in 
Chaitra or March>April. On this day they hoist a fl«g or ^tM^At in 
front of thnir house in honour of the new year. On the &ft«vntJi 
a feosb is held in honour of tho god Jotiba when tho chief dish is roily 
polies or puranpoh'», AkshayafrUiya which falls on the third ut 
Vaiah6kh or Apnl*May is kept as a feast. 1'he full-moon of Athddh 
or June-July on which they worship clnybnliocka, they cooiiiderto ho 
the most important of their holidays. On the futirth of Bhdilrujxid or 
Aug.-ScptvOOme»Gnnca/i-.rAa/fiHri/<»orGanpati'a Fourth when earthen 
images of Cunpnti uru mmie and Trorshipped and a dJaU of rico ftonr 
balls atnffed with cncoakernci scrapinga and molaasei. i» prepared in 
tBcir honour, The first nine days of Aihvinor tieptvmhcr-Octvbor are 
called NavTiUm when an earthen jnr filled with water with a cocoaoat 
on tho top is woTwIiipped in honour of the goddeait Amb&biU. On 
the tenth they wornhip wrapmis nnd field tools and feo.'rt on snort' 
meats, flL*»h,inid liquor. In tho nft^-rnoon villagers go in pioceesion 
as far as the i-illago boundary or gtivshiitv. Here tbe village 
luMldnian worei1u]xi the dptit or thami tn-e with the hulpof tho Tillage 
- Brahman, and on their mtura lht>y distribate leaves Co their relstioos 
and friends. On Great SanknintpBy or th© twelfth of January, they 
present flngarcd sesame to their friends and acq wain tances, and tluring 
iJAmya in March -April they burn and worship tho UaU bonfins 
Bud on the followiug day daub one another with dirt, Fonr days 
later on Rang-mtnchmi Day ihey throw red water over each other 
and term it xAimpan or tho BpriokliTig, During these featiTo 
occasions Kunbis dross in rich clothes, and those who can afford it 
oat fowls and matton and drink Uquor. Their faattt »ro the A*fei</j>At» 
or olovcnthe of Kdrlilc or October-Noveoibcr and Ashddh or Juno- 
July, 8lu'vr\Ura in Jannaiy-Febniary. Gokuldshlnm; in At>p«st 
Itdm-navmi in March- Apnl, and all Mondnys in Shrdvon or Juiv- 
August Tho fumino of 1870-7? rednced a number of Kuobisto 
poverty. The western Kunbi*aro generally in dobt and those of 
the east are better off. Some of thom send their hoys to school hal 
their condition on the whole is poor. ' 
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Mails, or Oardeuers, arc rctaraod as nnmbering M07 and ae fonod 
chialiy in Knrrir imd Fanhdla. Thoy are divided into Lingdynt nnd 
Mnritlia MiUis, wbodo not cat togutlivr or intermarry. They uru <]»rk 
aud strong. Except a Tew who speak Kiiiisri^M all speak Martlthi. 
Ther are hardvorkiD^ itncl orderly. Tliey are husbandnion nnd 
gftrdeoers, nnd grow uud hl^II vcgoiables. Tbcy are tielped in^ Ihuir 
calling by tteir wives and cliildren. Some are money lenders. Tho 
men pass tbeir time in tliu fluids and gardeos and the women t«ko 
tiifl vcgctablcfl to market to soil. Most are Lingfiyals nnd tboir 
liead priest the Sv&mi of Kadipa's mnih or Dtouasterr vrbich ia 
abont nine miles from Kollmpur, attends IhmriuKtringes. In manuera 
mjtd cavtoms Mor&tha Malia do not differ from cultivating Mar&thAs, 
aod thoQgb tbey do uut cat ur marry n-itli them' Lingiyat MtUis 
r«W9iablo ^.jnf^nyiit VAois. Some Malia of both clasus send tlteir 
L boTs to school, bat few can be said to be well off. 

H^Baddis aio returned as uambering 574 and n» found mainly in 
HflUingbj. Thpy are bolievcd to liavo come to the State from the 
^^Httb. Their homo stK>ecL ia Tdugn. Thuyaro husbandmen and 
FMemble Konhis in all respects. Tnny aro 8m6rtH in rL-hgiuu, 

Craftsmen includo twenty-one cloBSca with a stroogtb of 5'i,b74 
or 6*57 [wr c«ul. Tho details aru : 

KotUparCrtf/lmtrn, I8SL 
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Bsld&'rs, Or Hckaxe Men, are rcttirued lu numbering 7-'}S and ns 
found in amajl numbers over the wbolo Slate. They tuti lull, 
dark, robnat, strong, hardworking, and quarrelsome. They ftpeak 
lumrroct Mardlhi both at home and abroad, and liro in dirty clamsy 
thatched booses. Thoir chief hereditary culling ia working in 
•tone and earth, hewing stone, and building woIIm. Thuy havo ii 
Ind name aa thiores, with their wives and children attending fairs 
and nror-bank gatherings. The men engage some straagnr in talk 
whilo tho children carry off his propurty, or ono of tlie gang comes 
l)k*o to women who nro seated perhaps cooking on a sanily river 
bdi) with a box of Taluables near, stops ss he pusses and aits down 
I u lE to relievo himself and whilo tho woman turnn her head away 
I Mma ntui hides in tho snud any valuables he can lay his hands on. 
Thiay ears onough to snpimrt ibcm^t^lvt's, but aro giren to driuk 
fttid aro badly oS. Thoy kee^i all Hindu fasts and feaata and tlieir 
btrunrite goda are Kbaodoba and Jotiba. 

BumdBi' or Basket Makers, nre rel uraed as nambering 900 and 
^' l>it>Ui pt Um Liugijsl Buind nutonu ar« givta in tita AlunadnaifW Statlilw*! 
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M found all over the State. Ilie^ claim descent from MecUrket oqi 
ot the foUowera of BasaT (1 100- 1 168) ilie foondcr or reviver of tht 
LingfLyiib fuith. In look, food, drafts, and dwelling ihey are similar 
to the Buruds of AhniaduuRnr.' Tbey are IiardworkitiH and fond 
of driiik ntid spend most of their earuin^ on liquor and in marringes 
Thofskcep all Htiidu fusts nod fL-nsla and worship Shiv. Tbeir 
priests are Jaug^iiiA, but iJi^/ also ask Brahtuaos to th^ir marriages. 
Their religjotis tonclier is kShiddligiri of Knnheri in iS&tAra. They 
make bamboo baskets, winnowing fans, mats, and oages, and liva 
from baod to taouth. They have a nure connvil and settle social 
dispubeast caste meetiugs. Few soml iboir boys tosehool. The; 
do not take (o qew pnrauita, aud are a poor class. 

GaTandtS, or Masona, are retamed as numbering^ eigbty-sevoa 
aiid as fuuad iu towns. Thev- are said to be tbe offspring of a 
Brahman widow by a aanyaski or Brdbniaa ascetic. Id food, dwss^ 
look, and aocial reli^oua customs they in no way differ from local 
hnsbaadtnOD with whom they eat but do not marry. As a clues tbey 
Bi-e quiet, hardworking, cleao and neat in their habits, and boepitablft 
Tliey cut and dress stone and build walls and are welt*tO-do. Tbey 
haTD a caste conocil and send their boys to Bchool. 

Hanbars, or Cattlckcopor<i, are returned as numbering 4IG3 and 
and ufuundiit Kan'ir and Uadiuglaj. The name J/aa^r mcaaa 
possessor of cattle with upright born». According to tbeir religioas 
roles they ought to lire in for««ti>, kevp herds of okltk-, nnd svll 
milk and clarified butter, eat only once a day wearing a wet clotb, 
and never look at n lamp or engage in blllngc. Now^o-days thoy do 
not keep these rules, many of them lill^ and a few serre as toes* 
sengerii end lab<.un>rB or field workers. Tu took, food, dross, aod 
ooatouis tkvy diiferlittlo from ordinar}' liusbaQdmeu. They have 
Iheir own priests and their favourite godsaro Alamprnbhn, Krislwa, 
and Sidbobn. Thoy also offur ttandal, flowora, luid sweetmeats to 
tbu Kurpeut or Kiig on the dark lunar elevcutb or ehidatJii in 
Kdrltk or October- November. They hnro a ca»to council and aettle 
social disputes at caste meetings, llicy do not send their boys to 
school, I'hi.'y Arc linrdwurkiiig njul thrifty but poor. 

Jingars,' orSaJdlemakem, are returned as numbering 394 Mid 
aa found only in towns. In look, food, dress, driuk, aud dwulUng, 
the>- are the tamo as the Shol^pur Jingars and K^ranjkars. As 
a cinsa thoy are clean, teat, hardworking, orderly, and thrifty, 
and tbeir speech at home and abroad is a corrupt Mar&tbi. They 
are Kuddlemakers, bookbinders, carpenters, copper and brass 
smithtf, landholders, cultivators, nnd irouainiths. Those who do 
net work in leather are called Kftranjkars or fountain makers. A 
few Jingars repair carnages aud watches and prepare dulls of 
paper and earth and soil them at local fairs, and make and aetl 
clay figures of Ganpati in the raonrb of Bhadrapad or Augast> 
Septemper. Jingars and Ki4raujkai-s eat together and intermarry, 
and thoir religious and social cust«ms are the same as tkosa o( 
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Sholnpar KAmnjItitrs. Thpir priesta are ordinary Mardtha 
BrtUimana. Few among ttiem know liow to road and write, but 
mtLay scad Ihrir boys to scliool, and tfaey aro a tlirtring class. 

Ka'sa'rs, or BcIlni«tal*SmuLB, are returned as numberiug 379 
and »9 fotmd onljr in tovrus. They beloitg' to tho Jain sect, and 
like other Jains wear tho inftcrt'd thread and worship tho* Jain 
deities KAIlamma and P^rasnatli, eschew flttnli, aud htirv tboir 
social disputes settled by tho Jain pontiff Lakslimisen. They fipank 
KAnarese at home and MarAtbi abroad. Tb«y deitl in cnppur and 
bmss vea!«U and glass bangles and fit elasa banj^Ies on the wrists 
o( married Ilioda women. Tfaey are clean neat and ordoriy, and 
drcBs like KriiKiii<uiti. They send their buya to siAiooI aud at'o in 
•osy t^ircnmstances. Their eocial and religions cnstoma are the 
same na those of tbe local Jains.* 

KoshtiSf* or W«av'era, are returned as anmbering 6431 and aa 
found iu towns and large viltageH. KolhAptirwoavers incliido six 
classes, DcTJings, Uatknrs, Khutrii;, tCosbtiB, LAds, and Stiia. Of 
these Ko^htis and S^liH, though they do not eat together or intc-r- 
marrr, r«?semble each other in look food drees and customs, and 
Eortu the balk of the local weavers. DerAogs and Qatkars who are 
LiogAyala uud can be n>ndily known by the ling tied ronnd their 
Decks are foond in small Qumhurs, and Shatris' and Lftds are raro> 
Tbo following detaiU apply to KoshtiKand SAlis. They say they have 
cone from Pnithitn on tho O'Mliivuri but whun and why none of them 
can tell. Asacla-^s they are thin nnd vreak, and in look, fond, dfess, 
dnnk, spee^jb, and coKtoms rcseniblo tbu ordinary local huiibaDdmea. 
They worship all Bi-iihntnAic gi>ds, keep the asual Brdhtnan Casta 
sad feastq, and a&k local Brahmnns to conduct their marriages. 
Uoys are married between twelve nnd twenty and girls gonei-allj 
bafors they oome of nge. Tho boy's father pays the girl's mnrriaga 
dwrfresaud makes a money present to her ftithur. Tbuir marriage 
gaardiaa or devak is a mango or umbar Kicua glomorata twig and 
Soya are givun a saerod thi'Viid to wear a Hhi>rt time befum iha 
marriage by tbo priest. Tlu>y Imlhc daily and offer sandal -pa^to, 
flowers, bamt fnu)kineon<io, and food cooked in the bouse to ihuir 
loots which they say rcprosvnta the ting or Shir's emblem. Widow 
nsrriage and polygamy are allowed btit )>uly&ndry is unknown. 
Tbcir women help ihem, but tho)' are l»dly off otving to the tmpor- 
latioD of machine-made cotton K"<)dii. Home have taken to tillage 
pSad many work tut labuurera. They are a falling claaa. 

Kumbh&'rs. or Potters, are retorood ss numbering 8500 and 

I found in small numbers over the whole State. Tbey aro dividoj 

linto Mar&tha Kumbhdrs snd Uajpnt Kiimbhiira, who do not 4bt 

jlwtither or intermarry. MurAtha KumbbArs have no tale of their 

ngin or any memory o[ former settlement. Rajput Kumbbira 

■} thcjr came into the Stato aboat two hundred ytiara ago. The 
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bnllc of the Kolhflpar pottera are MaMtlia Kumbhirs, anci the Kajptita 
are a very sumll budj. Thv mcti of both clusaea shave bba lifad 
except the topknot and the faw iixwpt the mnusucho, anU la 
look^ food, dreas, mid oiiKtoma iho Mar4ttifU resemble local hiialkaud- 
mea. The Rajput KumbhAK are liko local ftajpuH iu (]wulliug. 
food,di-eB8, aim look, and iu social and religious customs. Both al 
home and abroad Clic Martit))^ speak a corrupt Manithi and tbe 
Hajputa a corrupt HindnslliDi. Aa « class Kumbhira are hard- 
worKing and thrifty. The Knjpata are brickinakora only ami aa 
thoy find thomsolvos unable to compote with the Mar^hAs th^y 
have taken to fue1-&elIiQ^ and charcoal -bumiiig. The Uar&thu 
enjoy the monopoly of making aod itolUug earth ve89(d8 and tojs. 
lifar^tha Ktimbhitra are paid in caah except in villages Trhora Ihey 
are one among the village ataff of aerraats and are pud in grain al 
harreBto Thoir women and children bolp iu thoir calling. Exooot 
that among Mnnitha Kumbha mourners men do not Hhare tbt 
face after a death, their social and roli^oiis eattonuaro tho same aa 
those of local huabaudajoD. Thoy have a caste council and » head- 
mau or mehUir and settle social dispiitos at caate meeting)! or 
pancht'iyala. Rajput Ktimbluira area declining people and Mitnttba 
Kumbh&ns arc fairly off. fihandu Knmbh&ri, seemingly a branch 
of Mar&bba KutnbhirH, are found at PnnbiJa, They earn their 
living by muking and selling earthen images. In look, food, dreeSi 
and cuBtoma they are the flame aa Manltha Kumbhiira. Tbej 
prucliso polygamy and bury their dcud. They arv a steady class. 

ItOll&'rs,' or BlMC'ksmitha, are returned a^ oumbertng 2101 andaa 
found in small numbeni urer the whole fitate. Ther are cidtlratom 
and a few hold ront-freo laud. They worship all Ilindu goda and 

foddeasee and keep all their feasts or fasts, nud their farourito deities 
re Khandoba, Sidhoba, and Vallamma. In look, f-wd, dresa, and 
ciiatoms they are the &ame as Aiiniadnaf(ar nud Poona liobkn. 
They employ Ur^hmans nt their marriages and Jangaua at their 
faaerals. They are hardworking and earn enough to support 
thetaselves, but are given to drink and are badly off. Thej settle 
aocial disputes at meetings of ciDitemen and aeldom road their boys 
to school. 

Ota'ris,' or Ciuitors, hro rctamed a« nnmbering 229 and as found 
over thu whole Stato and chiefly in the town of Kolhdpur. They 
are dark strong; and wollmnde, their speech both at homo and abroad 
is a corrupt MarAthi.and ihey live in one-fltoreyed hoa.<ies with mod 
walla and tiled or thntched rooffi. They hav« bullockaforcarryiog 
tJieir goods and are foud of petH. In food drink and chanwtor tbey 
dc^not differ from the Ahmadnngar OttSria. They make and aell hmas 
and copper vessels, but are badly oH ou account of thu competition 
of imported goods. Thoir favourite deity is Kdllamma, and thay 
worship all Bribuanie nod local godtf and goddeaae.t and koop 
nsnal Iiiudn fusts and feosta Their social and religious oastnml 
are the same as thoae of Poona Otaris. They have a oaato c?aooil 
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anil e«ttle sncinl ^NpntoB at caste meelingis. Few amoog them 
send their boyii to school or take to now cnlling9. Though honefll 
awitl tlirifty, tUi'y tlwlike hnrd work uod are poor. 

Pa'nchalB,' anatne of ilouLtfiil origin gunersllv Rtippoftt^d tomenn 
Ibc tivu i'ruE(.-<incn, arc rvturncil na iitiiuiK^riti;,' SI!) uiitl aa found iu 
ioimfi and lar^ vi)lB;{es. Thoy speak KfLnareae at homo and 
Maratlii abroad. In look, food, drvss, and dwDllin^, aiid sxicinl and 
r(>li{ri(}ug (MistoiDfl they are the same as the SboUpur Pincbtils. 
Tbev are clean and neat in tb«r habirs, bftTdworkiufif, orderly, and 
Ihrifly. They are carpeiH^i-a, coppersniitlis, goldsiniths, and 
casters of brass and copper reasele. I'tiey keep all Krabmanic Fa&ts 
and ft-attis and worship the nniAl lirAbmanic goda* and g(idde!!SeB> 
Their family ^nddaf>3 is KAIiklldeTi and thoir prioats belong to 
tbeir own casto. They have a caste council and svttle eodat disputes 
Bt oaslo mmitingtt nndnr tlicir liofldman. A few send tbeir boys to 
•ebo^il and lut a claaa are wvll-to-do. 

Fa'tharratfl, or Stone Dt^sHi^nt, are returned as namboring^ 217 
and »a fuund only in towns. Pdtharvatii arc of several claaaos 
Maritbia. Liuc'iyate, Jains, and Mufialm^us. The Mar&tha 
rar^uirvatii dress like Kiinbis and do not differ from ihem iiifood or in 
reliffioUK and social cuatoms. Their favouriU) ffoddesa is K^IIamma 
and they eat bat do not marry with Mai-dtha Kunhis. Their calliug 
18 well p«id but tbey speud their earuings in liqnor. They have a 
cKSte cuoticil and eettio social disputes at caeto meetings. Fciv of 
tli^m feud their boys to school. 

Bttnga'Hff or Dyers, yicluding Nilaris or Indigo Dyers, are 
ratamcd as nanibering eighty-eight and oa found only in l-owDa, 
Tboy bt'Ion^ to the ^himpi caste, and in k>ok, food, drcsa, dwell- 
ing, and Kndal and religions cn.<itoma are the Bamo as Sbimpitf 
They wonsKip nit Briihman and loriil goda and godditi^KeH and 
keep the nKDal facts and feasts, and their priests arc local Brdb- 
maoa who conduct thoir narriago and death eeretnoniefi. Their 
Chlling' is *cH paid and they are faidy off. 

Ra'nls are returned as numbering 229 and as fonnd in all parts 
of the Sciti!. Id look, food, drink, dross, and customs thoy resemble 
Msr&t>ia Kanbi^ with whom they eat bnt do not marry. Thfir 
faidurite gnd la MaliAdev, but tbey worahip all Unihnmnio and local 
ileities and keep the regular fasts and feaats. They are players and 
be^^rs, and weave strips of coarse cletb and tape. They have a 
CMta council . Tbey do not send (heir boys to school, on'd are poor, 

SftDg&rSfOT Wool >V6avcra, are retnrned as numbering 101 1 and 
W found tu sinnll nntnbersovcribo whole State. Tbey se«m to have 
Iwra (unncrly Liugay^ta or followers of Bnisav (llOU- 116S) whose 
priOffli or Jangnms they still employ at thoir marriage and death 
cenmonioia, Hn^l to settle their cn«to dispute*. In look, food, 
dreaa, dwdliug, and oustom!! they do not differ from the Toons 
Raugnnt.

Though ihey 
are hardworking and tbnftjr ihuir caUtag » poorly paid and th^^ 
live from haod to moath. 

Stfimpis', orTailoni.arD roturnt^d as uiimboringfi(i66aad as foniul 
all over the State Init chiefly in towna. They claim doacent fn"}!!! 
Uiu Kialtr of NiiinJcY u atauuch dovulto of Vithoba «f raadbarpur, 
Hrbd is Eaid to have been boru of a shell or ghimpi Originally it is 
aaid Shiuijiia wore huth dynra and liulora, hut tu time, probably from 
its uopleasautuesB, dyeing came tube looked dovn ou aod is now 
the calling of aVistiuct caste ca.ll«d Raag^iria. In look, food, dress, 
and ciietotns the Kolh&pur Shimpis are the 8aai« as the S&t^a and 
Ahmadnagnr Shimpis. AsaclassShimpisarecleaDand noatin their 
habita,qaiet,orderIy, aod hardworking, bat prorerbial cheats. They 
an cloth-doalors aud tailors. Thoy wori^hip nil local ood Itnihiiinnic 
gods and goddoEHca, Bad keep the usual fsatsaad fonata. I'huir priueta 
are local BnUrnians who coTidact their marriage and death ceremonios. 
Thoy belong to tho ViuHhoar scut, and their ^vonrite god is Vithoba 
of Faudbarpur. The woreliippers of Vithoba wear a t uM bead nedc- 
laoe and on the lunar elevenths or elcddaahis in Athtidh or Jnne-Jaly 
and K'lftt'/r or Octuber-NoTombori Tisitbifl shrine at Paudbarpur 
inhends mrrying yellow flags. AVhen they come back they feast 
friends and kinisfolk in honour of Vitliobn. Tliey have a caate 
council and send their boys to Hchool. Formerly they received 
much piilronage from the local MarlLtha nobleuiea and chiefs aud 
vera TTell-to-do. A few have begun to vats sowing machines, but u 
a clasa they are not ao well off a.H they formerly were. 

. Sonars-, or GoldBmiths, are returned ns nnuiboring 5671 aod aa 
lonnd over tho whole State. They are divided into Deshastha, 
Konkatiasths, Sfid^, Ajhrlts, Parxle^his, Vidurs or U^ipu Iras, and 
K lutiideMbiH, who neither eat togetbor cor intermarry. Deahasthi 
and Konkanasths, to whom the following details mostJr apply, are 
looked upon a& higher th;in tho rest. Thoy look ana dreji,» like 
Bntbmana and epctk a corrupt MarSthi with a drawl. In food, 
dro8.s, hoiiHO, eharactor. ana cuHtomg they are the bbido as 
Ahm&duHgar SotiArs, They aro monoychnngers and make gold 
and silver omameuto. They worship all Br&hmanic and local gods 
and goddesses and keep tJie usual fasta and foaxts. Their jirit-xta 
aro men of their own ciuito who conduct their thread-girding 
marringo and death ceremoniea The De!iha.4th and Konk&naath 
Sen&rs, who reseuihle each other most, gird their buys with tho 
SfiCrod thread between eight and fourteen and marry them before 
they are twenty-five. Girls uro murried before they come o£ ago. 
They forbid widow marriage, know nothing of polyandry, and allow 
and prncliBo polygamy. All their Ceremoniea they aay are the 
Bome OS BrAbman ceremonies. Thoy are boond togolJior aa a bodj 
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and Bpttio social diapntes at mectioga of castemen. Tliey gWo 
•ome etenientarj schooling to their hoys, bat as soon tia they are of 
use keep bhvm at home. Tbe other cImmm of Sonitrs resemblu 
Itwal Kunbia in all poioteand their priwta are Deflhasth Brfihmaue. 
Thpy do nob gird thwr boya with tho sacred thre«td, nnd aeo HoiouU 
food Had driuk liquor. Tbo higher classes of SotiAra aro fairty off, 
but the other classes And their calling ill.paid and Ixiroly oara a 
tiring. 

Suta'rs, or CnrpcnUirs, are returned as numhoring 1 1,4S1 and as 
foaud over the whoia StJitv. They are diridud into two claKses 
MwtftbAs and K&oad^, the latter looking down on tho rormor with 
whom they neitiicr eat nor marry. Aa a oUss Mnrdtha Sul^rs arc 
ttron^, dark, rG(»nlar featured, and well built, find live m otie-storoyod 
booaee with mud wulls and tiled or thatched roofs. In look, food, 
apoech, dre^s, and customs they resemble ths Satitrs of Poona and 
Ahnuidiuigac. Their family gods aro Jotiba, Kbimdoba, and Vithoba. 
Dntike the K&nadib wlici iiaTe their own prieata the priests of 
Maritha Sott^ are local Br&hmans who oondact thoir marriage 
and dwtli ceremonies. At present tho work both of K&nada and 
tfar&thn SntiU^ is io groat deninnd, nnd th»v onrn enough to kot'p 
thomselvcs nnd their faunttics in comfort. A Fow aro husbandmen 
atid bold rent-free Innda in return for their services to Tillagors as 
ono "f the Mul'.'dd.ra or village staff. 

TambatS, or CopperBmitha, are returned as noniberiDg 160 and 
•s foond only in towns. They uto eaid to have come from the 
Konban abont tho middle of tho eighteenth century. They nro 
middle ntei ami thin, biTt strong and muscnkr. They look nnd 
dren hke BrAhmans and claim to be P&uch&bL They speak a 
oormpt Manlt hi uud their houses aro like thone of Sonirs. Tliev 
Bay they are TOgctariaos. Tboy miike and sell brass and copper 
T*Ka«lfl. They worship all locnl and llriihmanic gods and goddeaaea 
aod k«ep the osual Uiudu fasta aud feasts. Their family goddeaa 
is KilUammaof Shirahiugi in Belgnum, Tbcy oniplny thoir own 
pciegta and perform ceremonies like those of Brdtnnaiis. They gird 
thoir boys with tbe sacred thread between eight and fotutoea 
lawt marry them between fourteen and twenty, the boy an a mio 
paying the girl's father a gam of money, 'lliey have a costo coancil 
and Mttlo social dispotoe at cAsto meotings. On account of tho 
incmaiog aso of glass and China ware, tho T&mbata say thoir 
goods are in lew demand than thoy a8«d to be. 

TeliB, or Oilmen, are returned as UDmbering 2100 and aa foiiDct 
ia tmall namWra over tho wbolo Stato. They inotnde two divisions 
Karitfaa and bingfiyat Toli». Ling^yat Telia have a nc^panito 
iMo^nised bead of the casta and employ Jangams to conduct their 
iatnmg» and births. They bury their ilend. Mardtha Telia oat 
villi local Bfonltha Kunbis, Uot maiTy among thom&clvos only, and 
Employ IMhman prioaCe to oondoct their ceremonios. Telia are 
hantworking, honest, and thrilty. The growing ose of korosino oil 
Ina Bot yol offeotod thoir craft. Thoy, aro a atc«dy olasa 

Upa'ri, or Grindstono Mnken, aro returned aa numberinff 1212 
ud H fottod in tuasUl Dnubors iu towns and largo villages. Ia look

Their borne spoecb is 
TehiBu. They do not own houaes but live in poor tnntjt calli*d fidls 
or booths.

TfaoDgh poor tho finj&niH take partteutar care to dress 
ii(iiU.ly, Tliejr »ra idle I>ui Boltcr aiid take pains to be )igret<nlde to 
thi'ir yutrons. Tbcy jfonurally ait and wait [or erapfojniout at> the 
me4<tiiiga of roads and streets. When not employed they spend 
their lime iu gossip and spreading the stories they hear iu tho 
Btreote or in rich mon's hoasoB. Id the aEtomoona thoy havo 
^nerally notliing to do. Some have taken to tillage threshing and 
Boiling rice, in which they are helped by their womwt Some 
Nh£«'i women ^llow cftttio to tho grnxing granndit to gMhor 
cowdung which they dry and ueo for fuel or sell. In towns barbers 
Are paid in coin and in Tillages in grain. Unlike the Kh&udojth 
barboTa thoy are uuiihcr mu&iciaus nor torch -cairicrs. Formurly 
tliey practiHod ourgory, but now owing to the spread of £aropean 
Hui-gery their iervices are in little demand. HajiLma are Bopposed 
(0 bo tho offspring of mixed marringes and hofd a social position 
below Kiinhis. Tho priontaoftho Ling&ynt liajAins are Jang&ms, 
and thos.0 of ManUhu Hajiima ordinary Marfttha Br^manx. The 
MnrAthAs rab sandal on their brows and the LingAyntt rnb ashes 
and tiu a liny ruuud tbuir nocks or rvund their arms aburo the 
elbow. Sumo havo lately begun to send their boys to scbooL As a 
chms tlioy are poor. 

ParitSf or Wafthermen, are roliirnod as numbering MOft and an 
found ovur tho whole Stuta. Tliuy say thuy cajno (rotn 8iit4ra with 
tho Mabdrfij'fl family in the beginning o^ the eighteenth century, 
Thoy are divided into Lingftya.t and Marina Parits. The LiugiLyat 
Parits speak K&naresc and though Lingfiyats neither oat nor many 
with thorn, in food customs and religion are the same as Ling&yats. 
UarAtha Parite apeak Marlltlii, and in food, dress, relieioo, and 
custvTiin do not dini^r frotii Mariithu Kunbis. A» » c\a»H Parits are 
cloan, quiet, eouteutod, and burdworking. Thoy are wa-ihernien and 
aro helped in their calling by their women. They also till luvd hold 
reut-frco lands, A few are labourers. The priests of tho Afar&th^ 
are BrfihinanH and those of the LingAyats are Jani^oms. The 
social disputes of tho Mar^tha washermen ore settled by their 
headman who is called Mhet&r. When a member of the cast« has 
broken one of the leading oasto nilc-s, they seek the aid of tlie 
Tillage astrologer or Joshi, and the defaulter is lot back into ca^to 
after driuklng tho foot-wnshed water of a Br&hman itnd feasting the 
castomen. A few send then- boyn to school. 

Shepherds include two clnssus with a strength oE 42,150 or 5'8d 
per cent of the Hindu population. The details are :

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Dbanirars, litomlly Cowmen, aro found all ovar tbo SUto. Thoy 
ftrw (^.-iiJ to hnvo bcco (.ifatcd from tho dust of Shiv*» bo'dj. Tboy 
are either an early local tribe or iaimigrnnts from tbo ujotb. In 
iiuppori of thv'ir southorn ori|pn the division callod Kiiuivilo 
DunnKant arc said to bo tbo latent netttDtneat. Tfaey arc dividc-d 
into D&ngi? ur Hill and Kf^ndtieor Sheep Dbangars, wbo c-at ti^ethor 
but Btildum iutcrnmrry. Their surnamce aro Uiirgt?, Kambro, 
Koltjkar, Uindge, and Yodgv, and parties bearing the some aurDaras 
do not intermarry. They are durk, strong, and goDerally lean. 
Thoy Bpoak Maititbt, uiid in housi?, drees, and food aro tbo saioo 
as Mar&ili&a, TLey an* dirty, qiiietj bospitablo. and orderly. 'I hey 
have B ifreac DAine as weather propliets, foretelling rain nnd other 
cban^M of wvather by obHcrring the planet's. The Dnngcs who 
are said to gut their natoo from graxiDe thuir cattlo in tbo oabyddri 
forests aro cattlo deaders. The Mondboct toko their natno from 
keeping flocks of «b««p and gout», and uro profusaioiml gnusicrM 
eeUtOff wool and woolton tbread and goats and sbeop. Thuy cuUoct 
ooDsiaenLblo quantities of grain in return for folding their ebeop 
and goata in fR-hls in want of mannro. ITioir social position is 
below (bat of Kunbis. They worship all the iliuda goda and 

Siddesaee, and tbeir favourite deities aro Vitboba of Faudbarpur, 
nhwlov of L'dgiri iu Xolhilpiir, Baliirobti of Kodoti noar Panh&ln, 
and Sidboba aad Dbaloba of Chikarde in f^&t^ra, Tb<] family 

6riMt« of the Mondbos are tbo ordinary villago BnthmanH, but the 
^ange« bavo priests of thoir onrn class, who oSiciiito at Ibcir 
uiarriagea. They believe in sorcery and witchcraft, and hold caste 
oooncila. Tb«y do not send tboir boys to school. Tboy bavo suficnKl 
by Ibfi recent marking off of lands for forest. 

Gavlis, or Cowkcopors, arc fyund only lu townii and largo TilUgrs. 
They aro divided into Manitha (mrljs, Ling^yat Gn%'lts, Dhnngar Or 
Shepherd Oavlia, Krishna Clavlici, and Itajpiit OavltH, who ucitlicr 
eat Uigytbcr nor inlcrmarry. They arc cloun and tboir women aro 
Muernilr fat and buxont. Rsjpat davlis speak Hindu nt^ni, Lingayat 
Gavlia K^uarese, and Mar&tba, Shephurd, and Krishna Gavlia 
MaiAtbi. Tbo Uavliri ore a qniot bard-workiug poojilo wlio live by 
LwiQiilg t»ilk,corde, nnd batter, and keep herds of bu^aloes and cows, 
of tlin LitigAyats, tlic favourite (lavli god is Kri»bna. Tbo • 
□taoDora and cuBtoniaof HanUbi-BpoakiDgUavlissre the same as tbose 
lol Konbis, keeping thcsamebstsand feasta and employiog Ilnlhmaus 
ia tbrir tuarriagoa ; the cnatonis of Lingilyat Gavlis are like those of 
IjingJlyula, and Jaof;amfi officiato at their marriagt^ and fimerala 
They tieldum send their boys to school aod arc generally well-to-do. 

Labourers indudu tun chiKsoH with a Ktrengtb of 17,53-1 or ^'27 
i per cent of the Hindu popniatton. Tbe details uro :

Borads, ajiparenlly Biadams or Hunter*, called by the MaHnlmins 
Ik'duro ih<* ft-m-Ifus, are rL'turn*>d aa numbKrin^ 5:^7" au<l na found 
nil orer the 8lalc chiutly in Qadingiaj. llioy uru a euttlcM] clnsH and 
livo in reffuhir hftuB^a, The Berada aoem to bo one of the leading 
eartjr tribea of tlto K&nareno difltricts. A inoV aocoiiDt makes 
the fonnder of the tribo n rifdiih ur hooter naniod Kanayj-n a K'^s^ 
worshipper of Shir.' Thfj aoem to have como to Kolh^pur from 
Bel^nm nnder a chief or tiaik Qadadapa and ttettli>d at the Tillags 
of KiiMini. Ondiulnp* guthvrod a Inrgc bnnil of Ucro'la and 
cominitl<-d ^ng robliorifa in ihc nurrounding distrirta. The 
liardhenrtedncss of Htrads is proverbial. Th<*y fortnorly morcd 
about the couDtry in gnu^ conimittinK bit^bfraT robbci-ioa. Doriog 
the hist fifty yenn; they have bceo Bl«ailily iiunted down by the 
Kolh£pur government and Forced to change plundering fur Ciflage. 
TIi(i nnruca in cotumou use amoiji; nieu are latirara, Lak&hinai], 
MbIU, It^m, Siddn., Stibaya, and Tipj-a : and among women, IIAUi, 
Ln-f^ma, NilaTiL, and t>aitta. Their fttiruamva aru Qoladrar and 
Fbady&lvilr.

They live in dirty ill-kout one-.storeyed honsea 
with Htonv or aun-buriit brick and mud walbi and tiled or thntuhod 
nxifa. ThL'ir hoase goodie iuchido a few bniss and copper TPHa«la, 
bcllmotal dining platea, cooking earthen pots, and s few dirty 
clothes. Their staple food ia millet bread and split pnlse with a 
rotigh of (!hillit>ti, aatt, onioiui, and garlic. Thoy eat all kiads of 
fle«b including' carrion. When they atu afford it they driuk country 
liquor. The men wmr a pbir of reddish knee-bruoches, a jacket, 
a ahoaldrrelijtb, uud a ra^ed turbau, and gird thoir loina with 
a <rBi.<i<tMiiid.

Dokah-alB are Mftng bards who move from place to place 
heggiasf from Uangs. Gamdia under the prutimise of begging nnd 
eattle-dealiug are cattle* lifters and .iheep and guat eboolora which 
tbey catch at night or kill while gm»ing during the day. NAdas 
are lanoerv and nmko bido ond hump ropus, brooms, and bamboo 
baaketa. PJit)iantiln&i or Sliivt^are cobblers. VHJimtria aro Miing 
taoiiciana who piny on tho (»bor itod vlArion. Bt^.-tidoit thoir Hpecial 
pattoo* many Mdngn of all classeH work as day labourers and 
I watohmon. A Mdng itt al-xi tho State exoeationer whoKO 
,t pteiware ia Mid to bo adjusting t,he uooso round tho ucok 
a MbArthe borvditury rival of their tribe. They are poor and 
from hand to mouth. They mok below Mb^rs and above 
.Dg:i«- Tltt<y aro UrAfamanie Uiudus and adoro Br&bmana whom 
call to cooduot their niarriageo. Tliey worship all local and 
io Hindu Kods and gotkleasea and keep some of the leading 
leaala. Their bvoiirite deities aro Jotibn in ViLdi-Katn^giri 
milea north-went of KolhApiir anQ Ynllatnma of Paraagad in 
nt whose Bhrines they fioini>limoM vi.'^it. Tlioy have a strong 
in loolbaayiag sorcery and vritchcroft. Thoy allow vri<\ow

bamnrbnry their deadand are ioapnre for ton days after A dwtb. On 
tiio twolfib tlI^ty take lioly water front the village asCrologor nud give 
a caSte diuoar. Tbojr are bound together by a strong nastc fuclinr 
and have beadtuen called Mbotars. The Mbetan with the cbiet 
il&ng inhubitauLa of the stirrouiKling five villages settle social tlis* 
patea. Breaches of bocibI rules are punisbed by putting the offendcE 
out of caste. Tbej do not send thoir children to school, but their 
condition of late years shows aomo signs of improving.

Tbfl 
thirteeii are Andvon or virgio-born, Uele-s or broom basket and mot 
makers, Jh^es or awcepern, Uhadshia or miisicianft, UhAtkanihlts, 
Gondvans op beggars, HodiihiH. Ivabules, Kudvaos, LddvauB, 1^1 
or Hate- players, tiankuniblis, and Saludis. The tneinbera of iheM 
diTiBions neitlior cat togeilior nor intermarry. Except those livi: 
in the villages bordering en the E^oarese cvuntry wito 
Kiinare»te, ino^t Mbdrs speak au incorrect and oddly pronou:. 
Mariithi both at liumo anil abroad. When he moeta a man ol Lis

TWylivo on the 
skirts of townH aud villages iu dirty ill-kerit one-stort'yed houses 
with flun-hunit Iirick <>i- ttloue and mud wall» and tiled or tbatcbed 
roofa. Mbiira cotutdcr it wroug to live lu a house fur whioli rest 
has to be paid. Their house goods include a few brass drinking 
Teasels, bellmetal dining plates, eartheu cookinf* disbea, and a tan 
clothes. Only busbandmen ovm bullocks and ticld tooU. Mh. 
srv great oatera but poor cooks. Their etaple food is millet bread 
snd cheap vegetables nnd, when tbey can get it, carrion.

Domba'rlSf OrTumblcr? aI.so called KolluUis,aro retoroed as nam- 
bering 179 and aa found wandering nil over the State. Tbey have 
DO memory of any former settlement. They are gcDcmtly dark, 
strong, and well made with regular features. Their home speech 
is a mixed MarAlhi llindiinulni and KiLnsrese. They live iu small 
huts of grass mattinf* ntiil onn donkeys to carry their kit. dugs for 
watching, and ehe-bulTaloes for milk. The men's drefis iRdodeS ft 
luiuclotl), ehol-ju'w or kuuc- breeches, a tiUterod turbun, and a pieco 
of cloth thrown Iixisoly over tho sbonldors. The women dresa W 
a full Marfitba robe without paasing the skirt back between tbe 
feet and a budicu with ahprt sleeves and a back. The women who 
tumble are careful about their dress and appearance, and wear B 
few oruainent.s. They uru u wandurinj^ ti-ibu uf tumblurs and ropc- 
danconi of bad character, the women proatit iites, and all when tncy 
get the chance thievoa. They are under the ©ye of tbo police. They 
wurship both ilindu gods aud MosaluiiLn saiuts and have uo regular 
ritea. They baro uoither priests nor houduit.-u : tho meet iuflueDtisl 
among them adviaos tbe community. They believe in witchcraft 
aud gboeta. They have no fixed customs. Their tuarringe ends with 
a proceesioD fi-om tbe bridegroom's house to the bride's and a citsto 
feadt, They do not send their childreu to school and show no 
aigua of bettering their coDditiou. 

Ga'rudiS, or Jugglers and Soakechnrmers, are returned qh natn- 
bering fifty-three and as found waudoring with their families in all 
,part« uf thu State. They are Urabmanic IlinduB and auk Brilhuiaua 
to conduct their murriiigcs. Thuy fust on tho eleventh of each 
fortuigbb nud on the firut duy of Aahuin or iJeptember-Uctober. 
Tbey practise bigamy and pay for their wives. Tbey either bom or 
bury their dead. 

Qondhlis, or Performers of the /fonAhal dance, are returned M 
numbering 760 and an found nil over the Stat& Exo<>pt that they 
aro'poorcr, they differ little from Kuubis in namej house, food, or 
dress. Tbey are beggars begging from doer to door for grain 
etotbcs and money, singing dancing and playing on a drum 
called tambat, on the one-stringed fiddle or luntune, and on mtrfol 
oapa or Oils. Tbey beg on Tuesdajfs and Fridays, days a&nn^ 
to Bhav&Di. They also perform tbe gontHal daiice, and entertain

Tlie livad daiiccr 
n dzvssed in a long wliiu> rube reaching lo his uuktes fringod 
with red or gold and gathered in put^ke^a a little above the \ri%iiit and 
weara cowry shell nocklacus and jingling bi>ll auklutu. He takes 
his stand in front of the goddeea and His companions stand )x>liiud 
him pluyin^ on the duublo dram or fambai and ono-stringed fiddle 
called twdune. The head datiL-op dancca and singa hymns in praise 
of BliAVuui iiiid bin oompanions repeat a refrain.

Owing to tho want of patronage 
Blnltnl (londlitJA an; dinppenring. lu religious aud social ciistoma 
tlu-y do uot (li(T>-r from Kunbis. They seldom send their children 
lo sabuol aud on tho whulu aro a (alUug olaee. 

Oopals, litomlly Cowlicepera, are returned aa namburing lifty-aix 
attd as found wandering over the State, 'i'htiy are Mhfb* beggars 
who wi>ar a woollen noi-kliioe, clash cymbals, and aak blcfl!>iiig8 on 
tbi! almagiver. Though MhArs by biitb and la social customs, they 
do not i-at from Mlidrs. 

Oosa'TiS, or I'a^sion Lords, are retiirnod as aomhoring 1 796 and 
as fotind uithcr wimduring or sottled all over the Slate. They uro 
dirided into five claKftea Ban, Bhurii, Uiri, I'uri, aud Sarasvati, who, 
vxcopt hliilrliti and Puria, eat together and iuterojarry. They uro 
rocrailod frnm all Qiudua except the depressed classes. The body 
o( UoxAria include thuae who willingly become Qos^vis, children 
boo^t by Uua&vin, and chtldron pi-eseatcd to GuadTis by tbuir 
iparrala. Those who are married generally live in one-storeyed 
JMaaoB.

Talba'rs arc rcturuud ua outabcriiit; 370 and as found only in 
Home viDsgea of the State. In namt'^ tiouse, food, dreas, religion, 
iind piiiitimia thoy do not di!Ti-r frtun KiiTibitc. They play on flutea 
and drums and" bog. iSouie are husbaudtaen, some make home 
whi[).'«, niid somt^ are dity-luboururit. TLoy do not send their childreu 
to nchool and arc a slcudy diuts. 

Va'SUdevs arc rc-turntidtts nmiibcrins'twcnly-aix and as (oand 
wanrioring all nrer th** Scnts. In name, honart, food, dreas, religion, 
and cuslu'na tbuy do uul diSvr from KucbU. Thv men beg 
dressed in trouserB, a long white coot, and a long rrown>like hnt 
with u bni.** tow siirronndod with pcncocic fi'-iillicr!'. Wbil» begging 
tlirce or four iUqco in a circle striking togeiber their metal cups 
>r laJji and raRtnaiTts or chipfU. 

Llngayats,' propi^rly Linja^ata or T.ins Woarer*, are relomod u 
QQiDtrenng f ;),212 of whom 3<J,571 are males and 3&,641 females, 
Thoy are chifdy found in the Altn^ Gadin^laj, and Sbirul enh- 
dirisions. Of the whole number 27,148 or more iban ooe-third 
ure in (radiu^lnj on the !tonth-ea!«t boqjertug on IMgauin. Ttie 
Lingdynt sect rose to itnportnnco during the twelfth centary- 
Biwav, tlie funnder of the Rpct was the son of an Aridhya or Shaiv 
Br&hiiinn of Ingleshvar near Bdgoritdi about ivrenty-two milea tMiilh- 
east of Bijfipiir. The worship of the ling as a home or sbrine of Shir 
19 gonorally admitted to kavo b6lon<;ed to the tribes who held the 
BuiilL of India before the arrival of the lirflbiiianH. 'I1ic Lin^&yuta 
claim the lin^ n» the onrlJe^^t object of wurtihip and look on Mjuwv 
n» the restorer not the author of the faith.

6ath the wot nuido rapid progretfl. According to the theory t>f 
the Isith tbe wcnrors of tho ling arc eqmd and distinctions of c^a^to 
OMSO. It is said that Bogav allowed ])eople of evon the loweM 
chaawi to joia tho now t^vct. Accorrliii^ to Homo accounts, the bulk 
of tbe oarly adherents were men of low cadt«. Id support of this 
it iasaid tnal tbo bulk of Ijingi'iyat saiiita nru oiitcastes and women 
and that there is net a Br^hiniui among them.' Soon after Basar'a 
d4«tb, tho lower or impure ctit»r<Ofl were not allowed to join and all 
other eliuaeti who wished to juiu bod txt paos a term of provlhg 
before they were admitted to he membei's. Like tho doctrine of 
Uw equality of bvlievont mauy of Ba4i»v'» othvr doctrines, if tboy 
ever pawed beyond theory, 'are no lungor practised. One of his 
leading doctrioos was that thuru waa one God who required aeithor

Boeidoa llio mtmbora of Shir's faciiily Kolhiijiar LtBf^&yata trorfibip 
YallaMmaof Qiimpi in GeUri and TuljftbKav&ni of Tijj&pur in the 
Kixftin's C'liiintry. The Kolh^&pur LingAyats fast on SkivrtUra or 
KLiv'e Night in January- February, and make pilgrimagoa to Ulri 
in North fvduura and Sangameahrar in DijAmir, and tlid Jnnagain 
in practice ia no less a mediator than the Brahman. One of the 
leading doctrines of Basav's failli was that nothing oould make 
the benrer of thA ling impure. To tho trao believer the observance 
o£ ceremonial impurity in consequeoce of a woman's monthly 
ncknesfl, a birth, or a death tvas uuuefies&ary. In practice thu 
Kolh^pur Lingityata are little loss careful to obaorve ct-reiaoTiial 
nucleauliness iu connection with monthly HiokuusH, births, and 
deaths than their Drdhmanic noighhonra. Another of Uasav's 
leading duoti-iuus was that as she wore (he lin/f tho Liug6yat wotnaa 
was the equal of tho Liiig^yat man ; that therefore ahe shoald not 
marry till hIio oiiQe of age ; that abe abould bave a say in the choioa 
of Uor husband; and that she, eijunlly wttb the man, might be a j 
guru or Liiigayat teocber. Llng&yat women iu Kolli4par S^^H 
inarriod in their cbildhood, tboy havo notliing Iu Hay to the oho^^l 
of their huabaQd, and except that the widow's hair is noE 
abavBd and that she ia not stt-ippcKl of her bodice, her jMsitkni 
differa in no way from the position nf a widow in a BrahmanJo 
Hindu huin<«bo1d. Ac;:ordiug to tbu theory of the Lingityat faith 
the wearer of the Un^ is safe from all evHI inSuences, neither stars 
nor evil spirits can harm him. In practice Kolbipnr Ling^yatS 
oSusult aalrolugerfl and fvar and guard a^unat evil apirits little 
less oonstantly and carefully tliaa their Urnhmanic Hindu neigh* 
boura. The cbi«f points of difference between a KolhApur Liogi- 
yat and Bi-fibmanic Hindo ia that the LiugAyat worships fewer 
gudii, that he hns fewer fasts uud feasts and lower ci^remonies 
eajiecially dcnlh (n-remoiiies and purifying ceremonies ; that both 
men uiid women wc-ur the /tnir and ni;ithcr man uor woinnu the 
. sacred tlirond ; that both men and women rub their brows with 
cowdung ashva; that as a rule men shave tho whole bead, and 
that uoitber a widow's head uor a muunier'a lip ia sbaved;that 
they neither eat animal food Tior drink liquor ; and that they show 
no respect to Br&htnana and show high respect (o Jangams their 
own priesta. In having a /tn>7 'binding, an initiation tor priest*, 
aud a purifying coremuuy for nil instead of tho sixtoea sncraments 
or 8<i>inKiir$, Lingltyala Jilfer both from Brahmnuical and Jain Ilindai. 
Ia Choir rcapcct for life, in the Btrictueaa of their rules against tbo 
use of animal food and liquor, and iiv the little regard they aboir 
to tho dead the Lingiiyats aro like the Jaina.*

Their aur- 
narnex, when they have surnames, are place and calling nam«< ns 
I/>ka]><iri a dw<-Ucr in LjokiLpur or Tengitikai a cot;onRUt s^^ller. tTbo 
lay folhiweiit of a gnnt or teacher adopt his family Btouk or ijotra. 

The Liiigtiyata of fJadiuglaj iu the soulb apoak correct KSuareso^ 
Tbo homo tougiiu of the rest is a aomewhat imjtnro K^arene spokeo, 
in n Uanlthi tune. Out of doors most speak a fairly correct Mardthi, 
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So largo A Lody aa Iho Ling&jats, including persons of almost &U 
cnllinga differ coofiidorabl;^ in ftppcAmnce, tieight, ftnd coloar. Rtill, 
ezoopt thut tliuy are el'cbter and cleacar, Kolbapor lAug&yate as a 
dam differ little from Mari^thlb. The nion nra dark<brown and clis 
women nro often fnir nnd handiioniit. Their houses are simple ond 
clean mad w occasionally two'st^ireyed. Thoy are divided into 
auTorft) dsrk nod ilt-nircd rooms, a couhing and a etore-room, a sit- 
ting and office nmm, and bed rooms. Near the couk-roou are uiches 
in tito wall with folding doors whore piokU'suod Min-dried poise and 
rice called sandge pdpad are kept. A portion of the centre tiall ia 
sot apart as a slirino vrhcrc the Jangam is worshipped. No one bat 
a LiDji^Tiit inay«go into tlie cook-room or into the Jau>|^ui alirtne. 
Lin^yatjf havo n groat diiiliko to loathor. Thoy allow no leathor in 
their saddles; no shoe may be brought into the inncrpiLrl. of tho 
hoD-oo, and if any one touchra a Bhoe he must waab.' The privy, it 
thoro ix n privy, U at some distance fmm the hou.so. Catilo ar« not * 
kept in the house but inn ncparato shod. A Liufjrilyat'a honiia goods 
incl'id(» c'll-"*, low wood<tii stiiol.*, boxes, iron or hra4^ trijKKlx to hold 
dining platui<, awl niL-tul and earthen reotielti n-qiiirud fur family 
DM. Few have vei!4ela enough for a ca3t« fea«t. Girers of caato 
foHsts borrow llio public TO)i)K'ltf from a moDnstorj- Silver Tesaets 
arc UHud by the ricfi, braaa and copper vesBels by middle clatm people, 
and wooden and OHithen veHHcLs by the poor. LiusAyats never use 
anjmni food or Hj>irituouH diiuk. Their daily fooo includes rice, 
tnitlet breiKl, puiKO curry, vegetables, aiid milk, whey, curds, butter, 
and clarilicd butter. No one but a ^I'lrfrwcarer may touch or even 
seo a Lingaynt'« food. On holidays* nud^t. sninll parties they have 
rich (liahcs. Their caste feasts aro plain. Tha tvro chief diahes are 
hug^i that IB wheat nnd milk boiled together and soMoncd with raw 
silgar and iiolagts or rolly-polies, that in whvut cakes staffed with 
gram flour nnd raw angnr. A caste feast coBt« about Gd. (-1 «».) a 
bo>ul- A Liugayot whcu alone or ono of a smnll party sits to eat on 
a tow wooden t«tool nnd generally cats liia food off a bra»i plate set 
oil an iron or bnuts tripod. Kxropt in tnivi-IIing when inutnl plates 
are not easily got and li^af plates aro OHcd, LingAynts norer aae 
leaf plates. At dinner, before ho eat:* a Liiig^yat bolda bis Ung in 
-liiB toft hand and bows to it. At cbste dinners the gaoet'O ait od 
watting iniitead of on stools, and except JangaiuB Iny the plato oa 
the ground not on a tripod. At caste dinnont before guests have 
Bat to it, tirth or holy water, that ia water io which a JanBnin's foct 
have been washed, ia poured over the guest's bands. The guesta 
eip the holy water, ahont Uar liar Muhihlev, and bogin to oat. In 
eating the right hand is alono used. The email wateriwt which 
0)u»t never touch the lip is raised in tbe left hand. Women dios 
ftfler the men. They sometimes sit on stools, never on mata, and 
generally lay their plate.s on the ground, Anaong tftngftynts a 
young married oouplu never talk together in the prasenco of

Pore cnwdaoff is dried and 
burnt and tho »sbeM i<<iuku<l in milk for eix or suron uays and^olled 
iatn ballu aboat tho size of it lunngo. Boforo thoy are used, the 
Jaogam porifios tlio bftlJ by sprinkling it with ftacr«d water and 
saying t^ts OTOT it. Tboy cannoti lie sold by the person who gets 
them from tho Jnngam, and they cannot be paraod to any one cUa 
Virakt or onwed JHngnms w(%tr u l<jinclot1i bung from a waietband 
And oohre-colonred sbonlder and haid cloths. LH,yipon and nuuried 
priests generally wear a i*utuvwhat mrrinip wiii-stcloth, a headscarf 
or a Briibinan turban. Thoy do not colour thiiir dothi.>» with ochre. 
Hnsb«ndmea gonorally w«ttr a loincloth or short trousers, a blaakot, 
and a headscarf. Linf^yat wooien tin thi; hair iu a knot at the 
bttck of ihd hood but with less care than Brdhnmn women. They 
nerer use false hair or deck thvir hiiir with tlowers or orDameuts. 
Thc-ir wives and widows noar the ordinary Aliirflths bodice with a 
back aod short slocvos mid the ends tied in fi-out unilor the 
bosom. The robe is like the Mar^tha Ur&bmna woman's robe except 
iliat tbe skirt falla like a ptitticoat and is seldom drawn back 
bctwoeQ the feet. Ling&yat women aro alao more careful than 
BcAhoian women always to dn»w th« upper end of the robo over the 
iiead. Like tho men, womcu mark thu brow with whito cundung 
aalios. Except that the women wear no hctid omamcntfi, tho 
omameats worn both by moo and womon aro tho same ae those 
wtini by Uaritha Uriihmaiis. Od holidays Lingdyat women dress 
and odoro lliemselvos richly. 

LiogAynts are a c|iuet eatisSod class wishing neither clinngo oA- 
power. Few are iu tho eerrioe of the Stat« tind almost none are 
iiuw>«nger», conatables, or soldiers. A large number of Ling&yata 
are wonvcTS, suvuml are retail dealers, aud some are liuAbafidmon. 
In GadiniflAJ and in Iho Ku)*al Stale a few rich trad(n>a bare 
lar^o d<w1infcs with Del^uni, Dharw^i-, and other Kflnarese dii«trict& 
A few estate-holders or j(i</trdiir* and proprietors and inumddra aa 
tbe DfMdtut of Tenii and Bbodgaon, are Lingtlyate. Except the - 
prKMts DO Lingliyat lives on alms, and few are labourers. A 
Linp^yat rises early, marks his brow with ashea, and goett to the 
mmtaatety to pay his respects to the lord or svdmi. Ho works till 
i>li>Ti;n, biiibes, and, sitting on a whito blanket in the central hall 
Dear the Jaogam sliriae, worshipa the liny for a)>ont half an boor. 
Ho then dinee. Alt4.'r dinner, over which ho spi^'ods twenty, to 
thirty minutes, be washes his hands and month and chews betel. H 
'w»ll'to*du he Ksii after his dinner and goes back to work. In the 
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ereniog he visits iho monftstpry anA bom to tho litwl pri&st.' 
Prioatsaod a few pious laymen worHbipthe Ixngin tlie evening wiih ibo 
satno details as in tho morning?. Dm tho bulk of tho laity simply wash 
their hands and feet and thou wnsb the Ung aud eat their supper. 
Aflor Bupper they chew bntel, Kmoke tobacco, and tJilIc for au hour 
or sortod thtm go to bod. In tlioorj" ns n follow-wpni-er oF the lin^ 
the Lingdyat woman is cmiaA to tho Linxayat nmn. la practice her 
position in tho bmity do«a not varv fr<>ni the po»itioD of a woman 
in a Brdlimauic Elindu fitiuily. Sliu has no Toica in chnoning her 
fauaband. Sho i» married aixyat ton and contrary to book ralos 
wast be married buforo she vomos of ago. Sho rises early and 
marks her bn:>w.bntb with ashea nnd with redponder. The hi}>lL<>r 
class wonvn do no worh exocpt TiiSiuliug tlio houso. Tho wiyuh of 

E otters and weaTerH help their hiinljHnds ut home, and the wire!) of 
asbandtnoo vrorh in the fieliln and sell vej^tnbtes. BIdorly woiuen 
go iu the morning lo tho monaslerv to pay their respects to the 
ntimi. Tho threo watchwords of the Lingdviit faith »ri> the ling 
the Jangam and tho rfuru. Tliu linfj is tho stuau homo of tho deity, 
ihejanffam is tho human abode of the deity, and tho yiiru is the 
teacher who broathva tho sucred spoil into the disciplf's t-nr. All 
Linglynts both men and women from childhood to death wonr bung 
to a string pa««ed round tho nock u smuU ithito<3lone Ung, a doublo 
disc with u small p«a-like kni>b on tho nppor disc, hid under a 
belolnut-Iike coating of cowdung earth and marking-nnt, and 
wonnd iu a cluth or laid in a Bilver or rarely in a gold box.' A 
Lingiyat is very careful not to loso Ids Uag. In theory a man who

I'ho bride is decked with omitmont^, and in ths preseoco 
and other respectable members of the caate is given 
lof sngarcandy, On tbosooond day come Ibo Ganpati worship, 
tamwrio^rubbing, and the gugut or bdellinm gum eere moay 
I bo nour of Virbbau ni.

Thcsu classes oat 'together but do not 
iDtertnany. Formerly the sect inoladed barbers, washermen, and 
many other ciutcs who bnvo ceased to bo Jains. Properly speaking 
thoro iA no suparato pritistlj caste among the Jatna, the Upiidh;^ 
or priestH are asoally chosen from amnng rho learned PanonamR op 
Ohatartbs suhioct to the reco^nitidii of thoir principal fnfinvvor 
bead priests caJted PiUtacbarj'a Svatnis. 

The men are dark, middle sized, strong', and well built, and tho 
womes slender, fair, tvud graceful. They speak K&narese at lioino ntid 
Maritlii abroad , vrhich tboycull AroM^tuor tbelanguajn.- of the Ares. 
In their Kanarejte the losi ayllnblG is ahvaya very indintinrt. Tha 
aacredliluratureof the Jain^ i.t iii'a dial«>ct of Sanskrit called MAgiidbi. 
They keep cattle, biitarenot allowed U>havepet birds in cagea. Jaina 
are strict vegetarians and do not aae antraa.1 food on pain of loss of 
caste. Every Jain filters the water he uses in drinkinfif or cooking 
for fear of killing insect life. He aUo takes bis food before sunseb 
io oaae of dtistToying any animal life by eatJiif^ iu the dark. No 
Jain tastes honey or dritAs liquor, and monks and religioa^t Jaina 
absitaiu from fresh vcg^- tables. The men wear the vraistclolh, 
jacket, ooftt, should ercloth, and the Kinarpso headscarf. T^a 
wotnen wear the hair in a knot at the back of the head, and 
dresfl in the full Uar&lbA robe with or without pa^inj; the 8kirt hack 
between the feet, and a bodice with a bock and short sleevea. 
Young widows may drosa io the robe and bodice and their hair 
ia not tharen. Old Widows generally dress in whito and novor 
pat on bodices. As a class Jains are orderly and tutv-abiding and 
seldom appear in criminal conrts. In »p\ta of pnlitieal cliangca 
nuuiy Jitins arc h<?reditary Tillage and district o(I>c«rs. StrictT 
Jaia« object to tillage becaaso of the ]o!» of life which it cannot 
Kelp cati^ing. i^till they do not curry tboir objection to iho 
l«offth of refufiinff to dine with Jain husbandmen. Among 
KtiUUiptii' Jniosthohushnndmon are tho Urgest and most importanb 
dmea with a bead priest of thoir own who broa at N^lndni 
ftlKiui eighteen miles east of Kolhiipur, Except aome of tho lajrger 
laodhnldera who kcvp farm servants, the Jam Inndholders, with 
tho help of their women do all parts of 6eld work with thoir own 
hands. 'l*bey are thi: burdcsl working buahandinen iu the State, 
makiug uav of over^* adruuta^ro of soil and sitaatioa Id large 
lowtts likv IColliilpur and Mirsj Jains are merchants, tradera, and 
shnpkveperi di-nlin>^ chiefly io jewelry, cotton, cloth, and grain.

WMITO and press oil. Some Juins live by begging, but aoy one wh^

Besi^^s temple priesla ovury vitln^^ which ban a consJd(>TabI« 
Dumbvr of Jtuiia hiia an hereditAry ritla^ prie«t caJled gramofxidkijit 
who conducts tbeircereiuonics and is paid either in eaah or in graii. 
Tbe»« village priests, who aro tuarnod and is whose familioa tbo 
ofBcv of priest 18 hereditary, are nnder a btgh pricttt called 
dharmiulhik^ri or roligiooa hcnd a oL-liluto or n«cetic by whom Uiey 
ttro appointed avd who has povror to turn out any pi-iest wbo breaka 
rdifficnie rulM or CA5ttc cinttomg. The rillnj^ priest koops a r^ffistdr 
of all marriageft and thread -ginlings iu thu vill»go, and the bigb priest 
wbosQ boad-qunrtors are at Ntodni about eighteim miles €«toC 
Kolbdpnr aoct whose niitliority extends over all Kolhilpur JaiiWi 
tnnki-B a yearly circuit gathering oontributious, or KBuds aa a^nt to 
collcxit fiubscriplimiit from the {lenious named in tlit^' vilhigo priosbi' 
lists. Thi! oRi(;e of high pniitt in olixtiru. Thu bigb priost cboosot 
hia fincccksor from among his farourite diaoiples. 

As a class the KolhApur Jains are backward io education and 
few are iu the service of the State. Still their diligence muI 
orderliness inake them a pi-osperous and ioaportaiit cIumd. In tbe 
early momiug before be gets up a Jfuu rusts his right shouldtf 
on the ground. Ho then sits facing tho eMt and repeats r 
in praise of Jindcv the victorious. Ue leaves hia seat and seta 
for the tumplo to see the image of P&raao^tb, on bis way as Car 
possible avoiding tbe sight of man or beast. Ou bis retnru fnits 
the temple be retires, cleanses himself with earth, and wiuibv^ his 
U&nds feet and face. After wasbiug be bathos iu warm water 
wbicb be first purities by repeating verses over it. When hw balb 
is finished bo puts on a fre«^Kly washed cot1x>Q cloth, sits on a law 
wooden atool, and for about an hour says hts morning prayer or 
»tndhya. Uo lays sandal llowers and sweetmeat before tbe 
bouse gods and then goes to tho tomplo to worahip Htiraso&lh, 
whcro tho bead ascetic or $vami reads tbe Jain PurAn, totla bis, 
iboads, sips a little oE the holy water or tirlh in which tho imago has 
bocD bntbed, and returns home. Ku w«sh(>!i hia hands aud feel, 
pnrfnrms a firr wnr»bip, and fueds tho fire with cooked rice and 
cbirificd I)utt<-r in the itamo of all the Vodio gods or Vij>hv*dei<», Ro 
nsuallv dines bvtwccn vluvco aud one. If a stranger happens to 
visit tno bouse at dinner time, bo is welcomed and asked to dioB. 
If tbe gucat belongs to the same olass as tho bouseownor they 
in Iho same row and eat like local Br&bmana. After dinner be 
cbews betel, and then either goes to bis businctts, or takes a mid 
rest and reads his holy books. As a«rato be snps an hour at 
bofora luinset, ropeata his evening pmyer, v'utHn tho teinjile 
hears a Punln, rctama about nine vid goes to bod. Wntnun 
snon na tbcy rise, go to tbe temple to have a eight of Pflraso&tfa, 
ruturu bomu aud miud the konso sweeping and cowduuging the 
kitvhon and dining place.

Still enquiry 

shows that a belief in spirits is little leas ^'oueral than amoni; the 

corresponding Braihmanic claftses. They heliave in apirit-posscsaioD 

and call their family spirits pitrail or fulhers. Thoogh they profess 

not to Iwlicvu that inbiuta are attacked by spiribs they perform the 

ceremonies observed by Brjihinauic Uiaaus in honour of Muthcm 

Fifth and Sixth which nceta to form a part of tho e«rly rites on which 

the custnmst of all Hinda sects are based. Besides the apiric 

attacks tij which children are specially li&ble on tho fifth and sixth 

day« oftcr birth, Juio children are liable to child-aeitarea or bdlgrahiu 

pmbftbly a form of convolsions which Jain women say ig the work 

of spirits. Edacatcd and rtdigiooa Jains who object to the early or 

direct form of spirit action believe in the more rofined drisht or 

evil eye as a cnoso of sickneji^. According to the popular Jain belicE 

all eyes have not the bhisting power of the evil eye. Uaro must be 

taken in cutting thechild'n navfl forif any of tho blood enters it^eyes 

their glance is Biirc to have a blasting or eril power.

The knot of hi:3 hair is tied and be is girt with a sacred 
thread or junve and a string of hu^h grass is tied round his waiat. 
The priosL kindles the sacred 6ro, betel ia served to the guests, and 
nooey gifts ai'e distributed aiuoug priests and beggars. The boy 
has to go and beg at five Jaiu houses. Ho stands at the door of 
each house and asks the oiistresa of the bouse to give him alms 
saying Oh ludy bo pttrasud to give aluiii.' The alms usually 
cousjataofa waistcloth, rice, or cash. Great mei-it is gainod by 
givuig alms to a newly girded boy, aud many women visit the boy's 
bouse for ihrea or four days to present him with silver or clothes. 
After bagging at five hobsos the buy returns home and a feast to 
ftiendi and kinsfolk ends the Brat day. The sodinunj or grasts-cord 
iooiK'niog ii perEurmud usually after a week nud uouiutLuiL-s bclweqn 
a week from the tbread-girding and the marriage day. The 
looseuiog is generally performed near apiinjnd Ficua religiosa tree.

Tho boy is dressed in a full suit of clothes, , 
declares that ho meana to go to Benares and spend the rest of hia life' ' 
ia study aud worship, aud sets out ou his journey. Before he has 

ne many yardu, his maternal uncle meets him. proiuiBOH him his 
ghtcr's baud in marriage, and asks him to return homo and live 
among them as a householdor or grilHiath. The boy is cscortfid 
bomu with music luul a band of Friends and a small feast to Erienda 
aad kinnfolk ends the ooromony. • 

Boya am married between fifteen aud twonty-five and girls beforo 
tboy oomo of age. Aa a rat^the boy's father proposes the match to 
(ho girl's father and when thoy agree, an astrofogor is conaolted, who 
cxHOptLrOR tho birth papers o^ the boy and the girl and approves 
the match if hv thinks the result will bo lucky and if the family 
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liftptoT III. Btoclcs and braochoB or sJuikhi* of tbe boy and Iho prl are different. 
People- Tlieu on a luck; day tlie boy's f&ther visita the girl's houyo with ft 

Jjiuu. f*w fri&nis, including five kiiiswonien , aod are reccivod by the girVt 

father and mother. Tba girl is soated on a low stool in front of tho 
huaso gods, and the hoy's father presenta ber with u n>be and 
bodic^&ud u pairof silver chains or adniihUt and aukleUt or nr/fi«. 
Hqt brow is marked with TermiUon and decked with a network of 
flowers. Tho vromcn of tho boy'a houeo dross tho girl in thechithet 
and oruatueota brought by the boj'a father, aud the boy's bkvber 
puts a little sngar in her month. Packets of su;rur and betel an 
Qandod among tho gn»sta and the asking or imi^ni ends with a fcut 
to the gnests. ^h a mlc mamnge tokes place two or ttirue yean 
after betrothal. Every joar tho boy's parents hare to send a pro««D( 
of a string of cocoa-koruol and some fried rice on Ibe Cobra s Fifth 
or NdffpitKchmi io Jtdy>A,uguBt and this th«y hare to coatinae to do 
till the girl comes of age. When the boy ia fifteen or sixtuea and 
tho^rl is ton or olovcn ttic parents think itts time they n-ert> mnrrisd 
and send for and consult an astrologer. JXa compares their horo- 
aoopes, consults his almtLnac, and names a lucky day for the marri^v. 
The cwromony as a ntio lasts five days. Ou the Brat day two inarnnl 
- girla in tltg bride's house bathe early io tho morning, wear a cerO' 
mouial dre»8, and with moaic and a band of friends go to a pond or a 
river with copper pots on their heads, lay saudal-pastc, Havers, 
rice, vermilion, burnt frankiiiooa»ie,andBweetRi«atsontbebank intbo 
name of the water goddess, fill the pots with water, aud mark them 
with vermilion, set a uuouanttt aud betel leaves In the month of 
each, cover them with bodicecloths, and deck them with gold 
necklaces. They then set tho waterpots on their heads, return 
home, and lay them on the earthen altars. Flowerii, vermilion, 
b>rut frankinconso and sweetmeat aro oSorod to tho pots and 
five disho« 6II0J with earth are set before tbem, sprinkkd with water 
from the waterpots, and mixed seed giain is suwn in tho earth. 
Frionds aud kinsfolk bpo auked to dine at the houge and the sprout- 
offering or art^unirpnn is over. The bridegroom is bathed at his 
house and lights a saurcd fire or Aom, puts on a rich dress, and goes on 
horseback with music and friends carrying clot lies, ornaments, 
^eugar, and betel packets to the bride's house. ili» bride's party iseei 
hiaa on tho way and the bridegroom is taken to tho bride's hoiueaad 
seated outside of the house on a eeat of audumbar or umhar Ficns 
glomerata. The bride's parents oomo out with a reaael full of water, 
tbo fnthor wiu>hoB his futuro son-in-law's feet and tho mother ponrs 
water over them. Tbo bridegroom is then takeu to a raised seat in 
the hotiKO^ xoated on it, and present-od with clothes, a gold ri ug, and 
a necklace. The bridegroom's pnreuta present the ornaments and 
clothes thoy have brought for tho bride, packets of bettd ami sugar 
arc handed among frienrln and kinspenple, and tho first day ends 
with a foftst to the bridpfjroom's party. The bridegroom retoras 
homo with his party, is rubbed ivilb turmeric and darlGod butter, 
and bntbod by fivo married women, sent«d ia a square with aa 
earthvu pot at each corner ani) a yellow thread paescd five times 
round their necks. Tbo bride is bathed iu a Bimdar snuaro nt heir 
hoDse. Ou the third day tho kcido and bridegroom batno, dress iu 
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n^wlr WAsTiod dothes, And «tuiing from tlioir liomos mcci at the 
Jain temple. Tbo priest attends them and tb» pair how before the 
idol. 'ITio prici«t mnkwi thorn rcpf-ftt the five-sivlatntiou hjmn which 
ererf Jain uught to know nnd vrur&a thum to kcup the Jain vow or 
Jain trot of DCt-killing or ahima and of leading a pare moral Hfo. 
The pair ure trcAt4^)(t to sweotmA&t« each hy thvir own pe>ople, %|id the 
fnoiily gods And the cork nnwrriage coronet or hanhimj are worshipped 
kt both honscs. Men and womcu from hoth lioutto-t go with musio 
and ask their friotids and kiaspwplc. In tho afternoon, when all 
meot, the -woinon taico thuir scats in the booth mid the men insido 
of tiie bouso and all oat ut llic saaio timo. On tho fourth day the 
a«taaJ marrixgo ceremnny begins. Friends and roJntions aro asltod 
to both honiws. Tho hridefrmoin is rubbed wilh fm^rnnt oil, and 
with about fifteen of bia reUlions again kindles the sacred fire, 
ilrosswM ill rich cluihi'!*, mid goes to the bride'.-* boii.te on horHubnck 
with music and friends. On the way ho in mot hy tho bride^M partT 
and taLvn toaniMil umhar Ficiia gloinerata seat^ AVhilebe is auatou 
on the umhar seat a counto from the brido'a bouso, generallr the 
bride's parents, come and waah his feet. The bridogroom tbrico 
sipa water, pat* on tho uew 8a<;rcd thread ofTcrod bim by the 
bride's priest, and swallows curds mixed with sugar which the 
conple havo potirod over liis haiuls. The fathor-in-taw IcniU tbo 
briaogroom by the band to a ready-made neat lu the hoose. Before 
the s^U a curbun ■» held and two licitps of rice, one on each sido oi 
fcbe cartein, markod irtth tbo lucky crotis or tvajitik and crowned 
with the sacrod ku»h grass. A nhort timo before the lucky momenfe 
the bride is led out by her friondu and mado to stand ou the rice heap 
behind the cnrtain, the bndegroom stimding on the rice heap on tho 
other side. The gnostJi stoad around and the pne»t.>i recite tbo nine- 
pla&at lucky vorsos at nanjrah manQalithlaka. Tho astrologer nmrks 
the lucky moment by cluppiu^ \ik h.iiid)<i, tho musicians rodouble 
their noise, the priests draw aside tho curtain, and tbo pair look at 
eacb othur nud uro kDaband luid wife. Tho bridegroum marks tho 
bride's brow with Termilion and aho throws ft flower gnrliind round 
bis neck. Thoy fold their hnnds together and the bride's father 
puitra water ov«r their hnnds. They then throw rice over cacb 
oibf>r's hcftd, and the prie.'tts and guests throw rice ut the pair. The. , 
priests tie tho marriugo wrt.ftlct.t on tho hands of the pair. The 
oridi^grooin tlien sits on a low stool facing east and t}ie brttte OQ 
aootbur stool to bis left. The priest kindles the siKred or hom Rre 
and the bridegroom feeds the fire with offerings of parched rice held 
in a difth before hiin by the bride. Then the priest lays eeren 
■mall benpa of rico uach with a small stone at the top iu one row. 
Tbf bridegroom, holding the bride by the hand, toucbee the rice 
and the t'tdiio on eacb heap with bis right toe, moves five times 
round the heapH, the priest sjiova tbo pair the Polar star or dkruVf 
and the pajuient of a money gift to the priest eomplctca the 
day'i comnouios. Tho hems of the pair's garoients are knotted 
fawietlipr and they walk into (lie boose and bow before the waterpots 
which art! urran^'i'd on the Qn^t (\i^', ami are fad with a dish of 
milk atid clarifii'd huttor. Next day the bride's parents give a feast to 
Uw bndognKrui'» pnrty and to their own kiospeople. Id the moroiug 
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ihe pftir tiro seiUod in llio booth and young giris on both »i]ct 

i'oin tbttm. Tku pnir firut ptny with betelnutH for a timu nnd tfao 
iHdegrooni takca eomo wot tnrmerio powder and rahn it gro times 
on the b ride's faco, who g»lbvrK it and ruhn it on t-bc bridegrooro's taoe. 
The bridegroom is givnn a betel packtit to chew, chews hjilf of itaod 
hnndftibe roai to bbc brido. Thu« ho ubewei the firo bobol pnclcoti, 
and the bride in her turn cbowx another five each time haadtng lulf 
of tho birt*jl pMclcot to tfao bridegroom to chew. Kext tnorniDg the 
sacred firo is again kindled uud tho itcriKiiit is wcrHbippod. The pair 
thtn diuo nt the bride'n unJ piny with bctelnuta. The puir »rc «mtod 
on hi;ir»eback, tho bride before the bride^troom, and token to (ho Join 
tomplo whoro they walk ruuud the i;ud, bow before bim, and aak 
bis bloKsing. Tlicy llien walk to tho bridegroom's with music sod 
friends. Before they reach every part of the house is lighted and s 
long white tihcob U spread on the grouud froni tho iMXith door to 
the god-room. When the pair attempt to cross tho threshold the 
bridogi-oom'e sister blocks tlie door mid doe^ not allow them to ester. 
The bridegroom asks her why isbe blocks tbo door. She says. Will 
70a give your danghter in marriaga to my son T He answers. Ask 
EDy wife. Tho »iit)tor ii»k.s the wife and ebo says, I will give oiw 
of my three pearls in marriage to your son. Then she leavoa tho 
door, the pair walk into the hoaftc, bow beforo the Lotise gods, and 
a f^ast of uncooked provisions to those that do not eat from them 
and of cookod food to friondii of their own ca&lo and tu kinitpcKOpIo 
ends the ceretnony. Though forbidden by their »acred bonk, all Jama 
except UpAdbvAa or priests allow widow marriago. They sny th« 
practice came into uau about 200 yoam a^o. If a woman does not 
got on well with her husband, !«he may live separate from him bat 
cannot marrj- during her hushnnd')! lirotiino. When a girt coidt* 
dt age Ethe sits apart for three days. On the fourth ghe is bathed 
and tier lap in died with rico and » cocoatint, and tho rest of tfao 
age-coming does not difier from a Br^htnan ago>comiog. 

When u Jain is on tho poiat of deatbj a priest in called in to 
repeat verses to cleanse the sick person's ears, to qaiet bis soul, 
and If possible to drive awuy hid diaeuac. Wbou recovery is 
ho]>eles!t^ a ceremony called gaflek}>an vidfd or tearing rite is 
'performed to ttuver the siok person from worldly pleasuras and 
to make bim fit for the life be is about to enter. Sometimm Ibe 
sick man is made to pass through tho ceremony callrd mnayi* 
graltan or ascetic vow-taking with theBame rites us among Unihntaua. 
When these ritos arc over and death ts near, the dying man is madd 
to tie on a line of throe to four wooden stools aud tho numcti of 
goija and sacred hymns are loudly pcpeated. After death the body 
IS taken outside of the house, bathed in warm water, drecsod in s 
naibt and a sbouldcTclotb, aud eosted a'oss-logged on a low stool 
leaning against tho wall. A bier ia m4de aud the dead is bud 00 
it, and the whole body including the faoo ia cohered with a whitd 
sheet.

Nou-Kulhilpiir Jains include a oonstdorable Dninher of Jaia 
MArwftris and of Jain Giiiiiriit Vduis who have come from MArwilr 
miul OiiJHnit For trwlo and who settle in the State for a, titue aud 
return to their homes wbco thoy havtt colloctod money tmoo^. 
Tbcy do not msrry with the Jaina of Eoth^pur.nnd unlike the Jains 
J)? Kulliilpiir Ihi-y bare no objection to tnko vraUir from the linnds nf 
llio Mav^tha Kmibia and to tako fnod from non.Jain!i. Thsir 
fAvourit*: jilnce of pilgrimage is Mount Abu. They are inonoylvndera 
Bud dealers iu piece-Koods and jewelry. They tire in well boilC 
houaoa, send their children to school, and are a proaperoua clan.*

The sources of tho foreig'D element aro nnmcrotis, Turk immig«int« 
ui Uio fourteenth century and Arab, Fersiaa, and Upper ludiao 
aoldiers and commaaders who took service nnder the Bahmnni 
(I3t7-U90), liiidpur (1490-1080), and Moghal king* (1686-1710). 
The [nil of Btj4pur iu 1686 iutroduevd two now MaBaloiilii olomenta 
DOS &>roigii the Mo;^hal from Upper India, the other local Hinda 
converts due to thti teal of Auraogzeb (lti^8-L707).

They apmk Ilindnst^ai at 
homo aud Maritthi abroad, and in sppearnnco and cnstoma do not 
diffpr frnra tlie local Shiiikhs and Syeds. Kxoepti that they wear 
full b(^:inU tht-y look like local MariLthjU, and as a cla»i arc cloan 
and niot in their habits, hoDost, hardworking, and thrifty. Town 
Mnghat a are ron^tables, soldiers, and mcsaengors, and villageHoghals 
aro hii«baadnirtn. Thoy belong ti» tho Ilunali Sunui sect, say thoir 
prayt-rs regularly, and teach |hoir boys to rend the Kiir&n. They

JEanya'rBt or Glass Banirle Sellers, probably reprpsoDtin^ Hindu 
ooorerta of Ihv suiuv caste, are fouiid iu tuwn^ aud largo villat^es. la 
look, food, dr«8s, spoech. atid customs thoy are the same as the regular 
ICnasbnAaa, and am hardworking, thrifty, aud orderly. Thoy ara 

Iboiiglft-solters and are wiOl-tu-du. Thoy bavo uo orgHniz^d body 
■mad av hontlmitn, mid tho local liati HeltleH thair co^to diHptitoa. 
They arc Siiniti» of tbn llniiati scbuol, and seldoiu say Iheir prayera 
or tasuh their aons to read tho Kurao. 
Mahlt'watS, or Rlophant Drivers, arc said to represent local 
cuavL-Ha of thulliudu coato u( llio saiao name and found in small 
nuoiborfi in towns. Thoy do not differ from regalar MIl^4l1lnlin!> in 
look, dress, food, or customs. Their calling ia Dot so well paid tus 
furmerly niid rn.\ny haro become coii)«tublos, luitfiwut^ors, and sorvantn. 
Thev are Ilao&B Snnnis, 'are uot careful to say their prayera or 
eetid their boys to school, !i.nd are a poor claa8. 

Nalbnnds, or l-'armrs, believed to represent Hindu convert's iff 
Um> aaini.' iiunii', an* found in towns only. Thoy dilTcr in ii<.> rotpi.'^ls 
from thu rL-gulur Musaluiiina. Thuy shoo horses and bollucka and 
Bwa enoMfrh to lire on and to 9avo, but luoat of thcni are given to 
the aw of country liqoor and are in debt. 

Riingrezs, or Djerx, siiid to ropr&tient Hindu converts of tho 
amaiu ciiAtc, are found iu towoK.

Labbays, mostly immignuita &om Maisur and the Malabir coast, 
BAid lo represeot the denoendants of Arab and Persian imtiii* 
grnntn betweea tlie Beveuth and (lie foarti-onlh ceuturyi are foinid 
only in towns. 'They apeak Aro or Tamil among tliemsolvea awl 
Iliiiduslttui with otliors, and iu other poiuta do uot differ from tho 
retrular Musaliuius. Tbey dress in a HKullcap, a long coat falling lo 
tb« 1ciioo», »i)d a w(ii!fL':Iiitli, aiid are loatJier dciJont. Thev an 
hardtroiking and thrifty and hk a ckss aro well-tO'do. They an 
Stiiiiiiit vl ihe Shafiii Rohoolj s«y tboir pmyera rugularly, aaiJ are 
tiaid to bo a pushing class. 

Mehmans or Menmas, properly Momioi) or Believers, are found 
in Kuihapui* caiitonnient. In luok, spet'ch, food, drcsa, and cimKiinu 
they me tbo same as tho Mohuiana of S^tdra and Stolipur. Tboy aro 
hardworking, quiut, honi'til, and thrifty, and dco) in pioccgoodl anil 
Ktiglixli furuitut^. They teach tlieir aona to read the ICar&n, flay 
their pnijers, aud aru woU'to-do. 

Mukris, or Doniers, aro found in KolbApar cantonment. They an 
the same in st>e&ch, droso, food, and customs aa the Stit^ra. 3IiibRl 
and have a bid name for chvatiug. Tfioy -were formerly money* 
Ir>nder9 and now deal in grain, grooerieB, and piecegoods. They «e 
Iliumfi Sunnia and seldom say their prayei-a. They send their boys 
to school and are fairly off. 

Qa'i Easa'bs, or Beuf Butchers, are believed to repreeent the 
Aljy.isiiiiiiti xlavoit lu the sorvicv of Hnidar Alt (I 7li3-17tJ2) and His 
son Tipn (1782-1799). Thoir hnmu tongue ia Hindastiui, and is 
look, food, drc3», and cntitoma thoy are tUo aamo aa the Odi Rasdba 
of Hat&TB. They aru bocf butchurs, and spood utost of their carnixifg 
> on licjuor. They do not give their boys any schooling, and on iIm 
wliuUi aro a falling clasit. 

Waha'bis, or Followers of Abdul Wnhib an Arab reformer of 

the eighlranU) century, numbiT about a hnndrcd, most of whom 
are Paujdbi wrestlers in the service of the St«to. They do not jet 
fonn a Avyinmle cluss. About five yoore ago a Wahjihi missionuy 
from the Panj&b visited Kolhdpnr and gntherod ahoat him, bosidfll

They also spin cotton and visit the Deigbbonnag 
markot t-o dispose of the yarn and the 8flr|>lys prodii<x- of the 
dairy, and to buy condimcntB and artioloa of domoslic n^e with Iheir 
eaniiDgs. Tho poorest gather headloads of grasa and coltoS 
stalks £or aalo in tho markets or halting phioos. The bntk of 
kbe ^rmvrs nro unia-ll poa»wut proprietors. Since tbo opening 
of tho Sahyidris and Ihe constraction of otber main roads tho 
niimbor of carts has greatly incrcatiod much to tbe benefit of 
husbandmen in thu plniii oouutry, nvha cart their prodace as fur as 
tbe oooat to fiecnre a better price. The Dhangnm ain-nys add to their 
earning by weaving coarse blankets and sclliu^i^woul and thesarptua 

?fofk of their foldfl. MasalmAns and Wliiirs ke<?p fowls. Both 
onU and eggs find a ready sale in towns. Tlio poorer husbaitdEnco 
work also as field labourers chieSy ia iveeding and liarve^tiDg. 
Konbis frpely move with their fnrailios at harvest timi* in ec-nr^ 
of work. It is estimated that perhaps ten percentof the bnabandmeQ 
are free from debt. The cnnsos of dobt are chiefly a aeric!! of 
indifTcrent eeaeons siiivo 180(! and undue expenditure on marriiigca 
Jaina wlio are somewhat titiuiuus ofton incur dobt through law suit*. 
"* Marithiis owe their indobteauesa to extrnvnj^ant living and tfarifl- 
lcss&e«s. Especially in the west the hiuibandmpu are generally ooca* 
polled to borrow grain from the bankers for thoir support in tho 
rainy scasun. Suoh advances are repaid in tho harvest season 
with an addition of twcnty-fivo per cent ot tavAi an intcn-st. M« 
yearly rato of iatcrvst which a hu&bandoaau pays rurit-s from twoln 
to.thirty-six per cent. During the 1870-77 famine the country near 
the Sabytltlris itiid the eaAtern stib-di visions of Shirol, Ritvb((g, and 
Katkol Bufiercd most. Kvery form of property, even tho familv goth 
and door frainos were sold. It will requironaoriraof good ycftni with 
modoiatoly higbnricestoeuabletbcm to rogniu their former condition. 
But on the whole a mnrkod ebange ^or tho bettor is Dotic«Abli> in 
the condition of the husbandmen ns compared with that of ihirtjr 
years ago. The popalntion his increasetl more than thirty per cent 
and the land under tillage baa almost reached its maximum. Th* 
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Ifftrtn stock bas iacreaeed immoiiBel;, and except ia tlie liillj-siih- 
idiriiiioiis ^tms hoU have everywhere gri^«u way to buUJiuga vrilli 
|ile*l vr Aat tvtracvd roofs. 

In ilr^-cn>p or jiMyaMaodtlie seasons are the kharif or e»r\y or 
mio buTGst and the rahi or late or cwld n-piUber barrest.' Tbd 
p&rly k&rvesL w tbci mora impoi'taQt. Tbo tirao of sowing 
dfptMidti on tbo breaking of the »outh-west monttoon which gonomlljr 
talcM place between tbc fifth nnd tbo twentieth Juno. 'I'becbief e*rlj 
cropsftre uf (ho corcalK biijrij baray, harik, jandMa, Mng, ndckni, rxifa, 
ric4>, Riira, and pan ; of the pulses cA^Wi', kutiih, tnoiA, mu£fi tur^ 
nntl udiil ; of the oilsoedii ambddi, hhuimtiij, tratulif korl«, and 
lit; and of fibrw hwinp. Of these tuJid, chavli,^vari, and rdla 
ripcD bj- the «nd of Au^hI, rice and ndckni by the end of Sept- 
eiolier, and the rc^t by Lliu cud of Xorember. The chief late crops 
Bra wbmt, Iivt« Indian millet, cotton, inai»>, gram, poas, oorinndor 
eeod, eatflower, mustard seed, Unseed, and tobacco. 

The soil may be classed kali or black, tamhitd or red, vuiU or 
nafm tbu orcbard and rice land, and kKiSri or pdndhar or white, 
or sgmia aa good, middling, and poor. About one-third of 
tbo anblc area ia Kood eoil jicldiug gardi-ii crops or two 
crop* ID the year; abont a fourth ia middling sou including 

Eatchm scar TilUgvs; and about firo-tweUtha especially ia tbo 
illy wDse are poor boiIs bearing coarHO gmiua and requiring 
[^>ng fallows. Tho black aiid red soils are the moat valoable. 
productiveneas depends ir.uch ou situatiou. The best black 
is found near the rivura aud ittretches to an average depth 
'five ftiC't throughoat tbek bottom of tbo valleys. Frequent wide 
seams of lime, however, porviide the black mass and iMnicar or 
lirno Dodale* are spread fur milc» over the surface esp(»:!aUy in tho 
aub-diviatons of Karvir Panh&U and iShirol. A snpcrior kind of 
t«d soil is met with on the sides or slopoa of the billu near tho 
hyAJris which are of a ferruginous character for the moat 
trL A stiff light ooloDred soil which is composed of decayed 
sbky-aUte is found on the hill side!) and in tho smaller ^'alleys 
U^ularly in tlio sub-divisions of I'anhila and BhudaT;gad aad 
diipcndoncifls nf Viahilgad and B&rda. It is very retentive 
notstnro and chiofly voluod for rico tillage. From tho very t>ost . 
bhw-k nod rod »oiln two or throe crops a\a be yearly raiaed. In 
iJuUy wasl tbeland is bare fallowed from one to ten years ; in 
puta of tho 8lato all tho better aoils are under tillage.

In tlie plain country of Kolbdpnr the Gold tools are the plough or 
ningar, the Ur|{c> and smull harrows or kvlav, the ballock hoe 
or liolpa, the four B£«d.clrillfl, the seed-drill for ttowing riM nod 
other early hill crops, iho cAanpoTi far sovriuii early jviiri and other 
early crops> the hadt/t for late Jvdri and oi her late crops and the 
tipatt for cotton, the crowbar or eabbal, the sicldu or viVa, the 
band-wecder or khurpe, the batcbet or dhakti kurl-dti, the axe or 
l^yrti hirhdd, the pickaxe aor kmial, the rako or Ahore, tbo Ictithcr- 
haff with its gear or twtt, the au^r-mill or ghdna, the sieTS or 
eUdl'in, the wiDDowio^ basket or l<ipli, the cart, and the woodeo 
malieta for crushing clods. Of these the chief an> the plough^ 
tho barrow, the bullock lioe, the seed-drill, the sagarcaue>mill, the 
li!ather>bag with its gv&r, and the cart. 

'Sha pIoag:h or ndngar is a thick laf/hul or Acacia arabica log 
witli iu lower end called iJwfd sharp and curving at an obtDiie angle 
from the main block. The share or pluit, which weighs about 
foarleen poDndsand goes seven to nine inobea deep, ia a fiat iron 
bar kbont two fee-t long and somewhat pointed at tho end which 
cats the soil. Tt ia let into a socket called mitfimii and fixed to the 
wooden point by a movAble iron ring or vidi. The plough coxts 
aboDl 10<. (Ra. 5) and is drawn by eight bullocks and tnanagod by 
two mnn. Oue wan holdn the plough, and the other, sitting iu the 
middiu of Iho yoke uf the third pair, drives the leaders. The 
aikare laabs aboat ten Co twelve years and the ropes sis taoiith& . 

The harrow or kulac, which ooeta about 5«. (R«. 2(), loosons the 
anil before sowing, covers the sown seed, breaks clods, and uproots 
afanibit and weeds. In the east where lands are ploughed only after 
long intervals, every year to prepare tho soil for sowing, the harrow, 
whuih turns up the soil abofit two inches, is workod three to foar 
tunes. The barrow consists of two ccjiltors joined by a level cross 
iron blade or/>^setobliqaety ia a wooden beam called diWa about 
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four foct long. A polo aaitca it to tbo yoke and it is gaiU 
by an npriglit bundle To add weijfUt to it graomlly two l»j»# 
on tlie bwiiin on cither aide! uf the handlu and arc roodr to fick »nf 
auy HloDti or stabble that may impcdu the hamjvr. Except in Ml 
tliu Htnnll hitTrov la exactly like tho lnr|^o nod in uMpd fur cleariH 
the laiid botwL-un tlio rowa of a suf^krcatio crop. Wlien the ttM M 
very ^liff a heavy Lorrow drawn by eight hu [locks is ased. Tlai 
ioipletuvnl ia also required to di^ up carthnuts. 

The bullock loo or io/na costing from 2». to Sn. (Ra.l-llfill 
tliree blocks encli with two noes and is drawn by two tofuar ballocb' 
As the bullock boo 14 ivorlcoil, cnt^h hoc of the block ptu:^8 on eilbtf 
side of the row* taking Ibo youug crop belweon thu boos io tW 
opening. 

The fieed-driU consiits of fbree to nix iron-shod eoulfen Ml 
ID a blotik of wood and fed wivh m>«d tbmii^h Immboo tabm trva 
a wooden bowl into wbich the Bocd is dropiwd by band. ^Vh■ 
naixod {p-niim are to be bowq io omi of tbe drilN, ibu dnvor pl*0 
tho cup boll? for that drill and the aoed is sown by a man who wain 
behind, throuf^h a hollow bamboo called imvjfta. which is atlwlnd 
by a rope to the drill, ^lie Beed^drill is uaod in Miwiag rioe and 9»t\j 
bill crops and has oenorally Bixirau-ehod coulton. 'Vhe e:hanpnnhm 
three coulters and is nsed for sowiujf early jwirt and other eu\f 
crops. I'he hadyi is mnoh heavier than the clutnpan and hu IdV 
coulters, aod ie nsod ill sowins: late ji\iri, peas, gram, aad otIrf|! 
Into oropa It is drawn by ei^bt bullocks. The cottoo Meil-d|fl 
or tipan is toado on the same plan as the graio-soiving Jtni^H 
has only three conltors and no cup witlh tubes. It is worked liya 
pair of bullocks. At the back of tho beam of the seod-dnll m 
tied by ropos throe hollow bamboos or mognd*, which aro kept ia 
ftrrows drilled by the iron coulters, by two sowent, wbo, fnHD • 
olotlifitl of Heed tit ilieir waist, drop the accd through th(.'Ri. 

Tho Rugftreane-mill or (jhima, is only pos^tossod by well-lo-dn 
huEbundtncn and Gujardt V'Anis or trikdcrv who let it on hire at 1*. 
(8 ai.) tho day. The mill co<it» about £2 10*. (Its. 25) and luU 
fivo to eix ycarH. It consists of tu-o solid luthkut cylindera callod 
navTA and navrt ur hnslMud and wife set close together Torlically 
•b«lwe<;n two tliick wooden boards, the lower of which is cut oat 
into u shallow tn:iugh. The navra is a little longer than |ho naxri 
and pofisca through tho upper board. The upper partH of both ibft 
cylinuers are turned into double spiral screws which work in (ttck 
other. To tlio upper end of tho largitr ucrow is fixed a Icrer. Tfl 
work the mill tho lover is itnitod to tho yoke of bullocks which ai* 
drifou round the mill. As it is pressed out, the juice dwps into 
tho trough-shaped lower woodttii board. From the Iroard it pasMt 
through au uiidcr-ground tubu into anoarthen vessel called nwiiidm. 
From tlie tn<i)iiiaa it is taken to tho boiling cauldron. Bofora iha 
wooden mill was brought into use, a etono mill was oscd which 
of late nearly disappeared. 

The leatlior-bng or mol witli its gear consists of a leather bn^, twn 
hemp ropes, the largo colluil nada and tbo omall tondJor, two 
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uTirigliU fiiip[>ortiaff mz feot st>ov« iho well « fixed pnlley aboai 
eafr]itt>i>n inched id aiutn«tHr and ita one fuot long axis, and clone to 
tba gruuud a wooden uvlinder iiliout 2} teat long iind nx tnolic-M 
in diameter. The cylinder in so fixed iu tlio uprijfbts as to movo 
freely rouud itsoK, The leather-bag, wliicli liolda about sixty 
gallons, has two mouths, the upper odo wide nnd hbcod to tin 
iron or -vroodco riD(^, a.nd ihe lower one tapering into a pij>e. 'to the 
ting is tied the ]nTg9 rope or ndda which passea ovm' the pulley and 
joioft tbo l«atl)cr-ba^ to the biilloek yoW. Tlio tonddor, which 
HiMos uvvr tha cylinder on the otlgu of ihu wt-ll, is long enough to 
L-pop both the months of the baR lu one IitbI, as it is drawn up the 
well. An Iho bsfir rokchex the edgo of the wi>ll th*^ aondtlor ends, 
nod tbo bikff bfcomiog tttraiKht uuiptieti itsolf in a cintern in front of 
the well. Though tlio bag m generally large enotigh to hoM aboat 
sixty ^loiiii nearly ton gulloua aro spilt mto the well tut thu bag is 
b«iug drawn op. 

lo Kolh^pur busbaiidmen use throe kiuda of carta, the gdda, the 
boffi, find the chkakda. The y a da or barrest-cart^ which is goin^ 
futly oat of nje, la rery heavy and can only be drawn hy eight 
ballocka. It is nearly twelve feet long and about three and a httlf 
feel broad. The body of tba cart consists of two long beunajoincd 
together by croM pioce« fixed all nlong their longtha. Each wheel 
i« made of a single solid blocV or two or three blocks joined together 
by a massive iron tire. Thongh elumay and very heavy, with ont- 
Tiggen on both sides, it ia very asofnl in cairying large quantiCiea 
cfgn»» and mnmtro. The gada coata £5 to £3 [lb. 50 -GO). Of 
1«t« the g*lda h&8 given plfce to the lighter boffi. It has ^loked 
whralfl about fnur feet iu diameter with a ntajuivo tire. The fraRie- 
work in generally of Idhhnl au J the axlo is of iron. Thi.-* cart carries 
twelve to fourteen huudrodweiglits, iii drawn by four bultockH, and 
eo«ta£4> to tit <R<t.40<50).

ITie lield tools nscd by tho Kotiknn hunhnndmcn aro tKo plouffh 
or ndngar, the four barrows, thu ddtka. the ifind or yaiha, the p<Ue, 
and the log of wood for timing up the Roil before the sowing of 
rioD; picks fur digging bill land, the billhook or kot/la, the wcediog 
sickle or ihurp»f, the orowbar or xabbat, the ballock boo or kolpa, 
Ibtf liarrow ovKuinv, and the Aeed-drill or irin^ The plough is lightj 
well Btiited to small natchea of rico land, and is drawn by two 
bollocks. Tlio iliStka nas wooden teeth and ia drawn by a paii- of 
hoilocka. The dind or gutha is n log of wood used for brenkiyg 
olods, mad the pate is a 6at board used for lovolling and unoothing 
the Mil. 

In the plain or eastern cottntry in good black soil it is asnal to 
plough only once in sovcml years. Ordinarily the hind ia considered 
tit for euwiog afu>rit bos liooo t<tirrud up a few inches with ■ 
Jtultmor harrow. When the land is overgrown with Ariri/iifi Cyuodon 
dactyloo and kuttda graaseit, it in dug hp with the pickaxe to hring 
np their long strong oud tortuous roots to the eanaco. Theae are 
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ooUocteil and removed from the field. Wben then is ud plougbtng 
the fi«l<] it) linri-owod utyenX limes nftor a heavy Apnl or Hiy 
ehowor, uad it is cleared of HbrulKi and weeds if there bo tuxy. lis 
field ia then fit for Kowin^. Plonghing is generally b^guo aoon a~ 
tho enirly crops aru harvetitod in December or Jauuary, when 
soil i^ muist Btid easily worlted. As the Boil dries, the duds beooi 
hard »ttd MtifF nod ikft«r rnoDtha of exposaro to tho weather, the Inmpl 
of oarlh become brittle and are eaaily hroken down by tho huraw 
or kitlixv. The plough ia Inrge and iti draim by eij^ht bnllock& In 
the west the laud ia ploughed leagtbtriiw with the Ught plough a 
ningn is April ; the clods are then broken by piokaxen and cIdH 
and a large oeiuii called Oinii is dragged ovur to level tho sorbc*. 
The field is cros8'pluagh»d and ploughed oluug the origiiHl 
furrow. MaDore, according to the hasbandniaa'a menus, is »pnmi 
over the toil generally broadcast out of a basket and the Geld 
ia rondy for the seed. Hilly and hard aoib are first brolum with 
pickaxenaad crowbarBjOnd afterwards plonghedwith a Itin^ plun|i;fa, 
the bustliM hariog boon cut down daring the prorioua hot seasoa 
and burnt on tho j^ronnd. 

The itee<l i.t Kown cither by the hand or by seed-drill. The seed 
is covcrod with tho kulav or harrow. A sort of brash harrow 
follows the kultiv. This is generally made of tabkul branchea 
Tho brush barrow is used ihr^'e or fuur timca till tho fiecdlion 
appear within a fortnight. Shi>fp are Kometimee fuldetl on chs 
laud for a ni^ht at this stagft Tho rows of yoiing soodliogs wo 
styled itdilrjias. 

The value of cowdung and sweepings as mauore is gOQcrally 
understood, but artificial manures are not known. Kice and garden 
lands are iuvariably uianured, but dry-orop lands only as o[u..n as 
Ihe buitbaudmeu have the means. Alluviid or miW* lands on rinf 
bauks are not manured at all. Slack and good brown soils are 
mannred only once in three years, but in red and poorer bronn 
maonre has to be applied every Hccond year at least and in eocM 
OBMs, if the hnsbandnian can aflord it, every year. Holders o( 
garden lauds generally use nil the artiilable manure of tboir farn 
yards for their tnula or gardou vspvoiiilly for stigarcauo; and tbns 
* their dry-rrop lauds Hiifii>r more than. Lhotie of iwcond class husband- 
mull, who have no f^nnluii tniidfl and who use all thuir imtnuro in ibeir 
tlry-crup liiud». There arc Bvu kiuds uf muuuro. The tirst is tttiitd 
manure, which consistfi of crop etubble. aahes, droppinga of i^tlei 
urine, and every kind of rubbish stored in a pit near the busband- 
man'a house.

There are uo irrigation works, old or new, though RolbApnr, with 
mages of hills hero and thero, is apparently favoarably situated. 
There are no canaU except a few pats or wat«r-courae3 which dry 
by January or February, and, except at Kulhapor, whi-ru the KaokAla 
and one or two other ponds water a few acre.t of garden land, 
tfaero are no pondi ur reservoint large euongb to water any . 
considerable area. But a great scope exints for improving reserve ire 
by tlirowingotabankmcntttucroM the rivenitn the hilly sub-divisions. 
What littlo irrigation exista is carried or chiofiy from wolU or dudkU 
dug in stream beds. Water in (akon out from these wells by the 
Mof or water-bag.) The numltor of wells has greatly increased 
within the last twouty yeam and many old wells have beea 
anbatantially rebuilt. In 1K81 the number of working wellu was 
reported to be 7547. Evwrywhcre the cultivators show a deaire to 
avail themselves of tbo nicanM>oE irrigation far garden cropH which 
ana moro profitable than dry-craps. The chief irrigftt«d crops ar« 
Bagarcane, nucAni, spelt wheats chillies, turmeric, onions, garlic, and 
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Bwoet palatoM. In 1881, of !>b9,7^ acres, tlie total arcs osiltr 
actual tillage^ 15,S90 acres or 27^ prr cent were wntered.

Whyn it is ry>e, tho crop is either reaped with the Etckle or jtvAUi 
by the roots, and kept ivh!>n^ it Ik ciit for a few dvya to dry. It n 
tbcn Wood ill nbeiivea aud stacked with the ears of grmn outwai^ 
The Ntack nr buehad is kept a fortDtgbt to a mODth, by ifae «nd of 
which tho vftn aro tborougbly dried and the crop is carried 1« 
the threshing Hoor or khak. 

The throshing- floor ur Abale is prepared in lite hardest part of Oit 
field by wetting and beatioj^the ^roand with wooden mallets till it 
ja bard and smooth niid then by stueariofi^ it with cowdiing. Aa 
upright post about six fei^t high is set in the centre, and round tbii 
post are thrown iho hi^jtds of grain or the whole plant, aa the caw 
may be, to be thrashed. A team of ten tnDv:t)ed oxen is lied to tht 
pole side by itido and drireii round and round to trvnd out tbe 
ffraiQ. It in etttiniAted thnt a pair of bollocks can thrash out aboal 
S2U poiii)d» (2 niana) of grain in a day; hut however I»t^ the Ceoci 
may be, not more than two k/iandi^ (2( tons) can be trodden oat 
nt a time. Uanally on« khaiKti is the uaximnm on tho floor at me 
time. Some crops such as betnp, caatoraeeil, some pulses, karim, 
Knd khapti or spelt are thrt'shed by hftnd with sticks on the floAf. 
Dry sesame plants are only slmkeu with the band to set fnrci bho 
leed. 

The grain is winnowed from tbe chaff by the help of the ninil. 
Winnowing iKwkcts or »«/*« are filled with (ho grain and chuff* as it 
comes from the thn'shing floor and are handed by one tnau to* 
second man who Ktatid^ on a high stool cnllcil raedi and nmpties tha 
baiikct slowly with a shaking motion. The heavy gnxa falls on th« 
gronnd pi-epared for it and tlie light chaff with dost in blown aside. 

In the east graic is often stored in under-grouud chambers. Grain 
is uUo often in the eiunt ,-ind always in the weal stored ia cyliadrical 
baskets kept in the hnsbnndmaD's honse. 

The sowing of mined crops ia a common praolice with Kolhlipar 
husbandmen. Ae mnny as nine crops may be .leeii in the samo row 
Bt the same time, alternating with a certain onmber of rowa uf Iho 
principal crop. Hdjri as n pnucipul arop is sown with («r, atnh-idi, 
matlci, kulthi, and korte, in different proportions and in difioroDi 
combinations; ahdltt or ]at« Indian uiillet, with castor seed, gram, 
barley, jtavla, peaft, and linit«ed; cotton with sesame, knlilk, 
coriander, ova, fennel, c^rraX, ■'hiputwlke, chillies, rata, and linaeed; 
jondhta or early Indian millet, with udid, tur^ amhitdi, mug, and 
matkij bhttimvg or eorlhnut, with maize, rnjgira, chavU, and 
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Coriander; rioo with lur and amfiddi ; ndckni with tur, amhadt, 
•nd Duuse ; iiJoa with gUiyfjap a mriety of jonJhla, tur, and koH^ ; 
kliapti or spelt wUh mustard seed nud mane; maise with j^vta, 
Lasaitor seed, watormolone, bhopla or f^ourrl^ (.'ucutnbtr, bkendi, 
WaavAri. and fennel ; gram with knrtltti, mustard need, and thtilu or 
' Wte Indian miJIet ; and clitlliew with Lijriimder and oottoa. Besides 
I (hcabr>Vf, van is sown with raaize, wheat wiih karJai aad tinsecd, 
ka/a with maixe, mv^ with rata, and ehavli with nichm. 

* Knmri or woodash tillage is much prartiscd on the slopes of the 
Sa&yadris. Under this tilla^ a pnl«h of brushwood covered ground 
chosen hy the hunbandinau. lu April ur Mav ho burns tlio 
lusbes in tbs ground nith branches of som» othor 'trees. If it i% 
the ground i» plonghed, and, it sloping, only 8oratch*d by m 
>icksxe or tmdal ; and joat aftnr the first shower of rain, nachni is 
iwn either by iho sopd-di-ill or broudt^st. Bofore the crop 
ripena by the end nf Snptomber or October, the field is weodod by 
hancl twMo or thrico. Tlic average acr« outturn in the firat year 
is about 800 pounds of g^rain. In the second year sava, van,

Bice, with ha area of 89,038 acres, is an early crop, sown towards 
ibe end of May and in the bt'jfiuuiiig of June. Rice holds Uie 
second plttce among the cereals of the State, and the rico-crop f«roU 
twelve per cent of tho entire produce of the country. It is tbs 
staple food of all the richer classed and the inhabitants of \h» 
tract near the Sahyftdris. Rice is grown throughout tho State, 
especially in the weaternl.illy sub-divistgns where the raiofall ia heatT. 
Tm crop is raised in tho rich valleys and on the slopes of tfao hill- 
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niiie*, wliero tlic tillii^o ia carried far up tbe aeceat in a BOrios of 
well detinMl terrar«ii prepared witb ombaakments to retain ^e sqil 
Aod regulaio tliu wutur-supply. In Kollulpur Iweaty-tliroe varietios 
of rice MB grown, of which aboat fifteen ripen in September and 
are called kah« bhdl or eartj rice ; seven ripen by tlio end of October 
or the beginning of Korember and are called maAda bhdl v late 
rice ; and one. vd»/anyan the onl j irrigated rice*crop, ripens hj ttiu end 
oi Manh.' It is growa odI; in a few ptaoes in the alluvial rivor-bmla 
and in hill-sido UsrracM woU supplied witb wnt^r. Id Kolbfipur 
ricu RTown in Ajra is considered tbe best. Twu vuriolics jirge and 
kaUbhat we also liiglil; eiitooraed for their delioioas odouF when 
cooked. • 

Thoro are Four distinct modes oE cultivating rice : 1. It is raisotl 
frnin rAbed seedling mar tlie Snhyiltlris. In April a plot is cbcisen 
for bt Id, seedbed, and on it are sprcjad layers of oowduag brusliwood 
and straw. These layers are cftllei] rib.- ^Vlioa it ts.quito dry the 
nti is Bred at noon. The next morning tbe plot ia ploughed witb 
a tight plough to mix the asiie» with the Boil. After the firat min 
in June tbo aeed ia sown broadcast and ploughed in. The needbed 
ii then carefully levelled. By the end of a fortnight when six or 
eight inchc!) high, tlie seedlings are token from the seedbed and 
planted out by hand in bandies of four t'> fix at a distance of a 
apan from one another in wet immiw fields which have been 
ploaghed four times, well manured, and levelled. If rain fail* the 
plaiit.1 are watered. In September tbe crop is weeded twice, and 
by the latter end of October it is reaped and left on tho ground for 
a day or two to dry. It le carried to tho thrashing floor where it 
retrutinii spread on straw for two days, when it in trodden out by 
bnllucka uud winnowed by hand. 2. It is laiecd from artificially 
germinated seed. To induce germination the seed is mixed with 
cowdong and hot water, placed in bundles of grass, and subjected 
to preBsure for three to four days.

A small quantity of 
it is sent fi tlu> Konkan difltrict.t below tbe Sahyt^dris, and a large 
porti'^n is consumod locally. Shnlu or late Indian millet Uolcus

and Uadinglaj aab-divisions where, on account of the lateness of 
tho r&iiu, early roillvt cannot bo sown.

Maka, with an area of 9295 acres, is one of the important crops iu 
tbo Stat«. 'I'bis crop is lately grown to provide uuripo ears for 
nAnting. Whon .ipecially so intended it is grown in garden lands 
sod in small f^irtKtTui Att(M:Jicd to houi«os. It is sown in June, and 
by the end of two months and a half tho htiwia or buihi» become 
ripe eaongh for roiuting. 'I'litt rogutnr crop is sown in Soptembej 
all along tbe river-banks and an a row crop in tnrmeric, earthntit, 
rdla, tuxehni, and vari tiutds. It takes about four months to ripon. 
The average ocreouttnni is abont 1300 poaada. The middle and 
poorer claesos uso maizo as a subatitotc oljrxiri. 

Niiehni or ndglx, with 82,980 acres, is the staple food of the 
people in the west and holds the third place among tho crops of the 
htate. It it) also largely sown in garden and alUivial lands in tho , 
plain country. Its tillage differs considerably in black and red soils. 
Id rod soil tho snmo process of burning and preparing tho soil as 
used for rice ia pursued. As an early crop it ia sown in June 
either by band or with tho drill. After it is reaped, it is driixl 
for a few days before it is thrashed. The hosk and straw are 
aaed as cattle-fodder. On hill land when) nii ia pnotised it is 
alwnyit the first crop after the fallow. In the plain coantry the Uftid 
ia ploughed and harruwod and the seed drillea as hrjvdri. In the 
Kookan Ghatm<(tha it is also grown as a oold weather crop by the 
help of water. In garden and'allavial lands n&Aniis always followed 
by a aocond crop of watered wheat, peat, gram, cantor seed, or otiier 
crop. Uotoo palsOB atld jvariAe sown with ndchni na row orope. On 
hili-eide slopes ndcAni is grown aa a nyxed crop with Jcdn^. Ndekni 
takes about three to fonr months to bnrroat.

Thoy are nawa in June nnd are luirvosted after 
two months and a half. Vara ia grown aa s garden crop ia black 
Boil in the plain country. 1 ts grain in larger tbau the vari proper. 
The average acre oiitturo of the latter and gholvarl ia about &00 
pounds and that of rant about 70U pouuds. 

Beaidea these chief cereals some coarao grains snob aa bamg, 
Hang, and rvy^tVa are sparingly grown. They are sown io <Jnnv 
and harvested after three to four uotitlia. 

Tod pulses are grown in Kolhdpnr. The details ore :

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the beat ievad or preparatory crop torjvdr! nni cotton. It certainly 
cbecks woods. llut it as cortuinly bonotit^ the land in other ways 
also, which are not yet satiafactorily known. The average acre 
oattarn is nbout tiJO ponnds. It is eaten raw, bub b also made 
into rl4l and oaten boiled in ft Tsriuty of wnys, and its flour is 
used in tuttuy aweetmeata. lb is given whole to horaua, and tbiia a 
l&rge ({uaatity ia consumed by tho Stato carnlry and in the palaoe 
stables. Husbandmen use the youn^ leaves and ebootau a vegetable. 

Mug, iritli an area of 3308 acre^ is grown to a limited oxtcnt. It 
is sowit »B a aitboi-diuate crop in Juno or July and reaped in about 
four months. The average acre outturn is about 300 pounds. 

Ttir, with an area of 22,078 acres, holds the sevoutb place among 
the crops of the State. It ia Kcncmlly (n^wn as a subordiuatti 
crop mth bajri or jvnn in black and allnvial aoiJB, and vith naehni 
or «iiM in red soil. Tur docs not yield a cei'tain crop every 
ycM*. It succeeds best when tho tnain crop with which it is sown 
faila. Tur is *aid to flower soveti tiuiest a ii«uson. Its outturn ih 
premrious because especially in cloudy weather it is much eaten by 
wurms. Tur i» gciicrally (town as an early mixed crop. It 
ripens idowly and always remains standing after the other crops of 
tho tiold hare been cut It is goneniUy biirTO^tod in Jniiiiary- 
Fobmary, and its aero outturn varies from lU) pounds to t>00 
pounds. Thi> gn*en pinl* nro catvn tw a vegftable mid tho ri^te 
palsti ia »pht luid catcQ boik-d in a varioby of ways, Tho yellow 
split pulse is in common nsc, boin^ made into atnli and varan 
which resemble porridce. 1'he leaves and liuidt are used as cattle 
(odder. The «t«lKs make the best charcoal for gunpuwder. 

U<liil, with ;l.t08 acres, is grown to a small extent chielly iu tho 
Alta, GiuUngliij, and Panhila sub-divisions. It iet sometimes growrf 
alotie it] blaoK and red soils, but it is geuurally grown as a mixed 
crop witli/fkiri, wUhai, rdla,aQd.tdea. It is considered the most 
(ntteuiog grain for horned cattio and is also used as ■ pulse. It 
ia guDornlty »own in Juno and bar^■eKt«d by the end of August. Tbo 
arerage acre oottnni is about .100 pounds. 

Valana, with an area of 4470 acres, is Down in rice or nifcAtti 
fields after those crops have been reaped, Iwtween lines of lur which 
nmutio slaudiiig. In nJInvial land ii ia sown aa a xuhnrdinnte crop 
with Mhalu or lobe Indian railleU la the western sub-divisions peas 
ara Urgnly t««l in the place of gram and tur. Peas are sown in 
S*ptaaihur- October and are harvfstod in Juunary-Pebraury. Tbe 
aracmge ncro ontturo of pens is about 300 ponnda. 

Okavli, kulilh, math., viosur, and p&vta are grown only to a small 
ntpnt. 

Kight oilweds are grown in, KoUiilpnr. The oils of soino are solely 
QBod tu cooking, of some both in cooKJug and burning, of some in 
bi: ' I nd medicine, and of some in m^icine only. The spreiul of 

k' - 'S n lamp-oil is said to have slackened the demand for 

ooautry uiU and the area aader oilseeds has fallen. The dotAils are i 
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AmliAdt, with an area of 483 acres, in prown as an earlv crop. 
It in generally iown wilh bnjri, jvdri, itdcAni, rdla, and rice. Il i* 
growu both for it« scod and fibre. Ao&ordin^ to liia yearly irant, 
crery huBbaadman grows more or loes amtmdt. It ia bowd in Juoe 
find ripens late in December. Oil is extrncted from the ripe aeej 
genotullj mixed with the seeds of safflower. The bark yields a 
Tftluftblo fibre which is Hsnaratod from tho atalk by gobbing^ lliii 
utalWs are tied in small bundles and tept for five to nix day* is 
wntpr. When thorotiglily soaked, ibe btiTidlua aru lakun out, aod 
ev(try atalk is scpai-ately washed.

HKiiiinii'j,vi\th an area of 37,ol3 acred, hold* the xixlli place among 
the ciops of tho State. Il is f»rown to a considcmbb? extent at a 
^iirdoiL crop. Hhmmug thrives best in alluvial lila<.'k koiLg, and 
though it will grow in other soils each as chunkhad, it tlM 
reqnirea liberal manuring. It is sown in June and harvc>Btod ia 
January. After (he south-neat monsoon has ocawd in NoTembet BA^ 
December, it requirex four to tire waterings. Poorer claasea aM 
it at the evening meal and on East Ai\ya. Almost all classes eal it 
parched. An edible oil is pressed from the nuts which nre fir^t iniied 
vrith kitrdui. When not mixed with kardat, five puands of hhumirl 
yidd about one pound of oil. Though odible tho oil is chiedy nsw 
for burning. The oil-cake or petid, the reaidue left after the oil 
has been expressed, is an excellent food for cattle. Tho aTenge 
outturn of &&uMni4(; is thirteen hue dred weights without »holli 
seventeen hundredweights with shells. 

Erandi, with an area of 1986 acres, is either grown by itself v 
with ]abo Jvdri and mai^o iti red, black, and alluvial soils, and harraiU 
ed in January. There are three varieties, chitlya. or small seednli 
dlutlkya or hirge seeded, aud {ifMiler\fiUi. The first two Tarietiat 
are grown ns ordinary field cropJ, and tho third, as it requires mveii 
water, is planted either near the lenffling clmnuel of a sngarcwM 
fioid or around the field.

It is liarTO«t«(l in 
iboat 3i montba Pure litisood oil in cxpreased for puiutiog 
ttrpoaes only. Moitt of the linKOixl grown iu tho State is xSat to 
tombay. ltd average acre ontuirn ia 375 poanda. 

I Kunlai, with aa area of &22d ncrca, is grown in considerable 
Buantities as a lute crfip. It ia sown in September and harrested In 
am&ry. In rick block soil it is growu with gmui and wheat and 
poor aoil as a regular rotation crop. Though tffuch esteemed in 
Dokineparu kanhit oil i» seldom offered for sale. Aa it does aloue 
ot yield a large ({uantity of oil, kardai seed ia generally mixed with 
bdtli, hh\tixnvy, korlc, and javae. Tho avoi'age acre outturn of 
urdat is 600 pounds. 

Korte, with an OToa of 9>42 acrufl, ia grown in considerable 
nantities as an oilseed, and holds the fonrtocnth place among the 
rope of tlio State.

Gbre crop nud bolds the fifth placv among tbo crop* of tbo SUiu 
As attempts in growing the American and otber oxotic Tarietics 
hare not prort^l »iiecesiiful only tbo iodif^iious vwiety in sowii, 
lb is grown in black noil in tbe oastem parbi and Ibriru 
boat ill tbo IcLalkaranji and SKirol snb-divisiuns. It is sown in 
August uud liarvcfiled in Fobruarr. Tbe eoud ia mixed vrttb fiav 
nianurti und SDwn with the seed-drill. Cotton i» picked by 
wumcu, who gounmlly rucinvu tb« u>ntb part of tht> picKo<3 cotton 
as their wiwea. Thu seed ia given to cattle aa food, the leaves 
to itlicftp and goats, oiid tbo dry atallctt aro used iw foel. la 
1881 the cotton crop was estimated at about 9790 hundred weights 
of cleaned uuiton or thirty-sowii poiiiid» per acre. Thv yioIJ 
per acru vari(;» frum 250 to 300 pounds sued cotton in rtcA 
soils and from Vlh \.o 25U ponndg in ordinary aoils.

Somelimea it is grown as a second crop and plonghed in when yono^ 
as a green manure. It is aown in Aagn&t and harvMtM in 
Docember. Wben full-sizod the plonta are cut and the heads art 
e«parat«d. The plants ore then tiod in bandies and Hookcd for 
about a week, when they are dried in the sun, and tho bark ti 
Boparnted in tho same way ae in amhAdi. The bark i.i lied in bundlM 
•soidcod in water, and beaten to loosen tboflbry. Of tbo fibre h long 
smooth thrend is epun by moaus of a chdii or reel, ftxim whtcb ara 
noade well<rupcH, twino, and sacking. The average aorv outturn 
of Bombay hemp ia 150 pounds. 

Only one dye ia grown iu KolbApur. Ualad, Turmeric, Curcuma 
longBj with 1267 ncro». hnldii an important place in the gard^ 
crops of thu State. In Kolbtipur two vnrietiea of turmeric, gadv% 
ana lokhandi, are grown. Qadvi is short and spare and ia not mncli 
grown. Lokhandi produces a long bard and wc)l-6lled (ubcr, and is 
widely grown. Wnen iburo is a go6d supply of well-water tur- 
meric ia sown in May, otherwise It is g«nnmlly sown in Jnn« 
aft«r the tirst raiu. Except tbiit itianot so well manured, ths 
land is ploughed and preparotl in the mme way as for sugarcane. 
rnrmoric seed is pluoted oa tlfo sides of furrows uino inohuji apart 
nod altomatiug with rows of niaia). Alter the laoixo crop ia 
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rpmovod, tlic tunnfipio crop is mnnurod with uowdanf^. It requiroa 
wAt«ring onco u wook. It is lisrrost^d in January. The tubere 
are duR out >)y women with tho kudal or picksxo. Tho centml 
aud ruun<) tuljcr is kopt for seed and the onshoots are boilod and 
iliinl. Thu uuripo tnber wbicb is culled ehora is sold to AiAn or 
perfamera for tii:ikiiig kankix or redpowder with vrhicb Uinda 
wuiutin markthftir brows. Tho root i»)uuuiTorsaI aseasaconditaoat, 
being tho chief oonsUtuent of curry powder. Only a small part of 
Kolh&pur httlad is used locally. Tbu ^renter part is exported to 
Bombay. Tho average acre outturn is 720 pounds of dry turmeric 
besiden tlw seed. 

Three narcotics are grown in KoUiApnr. The details are : 
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Pdn is grown to a small extent in Alts and a tew other villages, 
moflb of tlio leaves nsed in the Sratc beiiig impurtiKl from the 
n<>tg1iliouriug districts. It has two kinds lU-ti and, gdngeri. Tho 
tatlur has a red atem and fibre and is softer ihaa deti. Of the 
two kinds eUii in cliii'fly growii. It thrives only iii rich soils sadi 
oa nllnrial or bUick, aad require* great skill and attention and a 
plentiful snpply of good sweet water. The betvl-vino garden is 
well (iincod iiiid la divided ^nto convenient blocks vroBsed by water 
channels. One acre of b«t«I<le»f garden is divided into forty blocks, 
oooh baring scTonleco br-ds, firteeii small and two large. The 
two large beds are called baudtdng. Of the Hinall beds, two urf 
the left side are called kAaadliiuff, the four front hodtieiiirflany, and 
tho romtuuing iiinu kuryacha vd/e. Plautoin tcoTOS are nsed to 
abater the vines from the sun and wind and for thiii purpose 
pUateins are grown along the hedgerows and at certain points ia 
tliB beds. The Tines are trained up slender hadga, nimb, pdngra, 
«A«cyu, and aheii'i trees. For this pnrpoae iu June ahcpri eeods are 
BOWD along tho ridgos of be^Je, ana kadffa, ttimb, jidngra, and 
ahevQa seeds are sown hero and there all over tbe garden. Wheo 
the Hloudards have grown two feet high, cattinga aboat SfteeD 
iorbes longfroiD tho best ripened shoota of tho old rinesare planted 
three inches deep and nine incbos apart. Ia ooch large bed eiKbtecn 
aud in cnch small bed twelve outtingB are planted. In about a 
fortnight ihc cuttings begin to throw out new loavee. As it grows, 
the vino is trained to nuree-trees at short intervals and tiecT wilh 
larhfUa gniAs. It wnat«i water twice a week and in tho hot wnsoa 
ever)- dtemate day. Ftfu-^n months after planting the leaf- 
piclcing begins. The leof-pickor ctits the leaf with hia thumb 
sbeatlied in o sharp nail-like cjaw, Every year in January the vino 
is loovcnnl from tho uurse-troo, stripped of ita loavea, coilod ai^^, 
and buried abuvo tho ix»jt utidor fruah earth and manure. The 
old vino tbrowa new shoots which are trained op the Qarse-tree. 
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5dido of tliom which aro unlicullby Ho off. In fivo or six yean 
when thoy ore nt thoir best, each vine has thrown oat gettcnlljr 
eight to ten shoots. In good soils the rin<w goon violding ton to 
twelve years. Tirgul Bi^hmans, who genenuly cafLivat« the vine, 
soil it to lva[-<leslor8. Tho butcUluiif is cbowod by nil clanM 
with betolnnt, quicklime, catechu, and nomutimos wiih tobacco and 
sevcAl spices. Tho ftvernge yield of a well covered block is 
0£titnfir«d stnbont tire kudUtnt} Tho loavoit anj sold retail at tho 
rato of a penny a htmdivd. 

Suptiri is planted in pliAsnro gardens above tho Saliy^dris sud u 
a crop in a fow rillagvs bolow the Sahy^ris in the Barda State. 

Tambdkhu, ifith oji aroa of 10,193 acroe, holds tho eleventh phwe 
in the crops of the State. It is growu in the ouetomary rototioa 
in black and allavia.1 Boils find gnrdon lands. It is sown iu the 
middle of August and reaped afl«r six inooths. Tho mH u 
prep&rt>tl as for otUor la.to crops, but is always rii'hly maoared by 
iiildiug aheop. Tho avernge aoro outtora varies from 300 poscds 
in ordinary soil to 450 pounds in alluvial soib. Most of the toboooo 
grown in the State is lo<»])y osed. 

Thirteen epicea aro grown in Kolhllpnr. Thd detuls are : 
SolMiiiiur Sptett and CDndiuttnU. 
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AU is grown to a Bmall extent in Alta and Panhilo. It ia ratssd 
from layers at any time. Dry ginger is not prepared in the State 
but is brought from RAjdpar and Vvngiirla. Aa it koopti longer 
than Kolh&pur ginger, SAt^lra groon ginger U oIm brought into tll9 
State. 

Badithep ia grown to a small oxtont. The seed is cnton in curry, 
and is largely osod as medicine for women and for children 
Cflfieoially in diarrhoea. 

*JIalad is in univomat use as a oondimont and forms the chief 
ingredieDt of curry powdor. Details have been given above nndor 
dyes. 

KadkHimh is generally grown in honm compotmds. The tree is 
large aod the leavoa are used in curry. 
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Knlimiri is grOTm in sniiiH qtmntitic* In mrdons 9tai boaso 
compounds in viUAges nf the Konkaa GhitmAUia Theprodaceis 
small and is barvljr enongKEor local comumptioa. 

Kothimbir coxereA 2570 aopoa, 2i72 of which wore in tho 
GaUiRglaj snb-diTi5ion where it in mostly grown for ita seed. It is 
I taised both as a grpon vogutablc anil as a (.Top for its wvAfitil^ 
eOuinv. The green loavos are inuirh used iu currids nnd rvlieh«8 and 
Uie powdered seed in itpices. When grown sh a vtigetalilo it is 
raised at any ttmo of tHo year ; but when raised for its ecod, it is 
80WU in good black soil in September and harrcstcd after three 
moDtha. Tbp «oil is ploiig'bed and prepared in the saino way as for 
ivdri, and the sefid is noyva with the »vvd-drt)l*witb kardai in 
oooamonai rowB, To sow an ftcre with corianJer, aboat sixty pounds 
of leed are reqnired. TIio avcmgo acre otiUurii is 1300 ponnds. 
Tlifl rnpeo rate of coriander varies from eighty to a hundred pounds. 
The yearly oxpaiH from tho Statu to Atttni, B^galkot^ Bol^um, 
Poosa, RApipur, and Yengiivla is estiuiiitod to be worth iilfiOO 
(Rs. 25,000). 

Metiti, like oortnndor, is grown at any time of tho year and ia 
larsrely oscd by all clasNcs. Thu leaves are oatim boiled as a vege- 
table and the eeed is nsod in ncdicino nnd condiments. 

ifir'-Ai, with an area of 8469 acns, is sown both in garden and 
dry landn. It is g(!n«>mlly grown in rod and black snils. It in of 
two kindit, Ihv long with thin puds and thu ehorb with thick pods. 
The long podd aro more piingont than tho short poda and are 
much Dsea locally; tho short pods are mnstly exported. TUo 
seed is Bown in May in a' scodbed, and when after six weeka or 
Iwo months they are six inches high, the Focdlinga are planted out 
two at a time in rows three feet apart. The plants are earthed up 
and iu garden lands aro watored oaou or twice. Sometimes a row 
of cotton plants or coriander plants ia grown between two rows of 
chilliea, when they have grown about a foot high.

Tdmhdi or red 
wiM once Tory common, but it ha.i now given way everywhere to 
J-ZtOTtga and nimmsuK TLoub)! less j"icy it ia Bwcoter than fan- 
nx^irand is much eatea. Ot these tivo kinds the white aud ibe 
8tr!])od kinds seem to Imve been introtluood abotit thirty-firo 
years ago, and they, if not the acclimatised varieties of Sdaaritioji, 
veiy much resemble it. Sugtircnnc is grown iii three kicdaofsoit 
black, red, and brown-red which is alluTial deposit on river-sides. 
The brown-red is considered the richest and M«t suited to sugar- 
cane. Sugarcane rrquiros much watering and henv^y mannring. 
Sagarcnno takes much out of the soil. Unless ho is satisfied with a 
poor rotom, tho R'tlhtlpur landbolderdoey not grow sugarcane of leoor 
thMH onoe in throe years. Stilt irhon tho area of gardoa land is 
small, sttgurcnno is growu alternately with either hemp chillies or 
Spiked nullet; but this soon impoverishes the soil and makes long 
rest nL-ceasjiry aft<'r n few years cropping. In tho plain country, 
eiigarcane is followed in the secona year after a heavy mannp 
ing by Indian millet, and in tho third year either by hemp, chilliee, 
groundnuts, or spiked millet. In the western parts of kolhipur 
sugarcane alternates with rioo or nachni. In garden lands and river* 
side lands which are flooded as many as a thousand sbeep are foldod 
OD one acre for five days and bosides this about thirty-fivo to fifty 
cartloada of ordinary mnniiro ai-e laid on the ground. XightAdil 
where procurable ia preferred. Il is considered superior and tbft 
qnantity rct^iiired is about hiilf that of ordinary munurt*. In river- 
mdo nllurinl deposits aboop urine and droppings are tho only 
Tnanuro. Wlian he cannot afford to manure tho whole field, a 
basbandmiiu only covers tho furrows in which tho cuUiugs havo 
boon planted with ordinary manin-e. 

In ymrU ucnr tho SahyildriB sugarcane cattinga are planted in 
Pccomber, and in the eastern SHb-«li visions of Alta and SlitntI 
between January nnd March. In the western parts the laud is 
plonghed three to four times, the cleds aro broken down willi the 
ttutav, Hiid Furrows about eii^htcun inchcft apart are mode by u hcnvj 
pltmgh. Thu cuttings lu-e th^^ laid nnd nit) covorod with mnnurc.

Tho mill ia sot ap in a comer of Ibo field and oniploys about 
seventeen hnndii and sixteen ballocks. Five men called phtulkaris 
arc oitiployvd in cutting, topping, and stripping tlio cano. Preah 
cut cant'B give a larcfur pt-rcentB^ of jnii-e iind so thu cane is cut 
as rvquircu by tifb mdl. Ono mnu ctillud molKya or tbo bundle-man 
carrten the cut canes to the mill. The khdndkya chops the cases 
into piocoK about n yard long. The (opA with one joint are kept for 
Heed-cuttings, Qud the lower piiMJca iirt* lied in bimulcs. Seven men 
work at tlio RiilL Thahharhirfija fet>dB the niiil with the en t cane 
rccoivt-d from tho kumtytigli<iliuir. Tbo Ufulkavlya sits on the side 
of tho mill opposite the feeder and tliruatsback between the rollers tho 
piccva of cane aa Ihcy come through. Each pieoe pasMa three times 
botweou tho rollera. The crushed cane or ehipdd ia burut with 
other fuel for boiling the juice. Two men called piUtytis drire tbo 
liullocks yoked to the raiU. Two called atlemodes take the juice that 
falls into the miimlan, an earthen pot large enough to hold aboat 
hixty gallous, to the boiling mu; and ihuy also remove the boiled 
juico from Lbo boiling pan of kdil. The boiling pan, which iH large 
enoogh to hold about 120 gallons, is placed on a stone and is heated 
by a long Hue. Wben tho ttcnin rise9 in btil>hlfi<i and breaks into 
white froth the juice is sufTicioutly boilod. This takes about throe 
to four boura. The impurities in tho juice rise with the BCum and 
&6 taken out with a bttmliuo »iovu or vdviU. To cause iinpuritiett to 
rise the juice is constantly Rtirred, and aometimesft haudfulof ashes 
of themyrobalan and tnilkhiii^h or aghii<la AcbymutliuR a^pera aro 
added to it. An expert st^-led the gulrdndhya, from time to time takea 
a httle juice between hm forefinger and thumb to see whether tho 
boiliog has beeu carried on sufiiciently. When ho is satisfied, the 
iuice is poured into a wooden tn>ugh to cool and from the trongh 
, *ioto regular boles loade in tho ground and lined with cloths to keep 
out dirt. At this stage the juice is calhid kaUvi or molassM, 
which in tho holes crystallieos into raw-sugar or j/ui ia about three 
to four hours. Those lumps of raw -sugar are dark-brown in colour 
and weigh thirty-six to forty poniidv. Wo kindling of the Bro and 
feeding it are entrusted lotwo men called eAiiij*i(ya or bearth.bumera. 
Thjjse arc generally village Mlutnt. Tho burning cinders to light tho 
fire must lie brought fn>m a Mhir's house. The labourers who 
work at tho mill arc paid in hind at tbo rate of three canes and 2^ 
pounds of raw-BQjrar. Tho village fler>.-ftnta or haluitdura are paid 
in proportion to the work tlu^ do.

He repairs ^o wator-Ufts and keene the 
mill in good order. He receirea six ponnds of raw-sngar and eight 
canos a duy while the prcHsiug is going on. The leather-worker of 
chtimbhdr repairs tbo leather-bags and buckets and leather ropes 
(Ud iantemnga and receivca lud£ aa iDUoh (u> the carpenter. The 
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blaolcsmith vtho mOQd<i the field tools, the Mang who supplies ropes 
and nrliipit, tliu putt<!r wlio utiipplios oftrthoii pots, lltu barWr vrho 
nluiiroa Ititt husbandman, »iiil the woshorman wn» wasbes hin clotJies, 
arc entitled to tiirce-f mirths of a pound of raw-aui^ar onH three oaum 
ft (I»y 80 toDK' <u tho initl is at wurk. Tbc tint^ itwuops the place 
vhere the mill works and gets throe pounds of mw-gngar and five ** 
oaues. Th<! BMliniau astrologer, the Jain Uufidhy», sad the 
LiogAjal Jangam fix the day for working the uiiU and are grantod 
Iftu puuiids of raw-»ug»r on thu first day. The village Gurar prays 
to Gaupait to rcmoru all diOiuultioathut inuycoinu, uod the MalliUii 
M Moljikniuiadnn prittst eictends the pnit^ctiou of hia patron «aiut 
by dititributiug uiihc» of fruiikiucuu:<u burnt before tho suint. 
These get one-fourtb of n pound uf raw-stigar, two canes, and a 
poLfal of juioo once only during ihra connte nf the pressing. Whou 
the pressing and bniUng is over and the Qui is being reuiovetl to the 
Tillage, the rillnge balult<dilrii receive half as much as they have 
alreadjr earned. Bolioring tbat retAil sale of sngarcsnes in tho 
field will bring him ilUluch and froehaoded gifts will be rewardc^l 
by a pluutifiil outturn, thu husbandman freely giree canes, juice, 
and bite of nevi raw-<tagnr to any ouo who asks for thL>m, and urowda 
of beggars t)in>ug the tiuUI. It is estimated that about twi-iity to 
twoniy-fivtf percL'ut of the product) thna goes iu iv^BB and charity. 
As the juice easily fermenta under the beat of the day, pressing and 
boiling tjike place at night For home consumption the husbaiid- 
man kei'ps a little molasses. The outturn of molasses per acre is 
eetimuted at about 1 170 guUutia worth about £22 lOir. (lis. 225).

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The TemaiDinj; nine plants arc growa in gardon Inndti at an; tima 
of tJtu yuar. Tliey are only roisdd for thuir leaveo which are 
boiled as virgctables. 

liesideH the above gireo leaf vegetablctt t«ndor shootB of brov 
hotnn and gram and yuun? leaves of metiii, dill-seed, mastard, 
radisVi &nd safflowor are largely eaten boUtxl M vogoMblva. 

Buropean vegetables ara growu in gardoiu attached to the PaUoo 
and the In&jitry Lines and iiave aucceedod well, bat the people Lava 
cot taken to growing them freely. 

Twcnty'three ftmit trees are grown in KoUUtpor. The details 
"® • • KalUri'T fruit Trtu. 
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Amba is common in gardens and fields. In somelplaoeg m&DgcMS 
are planted in groves. Tlic large8t grovcH in the State are nuaf 
Chokali, K&ga.}, and Top. AUtiyufjh maugo 6ourishoB ererj-whero la 
the State, the fruit is connidered iiifinor to Qoa and llatod^n 
mangi^ea, and every year large quanlitios of mangoes are brcoglit 
from those places. Of late within the last twenty years siome attempti 
, have boon made to introdnce Alphc^nso or I'lphtu and Parieim or p-i>fri 
mango grafta into the State gardens. As it reqmrea care and skilt, 
tho growing of grafte<l iiiaiigo Iretia is not much taken by the peojile- 

Ananaa ia grown in BAvda and Anasknra, where it thrives well 
It is also brought from below the Sahyttdris. 

Anjir is grown sparingly. It thrives well at Panh^la and a fef 
otber places. 

Bel is commouly found in flower gardens and near Shiv templos- 
It ia largely planted in Lingnyat burying gronnds. The triple lei 
art) offorcd to Bhiv, and the young fruit is made into a preserve, 
a medicine the pulped fruit is gii-en to chock diarrhoea. 

Hot is grown io here and there gardens, but also [as a substui* 
tive crop. The fruit is largely oat<ni by childr«n. 

Bvnd has been only partially inti-odueod iu Eolbdpur. Exj 
mcnts hitherto tuadu show that Iho climate of KolMpur is not ui 
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QDOiigh for ttt4! healthy j^rowUi of iho ulnnt. At higher tewU Bu<;h 
ta at Bbudargad, Malk&{inr, and ranliMa, H-itti )rn;;at)on the nlnnt 
gntvtii luxuriaiitly ; and it ih suipposod thul tlio plnut wmild thrive 
well ia the wost«m Ghitts. The berries aro aowo ia scDdbeds, and 
wh«n they grow about a font high the oeedliag^ are p1»niod out in 
holes five to 8ts foot apart. Conoe requires to be mnnnred, OTory 
year. To eooonrai^ branchinff tile top-ahoot ia nipped when the 
tree is five feet high and tho side bnacbc^ are pnitied i>cnodicAlIy. 
The tree bemns to bear in four yearn. It flowers in Juno and the 
berry is ready for picking in November - Decomhoi-. In ISSl in 
different SCato ganlenfl at BlLvda, Pauhala, and Vi-ihal^nd the 
coffee trees numbered GOOO, and the whole oattura "for tho year waa 
960 poaods worth g^H (Bs.SiO) at three ponuds tho rupee. 

Chinch grows ia forests, by roadsides, nnd ia waste grcund near 
Tillage eite«. Tho frnit is largely itaod by all classos in cookery. It 
ripens in February- March. The (bin hard and ]<jogQ shell of tho 
ripe fruit isrefoorod, the black atony soed is taken oiitaud tho pulp 
is dried with or without salt and stored for use throughout the year. 
Tbe yotinf; Icnves ood tho etony seed aro largely a wd by tho poorer 
claasea. The leaves which have a aour taste ara eaten boilod as a 
regetable, and the semi is used a<i n chUni or relish. The wood is 
toagh and is mncfa used for fiold tools. The ICoIhApur mnrket it 
svpplied with tamarind from Pohdin, Top, and obher noighbouriag 
rillogOS. Ir sells at two pounds tho penny. 

jyilimb is not much grown in tho State. Most of the fruit 
is imported from Miraj, Pandharper, and Stilira, 

2}fiikjihn, though ooco largely grown in Torf^al, has of late 
declined chiefly owing to » kiud ot blight which ntcacks the vine. 
Rnl from the uxpiirimoots made at Kolh&pur with iadtgcnou.t nnd 
foreign <nuietif», it itppears that the vine can bu protected froui the 
blight by care and soientiGc troatmont. KolhApnr grapo.>t are of 
throo kinds bb^/kri, kdti, and vUd^ali. Tho hhtkri is greou and 
njond : the hUi, so eallod from its colour, is oval black and larger 
and sweeter than the hhokri ; and the eildj/aii which was iulrmluced 
by Colotiul Anderson, is block, and tbongb smaller ia sweeter ihin 
HiBlcdJi. Tho sDDplr i^ not enough to meet tho local demand and • 
large quantities or hhokri gmpes are imported from SitflnL

Jdmbhul h cultivated bnt it also grows wild in forosts. Tho 
frnit is largely eateo by theoliildren of husbandmen.

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ilylit cropper* and want mucli water. At Panli&la thay are

introduced from Kiitiuiifiri aod other British dwtricU. Tho itd 
variety thrives beat in Malkfipur. As it is inferior in fiavoup, th* 
bangdii tbuugh the largest, u not isuoh liksd. Light hhck f 
red stiii suits the plantain best. In tho begiuniog of the NOuth-iKst 
monsoon thti ffroand i§ ploughed Mid levelled ; und pita two feot 
square and tiro fei*L and a half deep aro dug from six to seveu fc--' 
apart. Eftch o£ the pita reci'ives ubout twenty ptmtids of mixi-i 
manure, and the young plant is buried iu tho pit a foot below tbo 
surface. In the dry moDths plantain roquires water twice ft WMk. 
It boors after eisbt or nine months nod ]n«t« three moDtlis. A 
Iwalthy tree is eaid to yiold as many aa 250 plantains, bat Iho aronge 
varies from eiprhty to a. hundred. When nearly ripe the bunches of 
fruit aro cut and laid in a room in a heap oa straw covered witb 
pliiiitain or other leaves. After three ditys it is ready for eating- 
When out half ripe, the fniit is laid in a heap on straw uid i* 
covered with & thick layor of plantain leaves coAtod with oowdaag 
or mud. To make the froit soft and to turn the elda yellow » 
amall opening is made, throngh which oowdang snioko is admitted. 
The smoke is kept in for three to four days. On ta»t dsj« 
plantains are largefy used by nindas. Thev sell at eight to twelw 
the penny. Thu flower ripiko vrhich is cii!lc<l kelphut or ptaotua 
flower in ii^ed as a vegetable, and the juice of the itmer part uf the 
i<tem which is felled as aoon oa the fruit is cut, ia used in preiMtriag 
wafer biscuits or pdpad. The green teavoa are used as platm ; aiH 
the leaves and mhns which aro also used aa a mordant iu dyeing 
make au excellent maDuro.

3f^hdltwg is grown in It&vda and Panh&la. It is Qsed for pickles 
and prosi^irvos.

Kdrai, above tho Sahytidrix, is only grown in pleasure oardeim 
. and iienr hotnestimds. Below the Hahyidris there ore a fen ricb 
ooeonniit gai-dcnfl in BAvdn luid on tbo Stat« ihvri estates in llAhao 
in Ratuii;<iri. Tho soil abuvo tho SuhyAdris does not suit the 
palm ; but as water greatly helps ltd growth, it is likely thkt 
coooftout cultivation may increase withthodovulopmentof irrigatioD. 
The tree begins to bear after fifteen years. 

Ndriny ix grown only in the Slate gardens atKolh&por. 

Popai is grown only in pleasure gardens. The fruit is oaten ho\k 
ripe and nnripa 

Papnat is grown in gardens at KolMpur. As tho fruit ts ioferior 
both in toato and sizo to imported fruit and as the plant does oA 
bear regularly, the pomello is not much grown in KoloApar. 

Peru in grown in gardenaiio the Altaand Shirol aub^dirtsiOBli 
The KoIhApnr market is chiefly snpplivd from Mimj.

fiaddM tlie fraits and regetablea above deaeribed. many wild 
tnits and berbs am eaica by tbo poor w Tcgetables in orditMuy 
yeara and form tbeir chief sapport in fataioe yean. The frttit oE 
jhuMrn whicb is aa big as a ooffeo berry, ts boilaa and eBt«a wilb salt 
and pepper. Tbe a«rli frait is raid and is atf«n by obiUreo. 
Tb« aMrn is boiled and eaten with salt and popper. T«t» pods; 
wbich are aa big as bomyradish pods, are eaten boiled and mixed 
with pepper and salt. Tbe rtpo ■m&oy frait is «Mt«o by the poor. 
TbependAn is eatim cooked with salt and pcppor. The ni'ftar is 
a iohII berry and is eaten by children. The ratatnbi and niv are 
eaten cooked. Tbo roots of the lohakir thtndrat and »htJe, tbe roots 
and beans of the pAitivt, tbe heart oflhedimia, andtht) sprouteof the 
imini<l and rattcAuoareboilpd and eAtca n-ith salt and pepper. The 
learet of tbe laUa, dlMmela, nai, kurli. «urpia, yal^ttt, ana km, and 
iba flowen of tbe hhanmy are boiled and eaten with salt and pepper. 
Tbe bnlfaa of the kadu-bir-intlii and randlu are also aateo boilvu aS 
vegetables. Tbe poda uf the imu^mi and birMa am also eaten cooked. 

A gCDvml taste for flowers preraiU throaghout the State. The 
neat littb public garden at Kolhilpor serves aa a model and uaraery 
for tlower gardens in the State. Koses are ftniuil m every village 
■ad a flower path, frum vrhiL-h tbe essence called ptieholi is extracted 
is abondftnC. Seaduipha grows wild on the Fanh^ hills: The 
taberoau ia most oommoo in native gardens and affords always a * 
plentifnl snpply of flowers for idol-worship Shevti grows to a large 
aiz« in Solbapur. The cbief plants that are seen in native gardens 
■re b^ui, davna, daauiMhevti, gnlchhabUf jdi. jtUnnd, jui, modan- 
han, tHoyhri, motia, marva, iMyeltdpka, nevili, pdt;\, fdntlkrdthdphaf 
pdriyitak, 'juldb, mdhayitlab, aonchapka, and thetti. The r»roign 
pUnU iutrMlaced into the Stale gardens at KolbApur hare spread^ 
all paru of the Stale. 

Tboogb freqaent, blights ^ro seldom so widespraad lu to aSFoct 
tbe general barvest. Jitiri or laJiao millet cnffsn from both strong 
nortn>«aateirly and westerly winds. With strong north-easterly 
winds the stalk turns red aniT grain docs not form. The disease 
is called jon'janu/drag. U a strong, westerly wind blows when 
tbe crop is ic car, tlio ears remain unfilled or the given grain or 
itad is coDTcrted into a sticky mass called chiktn. It a timely 
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abowor of raiu falls tlio crop iiuprovee. Indian inillot alxo snBcn 
from diacosea known as rjofavi. kdndekuri, and kdni vrfaich are aaid 
to bo brouglit b^ clouJy weather. In gimivx the grain sprouts in 
tbe car. Ju hiindekuri tbb plant beccmos borrea. And iu ibo kdni 
(Anglic^ smut) Um ears bocomo elongHl^d and block, and tlio Med 
contauiB only a block powder nliicb is easily Frood. Indian mjllvt 
affected by (joailvi and Jcdndekuri is cut for green foilder. 'VSIuat 
Komotiuica suffers from a disease called lamberi (Anglicf' niBt), TTie 
gmin is ehrivt-lled aud tlit> stalk and leaves nre rorerud with reddish 
apota. Spiked millet or ItUri ia sometimes tliougb rarely affMted by 
a blight ciJIcd ahentia. The leaves cf tlie crop become yellow and 
the atalk is stunted. Gram, peas, pipfcon p<», nnd otber pulses 
Buffer more from woroiH than from diseases induced by unsentionabla 
weHtber. To destroy those worms which in cloudy weaithor gatbR* 
on leaves, tniicb vigilance and labour si's required. Amoui; VCgetA- 
blM brinjals suffer most from worms. To guard Ibt; pUiut u^tui 
worms its roota are dipped before tniUxpTitntotiim in n »uIuttoa 
of cowdtiiig and as»afa^)da. If they appear when the plant ia 
growing the grub* aro got rid of by cutting the main stalk ot 
the pluut n few iucboti above the {pround. When wntvri»d the stem 
sprouts again and grows into a healthy plant. Sunday is cunsidered 
tbe liickiuNt diiy for planting out bnnj'ds and ttpniikling them 
with cow's urine to krrep off leaf-inseols. Cotton suJTers fiv>m ft 
diKCiiso called ehimla which is eaid to bo bron^bt by c1o»e aud 
cloady weather. With a timely late shower the crop imjunwa. 
tiugarcnno suffers from white ant« nnd an inxoct eullcd nunmi 
It 18 also much dnmaged by rats and jackals, t^mutimoa il ovt 
watered in time tho sugarcane beooues hollow io the ceutro. 

In Kolhflpnr locusts wore till hitoly almost nnknown. Their fint 
-^iHit, when the numbers were not large enough to do any hartii 
is recorded to have t«keD place abont ten yean ago. Their visits 
however s««m to have become more freqnunt^ In I88S both bcfon 
and aftur the rains myriads appeared along tbo Sahviidri rangu ui 
a good distance inland. The kui^lxtndmen lighted tiros tod best 
drama iu their fields to drive them oS ; but their cfforlawcreiB 
Tain and so they look upon locutits ns n visitation from God. 

* Kolbfipur, with itH good rainfall and rich land uspeciully io ths 
Tallvys of the Dudhganga, Krishna, V&rua, and ]*aochganga, il 
more free froiu famine lliuii niosl of tho Doccan districta. Owing 
to fuluro of ei<ops in some outlying parts of tbe State, uu ncooiint 
o£ scarcity of rain, price* liavo boon occasionally higb ; bul exoep* 
in 1870-77 no famine has been recorded. Even tbe 1876-77 distreM 
wa0 caused more by the condition of tho aurrouuding Briliidi dUlricu 
than by a total Aiilure of crops in tbo State. 

In 1804-5 in Kolhdpur though thp season was tolerably good 
the people suffered from scarcity of food which is said to have boui 
caiMod by the derostatioua of tbo Maritha nrmy in the inlerioi <i 
the Moi-Stlia country. All the starving perions from the neiBhbouring 
Mar&tb& country flocked to K<^h^pur for relief. There woe a gmt 
pressure on local supplies and the rup^e price of grain rose to 
seven |)ounds and a half. The number of deaths from starvatiom 
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•ppeara to have been brge. Sbir&ji, the Uieti roling prioe« of 
Kolbdpur. m well ma Himowt Bsh&dar. Bhim BaltfUliiLr, and other 
aarddrs and n-ell-to-iio paracnia, distribated food to the slarring 
people vho had flowed lo Kolhdpur fron vtlier places. The 
[uUdwui{; yc&r wu a jreftr of plenty asd the people Booa reooreted 
from the effects of thu distrca*. 

In I S76-77 the- scanty nunE&U of twen^-six inchoa ledtoa bilnra 
oC crope, which fuUowiag tlw bad crops of the prenons years, by 
rmuOD of which there was do grain id store, sproad disb«u amomitiii^ 
to huoinc. The east soSered iDoet. The Shirol sab-diTtaioD betweea 
tbe Varna and iho Krishna wtih iu ipatlying part RAyhtic suffered 
most ; next tu it KAtkol on ouOytng portioD oi GadiAgUj jost south 
of the Bnlgaum-KaUdgi n»d; and theo the tncts on tho Sahyidrt 
hiUv. While scarcity prevailed io the re«t of the State, hmine had 
fall nray io these parts. For weelcH together people lived on herbt 
tnixed with chaS and comotimM cummitted petty thcfta Uj sntufy 
hnogor. When the 1876-77 monaoon act in vc-nr Hparinglr 
basbandmeQ hceune ahutncd asd graio-dealers who had ooly siaul 
^in etorea gradually raised the rates. Thiitgs looked gloomy, bet 
il was Qut till the Gr^ week in October that the full extent of the 
calamity was felt. It was a week of panic. Pric«e suddenly ro«e 
to btnioe nte«i rillitffe traders, moueyleuderg. and welI<to>do 
peraonSf whose ki^ei stocks lutd been already rc-daced by successive 
Md seaeoBs, did not like to loasea thdr stock furtheraiid refused to 
make advances to husbandtneu oa the usual sectirity of their 6eld 
produce ; th«re waa uo fiuld work ; und the people clamoured for 
rwlief works. At tirat smaU worka were opened by the State to give 
immediate relief to U&ags, SIhAni, aud other classes more or leas 
£fivcn to tlicft, who would otfaerwitie have takou to wholesale 
plundering'. At the outset, the wages on relief works which werJ 
soDMwbab less than the ordinary rates in tho Slate, were St/. (3 as.} 
fur a man, 2}'/. (I^cm.) for a woman, and }{(t. (1 a.) for a boy or ^1 
capable of doing work. But sabaequently the sliding scalp, based 
oa tbe rrtco u( staple food groin, dxvd by tbe British Govcrnmout, 
waa etrictly adhered to. Under thia acalo tho wages oo works under 
Public Worka agency wore, for n man tho price of one pound of 
grain and !)</. (1 a.), for a woman the price of one pound of gmin - 
aod J(i. (i a.), and for a boy or girl abore seven years the price of 
half a ponod of grain and %J, ( j a.) ; and on tfae civil works, fur a 
man tbe price of one pound of grnin and ]c/. i\ a.), for a woinuu 
the price of one pound of grain and \d. [{a), and for a boy or girl 
above seven years tho price of half a pound of grain and 8;(. (] a.). 
Cbildrun under sovou years wore given )(J. {\ a.). ^ 

In November 1870, the first relief-worka were opened in Shirol 
aod IcfaalkaiaDJi in tho east whero distress began to bv full cu-Iy 
and in the billy parts of VithAlgad in the west, where owing to 
failure of crops in 1875, distrcea already prevailed As the nomber 
of roliet-seekvrs increased iiF December and January earthworks 
were started all over the State. 'Jlie uauibers of labourers became 
large. Tbo nauiber waa doubled, add weut on steudily increasing 
tilt September when it bogao to fall off gradually to the end of 
November when uH relief works were finally cluasd. 
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From July 1877, Uie Imperial Public Works Department toolt 
charge of sumo of thu rolief-works carried od a large scale. To 
these works large nuinborH of ablo-bodiwl labourorg nero trausforred 
with tbvir cbildron under eevoo years. The total cost on relief>works 
amounted to £26,030 (Ks. 2,GO,30O}. 

Besides these works gnitailoos relief was given to those who wore 
onabre to work. In Kolfatfpur and in tho foadatorjr States nsder it 
tbero were already eeTeral {wnnanent (;faaritab1o honeea. The scope 
of these vas colftrgcd ftoon after tho scarcity b^;an to be generally 
felt. As tbo distroM incrvtuud ut-w roliof-honse* wore opened al 
ooovenioDt places. In all there were nbont eighteen rolief-hooMl. 
The intnatoa of Kolh&pur nloi8>boa»C9i wuro on two ocnutious sappIieJ 
with clothing. Tlio clothing funds were contributi^d bv a lady ia 
England who sent out £40 (Ka. 40U) and by Mr. Bixia Manaar^m of 
Poona who gare £100 (Ba. lOOO). The gratuitoas relief coat (bs 
Rtatc £6680 (Ra. 56,800). The following atatoment ahows for euli 
of the famine months in 1876 and l>t77, the nambcr of pereona 
omployod on relief- wurkg, both under the Civil and Public Worts 
Agency, with the average rupee pi-ioea otjviiri and nichni:

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A« the agricultural eeaeon of 1S77 approached ndvaoces wO** 
made to a lar^ number of cultivators who would otherwise li^'^'f 
heSa left without any moans of cultivating thoir field.s, aa they h*^ 
neither credit nor the means o£ buylug either food or seed gTai**" 
Tho sum advanced, which aiuountod to £21,600 (Its. 2,16,000) wB* 
BuhBoqucntly recovered. 

The average yearly number of dcttbs for tho throe precediuy 
yetLxn ending 1870-70 was 13,792 ; and in the faniino jtai 
of 187C-77 it rose to 28,373 or moro than doublo. ih^ 
increased death-rate wan more due to cholera, dian-hcca, soiaU-poi4 
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aod other epidemics wbich broke ap in the hot season of 1877, 
than to actual starration. The harvest of 1877 was fair, bat 
the affected people who had been weakened by their previooB 
■offering died in large nambers especially along the hilla. The 
poorer classes sofiered most. In some of the villages of 'R&yb&g 
whole families of husbandmen deserted their villages and were not 
lieard of afterwards. The loss of cattle was great. Many Dhf&gars 
or Shepherds living in the hilly parts lost all their cattle, owing 
partly to want of fodder and partly to cattle-disease which accom- 
puiied the other epidemics. Well-to-do people did not actaally seek 
State relief, bat lost all they had. Ornaments, metal pots, spare 
clothing, and even fomily idols were freely sold. Thoagh all visible 
signs of distress have disappeared, it wiU require a sacceesion of 
good years to enable the hnsbasdmen to recover what they have 
fo8t^

Of tlieao for ttTtry 
buttdred coins the old Jfuler! wbr ciuitied for eiglitj*-six Imperial 
rupees, the Nilk-anihi forSiiJ. (-lie Panhdii for 901. aud (lie Skanbhu 
Ptrkham for 871- Tho old linked weighed 1 71075 graius of which 
142*174 were pore metal, tbn NUkanthi 169627 gmms ofwbicli 
fll'508 were pnro metal, tho Panhdii 169'092 ^ns of which 114-W2 
wore pare metal, and the Shambhu Pirkltdni 175'0^9 gTaiti& of 
which 141*767 wcro pnro metnl. Of tltcso tlio Panhiiti, the oUef 
nip«c, wnst coined at nnhala which lies about tivelre milea north- 
west i)f Knlhiliiur and was the former capital of the RolliApBr 
State. After 1/88 when the eupital was rvinoved from IVuh&la to 
Kolhtlpur, the Panhdii rupee was oocaeioiullv coinod at tbo KolhifV 
mint. In 1839 the Kolfa&pur mint wiki afv>Iished, and at preaoat 
(1 833) tlie Imperial rupee is the onlj carrcnt coia.

Bills are not drawn in eota ; bnt tho drawer 
Benila a letter of advice or jabdb to tbo 'drawee stating tho number 
of tlio bill, the name of tho payee, and the amount to bo paid. No 
dnvwoo will caah the bill unlcsa ho r^ceiTOS the peth or letter <A 
advice. Payment ia generally made in cash bnt sometimes anothf 
bill caltot] batUi hitttJi is given. \V1ion payment is received in 
cither of thcoe ways tho payee poMBB a receipt on tho bill and it it 
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roturaed to the ilrawer. The receipted bill rcttarncKl is ctUled iv 
khoica and is retninod by tliv drawor as a vooclier. Sometiniea ft 
bill ift not (or any determiiied .sum but tbo drtwee is asked to pay 
the pA>ye« stima of money bs bo may require them. Tbi^ is oAllod 
B hhalaran patra or bittajiibti. It does not require a letter of 
advt<^e, and tbe drawra »euils to tlie dntwcr a lott<;r tm eaob 
payineot is made, llio bill mnst bu cashed oo the. day 
specified if d&m&nded, no ditys of grace being oJloned. IE Ibo 
payment is tletayod Ibe pftyer is obliged to pay iutcrost at a 
cortaio rate varying according to the poBition of toe drawer, IE he 
IB a banker one-ltalf per c«at a month i.t piiid, iu otbc-r caiwa three 
floart^n^ per citnt. If payment is Bought boforo tbe bill falls dae, a 
diaoount at the above rate« is deduoted. If Ihe biTl U dishonoured 
Bad sent back uDcaabcd. tlte drawee baa to pay interest ut double tbe 
rato of cnrrout interest- from the date when the bill was drawn. He 
naat alfto pay a oon>Acceptance penalty called nakrdi, varying in 
diSereat places. Fonnorly he vr&e al«o liable to pay all the expenses 
of the payee. The practice is not now in vogue. If the 
bill is tost or stolon a duplicate or petA letter stating the 
ainottnt of the bill and reqoiring payment is granted ; \i 
the duplicate is lost a triplicate or pnrjwth nwntioning both tho 
iuntti and the peih ix ismiod, and if the parp^th ia also 
nob forthcoming, an adrice or jrf6 mentioning the hutdi pelh anH 
parpeih U sunt. The drowoo is rOHponsible for tho payment he 
maVes, for if he makett a paymi^nt to a wrong person he i» obliged 
to make the pnymcnt over agniu to tho holilor of the pckh. It ia 
therefore cnAlomary for tho drawee to take secnrity from tbe payee 
wbea the drawee is not qoito oortnin of the payee. Tho payee iii 
tbe case of aa advice letter or jab passes a separate niocipt, 
while tho Auadi, peth, and parpelh are simply endorsed. After 

Sftyment the dntw<-e debit« the drawer with tho nmoiint paid. IF a 
rawer overdrawn hiA acconnt and the bill is lost or dishonoured he 
alone is roKpotigtible. It iit usunl aft^^r endowing the bills la sell 
them to bill l)roker8 or dalitU who aro paid u certain pcrctnlugc. 
When a bill thus travels to fleveral piticea it ia necesaary in case of 
ita losa that tbo peih, parpHh, and jab shonld travel through the 
•ama places before it roaches its 6nal destination. As treasnr« is 
seldom eout hilld are adjusted by debits aad credits and badlr . 
hvnditi whose rates vary according to the conditions of the tmas> 
action. TW interchange of bills has been greatly simplified by the 
iotroduclion of a nuiform coinsge. I'uniieHy the didereut rupoea 
aod the dilTori^ut rates of exchsngo miide the system much more 
complicated ami was a source of no small profit to local bankers. 
Tbo drawer of the bill generally charges a certain percentago on^the 
transaction and Ibo person who wants the bill pnys it. Tbo rate 
Itowarnr is variable according to tho condition of the imirket. Thoro 
are only three firms in the town o£ Kolhf(pur which can cash at onco 
a bill ap to £4000 (Rs. 40.000). It is genorally the practice of the 
baakors, however, not to draw bills payable at sight (or larger 
amounts.

Of lownspeoplo, moneylenders, traders, sliopkeepora, brokn^ 
pleaders, and a fen higlilj* paid State servautx, aud of oounlry |weula 
la II (J If mi H, villitge hendnien or pdtila, moneylenders, andafcwndi 
cuUivatoni save muutiy. Savings are luciatly inrestcd in omiuneoU, 
Iftit'l^. Iinnscs, and moueytondiDg. 'Vhe GoTemmeot Saviiifca Saak 
at Kolhipur is used almost solely by State servanta, pU-ndivs, and 
voll<to..do men. -In 1881.82 aboat 150 persons bad£75O0 (Rft.75,OU0) 
inTMttd in the Sariogs Bank. 

Moneylending is the chief form of inrestaient. Ererybo^ 
who eaves Botuethin^, except perhaps Slate officialf), takes to moncf* 
londiog. Of 047 professional moncylondors the chief are Br^muu, 
Joins, Xin^yats, and GujarAt and Mlinriir VAnis. Beeidea rcffuUr 
oioneylonders there are low nsurcr* who for short periods lend 
small sums at heavy rates to the poorest borrowers. Amonff tbt 

firofeMionAl moneyleinJers the GuJRr and Mirwiri foreif^ monpy- 
(indcrs arc httrdliit^ru-il unci show no sympiithy to their debtor*. 
AmoDg other mnnevlenders those who have lately taken the 
profe»!*ioii aro liftr.slinr thnn tliose who «ro bcreditarj- lenders. Ondor 
the present ailmiDistnitinn aftflr 18(o moneylendiog has Rraatlf 
RiifTered. The old practioo of forcini^ payment hy personal t<>rtii» 
and liA anm or fasting has hcea discontinaed. This baa made tlu 
lenderti raatiom in lending, nnd they ^nerally ask for aecnnt; 
before ihey hrnd. Uuder iho old fanning system of collecting thf 
Tevectio the tarmom bad often to btirmw inonoy on liard tortas to 
meet sudden demnndn of thn dnrhitr or ooiirt The hushaudm^n bJ 
deurly to pay for such demandi. Under the new adinjni«trattoaltie 
fanning syt«m haa been Htopped. The sottloment of many of lb* 
vtrddTK' or estate •holdum' ueuts and the introduction of paying 
debta by instalments bavo maoh crippled the profita oE mooej- 
IcndeTB. 

Intermt is charged monthly. In large Iransoctions the usuat n>te 
' vnrreii from six to nine per cent a year, and in stnall tranaacti}!)) 
from nine to twelve per cent ; but according to the credit of tka 
individuul borrowers this ratu riiws to as much as tweuty.foiir to 
thirty per cent n year. When articles are pawned, the yeaAy nta 
i»lwvlvc|H)r cent for pearls, 71 forgyId,and 71 tonine for silver. In 
laiui and honw mortgages the yearly rste varios from six to ■!« 
pur cvnt. In grain advances during the rftinx which are geoeraHf 
paid after hnnrest, a quarter of the (^uaQtity lent n geoersUf 
clinrged oa interest. 

Among borrowers except labonpers, hnabandmen are perhaps lie 
worst off. Of llie hnabandmen thoeo of the Konkiio or hilly i«rti 
are wor«o off than those of the Ocsh*or plain. In tho Konkau tht 
land g;enerslly yields no moi;p thnn wbat is enough to maintain * 
birmor'a famdy during half tho year ; during the other half of tbt 
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Bvar most bnsbandmeD Vtve on wild herbs and frnite and labonr 
^hcre poBsiblo. Tbe bulk of tbe huxbandincD nru Kuobia. Tho 
Kcubi iS sober, hardworking, and peaceful. He is also Rbreivd and 
thnfty in ius daily life, but spends tnucb on miirriago aiid other 
ca&ste feasts. Tbe Jaiu busbimduien itro superior to KunbiH in 
iatollif^iinoo and Wf-dependence. la tbe Knnkuit aboat ten per c«<nt - 
and io tbe plaia about tbircy per c«ut of tbe buHbandmcn'liTe 
•wilhoot borrowing. During the American war (lati2- 18t>6) when 
cotton and ^roia prices were unusually bif^li, buebaudujeu tiiiLde largo 
mving^i ; hot tfaese eavings woio lavishly spmit uu uiurriugo tmd ulbor 
sreat ccTpmoniea In Kolbilpur debtors are protected by tbe State 
law by which a limit of twt>lre years is tijcud tor iko recuwry of 
ftWD« and cftsb debts, and of buabandmen tbe land and the 
Iwellioe except when it is spocially mortgaged, are exempted 
' »m sale in tbo cxecntton of «ourt decrees. 

Dnring tbe Amoricoa war (lH<t2 • I8S5), when pricoa wore Lind MoatuAoa 
insnally bigb, Und was in much demand and fetched bigh prices. 
At t1i« close of the American war tbe fall in prices lessened 
tbe valne of land. Of lato the oponin^ of tww mado-rosda 
and markets bas ngain increased the demand for land, fn the 
etaeatioR of court deeroes land is not sold except when it is specially 
Mortgaged. Land is mortgnged either with or wilbout posaesxion. 
|h mortgages with poisesMton tho mortgagee racieives the prodiico 
Btber aa interest, tbe laud being redevmablu on paymvot of the 
principal ; or sometimes the mortgagee receiven tbe produce pai'tly 
interest and the aurplaa as part-paTtnont of the principal. la 
without poflsessign the land standii n.<t security for tbe 
tion of the mortgaged debt. The debtor pny^ tho interest 
j\ and if tbe debt is not paid back in time, the land is banded 
' tbe creditor oaaslly tbrou!;n the intcrrcntioQ of tbe civU coort-s.* 
Then the land is bauded to tbe mortgagee, the mortgagor ia 
Baerally kept aa teoaat by tbe mortgagee to till tbe land.

Till IHUi when Rritiah sapcrintenflence vdir inlroduoed Eolh&ptir 
had no mode roada. Of the pnlhways thiwc thai led west down the 
Saliyiidris to the coaet were hardly fit for lightly laden cnttlo, and 
thoHu thut vreiit inland were mere beiiloii eul.tlv trovks. During the 
ruins frnm June to November wh«n Ihe rivers and streanis vere full, 
tint |iiiiu4ii^ acrcMM the inland tracks vma entirely cloHecl nnd foot 
pHMBengem crooscd the river* in the hrond but shallow und unsafe 
augnr-pans which yearly t^uscd a great lo^a of life. Bt'twct'ii IS45 
und 1854 about 300 iai[e» oi road were inode at a co^t uf £lO,-tWI 
(Kb. 1,03,000). Siueo 1854 old roads liave been mm-h improved 
and now roads made, the chief beiu)^ th e Foona-Bt-'lga uiii mail 
road.

At Rmhiiiiipuri, ubiiut two miloH nortli-west df Kolhiiimr. ihe nad 
(TUB9CH the Punch gangs, and then through the Panh&lu gorge paaMA 
the village* of Nuvli, Avli, and Bamhavdn, and the large town of 
Kolkapur. Prom the village of Amba on tho SuhvAdriu the roai 
deaeendA Wf>et by the Amba pans to Ratn^giri. Within Kulh&por 
liinilit the roud was complclod in 18S3 with dnunn und bridge* at 
a cost of £4«,234 (Us.

Except the Hininyakmhi and a few small slrtMuus the road is 
cross-drained throughout. It is tho raoai direct coast road for Athni, 
Ooktih. Jlukeri, and Kipiiui in Ut-l^auin, and for TiisgaoD iaSAt&ru. 
Tbo imttic on this road is heavy, averaging about 150 curts a 
dsT. ^ost of the croos roada are unfit lor carts and many are 
diraealt for pack bullocks. Of the sinall inland roods, besides 
tint through Poona-Belgaum road, tho EoUiitpur-itinij road runs 
twenty-nix mile* east from KolliApur to Tdgaon by the towns of 
nij-ls, Attigrf, Alta, ami ILitkalaiigda. At iTdguon the road crosses 
the Krishna and ninn further east to Miraj. It is n tirnt ctas)! 
bridgfd and dn>i>iK<1 r<>sd built in 1877 at n oost of £'^1,168 
(Rs.2.11,6JiO). From Attigreon the KolhajNir-Miraj road adraincd 
and bridgt>d road, built at a <:<Mt of XoUU<l (Rii. 5U,0.tU), runs nine 
miles aouth-vast to Icbulkaranji ; and from IcbuUtaranii a fair 
weather cart trark runs sevpn miles east to KurundvAn. From 
UdgaoD on tin; KfilhnjMir-Miritj rood a croKs-draiQed road built at a 
cost of £1747 (Rs. 17,47U| runs four and half miles south to Shirol, 
two and faiiif tiiili-H from Shirol'Io Kumndvad, nod firo miles from 
KurundTlUi to Hi<rrud. On the east side of Ihe Kriithna ni^ar lldgaon 
a four-mile rood from ^ngli joins the Kolhilpur-Minij rond in tli« 
south. At the eighth mile norUi-weat of Kolhapor, on tne Eolb&pur-

Of the roods that are being built, a drained and bridged road 
Mtimalt-d to co«t about £3200 (Rs.3-2.000), will run three milcB 
sonlb from Shirol to Narftoliiitchiv^i. From KolbApur a new road 
is bcin^ modu ihirtv-two miUa iMuth to (i^rgatx, the h^'ttd- 
quartera of the BhudaVgfad Eub^irimon. Of tUew thirty-two milea 
twenty have been c:ro(M-<l mined and murumnd that is laid with 
crumbly trap till 1882. In 1883 tho temaioing twelve mileB were 
aarvcyed. 

Of the thirteen tolls nine ore on ghdlt or hill passes nnd four 
on plain roads.

Every year in 
May the tolls are farmed to the highest bidder for one yuar. The 
tolls are manag^^ by the fanners who pay the amount to tlw 
State bv montlilv or qiiartorlv inetutuieuts. In 1881 tho lolls wore 
farim-d'for i'l847 S». (Us. 18^174), of whith £1126 16». (lis, U,26«) 
were for the nine hill-pass tolls and £720 13*. (Rs. 730(3) for the 
four plain road tolls. Besides Ihotw tolls the municipality of 
Kolh^nur levies tolls on all imports into and exports from KulhApur 
dty. In 1883 the city toll yielded a revenue of £1202 13«. 
(Rh. 12,020).

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Except that they arc much liu-ger ntheriog*, thcM fuirsdiffor lit 
from tho weekly markets. The duef artklea told sre grain, do _, 
ailk, blankets, (wp^wr, bnuH uid earthen vv«im>1», glass lMUigle», poorls, 
pcrfiimcft, and swectniL-atfl. 

Every rilUgo lor^o or small luu it« shopkeeper gcnemlly a 
Vfini or Gujar, who dvulo in grocoriu*. BpicwB, gntiii, salt, nil. sugar, 
inoliMacs, and oilier supplies. The whole stock is worth £1 to £S0 
(Kb. 10-^0). He buys some of themore lusting wan's at one of the 
chiuf tr»d«) venti-es or at boido targe fair. But mo«t of bis stock is 
bought froiu time to time at the nearest market or eub-divisiooal 
town. Aa the rich lay in the chief port of thcirgrnin and grocciioa 
for n vhole year, buying thi.'ni id the larger mnrkuts, tboy tak« 
from the villa^ shopkeepem such peri[>hnble articles only as oil 

Soceriea and sugar. Thtt luiddlu uiid ]H>orvr claaaos, oxo«pt what 
ey thomselves produce, draw almuitt ull their supplies from the 
village shopkeeper, and accordlse to their credit pay ready monoj 
or, wnat is commoucr, have a weekly or monthly account. Even in 
tho wilder pnrta the village shopkeeper seldom barters. He is 
often a moneylender, and m the ne4.-ount8 of many of bis cuatomors 
oil and spice entries are oft«D mixed with money adranoes. 

Below the village shopkeeper is the peddler. Some of the peddlers 
are craftsmen, generally weavers and coppersmiths. During tha 
rains the weavers weave cloth and the ooppersmitha moke copper 
and brass reeeels which during the fair ecason tlioyscU from village 
to villiigv. Other pedtllers sell grocenee, perfomee, glass boaglw, 
and haruware. PeddlerH move from house to house mrrying Uieir 
stock on a pockbullock or pony and souictimes by headload. Tb« 
peddlers sell most of their stock by barter, specially exchaogiug 
brass and copper \t«scU for old clothes and laces. 

■ The chief wondcriRg c&rriern are tho Bitgrins, Lfldn4ns, and 
Loniris. Of luU-, since the- making of good through roads and Um 
introduction of carta, curriers Imve much decreeaed. At prosmt 
(1883) 7'M7 pack bullocks are employed in earryuig grain and 
firewood. Of these 1500 arc in PouhAla, 1236 in Karvir, 931 in 
Gwlinglnj, 800 in Bhudarg.id, 708 in Bivda, 604 in Sbirol, 434 
in Alta, 382 ill Kdgul, 876 in Vish^gad, attd 286 iu lehulkaranji. 
.Besides bullocks, donkoys-are used by LonAris in carrying firewood 
* and lime. 

The chief imporla are salt, metal, oocoanuta, dates, groceries, oil, 
hardware, twist, and picoe goods. Salt was formerly brought entirely 
by pack bullocks from the Konknu. Under motarcome gold, silver, 
copper, brass, and irou. During the American war ( 1S62-186S) gold 
and silver were largely imported : during the scarcity of 1876-77 a 
large amount of gold and ellv^T in oruuinenls left the Stot« ; aod 
Hiuce tho return of pruHperity in 1881 and 1882 gold and silver have 
again boon imported. Sheets of copper and braaa are brought in 
small quantdtiea, and ready-made vessels and drinking mugs in large 
qaontitiea chiefly from I'oona. Form«rlv iron was TocalR smeltod 
and it is now largely brought from BomWy by V^ni.'^ tiiid BohorAs. 
It is much used for corl tiem wid sxlen and in niuking iron pots. 
Dates, groceries, kerovino and oooonuut oil, iron buckets, and water 
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po(B are brought from Bombay. Stfiiin-Rpan twirt, both Kng-tith 
aod Bumbay-mmif, ia brought and sold to hand-loom weavers. I'iece 
goo<U ar« hand-madt! uii«I sU^uiti-iiiudir. Of Imnd-iRtido good,* the cliiof 
are tarboas and wouiun'a robus from Poona. Shahiipur, ShoUpur, 
and Yeola ; waistdoths or dhotnra from N4gpur and Sh&hiipur ; 
luul silk waistcloths or jiiukmhare uiiil robt-a or jmiihanxs und turbanx 
irom Burhinpiir atid £*uonu. Of thu atVEim-iuitdu ulutb the omrse 
itroDg cloth is Uombay-mado uad the finer cloth ia f jom En^^lund. 

The chief exports arc of grains, rioo, jvari, bajri, ndehni, vheat. and 
Rnuu ; of f^roccrioB and stiioes coriaJidcr turmeric and chilliea ; of 
oiiweds BSBune linB<M>d ana eorthnut; nTid of other «xport« cotbHi, 
oultou tape, hemp, tobacco, moliiMM, and sug&r. 

KotbApur crafts are oniv of local importanoe. The chief onifts 
are, worciog' in cold and siivur, copper oiid bnios, iron, stono, lime, 
cnrth, g]a«8, wood, and leather ; the weaving of coarae cotton cloth 
and woollea bl(uikct« ; oil-preefiicg ; the making of popur and 
pcrfamas. 

Gfildaunithg ar« found in almost all market towns, and every hirge 
village htut an hereditary goldsmith or potdar to t«st the coina paid 
aa land rcTciiuc. Of the tolal 120(1 families about one-third, bcsido* 
working aa goldnnithg, till land. Of the eight divi&ionB, AKir, 
Deahavth Devaog, Eonkonuflth, l.&d, HirvrAn, Itajput, and Vidur 
goldsmiths, the l>c!ihasth)i ami the KonkanDiitha are the most Hkillcd. 
loioept a act of toots a gold/mith n't^tiiriMt no eupilitl ; tho raw 
gold and silver are supplied by customem. On every rupee 
w»ight of the ornaments mode, for Bilvi^r work gnldHinithg aro paid 
Iff. to aj. (J-4ai».) and f|)r the bwt gold work and jewelrv aa 
much afl >U. (Rs. 4). In tho city of K<ilhApiir it»me rich bonkvrfl 
employ guldemitbs on daily wagos to make uruumcula for Bale. Jn 
this way omaracnta worth about £10,000 (Ra. 1 latth) ore yearly* 
made and (told at a protil of 6w to ten p<^r n-nt, Goldnmilhs havo 
fairly steady work all thu vear round. Thuy work about eight 
houra a day, from aix to ten In the morning and four to eight in the 
ewaJng. The women do not help the men, but boya when about 
twoWo yci&rs old begin to learn the work. Qold«miths are a well- 
ttnlo clasa. A fiist rate worker eama about 2^. (Re. 1) a day or 
£36 (K«. 360) a vear, a middling worker 1«. to U.&i. (8- 13a«.)a • .

Coppersmiths orT^mbats and ElbAn, of whom there are about 
wrent}- fnmiliv*, aro found in a few large towna. They require n 
de»d otoek worth£2toi;'''MR8.20-50y. At Kolh£pur th« metal 
dc«kra bring copper and brasn sheetJi from Foona and Siit^ra ood 
oecasioonlly from S&ngli and wll ihem to tho local smithft «t 104^. 
to J«. (7-8 lu.) a pound. Of these raw sheeta coppersmiths make 
waU'Mara, mugs, and cooking vesoela aiul aeU copper vcmoJs at 
U. tl}d. (lOi <u.) and braaa vessels ut 1«. 2H- (^^cu.) tho pound, 
X^uriog tlw fair avAson coppertomtha work ten hours a dav : durino* 
the rams, owing to the cohL of coals, their work is dull, To aeU 
tlwr stock they move from village to 'vtUsf^^ and attend fairs during 
the dry sooson. On the chief Hindu festivals oad on the Amdvitya 
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fVI. or the 30th of every month ixipixTtmi iths irtop worlc. Owing to 
large imtKirtfl of n;aay-miMl« vessels from Ndiult, Pixma. Haj&pur, 
SiUni, ShiihAjiur, SliirAIii, mid Terdfcl, the craft la not procipurouii. 
Coppcramithe eara Wid. to 1a. (7 - 8 a*.) a day. CoppiT and briua 
TeoBels arc also brought for sole bjr Bogilrs or Jain workers. 

Black smith It or LotUitH uud Gbixidl)! or tiuk«ri of wliom thor? 
are IWO I'umilies, are found in almoist all villages, Besidea these 
DhuvadB mid a few carpt-ntera also work in iron. At Kotlutpur 
Jain, Bohora, and other >[uealmftn dealers bring hara and sheets 
of iron from Bombny by Chiplun and sell theni to local Lnhiro and 
Ght«ariiB. The chief iron articlct made are epooUD, hatchets, 
silkies, and sugar-pans or kdltiU, whieh fetch \\'l. to SJt^r 
((•I{(w.) thepound. 8t«elis mid at 4^- (3<i>.) thn pound. ThM 
■erricoe are lu voustiiat domand througoout the your. Daring tho 
fair season th»ir chief work is mending fi<;ld tooU. Except on big 
holidays und on eriM-y Amd.e<uiya or no-moon day when tboy do not 
work, Dlacksmithii work iiiuc to ten hours a day. The women und 
children help in working the bellows. Blacksmiths earn a daily 
wiige of 1*. -id. 1o 2<». (Re. j-1). In villugttt whoro they diiefly 
mend fiidd tools, blueksniitha are paid iQ grain, hbout eixly pounds 
(6 pilt/lit) a year. Duriug tho fuir season Ghis^dis move from 
villiige to village and mend field toolx. For this thoy are paid 
generally in grain at a lower rat© than Lobars. 

The chief stone workers nro P^tharvats, Beldira, and Khnndtot 
Bfldilre and Khandftrs are quarrymen and earn Qd. to 9d. (4-6 a*.) 
B day. Rubble fotchcg 6s. to 10«. (Ha. 3-5) the hundred ft«t and 
other atone HJ. to 4J(f. (1-3 a».) tho foot. The PlSthar\-al6 dresa 
the stone and ejim in. 6rf. to 2*. (Re. J - 1) ft day. The best dn-Mers 
on) tho Muwalni&n P&tharvuts of Kolhilpur who make oxoellent . 

Besides theoo, ^Tlfar&tha and SIuAalm&n Qovandia 
or masons build with stone and mortar or mud ftnd earn 1«. to Iji. 9d,

The women do not help the men, but boys when about twelve year*

feet above the surface of the ground. The surrounding walla are of 
• atone and mud. At the bottom which has a hole, they place a layer 
of firewood, then a layer of kaiikar ox Ibac uwtulev mixed with 
uhureoal, and again a layer of ilri'wood.

EAare. KtunbhArs or pott«>rH of whom there ore about 200 fatmlics, make 

earthen pola, tiles, und bricks. They oroMarithfi8,K6nttda LingAyals, 
and Pardcahis of whom the Pardeslfis chiefly make brieka. 'The 1 
chief raw materials are clay, horsedung, ashe«, stable n-fuse, and at 
fuel hruwood uiid cowduns cakeA. The clay is generally dug out of 
the tields for wbioli the KumbhArs pay mnt, but they ara allowed 
to take river-bank eilta free £f charge. Till about ten years ago 
(1872) Kumbb&ra used to get clay horscdutig and atiiblirrefiM

of the Bpuki.*& with a thin rope und the circumference of tho wheel in 
loaded with a mixture of eUy and goat hair to make it heavv- A stout 
woodiTQ ]>«g i* buried in the ground all but about nine incIieK. A pit 
is tillL-d with water and the wheel is phiwd on the peg, which rests 
in thi- hollow of the elonc lixed in the nave.

Tanning is carriod on in almost all villagPB hy Dhom. Village 
MhAra generallT flay the hides which the Dhoio buy. Hides dried in 
tho sun are useiMs. In tannini; the hide i8mnoorat«l in litni-wator 
to seporate the hair, the fat, and tho fleshy parts. After tlie hide ia 
well lonkod, the hair is Sfrupt.'d with a semper or ti'ii and thefat nnd 
Qsahy parts aro removed with a knife or riipc. Tlie hide is th(.ii 
waitbed in a running alreain and aoaked for nearly ihreo duys in a 
aolotioa of three parts of babh-il bark and one part of myrobabui 
wmlcr. To Ian the hide thoroaghly the soaking mitst be thrico 
npcatod. The hide is then tied into a bag and hung up filled with a 
BtroDger solution of the biibhul bark and myrobiUan water. la tliia 
aCate it is left in the nin for seven dayit to dry and on th« eighth day 
it is washed in a stream and dried.

The eompetifcion of 
Chtoibhitra has lately reduced the profit of Dhor tanners. 

The chief 
indHatriw eonnected with wea^-ing are the weaving by Dcrfiitg and 
Linaade Koahtis of coarse eloth or khadi, large and aiuhU wuiKt- 
eloihs or dkotan and panrh'm, women's robes or h(f(Uii with or

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generally brought from Nit^ri dyen and sometimefi white thrcacl is 
nvcn to tUem to be dyed blurk.

Of Into, 
imporls of machine-made Bombay and Miuicbeater clolh have greoUy 
reduced the number of hand looms. 

Of &58 looms aii(>d bv Blatilcet-weaTcra or Sangura 155 are in 
Sbirol, 1-51 in GtuIinKinj, I'W in Aha, niocty-nine in Karvir, 
thirty-eight in Kiignl, t}iirty-three enrh in Tthudargnd and Paiiliiiln, 
twentv-torot; in ^^iKtiAlgiul, iukI thirteen each in Btirda and Icbal- 
karanji. At IJ poundF* (l^TinrcH) the rupee the Sangare buy tlia 
worstod thread from Dhungurs or ahepberda who both t«ad the flock* 
and apin the thread. Before it is woven, the U)ri>ad ia cut and sorted 
to the required length and titnHflied. -A paHt« made by boiling 
drie^l tamarind eood« in water is tlit*n uppliou to the open air with a 
bnuh to the worsted thread to make it smnoth and rtraight.

(It>t. 1*2): they are in great local demand, eapecially among 

huHbandincn, aliephenls, und Inbourers. 

Oil-prcRsing is an important industry employing about -500 fami- 
lies. Oitiucn or TeliN are tif lour divituoiiH, IjingAyat or Pauchami 
Kite or E£la, Mar&tlia, and Fardeshi. Of these IJingiiyat Telia an 
the mottt nuineroua. The chief oilseeds locally grown ara BufDovcr 
or kardai, niger-seed or korte or kdrla, uarthnut or bhuintug, 
and brown hemp or amhdtH. In extracting oil from thcaa aeoas 
eufflower, which pelds moot oil, is generalJy mixed vitb other 
aeode. Aft most niger-sc^^ goes to Bombay, it is not lari 
pressed. Brown bcinp does not yield much oil, but ia pre 
chiefly for its oilcakes which it j-ields hirgely: Bosidea from Ibew fooT 
seeds, oil ia pri'MHvd to ordtar froiu acDumef muslard, and Unxwd. 
Oil is also sometimes pres^ied from dry cocoa-kcmeU, but mosl 
eocoonat oil comes from outitide the Stato. Of them^ eight kinds of <m1, 
the oil pri'Bftcd from tfulHowcr, nigcr-scod, curthnut, and brovm hemp 
ia luod both for burning and cooking. The scsama oil is oaea 
apaiingly for burning uud cooking bfti it is cbieSy pressed for per' 
turners who mis it with scented oils. Tho mustara oil is u.<iea id 
pn^scrriDg pickles and as medicine. When rc-i][airod tor mcdioiaa 
garlic is asually mixed with tho mustard seed in extracting the oil. 
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Thftlinocod oil ia locally uftM by painters, butmojctlinoocdnnw i^ociito 
Bombay. Tlic cocontiutoil is cbJofly umxl in buruiiitf iind in uioiii^ 
ing tbehnir. Tn yiold twenty-six pounds (1 ■m/in) of oil 180 pound* 
of «offl"W<T lire n-<]uinil, 11(1 pouiida of nigi-r-wH-tl uii'l of carthan(8, 
320 pouuds of brown hemp, iflO pouuds of nrsumo, 140 pounds of 
liosotid, nnd foriv-eigbt potinda of dried oocounut ki-rnvl. From * 
the ToritniB quoutitiitt of oUsccd, U^eidee yielding twontyqix pounds 
of oil, MfHowcr, niger-aeed, oarthnut, and linneed ea^li yU^ld* itixty 
poaiids of oileukv, bruwu Lcmp 192 pouiids, BVHomc tbirtynix 
pounds, and L*oL-oa-kpnit'l t'i('hti-'L'ii pouudx. Mustard-scwl which 
ui niruly preased, n-f(uir«-H thirty pounds of the m.«^ to viold two 
pounds of oil. AV'lieu mixt^d with other seeds, to ratnict twentytiix 
pounda (L man) of oil, ninety pounds of safflower roquirt' li>U pouiida 
of browu h(>mp aud sixty pounds of niger-eeed, and fortyfivo pounds 
of aafflower require eighty-four pound* of oarthnut. In thoito mix- 
tuh-ts. when mixed with brown nemp, eoiHower yivlds H-1 pounds 
of oilmko. and whoa loixod with iii)>i^r ee«d or earthnut it yielda 
uixty pounds of oil cako. Bo^idc-s from ibcso seeds, !ii the went of 
the SlaU'^ oil is pre«.8ed froui the seeds of the karanj I'ongamia fflubra 
•od in Alt* from tobacco. In some villages the wive* of huvlNiiid- 
mea press small quantities of oil from castor seed or cntmU, hart- 
pea or karad hungoni, Mexican ihistlo or pivla dhoira, and from the 
■Df^sr Ipjtved physic-nut or marnjli eraiidx. Of these the t^uslor oil 
ta Qsed both in burning and as n purgative, the pivla dhotra oil as 
oiiittni^nt for »ktn diseases, and otWr oiU chiefly as medicines. 

The oitmill in general nso in Kolhdpur is simple. It con^sts 
of B wooden trough, which holds tho socds, and a wooden cylinder 
about four feet high fittecf right in the centre of tho trough witli a 
heavy cross beam on the top m a slonding-poBition, one end of which 
rests about a foot from the ground. A semicircular block of wood 
is attached to tho lower part of tho trough with a piece of wood 
projecting and forming a right angle with the upper beam at the 
end nearest the ground. On this piece of wood a lurffe atone is 
placed and communication with thu uiip^r b<iim is eiTectiHl by meiiaa 
of ropes playing on a pulley, and as tliv ropea are tightcnt-d and the 
Uodc rises the pn'sHum of the eylindor is increased. A bidlock 
blindfolded is yoked to tho upper beam. The bulloek goes round 
the Irijiigh, snd by tho revoHing of the cylinder the soods are eniHhod ' 
and formed into a moss, and by the pressure of the cyhndcr the oil 
is soueexed out and falls to the bottom of the trough, while tho 
resiauum forms into a Holid mass round the sides of tlie trough na 
mlnJco. An oilmiU Qoets £2 (Ks. 20) and holds thirty to forty 
pounds of oilseed. 

In aame villages n hand oibnill is used which consiitts nf a* flat 
•tone about live or six fc«t square with a hole in the centre, in which 
■ SCoae pestle is mode to fit upright. The coeds arc put into th« 
hole and tho pestle is turned with the hand. In the haudmill tho 
(mI rises to ibo top and runs gut over the aides into ■ not. 

Ai on Mondayn and on important holidays the mill is not worked 
■tall and on market djty« it is wo^od only for half the day, tho 
ToU or oilman works tho mill on on overage lor twenty-four days in 
a moatb. Most milts work for ci^ht months in the year. During 
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the ninn only thoao oilmen who have capital onoagh to lay in a stodt 
of oiliHH:-«U prtwH <hI. The oilman worIc» thu nil] for eight hours a 
daj. Rs(.-f^pt brown hump wbii;h takuii three or foar dan, the oil- 
man gODoraUr extracts in ono day twonty-Hix pound* (I man) of oil 
from most oiuoods. It may bo roughly i;iilini«t«d thai tv«ntv-atx 
* pni)nd% (1 ouiti) of oil which gi>nprullv fetch !}*. to 6«. (Ka. 2^-3) 

fuy tho cost of tho oil«vod, and the oikahi''H worth 1«. to I9. Gd, {&• 
2 as.) roniain as the oilman's [jrofit for one day. At this rate' the 
eaminga of an oiluxui during his eight working mootha arerugv £15 
to £-20 [Hn. Utd - 20l>). Out of this about £i (R(i.4D) go &« food of 
the biiUi)<;)c nnd £1 ( Ra. 10) aa r«Btr\-c ta raoet the oecneional co«t o£ 
n new mill or butluck. U-aviii|i; ilLO to i;i6 (Kb. 100-190) « the net 
profit of worlting one mill for eittht uioathe. Tho outturn of nil 
the local miUs in roughly csttimaied at about 9200 ton« worth ;£i2,(W(l 
(Rb. 1,3U,000). Th(! lat« import* of kero)iiut> oil which is now largely 
tiHcd by tho pooplo have not matcriullv affected the oilman's pro^t* 
an a oonsidemble quuntity of tho oil locally prosed is sent to 
Bombay by Cbipluii, Riljdpur, and Vengurla for iho oiling of machi- 
nery. Thw oil is chiefly exported by Local dealers who buy it from 
oilmen. To the people oil is gvni-iully sold by ths oilman 'a wife 
irom houK to houno. 

Kolhi(pur htu) four paper mills owned by M4lis, Klusalm^*, and 

Eajputa. Each mill employs on daily wages about six MuHalmAn 

workors called E&gdis or Kiigzis. Two luilU work od the owners' 

capitiil and tho other two 011 borrowed money. 'ITie pupvr made in 

Kolliipur it« oaumi', but strong and ghued. Sacking whieh is the 

chief raw material, w brought from Bclgjium, Kagnoli, and other 

places. About niQely-six pounds (4 moHs) of auekiag are cut into 

8iyu.U pieces and plunged in llmewster for n night. I1 in then 

redueed to u pulp iu u machine colled ttang which coiuubIs of a 

heavy woo'len lever with u heavy wooden pestle. The lever ia 

fixed by axles on two upright prists driven into the ground. At tho 

end of tilt: pestle nearest the ground two heavy tron-te«th are tixed, 

each weighing about ten pounds, the whole weight of the pcetlo 

being about fifty jiounds. The object of thin apparatus is to pound 

the fabroua material into a pulp to enoct wliit^h two men are employed 

■ fn alternately raising the pestle and allowing it U> full with u heav 

blow on n stone slab '2\ foot square finnly fixed in tho groum 

with u terraced floor round it. Three men arc emjiloyed to work 

dang, two at the lever and one lo k(v>p the uicking b»-twecn 

atoue and the pestle. From tho tedious motion of thu peetl' 

fourteen days ure required to reduce niaety>six pounds (1 mam) of 

soekiag into a ooar«e pulp. The pulp is then washed in a river or 

pond, liy placing about twelve pound* (J man) in a piece of dangri 

or course cloth gathered at the comers and tied to the waists of two 

men. These men stand in the water* up to the waist, and bj 

continually stirring the pulp bring all dirt and impuritiea to tha 

surface, aud carefully remove them. To wa«h ninety-Mj pounds (4 

m<iii«) of pulp takes' three hours. Thopulp is then brought to th« 

land, and tho water in allowed to drain ofl^ after which about ^ poand 

(I ther) of carbonate of soda or pAi>ad-khdr and two pounds (1 sh«r) 
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of lime are addod. It h agtiin poundrd in the dang tor three days 
for ttbout ton botirs ooch tim«. Aftor wliich it is ugain waehod 
und two {loaods (1 »hrr) of country eoa[> and two poimde (1 ther) of 
Umo are added. Four uon are now «niployed to tn>ud the pulp 
on ft tarrsoed floor for eevprul hours. It is then mudo into largo 
lamps and left for four days to bleach and piitrtfv, and oq the • 
fifth day it is Hgaiii lor the third tiiiiv put into thv <la»ff yAi'ivlt it 
leaves this time in the dhapc of u t)iin pulp. Tlic blea(^lic<d and putrid 
mam is covr put into u liiuo cietcm fillod with wutvr, four foot Hquuro 
and foor feet deep. Tha macs ie stirred with a bamboo, and the 
proc«88 of paper-making begins. The gelatinous mass i8 received on 
a mould cullt-d khati which coni^isU of a wooden frame throo feet 
Ion|7 2\ font hroiid and 1) inuhes dc>ep, with croon wnnden barfi at 
intervafs of thriHi indii-.i. Over t.hi» fniitift is pUevd u limiting cullod 
a tkhapri nude from the hladt-s of kavat grans woven with horao 
hair. Ovpr this matting itiiolher Ihtn franii! of wuoil in litti.^d oloM 
to thr moiild this seeoud frauiu buinj; used to keep the stuff on the 
mould, and to limit the aiise of the sheet. A man now Hitg with 
the mould in both liunda on the edge of the eiAturn, luid inclining the 
mould D little lovrarda the cistern, diim it iiitu the eiHtem, and lifla 
ilngaia Iiorii^ontally giring it u ahiiko to dintrihutv the ntuff equally 
over the mould. This in repeuled three or four times until a sufncicQt 
({uantity of the pulp settles on the mould. The inulting is tlion 
taken off the mould, and placed on a terraced Hoot called laktar 
or paktar. On depoidting it on the bakear the aido on which tho 

eiper IB formed la turned towards the floor uiid prc8»ed with the 
iind to squeeze out the water, after which the mat ling m enn'fuUy 
taken up and the sheet* of paper rcniutiut <lcpo»ito<l on the llour. 
Sheet after sheet im then tokeu off and laid one over the other ia 
B pile, until the pulp in the eisfera is exbauHtcd. The pile is tbea 
tnlroducL-d between two elout boards, over which a eouplo of heavy 
atonen are placed and a man keeps stamping on the board with his 
foot to squeeze out the eupi-rduoUB wuler. The slieels are Ihoa 
Ciarcfally separated one by ouv ujid plastered to dry on the house 
wall« which are in the tirst instance washed with white earth 
and water. At; the water is absorbed the paper dried and falls to tho 
ground. The paper at this stage is called ciis/. It is then again hung 
m the nm for a short time to dry, alter which it is mode into a large' 
pih?, and pressed with greot force to render the sheets Sat and aniootn. 
Xhc paper now requires Hntaliing by being eixed and poUalied. 
The Mi« used in Kolhnpiir is made <rf rioo gruel mixed with powdered 
tnrii or alum which is laid on both sides of the paper with a brut>h 
and allowe<l to dry iu the Bun on a ro]>o. It is then ptiHshed by 
uloclug it she«t by sheet on ua even board and druwiDK oVer it 
amartly a smooth* flint stone or shell until it is glazra. It ia 
then cut and the edg<^ arc made even. After the paper 
ia rat it is cotinted into quires or dtutd* of twelve sheets curb, folded 
r. kcd into gaeldit or folds of ten da»t<i». At Kulhapur 

I ^ids of paper called rakicha or for books, khorchi or for 

ordmarv nsc, and rdith or inferior, arc made of different sizes 
ctrcugtii and &msh. The tuAicha paper is eighteen inches long tnd 
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twnlre inchcR broad and a jra«/</i or fnld of tea dastda, cub having 
iwonty-four ft}it,i;t(( or p&tit, fetches 5^. to 6«. (Us. 31-3). Tbe 
kharc'hi pnper is fourteen incheA long and twelve iui:beH braad and a 
gadili or fold of Ion tiaxfaii, t-ucli bnving twvlvi,' )ihv<-ts orjuiiu, fvtchcs 
Is. Hfl. to 1m. 9d. (12-14 ae.f. Tbo ni»tA pupcr, ummI as wrappers, ia 
•noithor Bi?.M nor poliBhod and a fold or gaddi of ton da»ta$, oftch 
buvine twt'lvv sbi^^ts or ynni, fct<Uic» I«. lo 1«. 3iJ. (8 • 10 as.). Paper 
ia tnAoc in separuts buildinga as workhouwft. The workmen work 
ten botira n ditv and arc allowed IwcU'e bolidays in tbe j'uar. Tbe 
women and cbfldren help Ihe men in oizing and drying the paper. 
Kach mill yields u yniirly outrurn worth £75 (E«- 750) of vrbicb 
£42 (Ra.420) goi in wogu» and t'i-i (U8.330| n'main a» profit. Of 
th.' totnl yearly outlurn of papor worth £3I>0 (Rk. 3(tO0( in tbe four 
mills, about £270 (Ke. 270U) worth of paper ia locally used, £2tiU 
(Rs. 3000) in the Stato offiws and £70 (Jl». 700) by the people ; and 
the rc«l worth jC30 (Its, 300) goea to Miraj and Siinglu Sincv 1S54 
when there were eightcon paper mills einplo<,ing fi6b workers in all 
or lhirty-i«rvi'ii for ftich mill, paper-making has much di-otin«d, cb icily 
owing to imports of better and cheaper European paper. 

Four kiud£ of perfumery, scented powdor colled abir or buka, 
scented slicks called affarhaliig or udbatiit, frankincense oil or udcl, 
and dcntrifricu or Jdtvaii, arc mode by Musulnuiu and Lad At&ra. 
To make soented }Kiwder about three poundn (120 toida) of tbe dried 
flowers of j/!ioiir«an, nalda a fragrant Bubstunco nppareDtly iiomo 
8i>octti8 of dried shell-fiab, and piic/i Pogoetomon hejiieanum, nil 
coating about 2a. Bd. (Rs. 1^), are reduced to a fin« powder by 
being beaten in a stone mortar witb an iron bnr. Tbin powdor is 
Ibcn sifted through a cloth of loose texture, the coaraer grains 
being again ground, beaten in the niuriur, and aiftcd. lu tbia 
prooMi about one-fourth of the mw matoriuls goe« as wo.'ite. To tw4 
pouada of tbia fiDO powder is added u pu»tu made by mi:iing in equal 
parts throe ounces (7| tela*) uf spirit of frankinoenftp, the essence 
of sandalwood, and ros<^^ or spioe grass oil, and ^tb ounce (^V^^ tola) 
of musk, which ore all nnlui-od to paste by being beaten in a 
mortar. The whole is again crusbed in tbe mortar with a erowbar. 
'ITio result is iibir or buka whieb fetches 3k. (Rs. U) the pouud. To 
jfiukc sci-nt«^ Hti<'ks or oyarb<iiti» 1} pounds of b^bhtil chiiTCoal andJ 
one .pound of gacia powder a fragrant drug, kachora or drii-d rootrl 
of the Curcuma jtedoarin, tagar or the flowere of the Tabemie montn- 
oacoronariii, frankinwnsc, ndgarmotka or a swect-smclling grutt* 
Cyperua pertenuis, and nanilalwood aro reduced to a fine powdtjr in 
tbe enmo way as in making soontcd powder, about onv-fuurth tba^ 
quaiUity bfiing wasted in the process. The mixture is then reduoud^ 
to a paste by being booten iu a mortar. Small piocos of thiu stielu 
arc then coatfd witJi this paste. To give superior quidity to the 
sticks musk is mixed in tho paste. Sc4*nted slicks foteJi -U. to 6i. 
(R8.2-3) the pound. To moke ur/t.-/, oil ia drawn from frankiuccnso 
and mixed with sesame oil.

1317 to ftboat 1700; and 
a Uar&tba period eioco 1700. The olde«t historic {dace in tfae 
State tvoald neom to be Kolh^nr wliere io nnkin^ some cxcarfitions 
ID 18 77 tho f'luiiilniioDS of a largo BuJdhi»t relic tpoap d were 
tonied op and in the centra of the mound was foand a equaro stooo 
box wit)], on th« inner face of its s<]aar<! lid, an inHcriptioD in letters 
of abont the third coDtury bcforu Clirist recording ' The gift of 
Bamhft niado hj Bhamagufca." Cop])er and load coins and braaa 
models liaye also been found at KoltiApar which show that abont 
the Brat century after Christ it wa« umU-r nilor* who wero members 
or Viceroja of the great ShAtukami or ABdhrahhrit Ta kings of thu 
North Dcecfto, one of whom bore the nrfbo Yili«iyaknra.* About 
A. D. 150 the EejrptiaQ geographer I'tolcmr mentioDB Htpptjkam 
IV the capital of BalencnroB who governed tno aoathotn dlriiuou of 
the Deccan poniuKula. Hippokum ia probably Kolhiipar and 
ProfesBor Blidnd^rkar identilii-H HaleocnroH with the Vilir/iyakura 
of the ooins.' To about this time ur u Itttlo i^rlicr belong the 
Buddhist cftTea callud l*iiodiiv Dam ubout »ix ntilets west of Fanh&Ia, 
and the I'arAla caves near Jotiba'^ hill about uino miUe nortb<wcst 
of Ko]lu^)n^. From the Audhrabhritvtu) the district wonld seem to 
have passed to the porlr Kadambaa (A. g.30O^ whose eliiof capit^ was 
' at Palinka or Uultii iu Bclgaum about n hundred milea aonth-east of 
Kolhitpur. From the early Kiidiimb:).'* it would gpem to have paasod 
to tlio early and Western Ch^lukyas from about S-jO to 760 ; to the 
MMhtrftkntaa to973 ifromtbe HAabtmkutas to the Western Clirtlnk yaa. 
who held the district, to abont 1 ISO «ud umliTllirm to the kolKApiir 
SiMhiraa( IO50-1120) ; and to the DevjrmYidava to the Musalmin 
conaneat of the Deccan about 13?7. Of tli« early and VVvatt-rn

Vuliabha, and that tie early dofuatod the arm/ of thu KuruataK which 
was expert in di^peraiDg the kings of K^cfai or Conjereram and 
Kemb, the Choloa, tbu Fdindyae, Sbribanthu, nod Vajrata.' The 
Saugli copperplate gmnt belongs to the fourteealh king Gorind V. ^^^ 
amtiS dated Shak So.^ ;a,d. 933-31).' Of the Western CliihikyM y^ 
wbo succ-oeded the Rdshtrakntas in 073, except a copperplate grant 
from Miraj. no inscriptiou* have bevu found within Rolh&pur 
liuiita. Th<-- Minij jfr ant belonga to the king Jayaaiinhfl III, and ma 2 
made hy Lim lu lyhak 946 {a.d. 1024-25) at his victorious camp, ^ 
which, after worrisg against the toighty Cbola the lord of the city -^ 
of the Chandramila, and after aeizing the poBsessious of the lords 
of the Sevort Kutikaiios. irus loakted ntiar the city of EvUtlpura or 
Kolbdpurj for conqBenng the northern eoontry. 

'Hie* KolfaApur ^il41^<ira a poMOsecd the territory 1^'ny roand 
Eolh&pur uud m ihe^ imrtb-west part of the Belgaum district from 
aboat the end of the lentb to early in the thirteenth century a. d. 
Their iosoriptioQB are foond at Kolhipor and places in it« 
Dai^banrhood, at Minii aad atiS^^biil in the Athni nub-dirisioa of 
thB Belgaam districT Like thnrreutives of the northern branch in 
the KoDKan, the SihUulruofKoIh^purclainitobeof the liaeageuf the 
TidyAdhara Jtmatarihana* who saved the Niga king Shankbacfauda 
from Oamda by offering bis own body to be torn instead of his: 
and also like them they carried tho banner ot a gulden GaniO 
gnvamajfaruil/idhvaja. The Silihiras of Kolh&por ware Jains by 
rdiKion. Tbotr family goddees was MahAbkfihmi of KoUfoora or 
Kouiipor ; and th.?ugh this town u not ezprossly mentioned as 
their capital till SJiak 1109 (a.d. IIB7-98), it mutt always bare 
been one of the chief seats of their power, iad it f amuhea Uie moat « 
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conveniont ajmeUation oE this braacfa of tho family Eor cUatingnislucg 
it from the otner branchai.' 

All tbcit is at proHCiit known about tbo oorlior members of tho 
family is clerivcd from a oopper-platc grant of MAmyiml^ft. alao 
called Gvokaua-Atilcitk&m wna Giihoyiinn-Binga, wSicuwaa found 
eoiae]fhoro in tho neighbourhood o{ Miraj and in dated N/io/i; OSO 
(a.d. 1058-5!i), the Vilimibi SnmraUant. Iti it Jatiga I, i^ called 
'the lioD of the hill-fort of Punb^la.,' which in about ton miles to 
the north-vrcffit of Kolhiipur; Jatiga II. is citll'td ' tho king of the 
city of Tagara ;' and Guoks ix dcscribttl as p(>KKe<)Hing the coDntriBs 
o{ Earabittt, Ktindi, Miriuja, and tlic Konlcano. KnmhiLta ia 
the modom KArfld or Kurh&l in tho H&Uira district, at tho 
jnDction of tho KriNhoa and the Koyna; and Mirinja is the 
modern Mimj aboat thirty uiilcn north-cnut of Kolhipnr. Kuiidi 
is tho Throo-thousand district which in Shak 902 (a.d. 980-81) 
cooetitnted tho government of Kirtavirya I. u£ the Kiittii 
Mahdnandateahvaraa of Saundattij and which, ao far as tho itatta 
inscripttoDB ro, wns still oatirely in the pORseiwion of that family 
in Shak 970 (a.d. 104S<49), in the time of Anka, and again in 
SAoJb ]0<H(a.d. 1082.83), in the time of Kaunakairo II.; but anleeiti 
tlii<; statement of Gouka holdiug the country of Kundi i.s an invention 
or au exaggonilion, the Rattaa must sIkii-IIv before or nftor Sknk 
970 (a.d. 104S-19) have suffered some temporary loss of territory 
to which no allusion is made in their own iuscriptioQi. And the 
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pMOseasion hy Gnnba of part of tho Kookona, ppobabljr in tho time 
of N<ff&rjunii. oC tttu Kortb Rooknoa branch of tho BUfUiAnie, who 
waa intermeditttfl between Chhittaniift (Shah 9iG, A.D. 102i-2»J, 
Knd Miimmunt or Uumviini [Shak 982, a.d. 1000-61), nud us 
to tlie HvenU of whose reign the inscriptioiu of Im bmily are 
aitcat, IK corruborai«d hy a pnsMee coDcemia^ Anantivp^i or 
Anantadera, tbe aonof Ndgtirjuua, which has beenqiiotcdbj Mr. Fleet' 
(o ahow tlut tho king of Kdpartlikativipa who was killoct bj 
Jajakesi I. of tlm Eiiidambas of Qoa, must have buuu Nflg&rjuuB, 
and in which the expression 'a tiino of niiafortiiDc b-om reUtive« 
that hjwl bfcomo bostilo' jilfiiiily Hbows that J»yak«8i J. who then 
overran and devastated the whole of that part of th& Kunkana, had 
lak(.>n advanto^ of dissensions and contoots between tbe Sildhitnus 
of tho Konkan and tboir rulativca of Kolbiipnr. In the same 
iDscription of Miintsiiiiliftj Ouvivla. I. or Qubala is called ' the lord uf 
the hill-fort of Kihgila or Kbihgilk' This place, which wiut altio 
tlitrnsimha's cnpitA], baa not yet be«n idootitictd. Like bis auc<;«Hsor8 
UAmsimba etylcs hiin.soU uidy a MiiJidmandaUshcura, but fpvat no 
iodicatioQof anj paramount sovurei^n of whom he wat) the foudatorjr. 
It is not Ukvly, however, that thu SiUbdraa were iudvpcudoat 
tbrooghonb the wbolo of the period for wbicli ri>cordii are araibible. 
Tho ijiUh/ira nrinooss Cbandaladovi or Chaadnitekba, who was one 
of tbo wives of tbo Western CbAluk^'a king Vikram^itya YI. was 
jirobaljly a daughter of Miirasiniba. 

The next namo in nwpcct of which thoro bos boon any historical 
information is that of Bbo i a I . Ho »c«tns to be nnduiLbtedly the 
Bhoja who iuradod the territories of Achugi 1. of tbe family of tho 
SioJhn3/(iA<£nwii<ii/*«Acwrfl«of Ki-arnlKirayp, and wbowiirtsucccsBfally 
ronaUod bj Achagi. Tbi» must have been in about 5/iaJt 1020 
(*.D. 1098-99). 

There is an inscription of Ballila at Honrnir near Kilgal. which 
iotiiuates that he miod in oonjuactioo with his youngor brother 
Gandar^ditys.* Bat it is not dated, and it gives oo hJBtorical 
information. 

The soecoeeioD was ooiiiinaed by O&ndar^tyn, also called 
Arfana-SJnga I., tho yonngcst uon of Mirosimba. Hin inscriptions. 
mnge from 8hak 1032 for lOSl (a.d. IIOO-IO) tho Virodbi ' 
mmvattara, to Shak 1058 for 10^7 (a.d. 1 ISS-'JO) the RAkshaaa 
MMiUMtaara, and arc found at KolhApur itself and at T^lslem in tho 
mrigbboorhood.' In Shak 1031 bo wm governing tho Mirinja 
country, togotber with Saptakholla and a part of tlie Konkaaa, mid 
his capital was Tiravdda in tbe Edendd diatrioi.* In 8hak 1057 
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liMcrtBet vcnioaa u« ginrn in Qrahaai'i KulUpur, S2ii"lS0. 
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his capital wn3 Valar&da, whicli, ns siiggeatod by Sir Walter Elliot, 
ia proDa1>ly the modem V&lva,' about siztooa milw to tbo south 
of Kolli^pur. 

Qandar^itya was saccoodod. by hia son VyiQ^jj|^]Qp or Vijnjr^rka, 
also called Ayyana-Singa 1 1., whose inscnptJona range from 8hak 
lOQc,*ioT 1064 (a.i>. 114.2-43) the DuDdnblii i«»mr«(*.ra, to Sfiak 
I07B for 1075 (a.d. 1153-54) tho Sbrimakh mmvaUara, and are 
found at Kolhnpnr, Miruj, Bflmni near Kfigal, and Sodlinl ia tho 
Betgaam district.' His capital cooticitLod to bo at Valarida, In 
the copper-pUto gnnt of hin eon and successor Bhoja II., 
Viiayltditya is tiuid to hnTo n^instat'Od tbo ruleni of tho province of 
Sthdniikft or Tliiina nnd the kings of Oova or Goa. Tho first 
statemvnt must roft^r to somo ussitttniicu n.'ndurud by him to his 
relatives of the Konkana branch, after the reign of Anantapiila or 
Anantadcraand boforu tbo ruign of Apiiriiditya ; aod it was probably 
through this aesistanco that Apanlditya came to roignatall. The 
date that ia aa-ually allotted to Apar.-lditya ia Shak 1109 (i.D. 
im7-8tf] :' but, that this miist Imvu boon towards the end of his 
roign, and that he waa reigning betweon Shall 1058 and 1068 (.k.d. 
113i>-1145)fhas boen shown by Dr. BUhlDr ;* and this proves almost 
concluNiTely that it was Apaniditya whom Vijnyiiditya reinstated at 
Sthfinuka. Tho Ktnteinout rogaming tho kiugs of <rova, if it rofora 
to any events affecting Gob itaolf, and unloHS it simply means that 
the Konkana Sil^h^raS continuod to boar the title of Icings of GoTa, 
though the pla-C'C itself wa» loat to them, muat »llade to some 
ooeurrcncos botxToon rlio time of Jayakeei IL and Pcrmidi of 
Shivachitta,of thuKtidambsHof Goa, to ^hich no reference ie made 
in tho K^damba inscriptioaa or ia any othora that haro as yot come 
ifi notioo. 

Vijayidityft -was tiiicooedod by his son Bbq| » Tf. alw collod 
VijayfiditvadoTana-Singn, whoso inHcriptions rango m)m Hfiak 1101 
for llOO*(A. n. Il78-71t) tho \ i\&mV\ ^amvafnara. to Shak 1116 
(a, D. 1193-04) tho Promi&di or Fntmdtdiohu <(imcii(«arci. Uia 
fitono-tobleta are found at Kolhfipup ;' and r coppor-plate crnnt of 
his nign has boon produced from tsomuivhcrv in tho S^tnni iTiHtrict.* 
,In Shak IIOO ValftvAda was his capital, hut in Shak 1109 his 
cnpitul was Kotlipnnt, tho modum kolKiipur itiieU, and in Shak 
1112 it was Pannalsdurga, or, as tlio SanaKrit vcraiou of the uarao 
is, Padman^ladnrgs, the oill-fort about t»timiio» to tho norlh-woHt of 
Kolhipur. That ho woa etill reigning in Shak 1137 {hJ>. 1205-6), 
the Krodhana aamvat^ara, is shown by a note at the end of tho

Bhoja leems to have been the gntatetb of the dynasty and is said by 
trftdition to havs reigned over th« tract extendi:^ fr"m jbflJifrhfr*'** 
h ill Do rth of SAtAra to the Hiranrates hi riror sooui or ^^wpar 
*aA ioolndin^ jil^hesoat|^rj^^^ct of thu Konkan as for as 
Sa dishiTgttd or ff&rtym H ottaKaoara- TTn [^ ^]■.^^ npnted builder 
of liftt^trKift fni-ta air rtf which BAyda, Bbudar c ad . jtJielaa or 
Viahitl gnd Panbdla, PAvaogadi aad SMi^ ;ij;»'i ■"•« \^ y nmitpnr limits. 
Bho]a Jl is ssid to bavo ospeeialfy devoted hiy attention to Lho 
sobjiigution of tbo hill tribes on the West Xolhipnr frotitier and is 
tberefore styled in one of his iDBCriptioas asa thonderbolt lerellinff 
the Diountjun-liko race of tho torbiilunt chleCs who had eabjugatoa 
the biU fortfl.'> 

Witb the exception of what has boon noted above in coDDOction 
with Vijav^ityn, the inscriptions of Gandariditya and bis saccessors 
ffiro no historical details. Dotv aa regards the terminatioD of 
tbeir power, thcro has boca no traco of any mombcr of tho 
hmily after Bhoja II. ; and, as in Shak UiiS (a.u. I21^>14), tho 
Shrtrankba samvaliiara, the Uovgiri-Y&dav king Singhnna 11. was 
ia posttcasiou of the coautry rou&d Mimji as is prorvd by his 
Khcdr/tpiir inscription,^ which records tho grant by him of the 
villago of KadaladAmavida, the modem Eorundvdd, id tho Mirinji 
country; and as inscriptioiA of Singfaaua 11. shortly after that date 
■ro foand nt KoIKApar itself,* it woald seem that Bhoja IL was 
the last of his family, nud that he was overthrown and diftposseose^ 
by Singhana II. in or soon after Shak 1131 (a. d. 1209-10), the 
Snokia eamvaUam, which was the cotnmeDceinent of SinghuDu'e 
reign. This is borne out by oao of Singbana's inscriptionn dated 
Shaft 1160,^ which speaks of him as having buun 'a TOry Gamda ia 
putting to (tight tho serpent which was tho migbty Icing Bhoja, 
wfaoeu habitation was Pannila.'" There nru some iuticnptiona 
extant which show tliat the descendants of Singhana exerciiuxl 
ai^iurity in KolhApur. It nu^y b« assumed that tho territory 
remained part of tbe dominions of tbo Y&davs of Dergiri, though 
probably the connoction was tnorcly nominal, as tho huly port of 
tho eOQDtry was occoiaed by Martilha fdUgan. 

'After tbo overtbrow of tbe TAdav dynasty by the Mnaalm&is 

the eastern subdivisions of Kolb^pur came nnder the Bahmani kings

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ol tho Deccan (1347-1 489),' but it was not till the reign of AUrt-n d-din 
II, (HUU-li^?) tliot«nt]i king of the dynasty, that an attempt waa 
raatle U.} brinjf tlie wt-'sU-ni P»rt "f tlic dislrictiiito aubjaotion. In 1453 
tho Bnhnxuiigenvi-iil .Miilik-ul-Tujir waa persaadedby a iiUja in the 
Koiikiui bolongiDg to t he KliJrku fuuii ly, whom lie bad captured and 
wisliffj to flonrert to tho Faith of Isldin, to m&kean attackon Shankar 
Rdi tlio R &ja of Khc-lua or ViahiiiLri ij. whom the cunning Hindu 
declared to ho his rival and enemy. When lliQ Muaalmdn general 
bcsttatvd on account of tho <liffi<;iilt nature of tho coantrj, lu'a 
objections were obviated by tlit; proposed convert promising to act 
lu guide and tht) nrmy accordingly not forth. For two daya the 
march waa boaet by no difBi^uUics, but ou tho third day the invadera 
were Iwl by inlricato patli* through a wild Bavago coniitry, to 
dcscriho tho horrors of which cxbauat^ the Muhaminadaii hintoriaa'a 
stock of hyporbolo. Thoy were finally led into a doDBO forest 
turroiiudod oa three etdos hy moimtaias, and their condition 
baring been betrayed by their treacli«Kius guide to tho enemy, thoy 
were uttttckod rtt lulduigbt, and nearly 7001), among whom was the 
general, arc said to h&vo boen maasucrud. 

Several years then elapsed before the Musalm^aii made a fartlier 
effort agft'inat Viehfllgrad. At last, in 1469, Muhammad ShiUi 
BoliniaiiL II. (]4(j3-1182) scut his minister M&hoiad Qdw^ 
at the head of a powerful army against Shauknr K&i. More 
cnniful than his unfortunate produoo»9or, tho new Balimani goncnil 
took every precaution that prudence could suggest. Having cut 
bis way through the forest by fire aiid the axe ho besieged tho fort 
of Yiohfilgnd, and when obliged aftef a lire montW siego to 
discontinue operationa, iu couse^iionce of the aetting in of the 
Tains he left iho passes in charge of 10,000 seasoned troope, and 
with the rest of hiB army proceeded to Rolb&pur, where he cantoned 
during the raiuy season. As soon as tho weather admitted of 
niihlary operatianB being carried on he resamed his former position, 
and, as tlic bistorian above nllnded to rayx, 'by (itratagem and 
gifts of mouev obtained possession of tho fortress of Khclna, which 
had never till llien biron in tho hands of the MusalmiLna.' Evan 
after this success he did not leave tho country till he had thoroughly 
snbjngBted it and tnkon ample revenge for tho loss of the ticst 
nrmy. After this bo took Ooa; and one of his officers, Khnsb 
Kadflara, who received on the occasion the title of Kbdiwar Khjlti, 
was on tho rotarn of the army ti> Bedar, placed in charge of the 
ncwly-conquered diatricta. 

Kiahwar Khdn, for aome unknown reasoTi, transferred the charge 
of Croatoono Xajm-nd-din Gilani, on whoso death one of his officors,

as well aa otlior places, being instigated to this oour»o Ly Yusiif 
Adil Khlin. then odo uf the uublea of the UahmAni king, hut who 
aitorwarda (I4S9- 1510) became himself kiii^ of Bij^pnr. BnLadur 
Gil^ni, tliiis estAbltalied in ft poBJtiou of seuii-iadepeDoence, nrnilud 
himfielf of his command of the soa coast to send «xpedition8 ftgnioBt 
Bombay sad to soise vessels tralong'iQj,^ to Gujor&t. Thia codduct 
nfltumlly oxcit«d thoanger of MahiniidBcigada(14&l)-151I] tho king 
of the latter ooantrj, wlio in 141>3 sent an ombaasj' calling on the 
Bahmnni kiog'topiinishUiiirobolUaus vassal, failing wtuch.tlioUujftrAt 
pri uco stated, be 'n-oald have to employ bis oirn troops. This measago 
aruu-sed MahiuudfShiihBahmani 1I.(H82-I51d), wtiaprevailedonhig 
fcudiitoriea (so soon to become independeat princes) to asEi&t; liim 
sad marched ogaiost Bahadur GiUui. The latter fii^ took »p liia 
nwidoDco at Sankcshvar from whence ho Hod on tho approach of the 
roj&l forces. Uis troops were then defested near Miraj, and that 
fort was gnrroDdcred to tho kiufr, oq which Bahrtdur mado oflora 
of sabmission. He was promised more favonrable terms than he 
could liave expected, so much so that, coacoiviiig that 8iich 
gonerositjr could onlj proceed from -neakness, he rejected them 
and renewed hostilities. In tlieae, however, ho was so uusucoessful 
that he had to take refuge in I'anbita. Unfortunately for himself 
be (jiiitted the fort, and after agnio negotiating, and again rejectine 
tho terms oflorod to him, ho was killed in. an action with the royw 
troops, sod hij estato oryu'<;tT, iucludiag Kolh^pur, was bestowed 
apon Aia-ul-MuUc tiiUui. 

In 1498. on the dissolution of tlie fiahnmni kingdom and tlis 
eleraiion of itit cliief roiiun,tone.i tiito the position of sovereign 
princos, Kolhfipur and tho adjoining country foil to the sharti of 
mttnur^ The bitter kiuga of thin dynasty, vspvcially the tw<y 
IoHEim3, ^AiH much atlcutiou to tho fort'ificotion of Paubila, 
which Ihey strengtboned considerably, as is attested by the Dumer- 
ous PerainH iu^crtpuoii» still extant there. 

When the great Shiv^ j i entered upon his work of creatiog a 
nation and founding an empira, the hill-forts in the Kolh^piir 
territory were t*>o favourably situated for his purpose not to attract 
his notice. Tho diatricta of Mirai and KolhApu r were held at tho " 
time by Kuatum Zamao ixtjii^'tr from BijApur, and there aro good 
re&sona for believing thuL im allowed bimself to bo bribed. Kitbcr 
by bribery or BtraUgem ShivSji iu 1659 obtained ponaoasion of 
P anh&ta and tta neighbour Pitvanga d aud from tbiii puinl iVappul 
ho reduced Ittoma n ml ^Jmlni* <?T Vithrtlffml. logutbur with (ho 
other forta in the district above and belovr the Sabyidris. lio 
soon made uso of liis oew ocquisttiona. After dcfenting Itnatuu 
Zanilln near Panb^la he assembled his forces at VisbAtgad and 
tbeuce carried on oporntiops ii f tho Konkan , where heac<|uired both 
terrritory mid booty. Sub-teqnenlly (13l>l) whon the Bijiijiur nriny, 
under 8idi Juli^r, marcbud agt^nat him to avongd the Mlnughtcr ot 
Afsal KhAu »ud bis uriiiy, ShivAji uhut himself up iu Panhiila, 
wbsDCo, after enduring it lour modtba' sieg'>, be escaped by » 
BO4V-S0 
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oharncteriHtio str»tagxim ttni fled to B^nnia.* Hts fWghi left 
PttnfaA1» ivb tfae merer of the Bijftpur kmg; hnt ShiTAji etill 
retoiocd VUhSlgad ana from tlist cjnej nndiima^cd hy tho hostilo 
forces gathering from all cinartcre, lie swooped down on Madh ol 
the jii'jir of Biiii Ghorpadc, n^^inst wbom ho had long vowed 
Timgi^DCo For MMxing hta father hhilliilji and dcKveriag Irini to tho 
BijApnr autborities. IliH position aC Vishiilgad a)80 enabled tiim 
io rucuTUr possctnion of I'nnhilla in 1673, and natter its wnll« he, 
in the following vear, defeated tie Rijftpar troops. Panhiila was 
8iib»<:-qtK'ntJy iisca lu n place of ixtnfiootDont for Sbivftji's eldest 
son SatabhAii. who waa thero when \m tather died in IfiHO, and 
who Tiini! jrears «ftcnvard9 sailtod forth from it to bo surprisod and 
captured by tho Xusaltn^ns. It would appear (bat tho place w«« 
actually being' besieged by Takarrib Kb&n at tlie time when 
Bnmbhiiji loit tbo place and went to Sangamosbvar in tho 
Konkan, where he gave himself up to rintons living with his 
unworthy rttvouritu tho Driihmatt Katnsha. So entin^ly wiut ho 
giTcD up to hifl pleaBureH that Ibe Moghnl general, who bad 
received information as to whoro ho wtva, followed him with a 
dotnohmoDtt and sciKcd him before SamblUji had any idoa that 
there vroB an enemy in the n^ighbonrbood. Tho dcoth of Sanibh&ji 
and the capture of the infant eoo of the latter by the Moefaala 
Blade R^iArAm. the second son of ShivAji, tho dt) faeto R4]a of 
thu &LiirAthua. White he carried on operations in the itonth 
he lef t hJH family at Vighilif ad in comparative security, m, though 
Panlit^fa hatl been speedily taken by Aurangaeb'a Eorcefl, yot 
VisbiUgad and K^ngna with the adJAceut country bold out atill 
undor Kitmchandm rant, tho ancestor ot tho prosont Pant AmiLt^ 
uf Burdu iu KoUiEipar.'-' Tbe tenure o£ Panhiila, tooj by tbo 
Conquerors was but temporory, as tho place was ero long rotakeo 
by Piirasburdm Trimbak. After his escape fiom Gini!, BAjdrAm 
again visited Vish&lgad ; but during thu latter part of his reign 
the muxL imp<.)rtant operations he wsa engaged in were all carried 
on in the conntry situated to the north of Kolh^pnr, and his death 
took place tn__170D at the fort of Sinhgnd near Poonn, n month 
before S^ULra, then besieged by the Uoghals, fell into the bandts of 
. Aurant^b. _^^__— ^^_^^— ^^^-^^^^^ 
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On the death of R^jirttm liis older widow Tiirdbrf^ who was the 
mother of hia eldest son ^^^^jj. placed the lalteV'lion tea ycara of 
age, on the throne, and assumed charge of the sdniinistration, aided 
therein by the Pant AmiltTn, tho SenApati,' and Fanmhurilm 
Trimbak whom sho made Pratinidhi. Her first act wae to plueu 
in.confinemeat her hoslMind's aeoond widow BAjaabii) with tho

JIis siege oi toe 
former plaoe poMoswa n spceinl intfiroBt as, while ho wiia engaged 
on it ill 1701, he rccoivod Sir William No rria, aa ainba^^or 
Bont to hiin on twhiilf of tho new Kant India Company with 
letters from tha Sing of England. The anntvliat of the Evtt imlia 
Company ^ii'os a very elnb'^rnte uccoimt of tho amb&ssiulor's 
p«>o«-'(8ioa on the occasion of Ilia r(>ceptioa on the 28th of April by 
the Emperor, bot refrains from givioff historical iuformation, of any 
impurtance. We only Icam that Sir William M«rrLt pre^entod 
200 gfold mohara to Auran^zcb, that bia aQgotitttiuna on behalf 
of the new Compuiy wer e noBOCCoaaful , and that he finally took liin 
leaTs of tho Great Uogbol on tbe Mb of November. Anrong-noh, 
however, waa ere lone called avay by the state of his affairs towards 
Abmwluii^ivr, and the effects of his absence were hooh pvrovivod. 
Tho Pant Am^tya shortly after the Binperor'a departure toolc 
Panb^a by ettcal yle, whareapon T^nlb^i took itp hor 

u^Tfrnnd the pjaco wiia for ma ny yoara thw ^ Ti rl u fi 

Kolbipur. The Uaritbia met wUn eqiuii huocmm uiitcwhore, and 
the Hoghal power ia that part nf tho country wna annihilated; 
hot aft«r tho death of Aarau^ob iu 1707 a Ktrnko of policy 
wsA efToctcd by his succcsaor which chucked their onward 
prof^reaa by the divisions it excited among thorn. This was the 
release of ShAhn. the son of Snmblutii, who woe oncoaraged to ssftnino 
bis plaoo as h(«d of tho gnlion. lie accordingly i^eut letters and 
neaaengars to the leaders of tlto Manithfbt, calling on them for 
aasiatanco and annonoring hi-s approach. TflriLbili, however, wag 
out diaposod readily to give up tho iLiithonty she had ao long lielilt 
or to ftoe her son's claim to the sovereignty set aaide. 8ho there- 
fore affected to treat ShAhn aa an imnoe tor, and was enpportod in 
her reuscance by the 'leading men of toe Mar^th^ who led an army 
against the F^randuou of Hhivliji. 

Shahn, however, managed to win over to hii; canso one of tho • 
ableat of the generals opposed to him, after which ho defeated TAnt- 
bii's forces, and in 1708 ob tained po sseBsion of SAtdrjij where he** 
(nrmally seated himself on the tlirotie^ He pressed on operatioiiB 
in the following year ntpiJuat Kol hii p ar. and at first mot with con- 
•sderablo success. Psuh^la a nd Via^SIgad falling intf^ his hnn<l8 and 
Tirtibili being obligo^i to fly ioto the Kot ikan. Aft^:r this aDcce.«8 
ho withdrew his forces in order to attache ^he Punt Sachiv, bat no 
sooner were they withdrawn than the energetic T^rdbiti rutunytd 
and r eoovered Fanh ttla. All her hoiws, however, "were fnwtrated 
and hor prospects blawted by llio death, ia 1712, of her son Sfai Tiji 
8be wan on this event immcdtatdy plncecl in contjaoroent togetber — ^ 
with hor »oa'» widow Uliaviinibtii, and SanibliAji, the aocoud son tV/ 
of liajiirAm, Wfks pW-vd on tho gridi, thu admin iatmtion being 
oonductfd by mmchaodr ii the Pant Am4tya o f Biyj *- "^he cldc»t 
MOD of the Pmtittidhi joioud thu c^dso o£ SambhiLji, which was 
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fiirtlior Ktrengtlioned by ihe Rupjiort of Saijcrttr Ohifge of Klt^. 
Tho disHeiiHiotis hclwccu tic tutaccndaatfl of ShiTAji were actively 
fo ineuU.ll liy Chin Kul' Kh iJii, tlm fimt H'lrAm, whwHo policy it wna 
to wookon loo Ma'rlltfadM, anJ wTio xhrvvt liis iitflncnct' int<i the HCftlo 
on Ihfl side of Sambh&ji. On tlm other hand ShAha was ausistod 
\iy tjio genius of the finrt Pi.-Bhw]v ItAli^ i ViabvaDitli, and tba 
Pratiiiidhi,* nnd was favoured by tho Mog-hftI Emperor, whose 
feniJuttiiy lio profeattod U> be. It in not nceresury to follow boro in 
detail the fiuctuation« uf the atriiggle thnt continued for yearn 
botwooti tlio KolbAimr an<l SAt^rii pitriicit. The hitttT, wbilo hold- 
ing their own Dj^iast Kulhdpur, directed their attdntion chiefly to 
iifliiirB in tbo D4rth ; but in 1 7 2') [ a orisiii was broaght about br tho 
ill-judgod action of thu Kisdin, vrfao claimed to be arbito r in tbo 
(liHpntc betnrcon BhiUin anTT SAmbhAjj, and seqnoittratocl some 
territory bclouging to tbo former peDding it« settlement. SbAba 
nnd tho PoHhn'a on this diroctotl tboir wholu powor i^ninst the 
NisJim and hiit ally Snmblifiii. Tho Nic/iin was soon obligvd to 
give up the cauKO uf Sambhiiji, and the latter hmnghb donti the 
vungcauco of ^li&hu en his head by ru]tH;ting tho uvvrturvx tnnde 
to him ; after which, vrhou moving with on army towards fi&tAra, 
ho WM ntterly defeated by tho I^rntinidhi and driven to Panhitla 
with tho loss of ull bis baggage. TtiriLbdi and her danghter-ia-1aw 
Bbavioib&i, the widow of SliivAji II., were taken prlKinorB on 
this oocoeion and confinvd in tho fort of SittAra, Sambhltji by this 
defeat was so rcdacod that he woa obliged to come to t^irnis, and 
in 1780 a trea ty was coDclnded by which be gave nn t d^^laimg 
to territory nortli Qf _}l|]> _yArni>, Tiypp his Bovfre'jfiilj^DBi 
acknowlodgod over tho traot o

Vims and Krishna on the north and north-east and theTutigbludnt 
fta the fioiith, and ovot the part of tho Konkan between 8dlsi and 
Ankola. It doeB not appear that the whole of the tract of 
country thus defined was at any time in the possession of tho 
Rdj^ of Kolb&pur; and reading between the lines of the treaty 
the real purport of the instrument seems to have been that the 
KoUijipiir R&}&» might ma|tfJ^]lftLlaaffaa^hflpLJikfl d to the eo uth 
o f the V&rna. provided ibey kept that river as iheir uorthora 
, - boundary and did not cross the Krishna on the east. SambhAji 
nnd his snccessora indeed seem to have made hardly any attempb 
to asanme tho sovereignty of tho whole of tho districts thns made 
orer to thom, and some thirty-four years after tbo date of the treaty 
the Peehwa gmntcd to tho rntvnrdhan family a largo saranjdm, a 
very cooHidorablu portion of which was ailunted in these very 
district^., Tho effect of the treaty was t o isolato KulMpur from all 
of tho territory, and consetjuentiy Irom partici- 
tbe stirring events that took placo thera Such of tho 
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KotliApar princes as hsul ony spocini onurgv coutontoil IIiciimoItos 
with fuuds VfilL thu neigbljouring chiof», ann with pirBcj'j in which 
Iftjit pursuit thoy acquired coiiRidorablo proficiouoj aad an ovil 

rcpaUitiua. ■ 

Before twenty years had olapsed inym tho dnto of the treaty, 
eront* acotiuxl to bo to pding to tlio unJo o uf botli brnncl|pB of * 
SbiT&ji'« family nndor one head. SMhu, the ItAja of Siiliira. Iiad 
lost liis only iwkj tui<l being' now ndviincuJ iti yoiirs it liccHme 
incambcnt on liitn to ndupt. NotwithHtnndin^ hia proloiiged wara 
witti hit coiixin Sambh^ji ho in iliid omcr^iioy tli<iiight of adopting 
tho labtur, and ihu Kuthiipur prinof), being EUpportud by Sh^hu's 
wife, seemed likoly t« succeed. Snch an arrangement, howovor, 
would have buvn fmUU to tho prospects of th y Foebwa'a par ty. whosO 
inUireBt it was t odiridethe family of ShirAji and to keop the IWja 
of SAtAra n puppet in their bands. At tbi« jiinvturu u discovory 
WW made, or pretended to be mitde, which materially alUtrod ttiu 
aspocl of tho (pivstioii. It will bu n-oolluotvil tluil on llio dc>ntli of 
Sniv&ji TI. of Kolhdpur bis mothin' Thi&b&i and hiit widow Ithnr^ni- 
bai wore place<l in confinement, and that thoy afterwards (ell into 
tbe hnnda of (ho S&tAra Riija. It was now asBortod t hat Bb*Ylinib< ii 
at the tiii vcofhor bnaband'w death waa n regpi mt . aad thatibo luid 
afterwanls btriKj aaon RArirAm whoao lifo TirAhta managed to «ave, 
at tho same time that she kept his existence a aecret, by getting; him 
conveyed out of tlit- fort vi PiuihiUa and mat to a aiator of [thuvilni- 
bAi's who broaght him up. Such aa aoaertion of ooarw made at ■ocb 
a cneifl did not meet with anivdrsalcredoace. It was loudly auerted 
by the partisans of Sambhfiji that the 00-callcd povtbomous bod of 
Bbiriji was epnrioiia, an^ arrangemcnta were mailo tr> oppoM bit 
preteuaioas. Whilj this diacnasioo and these preparations were 
graag on, Shiha (1719) lay on his deatli-bcd coRstanlly 
att«nd«d by hts wife, wbo was oppo«ed to the Peahwa. TTie latter 
howe7pr, it u said, managed to ohuio a aecrei interriew with the 
Bija, whom be persttaded to sign a deed o m p owt r ipg the Peahw a 
to royern the whole MarAtha empire on condition of Big luMipfag 
np UMdi^ty of tliehooae c«f Bointii in the peraoo of lUitmM, 
T&iihii't grandfloo, and Iiia deaoeooHita. The dociinicnt fnrtW 
aclmowIed^?d the tsdcpeodeooc of the Kolbipor Stale, ftod gave, 
the Peabwa power over the Uaratha J4yt*ddr». 

Tho qnestioa wheiher RijAria wa« or waa not Um eon of Sbivf !t 
and whether the deed ol ecsaon to the Fealnra via or wm not naAij 
executed by Hbabo, is one tl«t hae been ntecb diagawwwH ] kmI the 
h'ntoriana koanlataart B IrttotO— a ad Grant T>nfl ;jpo«iie 
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Jijibdi , according to his wishes, wlccted for adoption the son of 
^SnSji BboLLs la of KMaval a colIat«rAl descendaDt oFTEeTouso 
ol filuviiji. Thia step, howovur, was etrou^Iy oppusod by tbo 
PeshwA, wlioao interest it was now to unite, sa it had fonn«Hy beon 
to divide, the SiLtAra aiid Kolbftpur families. Jijibdi, howerer, 
■ muukced to obtain possession of the boy; and the Ptwhwa, 
unwilling to oflur open oppoBiUon to an arraugomoDt no macfa io 
accordance with Hindu fooling, religion, and custom, acknontedgod 
thu udoptioo vrhicb ho coulii u<jt prevent, aud did eo irtth an good 
a grace as [Xissible, presonting the neual honorary dn'»'<08 and 
gilt«. Tho boy thus adopted received the uame o! ShivAji , and 
duriug his long Hiiiiority tbti Kolb^pur State was admimstored by 
hiti adoptive inother Jij!b^. 

IliJH iH.'rio(l watt a diaaatrona one for KolhApu r. T]:f P.-qJiwa, in 
ordt-r to keep it in check, estahlialie d th o powerfal im mlv ol i'jttva r- 
tll mp»on th « pastern fronti^ n y ith a large earanjdm siifticient tor 
tho maintenaaco of 8000 horsa Afterwudx, irritated at the com- 
msnieation kept np by the Kolhipor co urt with the JfigAm. he 
deprirod tbo State uf the two diatriota of Chi kodi an d M^noli, which 
ho bestowed on tho PatvardhauB. He reBlored th»m, it is trae, 
aft«rwnril«, Imt the example he set was folluwod nnd the dislricta in 
qiiestion constantly changed hands during the ancceodiug tifty years. 
Thenjpirncy_iDcrt«i««d to snch an extout tli»t in 1765 an expedition 
was Bent iroin Bombay against tbo maritime posseiisiirafl of 
Rolbapur, and Fort Auyiiatus or Malvun wna taken by tho R ngliah.' 
In tho following year a troatv was entered into, the first one 
between tho British and KoTfiiTpiir, in which it was stipulated that 
tho fort should bo roeiorvdoupajmont of £'3S,2'S9 128. (Re. 3,82.8ft6). 
It was further a^^roed that the EngliHli should ba allowed to cfttablish 
a'factory in the neighbourhood of Malvan and should hftvo full 
freedom of trade. Other commercial privilpges were concodod, 
provision was made against pirai;y and wrecking, and tbo treaty 
cnnrlude.t with tho following fourteenth article, which shows a nome- 
whnt«i«tiitiMlipIoinacy on tho part of the Kugliah : ' Malt&nljii .lijibdi, 
the Riini, njjTcua, should the llonoarable Compauy bv Btl«L'kcd and 
they ahould require her sHeistanc^, to provide them with what 
. troops they may want, they sapplyiug them with proviaons only. 
The Uouourablo Company in like nmnrior agrees to ojitiist the RAni 
should it bo oonveaioot for thorn.' 

Tho name of tlie Kogpiit JijibSi hiM terrible asaociationa connccied 
with it ia Kolhitpiir. it is related that one night the goddess Kltli, 
under her manifestation os Sita, appoitrcd to her with tho intimation 
that to socore prosperity tho ehnuo of tbo goddcBS at PBnbfila, 
where Jiiibiii always rceido<i, ebould bo kupt constantly wot with 
htiman blood. The intimation was obeyed bat too implicitly, aod 
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pftrlicfl seDt out hy the Rc^^nt at night constantt; scoured the 
Qvighboiirhnod of Panli&la to procure freeh victiuis, ivlio were 
Mcri(ic(Hl nt a npot in the inner furl whivli is still puinted out with 
horror. 

Id 1 772 JijibAi died , leavioe her adoptive Bon stJU a minor and 
surrouiidud hy onemioa. The Peahwa'sJirpppB were enduuped on iho • 
Krishna and committed Krvni di-TastAtiou iu tli<: caatem districts of 
the KulliApar t^rritorj' : Koabe rrAv Trimbalc, one of tlie l^tvanllian 
Saranj&tnd&r!i, was aiakiug raidi< frum tliu liumu quarter, while Iho 
Fan t rratiaidJii oF Au ndh waalhreateniug hoatiiiteo from the north. 
Ea hTaatriT Shiuda . the miutateriu whoxo bjiiids the adiniu iDtration 
then WM, Bboifcd oonHidtiniUIe energy. He eutered into nejfotiationa 
with Haidsr Alt of Mnistir, with the object of getting awiHtaoco 
from that prince aoiJ mi piabin ^ the Feabwa M fldhavrAff by getting 
bia uncle and rjyal I^ghuatthr Av installed in his pliuw, at tbu 
oaine time that he induced the Peahwu to withdraw hia troops from 
the Krishna, and routed the Patvardban. He safferud, howeyor, 
a BJgna] defeat at the hands uf the Tratiuidhi, and viaa so vroakenctl 
that KonherT^f agnin overran the country and iwd sieg& to 
Kolluipur. The tide tlion tamed again for a time. Inaligutcd by 
the CourtatPoonathecbiefsof Kllgal,B^vda,a&d ViehAigtuliR 1777 
rose in revolt agaiuxt the minister, but R»liTantnt%- Shindu, oideil 
by tiaidar AH with money, defeated them without difficulty, and 
then turnL-d kin nnns against the ofhcer doptiUid by the PoMowa to 
recorer Chil^o^ftq d ^noli. whom he drove out of those distncts. 
This BUCoORsTnewor^sproTed in the end diuLstrouB to Kolbilpur 
as it brought the Poena Court to sco the necesaity of strenuous 
oSerts, and ]t^h^i^Sii|£L was acoordingly despnbcbed "with a 
large force agaSaST^oISRiu-. The Darbar of that State applied 
hastily to Kaidsr AU, who promised to send a force of 25,000 
men, but these roiDforcotuoiits did not arrive ia time, ho that the 
KolhApur authoritien wore obliged to come to terms with Sindia and 
to agroo to laaki! a payment of £150,000 (lis. 15 WiA*) for which 
Cbikodi and Manoliwi^ru given ua BUcurity. The Knlh^pur R^ja 
WB» farther bound to abatain from planderingthe odjaoont diatricti, 
and from raooiviug and hurbouriug rebels iiguinat the Fbshwa 

Tho trriiiblcu of Kalhipur werrt however by no means over, for* • 
the Patrardhans continued hoatilititis on the eastern frontier, while 
on tho aouth-west llie Sgr DeaAj of SivantvAdJ fomented and stirred 
Dp rebellion and then asBumca an opeoiy Hostile attitude." Ho 
was defeat^^d at R^ngna by the contingents of the Viuhdlgat] and 
Bdvda oluufa, but thi.> miititij Lu had excited among the garrison 
of tho strong hill-fort of Bfandargad in tho Math of Kolh&pur yaa 
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I Tha (onil wjib SlLvantv-AiIi 4ro>iC nartlv f 
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B «imt i» l P»l ftt thi* time br JuJomy on th* pait of tb« KolhApur wurt it the houura 
(tbtalned Eot tbo ^r I>««ti »y tibiuJa,' vhoM bwm Im tud PUwrlcO, aitd nbci wm M- 
powerful Al Dcltit. The <lbtiricUuti» thtktKnru ibe to Ki miioh jt-aliiuiy wurv tha 
title otIUIa BAbAilDr. tad Ui« vrivikifa ufuiiai tho noiY^b or peacuok'« fuatlu* 
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not fo en«ly supprcsecti, and that fort was giyoD gpty ihgmm naam 
to rarashurAm Bh iiii, tho grontoal of the PutvardhaRS, VbolmiS •pp9- 
vIoQitlv ititivii Akiiyal imJ SKIroT ioiros oa the uortli-etuit frootior 
of K6ll)S[»ur.~ 

At this jnoctnre EabvaDtr&v Shiiida died in 1783. and was snooeeded 
b y BfltmUcar I'ant, who porauaded the youog R£}% to leave bis 
seclofiiDii at ^anbila, which theticeforlh ceasgd to he the sont of the 
CpPrt^and put himself at the head of the army which waa to maroh 
agaiaab the BiJyant Tfldi chief. Tho expedition was auoooBsful, tho 
Sar UosAi being oompellcd to euo for peace and pay the arrears dno 
to Kolhitpar. The titJe of Himma.t Bahfidur, bestowed fur Kis 
aenricee on this oocasioa on a member uf tliu Chavdo family or clan, 
is still held by his deeceodants. 

After hJB return t^ Kolh^piir the Riia had to Hee a paw tron blo. 
The Gadltaris' of the fort Qf IJtiyd ft followed the example oC their 
W - brethrpn at Bhudarg:i(l, iind rovuUed in consequence of some real or 
Bupposod interfi-ioiice with tlieir n)fht-i. The lUja proOMded in 
person to suppress the revolt ; but the fort, which is aitualed on a 
precipitous hil) rising directly from tho Konkan and only joioed to 
the main tine of the Snhyjtdris by a narrow passage, wots found to 
bo impregnable, lie was obliged to withdraw hia forcea and granb 
the terms demanded by the mutineers; bub shortly afterwards, 
when tlie fla dkariB fif Vto jtflCj^'l were stirred up by the Bavantvadi 
ciief to follow Uie example oinivolt, he was laore successful. Ho 
marched at unce against the fort, which was Burrondered immediately, 
and Sndiug tbere umple proof uf tho part played by ibc Snr 
Desii he resolved to punish the latler Uy iuva'liiig hia territoriea. 
This oxpuditioQ also waa successful, and diatricta wore added for 
a time to KoMiitpiir yielding a revenue of £15,000 (Ha. 1^ tdhhg) per 
annum.- While tho G&ja was engaged on tbia foray ,the uiiniRter 
Katu^kar Pant was equally aacceasfiu iu suppresaiog a roToIt raised 
by soma diBaSectudchieia. 

Tho State then enjo^ud oouipuraUva peBpa for aome ye ara. During 
this period mntcy , which though checked "had never been totally 
extininiisbed. reVive d and became more rife tlinn over. So much 
anuoyauce waa caused to tho RngUgb by this that in 1789 they 
meditated ^aa^attacli ..pn the piratical states of SiivaulTftdt nod 
KolMpnr, but hesitated about attncking tho latter, becanse tbey ian- 
cied it was subject to the Pcshwnwith whom tliey wore anxious not 
toembroil themselves. Ni^na rndna vistlTTt-ISOO), the famous minis- 
ter of tho PeshwK, oiigcrTy caugbiat tlic mEr^ana that thusaecumd to be 
offered of sab verting the independence of KoIhApur, and iiifunuod 
th^IUya of lEe dosigoa of the Kuglish, persuading him at tho same

bunseiny' tlie interrenlioD of tlic tutUn". Ttio scheme was nearly 
aocoenfof, for the RAja at Srat liiitened to the voico of the (amptor, 
»nd Ecpuiml inctitiod to accept the inecllitiiun of tto PooDa Court, 
Findine, howcYer, that there was Httlu immudiate danger, as the 
Eagliahwfireaboattoeogage id awarwithTipu SultAo (1782-1790) 
and sti8p«otiag the designsof N^ua FuduavtB,bo l>rnke off tbo iiogotia* 
tions, and pirscy tlouriahed more than ev«r while the English wtm 
occupied vnti thu Maisor war. Aa soon as it was ovtr, howovor, 
thpy made vigoroiis prepamtiong for the euppression of pirnpy, and 
the Ritja. to avoid hostilities W&B obHged to tiuo for poiun; »nd »gniO 
to the tenns offered. The aocoad tiSBt v betwami KolhAonr and 
tho Eugltsb vrtm then, i o 1792- conclnded. The fornwr Stat« waa 
boaod oyitto pay on ootstaDding balance due to the Bnglish, 
ftnd BCcept«d as a lavotir tho remission of the interest dae on the 
flaoKk Iminediiitv pitymonts were made as cotnpenaation for the 
locMS Buffered by the Briti»h merchants nt tho bsnda of the 
Kolhiipiir pimtcft, aiid further payments on tho Bame account were 
arranged for, ai a Hcourit y for which the establishment of an 
Boglub factory at Mflv au'waa Mtimilntud for, to be temporary or 
penoancoit at the option of the British. The latter were farther 
onthorised toeatablish a fiyctorrat KolhApuritgcl t.aiid tho ItAja n^reod 
to furnish Ihe provisioua rfquired for tho^souoya of both fuctorica till 
tho nrtiolna of the treaty w&re fully oxeenteu. Satisfactory an theeo 
arran^cinoiit!* wore on papur, iho practicul rosiill* went loM «0, «* iil 
the year iuimediately foUowiug tht? treaty there were tho same com- 
plunts as of old against tbo Kiilhi.pur Riija, and piracy, woa sot 
supproB6ed_till_ t he litt ler mt& di>privud oE hia maritime poaae aaions. 

The close of^the Slaisnr campaign brought onotfaer difficulty to 
Kolhipor. FaraahuHJ ni BTiiiu PntvarJhim, who had tobon part itf 
tbo Cftmpaiga aa on ally of the ti^ngltiili, on his return to his siirua- 
f am co mnion cfd a aeriw of attacks on tho eattern districts of the 
State aad commibtad gmt devastation, la one of thcsocxcurtiiona 
tho Patvardhan's troops under I'nrashnrim'a son Ibinichandra were 
met at Alta . a town abont liftocn miles to th(^ oast of KnlhiipnF, 
by tlie (kolh^pur forces under tho Riljain person and totally defeated, 
Rkmchandra with hia principal oflicerH being captured and taken . 
to Kolh((pnr. They wore ti'.-t only kindly treated there, but wore 
almust immediately set at liberty and disaiiKsod to thoir honiex 
with prvKCuUt and drensca of honour. If this policy waa tntendod 
to bring about poocu with Parashuriim Bhtin it eutirely failed. Stang 
at tbo humiliating defeat his tronpg hnd undergone, that leader 
renewed hostilitieti, and carried them ou with such vigour and skill 
that ho saoccedcd iu penetrating to the capital, which ho ctoutly 
ioTOBtod. At last ho was imluced to r^so tho siege on tho Hija, 
agreeing to pay £30,000 (H^. 3 Idiiht), and making over hoetagea 
for the pnymeat of the anm. Ilowever nuccessFul Paraahur&m Bfa^ 
was at the time, be soon foun^ reason to repent of having made the 
Kothiip«r Ri^ja a deadly enemy, aa the current uf events in n very 
Bhort timo brontrht to tbe latter ar,oppoi-tuuity uf rovouKo which 
wn» not Delected. A innrrcl took pUco between NAna Fadonvia 
sM»-» 
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aad ParfiBhurdm Bb&n ; Bnd whild the Utter was annaged at "Poem, 
in tlw thickof the iutri^iea that followed the suicide of HlldhBT- 
riv F««bw» uid enilod finally in the sccewioo of BiiJtr&Vj the 
RdJB wse incited b^ the minister to attack the diBtricts of bis euouij, 
which were thus k-ft nDdefendod. ijhiT&ji was not slow to tako the 
hint, ftTwl further perceived ole*rlf wbftt an opening was offered to 
him \}j the diaseDsiooft that paralysed tlie Pc^Iiwa's power. CalltDg 
OQt tfao ontiro force of his State ho rccoTcred tho fort of Bhtidp jrmd 
which was etill in the hands of Parash nnitn ^lifia, and tbeo catTjnsj; 
the war into tlie Inttor's oonntry btirDt the town of Tt epaoo sad 
his pftlnoe there, lie farther rapa'«»c«sod himsdf of the districts

thirty miles to the nootb of Kulh&pitr, who bad rticcotly rused bin* 
soir from tho position of u hi)inble Uesdi to that of n poworfal 
leader. Encoiiraeed by tbeeo sucoomtea tho BAia carried liia arms 
to tho soath, took the fort of Jamkhandi for N£oa Faditavis, and 
aent bis forces to plundi-r and levy tributoln tlie Kam&tak. 

While thene ereiiu<i n-ere yojng on, the ItAja of SlUitra made an 
attt'tiipt to throw off the yoke of the Fesh wa, bat w aa defe ated by 
Pnrasbur^m BMa. HTb brother Ubittir Bing, howOTer. eao aped and 
collected some troops, with wJiicli be l oioed . tho KolMp or R4ja. 
ftavahuritm Bhiu and Nana Fadoavia harinp; now occomo reconciled, 
the Court at Poona was able Co tum its attention to affaira in the 
Bontb, and tbe Pfttvardhan chief wag despatched to hold the 
Kolb^par Rija in chock. Uo met the latter at a Tillage cntled 
P ftthauku di in Cbikudi and an ongagomont ensaed in which 
iW aahnrAm BhAu waa kil led in _ 1799. This event led to 
frest ezertioxis on the part of the Peabwii, and mtuchandra. 
4iho son of tlio fnllun chieftain, was xeiit ngaJnst Kolfa^ur vnlb a 
IftrKe force, his own troops being' reinforced by those oF the Poona 
ftfDaatoriea and five of Sindia's ()i.4oip1inod battalions aodcr the 
command of a Raropean officer, a M ajor Browtir igg. Tho invaden 
met with a chock at first, but soon rallied and regularly inrostod 
the town of KolhApor, The siege lasted for two months ; bat tbooeb 
tho biwioBcra were roinforcod by the I'eshwa'a /leneral Dhondo 
^ Pant Gokbslp, and a wide breach wa» dumIc in the furtiKoniionH, all 
att4.>mptK to carry the place by atorm failed. IHie aie^ wan at last 
raised iu consequence of an intrigae at Poona. NXna Fadnaria 
bad died, and Sindia at the instigation of bis faTorite_ HarjeniT 
Ghitgo' who was a Kolhipar subjoct and with the eomuvanoe

When *'nthirim 
ObHtg* raoaivtd the snutl vl the hignl Mtitt* wnnaltor appanaj^ wBi conferred on 
tbs repnacmtallvr of Ihe ■nnidr hrnnch nf the (Ibatge funuy, which ia atill bald bjr 
hb ducdniUiit. Tho chitt ilistinutioa of thia bn^ch u Ui«tr li«ijneat intamar- 
tiagaa with Uic royU funily <4 KolUpor. 
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of the Peshwa B&jitav, who wan a deadly enemy of the Patvar- 
dhaos, rueolved to ta ke poaaeMJoa ot the iaranj4m belonging 
to that fiimily, aad ordered hiB troops at ^fli^ar to net accord- 
ingly. 

Iidmc1iandr%r£r thus deserted ftnd betrayed had no option bat 
to fly, and bis di&tricta were taken by hi9 quondnin allivs. Tbo^iege 
tna ihua raised, nnd the lUia, who had b««n at Pojihala while it was 
going on, I'Dtorcd tlit: city iq triampb. The beaiegera are said to 
have suffered a loiis nf :{UO0 killed and wounded on tho day they 
attempted to storm tho town.' 

One of the first st«p!i taken by the RitJKt after the siege 
waa raised, was to rwloliiito on tho PutvurdUans. Tho Ts'ip&ni 
chief, who waa in alliance with Sindia, had uosuccosafnlly b^ie^d 
tlie Sort of Nerli iu tlio Miraj »aranjdiH, bat on troops boinj^ sent to 
his afunstnoco frou Kolbdpiir Ibo pinoe fell. Kolhiipnr indeed 
eevmcd jast then to be exccptioDally fortnuatc. Sarjunir QbAtc'c, 
who came from Poona with the drafc of the treaty that was to oe 
entcied into with Sindta, brought with it two slnndudK that hod 
been token by the Prntinidhi of Kar4d from Kolh&pur, aud nlao 
the formal oonMnt of tho I'oinhwa to the reacmption by the lldja 
of tho districts of Cbikodi and Mauuli. Thti bappii]i.-:i< 'A ttio prinoo 
was completed by the birth of a son and heir, wlm received the name 
of Sharobho, but waa gonerally kuown as Aba S^heb. . 



Kolhi&pur for some time after t]iia eojoyed aniiBoal q"'^ ^ General 
WL-lIe«iluy when eogagod in the campaign against Sindia and the 
Riju of Borar having given the Kolhapor prince plainly to undor- 
staiid th-'tt nggrcssioDS ^faioiit the ailiefi of the English would noi 
be permitted. The f e ud wit h the Sai- J)L'sJli.s of SiJyantv^ i how- 
ever was kept up, aou mutual incursious wero^Sall^^micT^nwulte^ 
in I SOfl j in the defeaX of the Siraote in a pitched battle and the 
e of th eir capital. Tho plaoo wonH probubly huvo boon taken 
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bad not- liTilclirnii^^i, the Regent of Savanlrfidi, applied for aid to 
the P' Tho latter aatisted her by secretly insttt^tinf; the 

Ni pfpi t'O take poa»c«sion of the diatricta of Chilcodi and 

Ma^Ti^ "on which the Kolh^pur R&ja hastily raised the Biogo of 
y£^i and rotnmud to hU own territory. Active bostilitiea then 
took pl&oe between him and the fJipAoikar which resulted to tb«' 
total dt^Fttat of the former in n batt le at^S^vgaon in 1808, The 
Nipaaikar, however, did nut preae his odvaotagv, aud m ttie follow- 
ing year ajeaea was n^[otiat«d which was to be ooRKtlidated by 
liio mama^of the Nipinikar with one of Iho KoUulpgr priDooasoa. 
The marriage took place, but had not tho desired efTect. In the 
midst of the wedding festivities the Nipdui chief suddenly decainpod 
with his bride, and a hostile iucursiou made not long after into

towuda thoir xnoBbor rondfroA it necoABsryfor Mr. Elphinsione, Aa|l 
British Reaidvut at Pootiu, to iutc-rforti and hriag tJieii) to t«n^pH 
With this view he aB8«nbU»d a iorcB at Faii dhan> "'' L" _18I1. It 
wrig roeolred to talco odvniitngc oT tliia opjHiriuaily to put a stop 
onr« for bII to Ihu pimvy which prvvailvd iu tho States of &lTant- 
■vAdi and Kolh^ur, aud which the proviaiona of former treaties had 
utterly failed to suppress. Accunliogly uegutialions were entered 
upon with the- Kolh&par lUja. Some dolay was oocasioiicd by Ibo 
Pcsliwa, who made an assertion as bold aa it was false that the lUja 
was his feudatory while at tho same time ho kept urging on tho 
^ipiintkar to coutinuo hostilities against KoUiitpur. Fortanntidr 
lioweTor for the liajn, Mr, Elphiiistone was not easily deceived. 
On the 1 at of October 1812, n treaty waa conchidod by whioh tlio-R4ja 
cede d to the British the harhoiir of ftTiJlyan and ite di<{>ODdoQcios^ 
on$*&^ed to abstain frrim pirfi«y and wrocEojf, renonnced his claim 
to tho districts of Cbikodi and Maaoli) and further af^rued not to 
attack any foreign Htatn without thu consent of the British Govern* 
meat, to whom nil disputes were to bo rofwrrod. In return for thoao 
concessions tho British renuunewd all th^eir cl^nis against the Rllja, 
who rocoivod the ffntiah guaraute© for lilT tho territories reimunine 
iu hia posncAsiott ' against the a^grc.s<<ini^ of all foroign powers and 
States.^ KoUutpiir, in short, bcoumo a protected State tn alliaace 
with the British Govommotit. 

After a reign of fifty-throc years tho Ritja SbivAji died on the 
24tii o£ April 1812, leaving two booh S hatnbhu aliat Aba Sithob ajid 
Shilhaji ali'nt Bdra Sihub. 'i'lie comlition of Eolh^pnr daring this 
period is thua summiiriscd by Major Gi'ahara in his statistical 
BCOoont of that PriiK-ipnlity on which a considerable part of this 
sketch haa been bused : 

' The long reign of ShivAji bad been from the oommoncoinont 
'tme of almost iacossaut hostility and ooutinued stupense between 
the prospects of rnin and of conquest; luid to support tho firn' 
ijtru g{j:ie for inde p ende nce every effort to provide means hiiil Iu. n 
resorted to, piracy ut sea, phtndnr at tha court, aud oppreHsiou iu 
the coUecliou of tbo roTenue, and all freijuontly without uvail. 

' Gri uita of land were onBpariugly made to the impoTerishment 
of the Crewn eatBtes ; two -thirda of th e entire country were thus 
traasf erred to pftrtisa na^r militorr serricea.^ and a awarm of reelC' 
Icss^iaractera were left behind who rejoiced iu anarchy, and whoso 
livelihood was to be galheroJ only among the troubled waters, AJI 
tho evils also of the luudal syetcm prevailed in full force ; continued 
warfare wua allowed between the potty anthoritioa ; tho rayata were 
of^reesod aud tbo outiro rest forcibly seised during the hardest 
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flCMon; finos iQcronsed aa commatatiou for all otbor pnDiahmeiit ; 
juatioo was ono-Bided nnd oaly ueted oat to fftvijurcu followera ; 
mcrcliantfi and wnjfarers were despoiled during the journey ; 
the lalwar of tho cultivator was exacted witLoul remiitic-mtion ; 
and a tnaltipUcitj of uoDopolieft existed to Uiu doBlritictiou of all 
tJHiiaZ 

SUainlilni or Aba Sibebj' who micceeded to the gddi at this jnnotoro, 
wad u pntiL'o of a mild dixpowition, to o iPJ id inde«>d fot- tliu pouplo 
whoui be had to ffoverp. Ilu dorobed lii-s^ttentioQ to tho restora- 
tion of oriler in Iiih Statd and to tlio ctiUivation of the art« of |]«neo 
til prvfuroucu to tboso of war, tSumo five jeara after his acccssioa 
the w ar bruke out between the British and tho iVshwa. and he 
espoused the oauae of the twrnef. TTc wiis itnnrdeil for bia coa- 
dticl St the close of the war by tha gnuil of the districts uf Chikod i 
sod Manulij wbidi )iad changed bands bo often duriuf^ tho pro?Toiia 
sixty ycun. At the sauo tiuie anuogameuld wuro made for tho 
mana^RieDi of hia poeseseionB in the Kobkan, which hitd for their 
object tbc consul idation of the Uricisb power iu that quarter and 
tbe eifoctual preveniiou of piracy. 

Id 1^1 Aba Sfibeb met with a yiolent dea th. A refngoo Sardflr 
from Kanid, of tho Mohik- family, who liad been hoRpiUbly received 
in the K»!bd[nir territory audiiful received Tillages for bij) main- 
'tonanoD, felt aggrioTod at a grant of land in one of those vitlngos 
Iwiiig made to » serr&Dt of tbo Biija, and expressed his scuho of tnjs 
gtievance in unbecoming torms, at tbe same time that be prcMod 
■wiib Tebemenoe for the paytnout of aomo £2000 (Ks. 20,000) wbich 
he isid were due to bim. After bin repoatod petitiuna on tbe 
atibject bftd bocn diarogarded, bo proacDt«d himself at tbe palaco od 
tbe :^nd of July, accompaoted by six of bis reUtions fully armed. On 
Ix-ing adniittod to tlie prenenco of ilio U«(ja, ^yiji tbe IrttJo^ 
behaved with nncb iasoleucu that Abu S^Utob ordered him to be 
expelled from the palace and tarncd himscK to leave tho room. 
As ho did i»0 one of the party discharged a pi8t<4 at him, which 
iuUiotwI a desperate wound. Jour of tbe fUja'ii confidential senranta 
were then tthiin, aud, strange to any, such a panic was creut^il that 
tbe murderers were able to hold their position in tbe palace and to 
Iceou tbe woanded R^ja in tbt-ir hands throngbout the whole day.. 
In tnc aroning they eorrendered on their Hyes being ^nnranteed by 
two Sardirs of high rank and the chief <7urM or priest. Shortly 
afterwards, however, tho Rilja died, and tbe Wicoritica, feeling 
nnablu to act up to the guarantee they bad given, provided tho 
Mobites with horsea and allowod them to i<scBpc, The inurdvrors 
bnwover wore soon overtaken and cut to pieces by a party »oDt ia 
punuit by the RdjoV wid»w, and vengeance was talcoa on their 
families, who were either trampled to death by elopluuits or impri* 
BOoed ia I'aohala.

The Den- lUja was of » chftracter very diderent from thai of his 
brother and predeceasorf trild, rookloas, dubtkoobod^ utterly regard* 
less of trLitb ntid honeafcy, liis conduct at times seemed to p«i.«.s tho 
YioaadH of nanity. Mo«t of tho lettdiug- loon of tho Statu hjtrin^ 
taken part in tito attempt to exclude him from tho regency during 
biB nephow*8 Ufotimu, he deliberately aot them actide and choso for 
his officors and asaociattis men of tow raok aad lower cbaractsr. 
With snch cmnpaaionH and .such coniutellora he ttooa throw off »31 
reatrnnb and embarked ou a mad and self-willvd caroor. Jostice 
unhoard of, the rights of property coosed to be respect&d.

and lifti was utterly insecare. The reveoueti of the Stftte were 
fliicnntud to support tho protligatd extravagance of the Ritja 
und bis fteraglin, and the friouda relations and dependants of Ine 
women uf the Imroin. The liiija himself accompanied a favourite 
servant of hia, Sabh&na IJikam by name, who wa§ at the head of a 
gang of highway robbers, on his mamnding excursions, and on una 
ooca»ion be is said to have ukviI tho sorricoa of this band to 
plnndor his owu tronsnry. 7^he object of tbia laat feat was to get 
posKOK^ion of the State jewels, and thus supply himself with funds 
withovt the notoriety that would attach to pawning those jewela. 

The lUja'a conduct soon attractod the attention of the British 
Oovernment, bnfc in accordance with the policy of the day no notice 
waa taken of it officially ao long aa tho general jxsnco of the conntry 
was left nndiaturbed. Thia, however, vtaa nut long tho caso. B&va 
SAheb, shortly after bis acoeeaion, increased bis forces considerably 
and during tho dieturbance that took plaoe in 1 824 at Ki ttur, 
when Mr. Tbnckeray, the Pulitical Agent, and some other llntiah 
officers were killod, hii4 movements excited oonaiderablu appro- 
boDsiou. The RuppreaKioa uf the Kiltur insorrectioD checked 

• what«Tor intoiitiou he uiay have had uf acting ngatiiat tho British 
Oovommont, but ho procueded to nae his forces in a way that soon 
called for the inter7ontion of that power. Hia own feudatoriea 
the chie^ of Kagsl and Ichalkaranji^ wore attacked and tbcir 

Jdgirs overruu, and the Bija marchod about with his forces.

The li^ja nt Bmt meditated reswtaDoe, 
but tbonght better of it, nnd in JanuAr^ 1826 coDclnded a favnty 
with tho British GoTomaiont. In this engagemeot tbo Raja 
bonnd himself to reduce bis army and refrain m>m distarbing- tbo 
public pe«icL', oa well as from molbaling the K&giA and Icbollaranji 
chiefs aud others. He also promised to respect tbo rights of the 
SAvantv^i State, as well an tha rigbtH nnd pnvito^fcs of tbo 
indmddrs arid others in the dislricta of Chikodi »jid 41anoU, the 
OOBsion of which to the Colb&pnr State was formally coiifimieJ by 
this treaty, which also fully acknowledged 'the iudepcndunoo of 
the llAjft aa a Sovereign Prince.' 

Am soon, howevor, n» the immodinte presf^ure was removed the 
XUjs retamod to his former ways, kept the country in a constant 
state of alarm, and viointfK] the treaty that had jnst been concluded, 
so that a force had agnin to bo marched against Kollulpar, and a 
new preliminary IrentT was concluded in October 1427. Id this 
tbo initanc«« of br«acn of tho former trMty were set forth aide by 
aide with the steps tbc British GoremmeDt was compelled to take. 
Thas the HAjn, tbnag^b bound by the former treaty to rednce his 
amiy in ihu [R-afp (■s«tjib!i--«hmi!iit, biul not only raised large lorooa, 
bat had employed them in disturbing tho pnblic tranquillity and 
Ootnmitting all sorts of oxoeswetf. Uo was therefore now bound 
down to keep no mora than 400 hortie and 8O0 foot exclnsiro of 
garrisons for hill forts. T^o districts of Chikodi and Manoli wero 
resnnied by tbc Uritish GoTcmmcnt, and Aki7£t> a notorioni! baant 
of robhnrs, wajt ceded to the tatter, llio R&j* bonnd himitelf td 
pay ciLim[)uutMitiun to ihu amount of about tlUfiOO (Km. 1^ l4i}t») 
lo those who had sufTert-d from his hiwletis riuleDco, and agreed 
to transfer temjKirarily territory yielding £5000 (Ra. 50,000) for 
the liquidation of tliis debt. To secure oMerrsnce of the preoent 
treaty it was stipulated that British gnrrinon« sbontd bo received 
ioto the forts of Kolhrtpar and PanbiUa the oicpoosca of tbo samo 
being defrayed by tho llaja. 

With a view to ^tting this treaty modified, BAra SlUieb pm- 
ceoded to Poona to soo the Qovomor, accompanied by a force 
considerably in excess of the nnmber to wbicn he had boond 
himself to limit his army. After the intentions of GoTOratnent 
had bcon fully explainml to him, ho still mmnined on rogmrdtoss 
of all hints and intimations that be had better return to his own 
territory, apparvntly in lb© hope of wearying out the GoTornment 
by his perunacity. During this period the lawless conduct of him- 
self ana bis followers made 'them most unwetoome visitors, until 
At last an act of riolonoe was perpetrated on a trooper in the Britinh 
aervioe, and (he lUja in fear of tho possible consequences left Poona 
bastiiy. Untanght by oxperience, UiiTa S^bob renewed ou his 
ntom to Kolh&por the ezoesBoa whicll h&d already brought him 
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into auch troablo, wantonly viol&tcd iua angagemeDta with tha 
Britisli GoTemiuonk, and diHlurbed the pablic traaqmllity to nuclt 
a degree tb&t a forco had to he senl against him for the third 
time. A definitive trt-aty was concluded ou the 24th of Octolier 18:27 
in which were etulioilietl the provi^OQti of the preliminai^ troatj 
made iu ibe previoiiii year, with au additi'nisl arliclu (•inpoweriag 
the British (rovemment to appoint a chief minister, x-emovablo at 
their pleasure, by whoae adrice the Kitja agreod to be bound in ail 
matters relating to tho adminigtration of his State. On this 
oocoaion a brigade <^ British troope tras left at Kolbipnr to secare 
tho obssrvuiM of the treaty. Ait«r some time, howorer, this waa 
withdrawn. , 

During the last ton years of li&vti SAheb's rciga ho nbatainod on 
the whole from such oondact ns wotUd uccesiiitiitu tho intorventioa 
of tho pannnount power to preserve the peace, hnt bia rule was 
what miRht bo oxpectod fruiu a prince of his character. Over- 
whelmed with debt ho nev«r thought of reducing expenditure by 
legitiiiint-A meaiiK, but maiutaiaed a large standing ai-my and tho 
aainu expensive style of grandeur as before. As tho pay of hia 
troops and officials was issnod most irregularly, they helped 
tbemBolves to wbatover they could get Most of the sardiirs bad 
to mortgago their cstatos to tho moucylondors and thas became 
beggared. Mnncy being acaroe and land of little value, tho lUja 
•Unieitod an cnortnoiiti proportion of bis territory by grants and 
indmt with which the most trifling services wero revi^rded. Of 
conroe with such a rnlor and ni^der such ciix!u instances bribery, 
fevouritiam, and pandering bo his evil paesiona wore the only meaaa 
of advancement, and altogether the ^tate WB6 reduced to as 
miserable a condition ait can woll be conceived. 

* The very last act of B&v& S^heb was most eharacteriatie. 
Under pretence of a pilgrimage to Taljapur bo prepared for a 
plundering oxnedition by raising an army of 20,000 men. As 
he waa bound by treaty not to take gana about with him, he 
concealed hia ordmino* in carts onder leaves and started ofi. 
Fortunately for liis defendants, howcrcr, he was attacked with 
cholera before ho could execute his wild project, and died at a 
. TJlU go Bo ar Pandhatpnr o n the £8t h of JJoTOnAtf 1887, J y^Ttrt g twft 
aoDs, 8hiT or S biyj ji and Shumiibu. gonomlly known as Biba SSliob 
and Cbima S&h'eGand two daughteni. 

U&ba Silbeb was at once placed on tho giUH, but boing a minor, a 
council of regency was formed, oonsiating of hia mother, his aont 
the Diviin ti&heb aa she woe styled, and four k'irllMru. The 
lajiea ijuarrolled, nud iu tho coiireo of Bix muutha the Dir&n 
StUieb, being tho most euorgofic and having the strongest 
followers, managed to get the whole power into her hands. As abe 
blindly follitwcu, in most reapocbB, iito aysUim adopted by tho late 
lUja, her rule was not by any means calculated to improve the 
condition of the State. Indooa.with*a population compoaod of such 
turbulc-nt ebmeuttt us thiit of Kolhlipur, and so inured to anarchy 
and violenuo. it would have tfceo impoeaiblo for a woinon to ntc-m. 
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even if slio haJ tlie will U) do so, (ku Uile of corruption, oppreeeiou, 
Hid iuiqmty. Tlie British nutHoritieaniflrde a faint effort to iniproTe 
mattera by ^Tititi;;; two of tbu k.irthdris dismisMxl nxni mskiag use 
of tto akhhamnvitf^ tut Nativo agent, bub no improremaat was thus 
effected, anJ nt laat, in 1S4>3, it wait dctormiQeil to act ud tho clause 
of tbe treaty which uuipowurod tUe Britiub Qovommeat to ap|»int 
a ininistoT, and accordingly a reapnctable Brahman offioinj, T>.iji 
Kriah na Pand it, was selected for llio pust. Immcdiutiily after bis 
arrival, two of his cua^ljutort) ware dit^miased fur pt'Ciilation and the 
chief power wits thutt loft uncontnilUxl in kU kniidx. Mu at onco eut 
about the work u( refoi'tn, rMlucud uxpunilitur«, and cbeclced to a 
great extent tha illicit gains of the cbii^f» and olBciuhi. 

Bo also seems to have hnrt the pride of the iattdr, anci he 
became most unpopular tbroii^liout the State. Tito Diviiu Si^hob 
and her party did not roUsh the lrau»ferenco of power to a 
BMliman interloper, aa they conaidered tbe now minister to he, and 
every reform ititroditcod and every abuse checked by tbe lattor 
nuKod tip for kim a boat of eneniiea. A year after bis arrirat the 
latent RnHrkH of dtaafTection burst into a name, and an iiisnrrection 
orom wbich had to bo suppressod by British troops. 'I'bo actual 
tnsitt^ntf; wore tho tiadkaris, who have been previously mentioned 
in this sketch, tbo pormanont pirrisnns of the hill-forts, but they 
enjoyod tbo sympatbios, if not tha more tangiblo support, of other 
cta«i<iesaH well. Tht^se meti ivero dissatisfied with an arrangement 
by which their lando were placed nnder the supoi-visioii of the 
lodmlat^liirs of the adjoinintf sub-divieions. They had alwnys been 
ac«^isloiiit^-«l to seek redrpBs»by Dnitinyiug, and they wore encouraged 
to do so on this nirnLsion by tho reports which bad bpon CArrfulIy 
disseminated throughout the country of tho paucity of British troops 
in tboxv parts, Accoi-dingly, ia Julyl8t4, tbe garrisons of SinuSu- 
gad aud Bhndar^d, in tho south of thu K^olhipnr territory, revolted 
and xbul tho gates of tbo forts. 

A f orca waa Jeapatchyd fro m Be I gaum in tbe middle of September 
agai nat S^uUiaB M, ' while Kolliapur troops were sent agaiast 
Bn n3arga 3^ The British force, after taking the peta or subdivision 
found it«elf uuablv to take the former fort by storm, and was obliged 
to send to BelgHum for siege guno, while the Kolkapur force was' 
worsted in a aally made fniiii Bliudargnd. lliis succesa of the 
JQsnrgeDts brought naroerous adherents to their eauM and spread the 
disaGfection widely. Tho tnlnimtin or local mi litia at KoIbAp ur roae 
in revoltf contiuod the minister Diiji Paiidft, anU set np agovem* 
ment in suporsessioa of that acknowledged by the British. Af^ira 
having now assumed suck a serious a»peot, correaponding efforts 
were made for tke Buopre&sion of tbe rerolt. Hoinforcementa woro 
aoot to the distnrb«a diatricj, and on tbe Sth of October Qenerat 
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Delamotto assamed cominan<l of the whole force- Threo day* 
afterwards Coar Biugu gnus axrivcd at Sdm&Dffad and viem at once 
put in pOKtion. Mr. lU-iive<t tlici Commisitioucr ilteii gnve the 
garmon an opportuniljr of statiu^ tbcir griurancv and ccimitig' to 
tcriiu>, liut as it wao found timt thoy onl^ wis]iod to sain lime in tba 
hopo«of getting aid from EulhApur fire woa opcaud on the fort, a 
prncti<?Abio breach was roado in a day, and ou the fullowinpf day, 
tbo t^tb uf October, tbe place was Blortued and taken. Colonel 
Outmni nt tbia tinio iuiued tbo cntiip a& Joint Comitiigiiiouor, and 
imnifdiiitely aftflr iJie iitll of S^mAngad mnrcbfJ townrds Kulbdpor 
with a portion of tbe force. After niiicb ue^liation ho, OD the i-llh. 
of October, obtained ihe release of Ddji Pondit, and waa joined by 
Uto young KAJa, bis annt. and mother, and aereral of tbe cbieb and 
tardara. On tbta Babdji Abirekar. tho riDglondpr of the tibantii 
rising, fied fritb tive bundred of his men to Ubudargad. After 
considerable delay (JoiieraJ DulaiQOtM appoarod with bia force boforo 
tbiH fot-tl lie admitted tbe gnrriiwn to surrender on tbe ]Otb cif 
Norember, and nllowed liiniNelf to be detaiued nt one gate while 
B^b^ji and bis party uscapcilby another and took refuge in I'nuhAla. 
Shortly afWrwarda Coloiiel Ofaiis, who had been appointeil 
Commissioner, was oflpturc<l by tbo in^iiirgonta while procooding to 
take up bi» appointment, and conlinod in the satne placo. General 
I^lunotte tbcroforn marcbcd thither, mid on tbo 35tb of Nnrrinlier 
appeared with hiu whulu forco before Panbiilu, ai-coniiinnii-d by the 
CuminisstoDer Mr. Ueovca atid Colonel Oiitratn. Tbo garrison wei-o 
called on to release Colonel OvanB and sarrender at discretion or 
take tbe conspqaences. With the first *•' these demands they 
complied in the hope of obtaining farournblo turmii, biit a«t they 
refnaod to enrrctidcr tbo attack commenced. On tbe 27th of Xoretnher 
tfto y/fl was tAken. Thf^ batteries opened on tbo Istcif Uecemher, a 
breach wan mado in u iv\r hours, uud in the afternoon the place 
was Btormod and taken. The garrison attempted to escape into the 
neighbouring fort <if Ftivangmd, but woro followot! no closely by the 
British troops that this fort bIho whs taken on the Hams day. During 
the Htonn BjlbAji nnd aonio of the other louduia were killed and a 
Inrgc number of prisoners wore lakon. 

* Almost imuicdiatoly after the fall ufPaubdla a force wa« despatched 
ntider Colonel Wnllaoo against the fort of Rdngnn, which wa8 
Qracuated by the garnsoa a day or two after Ihm nrriral. VisbiElgnil 
was about the same time surrendered, and this put au end to 
military operations, as far as Kolb&pnr wsa conocmed, tbe scene of 
bustilitios being then transferred to Sfivantv&di. 

The captured forts were then dismantled and steps takoa to 
uecnre the foluto tranquillity of the country. 

Among the measures adopted for tbo nil ministration of Kolhiipnr 
was the appoiutiiiFtut of n Briti:sh ofiicor as Political Saperin ten dent. 
Proviously to thi» tbu politiral supervision of the territory 
hod been vested, fimt in the PrincipAl Collector of IJhiirwJtr. nnd 
Bftcrwarda in tbo Collector ^f Belgaupi, who waa alao Politick 
Agent in the Southern Manitha Cotmtry. Expeneuco howovor 
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showed that KoIhApur reqairod the andiviflod attention of a British 
officer on the s])o(] <itiil Captiiiii T). C. Oriilitiin of tlic- Boinhay Army 
WB8 appoiiiti>il tirtit rutiliL-Hl Superinleu(lE>ut. He had a ditEcult 
task before him. The Priiicijialily vrus wvorwhelineJ witli dolit, n.-*, 
ID addition to tht^! di.-bts incurred by lU rolurs, ihc I'ust uf uttppn'ssinff 
the insurrection wna chari^ed to Eolh^pur, and had to be paid to . 
the British GoverQuicnt by iuatalitieuU. Educatioo urus nfmost 
tmhoard of, and the arrangements for the admiiiiBtratiou of jastioo 
were very imperfect. There were a hirge number of peraons, loo, in 
the State who doepisod nny otbiT ocuupatiun but that uf carrying 
arms, and who, if left unemployed, would form a clasa daagerons to 
the cornmiinity. Such persons wei-u provided with occupation by 
Ix'ing enlisted in a local corps which wa« raisod and disciplined by 
Uiitiid) officers, nod which has oa more thiia one occasioa aono good 
serrioc. ArrftDgctmonts vreremado to liquidate by degrooi tho debta 
of tho State, ood the adminiatratioD waa carried oa aa eco&omically 
OS waft conMstout with duo provision for tbo reqiiiremeDta of juaticd 
and education. 

The work bojrrin by CaptiMii Graham was carried on by his 
Buccessor.*), and the annal;) of Kolhiipiir during thia period, if dnil, 
as onercntful annals genernlly aw, yet present n piotnre of 
CODtiuufd progrcaa. Under the atcadv firm government that was 
eBtabtishdd, poacc and order prevailed atm the nnardhy nod 
disorder that Lad oncu churuuloriMcd the place became a irudilionof 
the past. 

The stahility of this improved atato of uffaira was seircrcly tcstod 
in 1857, when the Twenty -!»evMith Rejritnent Native Infantry, 
which was LhcU slutioiiud at Kolhfipur, followed tlio cxamplo of tho 
BeD(f»l Army, and inutiniiNl. The Kolhiipiir locul corps remained 
stannch on tiii« occasion, and the miitinoors rocuiviof; do suppot^ 
either from them or from the townHpeople fied towards RaCu&giri, 
raurdei'iug, on the way, thrvo of their Karopcan officers who 
bad caoapcti when the mutiny broke out, but who unfortunately 
took a road that hmiight tht^m in contact with the mutinoorg. 
SouiQ timi<! ufk-r this thoro was au ahorlire attempt at a rising 
in KoIhApur. A numbor of men marched into the town one day 
and took possession of (he palace and the gates of the fort. Troops' . 
wore immediately marched from the camp to the town, but found, 
OD their arrival, that little remained for them to do, the ringleadeF 
of the insurj^^ntit having been shot by a guard of the local corps 
on dnty at the ]mla<;e, after which his followers only thought of 
making their escape. 

During the mnbiny of 18&7-C8 the Ritja was considered to Uavo 
rumsiDed gtannch and loyal to tlie British Oovcrnment, bat his 
brother Chtma .S^hob was charged with treason and dttpurtoJ to 
Kunichi, where be diixl a fow yeiira ago.

With this view a apecial 

Assiatant to tlie Political Agent was appointed, who, in addition 

to bis other dutiL>8, was cutrustwl with the supervision of the lUja'a 

odncatioQ and tratniug, tbe actual work of tuition iK-iiig carried on 

by a PArsi graduate ol the Honibay Univeraitnr. Caro was taken 

to isolate tho young prince oa much as possible from the noxious 

inflaences that over lurk about a native palace, and be rasidod in a 

bungalow near the lio^idenoy, oxcrpt on special occasiensL Being 

of a very mniable disposition, and Enot<t unxioua to improve bimaotl 

bis preceptors fonnd their task compamtiTely eaay, and on tbe few 

occasiona wlion tbo lidja appoarvd in public be created k most 

&ivourable iniprF«aion. As ho expressed a strong wish to visit 

Europe, it was thought advisable that bo sbQiild proceed there 

before attaining bis majority, and EHM»rdi^gly, in May 1870, he left 

Bombay, accompanied by bis guardian Captain, now Licnt^^nant 

Colonel, E. W. West, his tutor, and a few native ecrvunts. Ho was 

presented tu the Queen not long after hiH arrival in Ijondon, and 

made tlio actpiaiiitauce cf muny o( tbu tondiiig men of the day.

TJsDF.R the treaty of 1827 the British Government aoquircd the 
right of ap]>oii)tmg a imniat«r to the Stale.

In \Hty2 ihe jtottt of lUiflarddr was »boU»hfd and a St*te 
kdrb/inri or miiiialcr on £50 (Rs. &00) a month was smwinted to aid 
the R^ja in mana^^ the revenue department.

In priu!ti(?c village 
officers had much more [tower than ihey have now. In tlio troubleic 
and irregularities of those times there was no cunslanl steady preaouro 
of higher authority. Tho village officers were left to use their 
iuHueuvo tts thoy choao. Thev tranHferred lundfl without authority, 
changed Tillaga oocouula to suit their purpoee, and pmcl i.'ii'<l many 
forms of oppression nnd tyranny. Ihe hereditary village officers* 
woro the sole mauajivrs of their viUagoi, and the wc«l and woo of 
the landholding villagers rested in their hands, flo uniform system 
for coUocting the revenue was in force nnd the meana crniployed in 
KcOTortng arrears were generally uppreaaivc and eruel. The lands

Assured possetsion and enjoyment of land seems to have been 
unknown. The terms of eanad« or land grants and other records 
seem to show that any land under whatever tenure it was held might 
be taken from its owner and granted to some one else. Instances are 
known in which hereditary holders of lands or mirasdars were 
Bummarily ousted to make room for favourites of the prince or even 
of influential State servants. Lands were granted in indm or rent- 
free by a mdmlatddr or even by hereditary village officers. Many 
land grants were made in return for presents or nazjrs of cash, horses, 
wsapons, gardens, articles of curiosity, or other objects held in special 
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Tttluf bv tlio prince. ScTpml jk-Uv land f;raQl« were muia bv Bbibiji 
or n^vii Salieb MaUraj h<ttwt*a "183-1 and 1837. The lands grailted 
Id in'im were jfcuvrally iirabtc waste wbich the prince wa» unxioos 
sbould bo brou}fbt under tillii<^). An a rule no tuiid was granted 
ront-free or on a quit-rout wilhoat a present nr mizar. The land 
munjij^'nieiU wji» without systeia. The regular rcveuuc coustuiilly 
fell sliurl. oi tbe State nocds and spcciul oewR-* hud to be levi«ll lo 
tniUce good th(> habint^. Many dcpurtmentn were ui char»! of petty 
uHii.'vra stylwl miUiiltiltiiir*, wbo liud under tbvir control a certain 
nunibor o/ villngcH, tbo revenue of which they collected and applied 
tu tlie cx|^>cnditurc> of (ho dq)artniont8 with whit'li tlioy werv t-ntnutad.

Wa»t« landu were gradually brouffht undnr tillage and 
maleriid in)proreiiient«t wt-rv miul^t in tlx-' Hvatem of )t<-ttlin|^ and of 
collecting the Slate deuiuiids, IJndur Diiji I'nndit (VS44 - 1854) no 

■ change w«« miulo in the land tenures or in ibo ratesof n«M.-ii«uient. In 
1862 it wan found that in many casea londlioUlers bad largvr areas 
of lan<l than wrrv showo in tbo accounts, that the lauds were not 
prupv-rtv vbiasidLd. and that thr I'uteaof luweBinncnt were not fixed on 
any iimfonn Avsli'm. Thotto d<.'t'i>ct«. combined with a great rim in 
grain jiriix.-*, showed tbata fivsli swrvov W"! g^-neral n-vwirtn of rate« 
were ni'«^sH;try.

Fean of Bcarcity wore »unu'wbal ullaycd hv alight iitiowrra is 
Scplcmher uud October. In other parts uf the KoUinpur Statu ihit 
nunfall was sufBcicnt and iu »oinc of Uic Biivdu vilhtf^cs dust llu 
Kahy/i(]rifl tho rain wiui so h(^m*y a<i to daniu^ tho rico and ran. 
Ilouvy iihowfirit in Ovtobi'r did much j;<kk1 Ut all cold wmth*.*r crept 
except tobacco and bdjri whi^li were betit«n down. I^ublio Iwalllt 
was good. 

In I806 the rainfall waa aulEcient, the harvest full, and groin 
cheap. Oholera proTaiiod in July und August. 

Themrly 
rains wore BuffiHout, but owbg to scanty hito rainfall the late crop* 
suffered. Cholera pre^idled in June and July.

•carccly u IJ<fld yi('l<I(><i- CliolRru twitvt hniki; out and public Iioiilth 
Si-a» not ^ood. Out of u di^nmiid ol' £93,050 ( Rs. 9,.3y..>5tl), i;«2.940 ' 
<Rs. S,2y,4W») wi-re c.lW-ttxI, £;i2 (Rs. a20) remitted, and £10,077 
(Ka. l,OO,770j Mi oulBlttudiiig. 

In 1 877 the rainfall wa4 abundant but uuseaoonablu, cuiuiidorably 
damaging Ihb lato crops. Cliulcm wii« sever?. Out of a demand of 
£0H,537 (Rs. 9,85,370), £91,555 (Ra. 9,]5,5")0), *-.,«• cidU-ctcd, 
£131 (Hs. 1310) rcoiitted, and £G86I (Kh. (»S,&10) left outstand- 
ing. 

In 1878 the rainfall was 50'65 inchea. Cholera prevaHwl and 

Jmblic heulth woa not good. In 187S jvdri and bajri prioea wore 
loublo and wheat price* four time* thoao of 1875. Campand with 
I H7iJ and 1S77 rice wae somewhat cheaper. The higli prii-i'B were 
duo to lh« amuU local stock.

Thu nurvoHt on the whole waa fair, rice yielding 
about a fanlf and jvdri gram and wheat about a Uirvc-qiuuiors ^ 
crop. Tho mjirlcet« were well supplied with gruiu and prices* 
remained tow Ihniugbout tlitt y^'-ar.

B>'r<>Ri: ^84') wlien it cttmo under Britii'li (iiij)erinlc«dene?, 
Kt'lhiipur bnd no rngiilnr courts for i«1niiiiist*riiig jnilict. In 
nirft) p«rtn civil jnsiico wns adminiHterod I>y the vtih 'l or beadmati 
itud in tovras by other higher retoDue olficer». a. cooipluiui l>f ing* 
niule, the pdtU vith tho aelpof tha ta^kam i or accountant IrJea 
to suttlo the diflpiite amicably. If tliey faildl, iho dwpHte w»w 
referred to a jyiurhiiim t or jury, 'i'ho Kij^her rovcnae officers alsii 
followed tliu Kittnc systetn. Tha dispute* usunMy refv-rn^d U> the 
panekat/at n-ern ahonb hoiindarics, Iand», inheritance, and KuucuaHiotl. 

The jui-iadiclion of the pancMijai irnn nolnly biti!od on the oonaenl 
of the cotitendiug parties. Tho word litcrnlly !iignific>i » * jury of 
Jiv«' but aa a frwl thcro wa« ao limit to the nuinbvr ol niuuiberB. 
Soioetiuras b wholi^ village ronstitiitt^d ■ttuAi as » paiifhiiiftit and 
BOtuetimea the proixvdiiti^ wpre con(liiot<.-il iindrr thn aiiiiiTVt^ion 
of a Stale officer. The lii'Ht 8t*p was to t«Lo tho nij%Tnima» or 
n^reenx'itts of tlic piirtic-s to submit the dienate to ArhitralioiL 
'liken (uUowLxl thciv karhiii* or iUnUrineQts of tut-ir rwpi'cttvo cases. 
Tho parties wore nUn made to oulcr iulo »c*<;iirity boadit or 
jamvi-haitdti biadiu^ lli«msclv«» to abide hy tho ducision of tho 
pa}trhii}jaf. Thi> court »onictitne8 examined the piivtifs. It received 
all tho f-v idt;iico both docuuiuiittiry and ontl uiul ncceptcd im titvidt'iior 
lotlws from absiont nitrmwips. Ittlinn decided the matter uccording 
to th« citHtom of the coimtry on thu evidcncu bofoi-o it. Soiuotinieit 
resort nas had to ordeal. Fur iustiuice the dispute wna landed by 
one of the pnrtioH tnliJnp out a picco of iron from bciiliog oil, or by

This pajwr ja 
Known under the viirious names of pitm'hiit/atndma, uir'iflsi]'<iirtt, or 
mahajar; someli lues the party defeated piissed adocnmerit to the 
winner irLich was called a khut^ntm^ iu vhieh he admit t«d his defeat 
find agreed not to molest, tliu niuner iu fuliiro. The award uf tlie 
pnnrhiiyiit was <{ctioralIy willingly aahuittcd to, but in cnsee where 
It was necessary to execute it by force the State officer obtained 
execution ior tho snccifiiaful party by issuing* the necessary ordora 
and even royal mandates or djndpahua were i^aued for tb© pnrpoav.

In rillagos the pdtit took coguixtince of siuilII olTcucea 
such 118 pcitty thoft^. nbnirivo langaiigo and simplo hurt, and, having 
OXHiniued the parties and vrltnesftL's orally, either puui^livd the 
ofTnndor with a !*malt line, or put him into the stocks, or Honiotiioea 
impriiionod him in the village chdodi. Above the pitH was tliu 
kamiivi»rlnr or fiidia/afdiir who invast-igatdd into murders, ilacoities, 
nod robberies and eubmittod tho procuedinga for K Dal disposal u> tlie 
Hmzhf or lUja's conrt. Somftimea these cases wore handed over to 
tho nyiiyi'lhifh. 

The chief offences were treason, murder, dacoity, robbery, adultery, 
theft, and hurt. Tho iiaii&l fonrui of puuishments were death, 
mutiUtioa, imprisonment, and fine. Of tlieae Siie was most comiDoo. 
There wag hurdly any offuiico which could not bo punished with simple 
fine. Soineliiuett rnin-d(.Tera were onmpalled to make ooinpeuaalion 
to thv fiimily of the victim. Ijxad thuH given in vo'iiponsatiou was 
calletl Ichiuikut.' Mii'.iliiitftn was genen^Uy inflii^t*Kl on women for 
adaltery. Thuro wvrn- uo rtigiilar priaoiia, but otlfuodcnt nvm 
coofinod in forts, ai:d in Kolliiipur itself there wei'o ct*lla in tl^ 
oratro of the etty uoar Uankobx's I'Omplo. Prisouera were dieted ou 
nnwbolesome food. Dsath was iaflicioa i» rariood ways, by banging, 
tte heai ling, blowing from a gun, throwing o ff a prcc ipioo, trampling 
anrfer an eXt^pljimt's toot, or by aul or niipHlenienU In 1821 the 
M'lliitu who miacUed and murdt-red thi» T^AJa Aba Sabeb was 
Krampled under an t^lephant'a foot. Kxccntiou by xul con^Lstt-d in 
tmpniiag the offender ou an iron stake lised npright in the groand. 
B«9ide« thettoihore wa^a puniahmootcalled d/iiiKf kddhn e which wa^' 
ooiutidered mo<tt igoominions. It conaiatod tn mabiog a man ride 
OD ao ass with bis face which _wa3 t;e3EUt.<ared with tniopblack, 
te^<m4j< the tiiil, and parading him ia this condition thruii^rh the 
town or village with tho aoooiDpaniinent of a dnim. He was 
exiwlled from Ibe town or villugu. Id the abseaoo uf dvliniti' rnles 
Diuoh wna Kdi to the discretion or rather the whim ot tbs indivitiual 
oRioer and aomptintos paaidhmcnts were accompanied with ¥arious 
cruelties). • ^ 

Thu jdtfinldrt aod inferior sordiin nod indvuVirt ezervieod both 
eivil and oriminal jnrisdiction within their _fi;;iV«, »ffriMj<im», nnd 
intUnt'*, Thi;ir jurisdiction varied according to their pofiition iu tfaa 
Varhdr, the highest beiag empowDrod to inSict evoa death. 
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Wlien tbe tcrritones BDrrounding Uie Kolb&par 8tn(o camo 
uudi-r Dritisb control t)>e neighbourhood ot » strong and jiiHt power 
liegau to hav6 some iDt)o9noo Mi tbe judicial adminlstrfttioD of tlM 
tJtat««. For in lSii& it appoars that tbe mxninfif Itaja was ad' 
by Mr. Baber, lliu thta Prii)ei[^«l Cullt'ct'or uf tliL' 8oulbt>ni Mai 
CouKtry, to Bppoiot a thatiri and a ^aii to wbom all disputes wvro 
to be Bubmittud for adjudication. Ho was instructed tbat tUoogh bo 
xa if^lit remoTB tliem for misconduct he ahuald not otberwi»o interfere 
with tbetn. After tLi« flvent tb« *yayddkiA appears to liave regained 
Bome of bis lost influcoce as bie decisions latterly appear to be more 
fift|i]L-ut, IT) 18W«)fiornidow.ini«Kilaliou was abolished and in 1845 
th« hale of cbildt^n prohibitod. About 1844-45 nbeu tbc Blate catM 
under British superinteiidonce, judicial adtuiuistration was very hautj 
conducted. In 1S45 the late Mr. Keeves dcscribod it thiui; 
'The judicial sj'Steiu of Eolb&pur though founded oa the aocimi 
Hindu in!itilul« has bt't?n adminittttTt'd iu uuch a manner ru to leave 
room for injustice and oppn?a<*ioo of every sort Tbc admin is tmtion 
of juBtioe bnit L'vid^ntly depeudod entirely un the caprice of a few 
irresponsible ii^nts at tbe huzitr. In the districtj; tho niAtnlul^lAra 
bava been all-powerfol and below tlieni again the pilih. The 
govemmont ha» at tbo eame time been so inefficient and wAok 
that it may be safely aaaertod that tbe village townahipR, those 
indeatructible atoms of wbicli tbe Hindu policy ia made op, bavo 
alone prevented it Eroiu falling to piecea.' 

For about fotu* yoara after Kolhiipur came under Britiah 
saperintcndence, ni&nitatdfira as before were allotvod to try civil 
and criminal casea. Id 1848 three -regular civil courts were 
eatoblifehud, two for man^i/g iiud one for a aiidar amin. Tha 
tnunaif* bad power to try PuiUs up to £500 (Rs, 50UO) and tbe Mular 
!imt» up to £lOOO (Its. 10,000). Against tbuir judgment appeal 
lay to the Political Superintendent and a final appetd to 
Qorc-muieut. As regards the criminal admin titration tlie m&mlatd&ra 
of the sir Bub-diviftiona or j)clii«and the karUidrU ov msnngrrs of 
B^vdtt ViehlLIgad and Kfignl had pua-or to airard sentences of fine 
npto£5 (Ka.30) andof imprisonment for not more than throe innuths. 
In the city of Kolhdpur (be court of the iiydyn'i/Atw/j or Judge had 
•power to line up to £20 (Rb. 200) and to imprison ap to three 
years, and the kotL-al or city iniigiMtruto tiled petty criminal cases 
with power to' Gne up to £2 lOv. (Rh.2o) and imprison ap to 
thirty days. The highest criminal court was tbat o£ the Political 
Superintendent aaitisted by MHCSSors wbu iilau beard appealt from 
tbo decisiona of the inferior court*. Tlio Political Snperintcndent 
lia^ powers Bimilar t-o the Sessions Judge iu British diptricte. 
There wore no definite laws on any subject but the courts wore 
guided by tbe spirit of the Bombay reguiativus unless they were 
found to conflict with the establisheJ customs of the State.

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' Iho decreet! debt Tho juHudiction oE th« ydgirMra wtis retained 
but llicy wtiro not nlloweci to pat^s f eiitrnces of tfcatli or impmonment 
foT more tlwin ton yflnr* ; Iwsitios they wore rwpiired to report iho 
tuorv bviaous oSvuces to the Political &up«rict«Ddeat. 

Tliia t^tate of tilings contJniiiM! np to IHGi wlioii ShivAji or 
'BAhtk u>Abcb Miili^rajn was placed Id charge of tbo adiniDialration 
tof the State. This mado oortaio ohiitigOH oocossftrj. Tlie 
fnyayddhUh or Native Judge vaa allowed to poets acotvncea np to 
I B«veii y^^ara bat ftcnteitMM in eicCM of three ycara ^rere i<ubj«>ct 
to confiriuntiuu by tbi> Mahar&ja. Appeala agaiDSt tbo dL-ciaions vt 
the inferior civ\\ and criminal courts lay to His Higbooita tbo 
Mabl^raja who was nl*o omiwwcrod r,o |mU8 nny 'Bcntunoo up to 
death; but eeutunce^ of di^ath required GoverDment coulirinatioii . 
The Maliilnija's ducisioiiH in civil Hiiit« ware nob open to appvnl. 
By tbu aj^roGmont wbicb win entered into betweua the MaMrAja 
and the British Ouv*.*i'nmi!nt thojumdiction oithvfriiic.ipsiljagirclan 
was liu)iti»l to HCvon years' impriRonmoat and ousux ruquiring 
cftpttal punishment and imprisonment for more thnn seven years 
werw to be «ciit ay io tbc Political A(^at' forsubtnis^iun to Govcrn- 
tDent. In 180(> owin^ to the death of Sbiv^ji the British 
OoTernriirnt reHuinod tho ndminivtrntion of tho State and tho Ajst«m 
oEjndicial admiiiistratlon was remodetled. 

B lo 1867 the nynyddhinh vras invested with tho following powers. 

VTn civil fluits of thoDAture of small eauees and not excMdingr £oO 

P (Ra. 600), one appeal was allowed from tho aubordiuato courts to 

~ tlio nt/difildMnh. In the other 8uit« tried by the Htihordinnto courts 

an ordinary nppofti wa« tdlowed to the nifiiyittihith and a special 

appeal lo tbn Political Agent.

Cndor this Act the miimlatdars wore inTosled 
with powers of n se^nd. class magistrate and could ioflict 
impri&onmoat for six ntonths nod line up to £20 [Its. 200).

Formerly gang robberioa were numerous, but oE late years they 
have jfreally decreased. A notabloganji rubbery was comtiiitleii in 
16~&. Its object waa to restore tho Pretender Uliiina SAheb to the 
Eolb^pur gdili. lu thin they wora fncouniged by the dacoities 
oomtiiitted in neighbouniig British districts by liuri RAmoahi and 
VtUudcT Balvant Pbadke. 

Tho police duties in former times wore porfonned by the p^it 
and thu higher revenue olBcers BSAiHted by the viUa;^ watchmen 
and the tAtUatnHn. Aftvr the HtnUi came under British 
Buperiiitendeuceiii lS44-4'5, the siietmndi militia both horse and foot 
who held lauds for military service were entrusted with police 
duties iindor ilie rillago pulico pdtil aud their lauds contiDued to 
tbem. The following arrangeineiits were made with re^^ird to the 
police of the State. A certain portiuu o£ the rAclaandu slept at 
thi> c/uivcfi during the night, aud tuek the aighily guard; others 
lined the roads on bazdr or nwrket duyii, protected passes and 
forest wastes, aud assembled whi^u called out in mses ; whilst 
detachmontg of trained boree and foot were statioued at tho head- 
quarboi'3 of each ptta or eab>divisioD. Orders were issued by the 
police pdtil who bad also tho charge of muetoring tho predatory 
tribes, of granting them passes withoat which they could Dot 
leavo their villagog, and of keeping n geneml suponHsnoo over 
tJio villagers and over all strangers who might visit tho villngc. 
Above the pdtil tho thaikhtlilr had the surveitiance over a certuin 
numhar t>t vilingrsiitid tho TuamlHtd&r»upcrint<!nded tho Hub-divisioD 

ftinerully. KLuuld u disturbance} occur the village borsomoo wuro 
eapatched with tho intelligence to the nuimliitd&r. I'he report wks 
t«ken in turn by tho horseweo in the nearest locHlttic«. The 
thetgandig aseemblod aud when the tnaulutdar approached, a 
respectablo force assembled iu readiness for tracking and parsiuit. 
In each sub^divisiona police kdrkun, attended by a party uf ten 
Dorecmon, wascontinually mciving about during the fairseasoa from 
village to village, to sui>erimend ihc^eDi-ral arra&gen)eot> U> 
report on tho «flicteaey of tho polictfaeents, to obtain intoUigeucD, 
and to afford any assistance which might bo re<)uired.

Tbe retarna f*>r the 6vo years eoding 183I-S2 show a total of 
Bixty-tliroo irmnlors nnd Httcnipls to murder, iwonty-five culpable 
homicides, 100 caM>s of grievous 1)iirt«, sixty-sovon dncoiticd nnd 
highway robberies, aod 14,100 othuT offencM. Daring these five 
years the total numljor of offeiUH-:* gT»v« n yc»rly nversgu of 28&S, 
or oue offenco fnr every 277 of the population. Thu unaiber of 
mordora varicfl from twen ty-sovon in 1 877 to five in 18SU and aremc^d 
twelve; culpable homicides varioil from eight in Ih77 and I8S0 
to one in 1878 and 1881 and averaged five ; caaes of grievoiia hurts 
raricd from twonty-Movi;!! in 18H(t lo Kixtcon !ii IS?!) nud averaged 
twenty-one; gang and other rtibberies varied from eighteen in 
1878 to nice in 1879 and avera^isl iLiH^eon ; and other offenoei 
varied from 4010 in 1877 to 1999 iu ISao and averagud 2838.

The thirteen suhordiiiate jails are at Karvir, PauhiLla, Alta, Shirol,] 
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HiyMg, Bhndargad, Gadiiiglaj, Kattol, Yishftlgadl, B4vda, 
Icbalkiu-aiiji, Ajra, and Eii^il. Tho uoutrol jail at Kolbftpnr was 
built in 1847-4S at a cost of £12i)U (Rs. 13,000) and nea.rl; thesAme 
amoont was spent iu iif'tH in atlding a eitore^ to tho Dorbhern port o{ 
fho moiu building;. It in tiiluiitc(.I iicur tUu A'ditvilr gate. It consistB 
of the main building and out-honBeH of which two ura nnod to . 
conGne prisoners, ono for under-trial prisoners and ono for fvi^es. 
The omiu building ia Bquare in form and is Burroiinded by a stono 
wall tiiirtf fc6t in Height and i.t protected by doulilo doors to the 
north. The inner door is uiftdu of iron bam mid the outer of 
wooden planks or>ati>d mtb flliocta of iron. The nortberu portion of 
the buildiug ia duuble-stareyod only. Th«ro are fifjc-on ct'lln closed 
with a railing of iron biu-B on three tiidcs. On a bastion in tho 
rampart to lUo Buuth of the main building there are two soUtory 
OG\h (?ftcb mea^nnng 8'x8'. Tho spaoc in their front is nsed aa n 
room for the infaiitry guard. Tho building for the confiueincut of 
under-trial prisuuors contains fourteen cells, ten out of which 
arc provided with wooden btvrs and four with bnrs of iron and a 
wooden ceiling. One cell is allotted tn a single prisoner. This 
bnilding is entered by n door facing tho west. Adjoining to tbi« 
building is tho prison for females. I'art of it is closed with woodea 
bars and tho remaining portion i» kept open which sorvGB as a 
cook-room for the jtiil.

Tlioro is a hospital att-achod to tho jail which stands on a bsslion 
on the rampart.

At about GOO feet from the main building outside the rampart ' 
wall is tho jail workhouse where cottoa-wcikTiag, carp<-t-niakii>g, 
carpentry, and cane-work are carried on. Long-term prisoners are. . 
o to work in the warehouso and others are employed by the 
D mnnicipnlity and by the State nnbltc works department at 
a daily avcmgo wngo of 3d. {'2 drf.). Tho women are employed in 
cookingand grinding com. Ercept on Snnday, the prisoners daily 
work from aix to eleven in the morning and again after a short rt-'st 
from ono to live in tho evening. In I88.'}-*t4 tbo ivorkhouse yielded a 
net profit of £67 14s. (Rs. 677}. Daring tbcsamo year, of thetotaf of 
&0.'i prifwnors 400 woro males and 10.^ females, and 47S were Hindus 
twenty •six Musalm^iis and oi!u Christian. There is a nigLt-school 
in the jail fop tho education of prisoners who dooiro it. Tho ackool 
hours are from »ix to I'ight i& th^ t;vnning.

HEALTH. 

e:^-.£t» climate of tiie Rolhdpar plain, wbicli varicB frodi about 2O0O 
reetabovetho eea in tlie west to abont 1700 in the east, lite tho 
rest of the Western Decofto is temperate- Towards the Sitlivfldri 
liills which sro covcrod with wood »nd drenched during the rainy 
mouths, the air is always coolpr than in tlie east, which duriQg April 
May and Juno ia liablo to hot onst^rlj winds. At the same bmo 
oliiiosC the whole territorjr is ander the iu6uence of the sea brecsOt 
which wta in dnriog the nhoniixin RQd tnste till about eight nt night. 

The prerailing diseaRps are fever and pamsitic diseases of the 
intestines and i^k in. Aftor tho clwto uf Uiv uionsoon forcr prcvmiU 
lately and is spei-ially serero on the wialern slopes of the Sahyidris. 
As the natural dntinago of the country & good utod tbore are fow 
morassea and eztonsivu forest traota, aevoro malarious fever is rare. 
About IHiS typhoid or malignant BCarlet fever prcrailod in Bitvda 
nod Vishalf^ad.' Tho colour of the oativo's slcin made the detection 
ef the ditmuio difficult ; and it was uot till ulceratiou and nloiii^hing . 
of the throat snpL>rTcucdl1i»t oiuiiy who wore attacked applio'I for 
relief. Home ot the cases proved fatal by suffocation, and in utbem 
from sloughing ulcunitiou extending to tho largo vuksoIs of tho 
throat, fatal heemorrbageciuaud. This fovervas oonliiied to the 
billy tract and ortsioatcd in scanty and unwholesome food. 

Both among males and females, old and yoang, strong and feeble, 
entoxoal woms pmvail throughout the year, tlxcopt in Kdlliitpiir 
city guineaworm is comtaou throughout thu State. Formerly • 

ginnoawom waa rory preralent at Bdvda, about tliroo-foiirtbs of tbu 
OBpital patientn being aOucted by it. Of Into, owing to tho closure 
of a particular wotl the water of which was iufocti^ with gorius* 
the diacuso baa notably ducroaood. Tapeworm and nngwonn are 
I'limmon and nscftridea or thresdworms are ofteu found in children. 
Of skill diecaiK.>» tlio chief aro ccxoma, running scall, herpes, and 
scabies, llwy ore not Mvero and, Ihoagh liable to rocur, are iMisily 
removed. 

Of cpideiBtCM cholera and ttiiialKpox ar« t)io chief. Till late, 
K()lh)i|fur wan well ku'^wn aa tbo hot-bad of cholera in tbs BonilMy 
Karofiluk.

On tho soreral roaa^ gunrds were placed to 
prerent the pilgrit»s from entering Kolbiipiir city till tliey puaaed 
Bomft days in <|imi'Antina. In 1869 cholora originat«d at Kig&l 
aud for five months raged sererely tbroughoat the State. Of 
the 4-774 reported cases 2705 or fifty-eefeu per cent neru fatal; 
tor tJie city of Kolh^par the caaex roported were 962 and deaths 
404 ur forty-two percent. lu i860, except at K.elb:Vpar, cholera 
broke oat mildly ia all parta ot tbo State. It first appeared at 
iSbirol in tlie cast and ended at lUvda in tlic wa^t. lu 1861 
cbolera first ftpp«irpd at Sliirol in July whore 302 poraona were 
attacked. It then travcllod toGadin^laj in tbe south, toKolJutpuria 
tbo north, and ondod at BAvdanad V'isbiSlpid in tho west. Of 711, 
tbe total rcportod caaos, 430 or stxty per cent wore fatal. In 1862 
cholera broke out twice in April ana Kovembor. In the middle of 
April cbolera broke out at the fair held on Jotiba's hill. From 
this hill it was bruupht by jjilHriius all over the coautry. and raged 
severely till June, Of 30(2 the total reported cases, 2088 or aixly- 
eigbb per cent were fatal ; in Kolh^pur city, of the 669 reported 
cases 4+0 or sixty -six per c«ut died. The ?JoTember outbreak took 
place in four or fivo rillagea lying twelve miles north of Kulbupur. 
The disease appeared among worlcmcn employed on road-making. 
It wa« probably brought by pilgrims from Pan dbarpnr. Ottlie forty- 
five pocordi'd ousem twenty-three or fifty-one per cent died. In 1803 
chotorn bruko out mildly throughout tbeState from May toSoptember. 
, Of 605 tho total recorded cases. 016 or aiity-lwo percent wore 
fatal ; ia Rolh&pur city tweofcy^six cases were reported ot which t«a 
or thirty-eight pur cent died. Id 1SG4 cholera n^cd severely from 

" April to Jnly. Of 7044 tho total rooordod caaes, 4098 or fifty-seven 
per cent died. Of theso in Kolh^par city tbe cases reported were 
844 and deaths +11 or fifty-two percent, lu 181)5 cholera broke 
throughout the Btate from May to August. Of 12S1 the total 
recorded cases, 852 or sixty-six per cent died. Of tboae iu Kolb&pur 
city tbirty-threo esses occurred and twenty or sixty per cent died. 
Tho year 1888 was free from cholera. In lSti7 only a few sporadic 
caaest were reported. In 1868 cbolera broko ont in October. Of tbe 
230 reported cases 101 or forty-four per cent died. Ic was brought 
by pilgrims from Pnnilhnrpui'. This nuthrealc spread throughout the 
State und continaed till Angnst 1SC9. , It tjrst attacked a Pkadhar- 
pnr pilgrim at VasL in the south of Kolbiipnr and then travelled to 
Bhii'ol Icbalkaranji and Miraj ip the east, to Ctadinglaj in (ho sootb, 
to Kolliitpur and Karvir in tbo north, aud ended at B&vda snd 
Visbtllgaa ia the west. Iu 1870, except at Kolhitpur cbolera 
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Srevailed mildlj in other parts of the State from Septomber to 
foTember. It was bronght by Paadbarpur pilgrims. Of tho SRS 
recorded attacks 1&:) or siztj-one per cent rrere fatal. In 1871 
cholera appeared in November only at Ualkipnr and a few neigb- 
bouriog TillageH. It appears to have been brouj^bt frum SAt4.ra. 
Of tho twenty-two rcpartod cases nme or fortj'-ouo per cent ^iod. . 
In 1872 cbolera attacked Glo persons, of whom 297 or forty-eix 
per cent died. Tho yoare 1873 and 1874 were free from cholera. 
In 1675 cbolera broke out in Kolhdpur city in July and August. 
I'be attack was specially severe among' oliiMreu. Of the 129 
rocordad cases fifty -oight op forty-five per CCTit di&d. I» 1 8"f» mniall. 
pox was folloned by cliolera, cnnsing 283 attacks and 1)7 or 
forty-OQO por cont deatba. In 1877 cholera prevailed throughout 
the State for tho fjreater part of the year. Of the 700 recorded 
CR80B 419 or fifty-fire por cent died. In 1878 cbolera appeared 
mildly in Eollulpur city, cauaing 146 attacka and sixty-four or 
forty>foiir per cent deaths. The years 1879 ikud 18S0 were free 
from cholera. In 1831, except at IColU^pur cholera appsarvd 
mildly about August io other parts of tfae State. Of tho 587 
reported caaea SSI or thirty-nine per cent died. la 1882 cholom 
raged severely from January to August. In Kolh&pur city it 
appeared in February and disappeared at the end ot May ; in 
otbor parta it oonttDued till Angast. It tvaa most severe in May. 
Of 6281 the total casea recorded, 2G9C or forty-lbn'O per oent 
died. Of these, for KolhApur city the casea reported went 2f49 rttid 
deaths 159 or fif ly-fivo per cent. This outbreak is attributed to 
scauty and unwholesome drinking water omng to waut of nun 
during the years 1880 ai'd 1881. In 3883 cholera was specially 
severe in Panhala. Of the 516 attacks reported 191 or tbirty-sovcn 
per cent wore fatal. • 

Dfforo 1848 smnll-pox raged severely, Ot late owing to State 
vaccination outbreaks of small-pex are rare and mild. Sinc« 
1872 sinall.pox ha.t broken twice in 1876 Kod 1833. The 1876 
outbrumk raged Ibroughoat the State. It first anpeared in 
January and was highest in March. Speciiklly in Shlrol, All/t, and ■ 
Ichalkaranji it was fatal to children. In spite of additional 
Toceiiifttors employed to check it. isolated cases of xmnll-pox occurro4 , 
till the end of thu year. lu ifiSi suiiill-pux provailod la Alta, 
Oadinglnj, Bhudn^gad, Sliirol, Ichalkaranji, and Kdgal, where 
•pocikl vaccinator* were «inpl«j«l to check it« gr-jwtb. Of 18,770 
tbe total number of deaths io 1833, 1700 or oino per cent wore 
returned *« dao to smnlI-i>ox. 

Epidemioa of muaslos, ehioken^pox, hooping cough, and muQipa 
occur occasiooally. The lant opidtiiuio of hoopiuf; cuu^h waa in 
the monsoon of 1871. Uumps were unuttoally prevalent from Judo 
toSeptoubvriD 188). 

In 188.1-8-1, bosidu« tho civ^l lioApittil nl Kolhftpur there were four 
disponaarics nt QadinglaJ. Itlolkapur, Kiti^al, nuil Ajra. The nnmber 
of patients troBtvd wiw 30,032, ot wjioni S5,:J91 were out-door and 
1241 in-door patients, and tbe coat was £2208 (Rs. 22^080). Tbe 
following aro the chief details :

built ia 1883 at a coat of £28,000 (R». 2.80,000). Tho cUiof 
disviiws Ireatod were tnuUrioua fovcre, rcspimbory affections, bowel 
oomplaiotfl, affeotioas of the ear and skin, itnd p«nvitio disefisu. 
•Id 1883, 18,6iid oat-patiouU audll7d in^pationis wora treated at 
a cost of £109(3 (Rs. Iti.OOO). During tbe yenr ISO major sargicol 
operations woro ]>erformed. 

The Gaditif^lnj dispensary was o^ned in Aagutit 1879, It u 
located iu a subsiautiitl builditi}:; of its own. Tlt6 couamoaast 
discasea treated were malarioua ferers, itfte^tinal wnrinit, t-benniatic 
afFi'Ctious, and oph Lbalniia. Iu 1883, 7685 oiit-pntioatsfuid Uurty- 
aeren in-patients were treated at a cost of X137 (Ra. 1370). 

The Midk^pur difipeusarT was opened in September 1880. It is 
locitCt'd iu a temple, Tlie cUiel' diHeAflct troHted wero fevers, 
respiratory aftecttouH, iutustinid wortuK, and skin diseases. la 18S3 
&0:il$ oiit-patienta and fifteen iu-p^tieuts were treated at a coat of 
£149 (Its. 1490). 

Tbe Kfigal diDjKtnxary which w»8 opened on » small scale about 
1876, WAS placed on a bettor footing; in Uaj H32. It is li>catod in 
a small bailding about half a tnile from tbo town and has no 
accommodation for in-pntionts. lo 1883, 1781 patients were treated 
at a coat of £57 (Rs. &70). 

TIio Ajra dispensary waa opcnod in KoTember 1883. During the 
fire inontbi [rum November \liti'-i to March 1884, 2214 ouC-patienld 
and fiiurteca iu-patients were treated ab a.coBt of £1G9 (Ra. 1690). 

Tbe lanatic asylum is attached to tbo ICollutpur civil hospital- 
During tbe year I383-S4, of tbe thirty-seven I iinatica treated tliirty- 
^e were uiales and two foinalot) j of Ibc^io tliirty-six were Eliudaa 
and one AJosaliudn. Twenty-two were cared or discharged, eight 
transferred, aud BOvea reuained at tho close of the year. 

BeHideii tbeao there aro jail and Knlliiipnr infantry hoapitaU. 

Daring tbe year 1H83, in the jail hospital HI p^tiL<oU wore admitted 

and tbreo died ; iu tbcj Kolliflpiir inmiitry liospital Zoi pationta were 

ireatod, of whom 241 were cured or diacbargod, OQO died, and ntno 

-feuiaiDud at tbe end of the year. 

VAccn»*nox. ^" 1883-81 ondor tho aapcrrision of tbe dnrbtir ear ffy>n tlio work 

of vaccination waa carried on by eleven vaccinators under the charge 
of an aaaistsnfc snperiatoudent. Tbe total number of opurationst was 
28,949 besides HOI re- vaccinations. In IH^J vaccination coat £367 
(Rs. 3570) which wa^s pnid from Statu funds. Tho co»t of each 
operation was about -id. {2 as.]. Jicsidos this vaccination is practised 
at tbe Kolh&pur civil hospital and throe subordiuate dii4]>eiisai-ios. 

L'A-mj; l>i«iuja. Among cattle fooi and month dtsMso is the rao<tt formidable. 
During tlio bol and raiuy scasous cattle and shocp are aUo attaolcod 
by a disease pcscmbling cholorn. Tbo chief symptomB are shivering, 
hurried breathing, fovor, loss of nppetito, great thirst, swollcu 
toogue, swelling bonoath tho jaw, salivation, purging, and the stools 
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bocoijiine bloody as the diacaeo ndvnaces. Tbo treatment consist* 
oxtcrnally lo apply limo to tbe borns and caatcry to the aides and 
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head either with hot iron or charred yonng bamboo ; internally 
arouatics and astringents are given consisting of turmeric, chillies, 
carraways, ginger, black pepper, mango, jamhhul bark, clariBed 
batter, salt, mustard, nacAnt, Tuasur, and the juice of the wild onion. 
Care is taken to gire no water. A fatal disease called haran hahv, and 
resembling staggers sometimes attacks camels. - The eyeball^ of 
the animal attacked project and become red j it stares wildly, froths 
from the month, becomes violent, and sweats profasely. During 
the time when the east wind prevails, horses are often attacked by 
a disease called land wind or hamri that is paralysis of the loins. 
This disease is attributed to masturbation practised by eatire horses. 

Daring the seven years ending 1883 the total nftmber of deaths 
was 130,579 or an average yearly mortality of 1 8,6S4, or according to 
the 1881 census of twenty-three in eveiy tboasand of the population. 
The yearly totals vary from a lowest of 13,787 in 1881 to 28,573 in 
1877. Of the 18,770 deaths in 1883, 191 were returned as dae to 
cholera, 1700 to small-pos, 10,032 to fevers, 3284 to bowel com- 
plaints, 187 to injuries, and 3376 to other causes. During the same 
eeven years the total number of births was 128,959 and averaged 
18.422. The yearly totals vary from a lowest of 7534 in 1878 to 
23,965 in 1882. The detailu are :

PLACES OF INTEREST.

Ajra> tlie olkief town of tho Ai m tHib-divi» ion, lies forty-«iglil 
ixiilos Bout)i-wc«i o£ Icb»1karaDji mH Ewonty-four weat of 
Sankeslivur. The town is jii-cttil; plnceil a litllo to tlio nortb-woob 
of the meotiog of tho Chitri and Uiraoyakcsbi on a spur of tbd 
Sobyidria, auont twenty miles east of tho vaa'm cro«t. It is 
nurroumied by jack luid mftngo gtovo» And the dwp ravines of tfafl 
Cbitn and Hinuiyckkc^bi flankod hy bi^h woody iiillic Tha towa 
stretches Ifn^fthn-iHo iioiitl] aiul uorlb Bud covers nn area of abuul 34 
square miles. It ba:i two parts, Ajr» proper, tbo old town fencod 
bj an earthwork with an outer ditch, and Nabdbpar of Uitcr growth 
to the north of the earthwork. Besides tbu rivor water the town 
bos an abundant supply from wells. Tho cliraute is cool and 
plea84nt during the hot floason. In 18?1 the popnlatJon was 
returned ut diH7 agaiiml 4210 in 1S72, n decrt'n!>e which la boluved 
chieliy due to loss of life during tho 1876 famine. Beaidea foot- 
paths to the villajjcs round, Ajra isjoiped with Veogurla by tho 
Amboli pa«s r mid and by a newly mado curt track which runs paat 
Uadiuglai with FiTipiini and Snakcshvar on tho Poona-Hflgaom 
cnail roaci. Tho chief tnwlers are a few Ndrvokar V&oh who soil 
ordinary every-Juy articles. The itnportH and exports are logetber 
eotitoated to bo wni-th nbont £7500 (Rs. 75,000) a ymr. Tho chief 
export JB rice, which ueod to bo sent to I'oona for tlie P»?ahwa'8 
household and is still well known all over tbo Pi-ccan. B«!<idv» 
ric«, Airda or Terniiualiacbohulft and coffee Bro ouportod. A vrcekly 
market is hold cveiy Friday and is largely atlonded by people from 
the neighbouring villages. 

Ajra onco bcluo p-d to thn chief of KAp Bi. tlirough whom Ibe 
Ic'lialkaranji chiefs tako tlioir namo of (3horpade. Dnriog llio 
di.'tordera of tie latter part of tbo eigbtcuoth ccatiiry Ajra was a 
centre of border warfa re. In 1746, thmugh the mfluoucoof the 
third Peahwn li&Uy IMjiriiv (17lO-17lJl), .SUhuKtlja of iNilAra gare 
tbo town and sub-divisioii ni Ajra to Anubili Salieh. the daughter- 
in-law of N^ro Malmdvv tho foimdur of Iho preaent Iclialkaranj 
family. In 1 792 the town and sub-divisiou gf Aira wero farmed to ono 
of tho Anco«tora of tho present Phndnii or Phatluaria family of A jfa. 
Undor the Phadnis Ajra waa c ongtaptlv at wa r with its neiKh'boiira 
^e^n, Bhudargadj and the Kolh&pui^ s tate, and waa gaarded by a 
garrison iOOO strong kept at a yearly cost ot about £3200 
(Rfl. 32,000). lu 1800 one Cbiotu lUmchaudra Fhaduis loil tbo 
BTRalt garrison of Ajra ngniimt Flarpdvada and BellovA*!" and 
elurued Ibr&bimpur. lu iBUi JivAji, Chiulu K^oichantlrn'B brother. 
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loat bis life in n 6ght at Bbadargad. Bot the bravery oE the 
Phndiiis fiiinilv provcattxl Ajra from fulling into the hauda of tbo 
iiciitlibouriug' chiefs. About 1820, after tho fall of tho Poshw&s, 
tlie Ajrii ffiiirisuii w/is PoJiiced, atid at preaeut (1884) ouly a few 
uiilibiik ur tiftHadia arc employed to Ho police work. 

Ah tlte Iivnd-qanHcrs of a eub-dirieion Ajra lias the uaaal revvnuo, • 
police, and postoffioes. In the faif senson, li-om Januapy to Apr!!, it 
IS alim the soiit of » Mulxirtlinuto civil juilg'o or miinsif. The town has a 
school with rooin for ahoat 2IH) pupils, a digpeneary, « reading room, 
a r«Bt-lioii»o or ilhtiritituhtila, nnil n few Hindu tomploB. The chief 
objects of intorost aru tho tomplcn of R^rtilniith aiiti lUmling and 
the ruin.1 uf a hill fort The toin[>Ic of Uivalii&th ka:* & rest-houso 
ntlocbod Bud onjoyii a yearly gnat of £60 16^. (Rs. 608). In a 
(loep mvine on the Hiianyakcslii, with a Gno pool nnd wntorfnti, 
about n inilv and a hiiH north of tho town, is tho snmll stone t^mplo 
of lUniting, with ali[i>-Ki?.u imago of Nnndi or Shiv's bull, and n 
Hindu Oos^in ks it« minUtrant. Evt-ry yuiir on Mnh'ithivralra 
Day in Mdgfi or Jaunary>F«bruary a fair is bold attended by about 
5000 p«opio aria with wiles worth about £200 {R*. 2000}. A 
smatl hill at tho north end of Nab&bpur is crownud by tho fdidb of 
•a old fort. Accardin^ tn tradition the older town spread over the 
top and elopuA oE the hill, but as in Muhammaduu timoa it waa 
coniftanti}' attacked by robbers, the people removed tn Ajra which 
they strnigthi^nvil with nn earthwork and ditob. The lowii hod 
formorly only two gates. Lately to give more air Dire fre-ih 
breaches hnvo buon miu1(^ in the wall, and baml>ao thit:kota which 
cohered the ditch hare bciyt cliAi'ed. 

Alta. from ulla a red colour formerly made in the town, was 
thuToriiicr hoad -quarters of tho Alta sub-division. It licH in tho 
VAma volley, about t welve milea north-paat of Kolbfip ur and sii 
miles south of the Virual Tho town is Riirroonded on throo sides 
by woody heights and has a good supply of wvtl wntvr. la 18S1 
tho popuhition was rebumed at -1012 against iilDti in 1S72. Tho 
poopW ai-o mostly Juins and live in brick and tile-built houses. 
Altii is said to bo mnro than 800 years old. From 1 705 to 187G it " 
vran the hoad.qnartiTS of the Alta sub -division, when as Alta was 
inconvcDieiit for somunowly -added vilkigvti, ihoiuauilatddr'sofScuway. 
removed to tho more central town of U^tkaUugda. Weekly markets 
aro bold every Tueoduy and WuiliitxMlivy. During the disorders at thu 
oloso of the uight«ontb century Alta vcas twice burnt to the ground. 
It bos a flcluiol with an nrci-agu attendance of seveuty'flvu boy.t. 
The school -hoiffie, which was built in 1872 at a oust of about £300 
(lt& 3000), has room for a hundred boys. ']1ieuhjcct.floF intorestare 
nMusnlmnn praycr-plnco oallnl Katuu^n Darga, and about a nii& to 
the west of tho town the teniple>s of Sidoba a Lingdyat saint, of 
Dhulolm ap{)arcntly a local TChnndi^ba, of Alam Prabhu a Liogtlyat 
cutint, and of Kdmling or Shiv. The llainzfia Darga is a square 
biiildiug, inclndiiig tho plinth* forty-four feet long by forty feet broad 
and inoludiiijr the donio thirty-tbrw fvH high. The praycr-placo 
in visited by many MuHulinAiis and by a few Hindus. ICver^ 
rent ou the 15tb of 8avAl a fair or urns is held attended by ah<to.<* 
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1000 people- The Darga eujay& rent-free l&ad valued at a yearly 
uaMwamoDt of £61 6«. (Ra. 013). Of Hindu templeii the t«atple of 
^tfllhlft 19 a iiniall tilb-romfcd stone and uiortAr buildiu^ fire feet 
long and five feet broad. It is viaited chiefly Ly Konbia. The 
temple of Ohaloba . which is built in Saracenic style, i» twtiuty-five 
feet^etquare snd baa a small centi-al dome. It ia tsaid to have been 
built by u weaver of Kilgal. Every year in Chaitra or Marcb-April a 
fair is beld attended by about 5000 people chiefly MarAttifo. The 
temple of Alajn Prabau which is aleo built in Musaliu&n style, ia 
tweoty-xeTon feet long eeroutecii broad and ten high. it ia 
c]ii<;Qy visited by LiQg^yats and Jains. According to a local legend 
Prabha was a I^ag&yat aaint who came to Alta from Kalyfiu iu the 
Kisim'e ten-itory. Adling, a disciple of I'rabhu who came to aeek 
his teacher, followed him as far aa Alta. As he could find do 
further trace of him Adting thought L'rabbu had buried btmuelf 
alive at Alta. To show reepect for his teacher Adling built the 
sbriije aud set np « lamp ivbicb isstiil kept buruingand wortihipped. 
There is a local etory that the tempio waa vi&ited by the Dmperor 
Alameir or Aurangzeb (1058-1707) ajid was presented by liiin with 
a maena or footatool, and that in honoui- of this gift tlie ehi-ine was 
named Alatn Prabbu.' The original footstool bas disappeared and 
a Dcw one has been lately inHtallod in front of tho lamp. Soma 
email domes in tront uf tho tompio are eaid to have boen raised io 
Iionour of devotees of Shiv who mrformed t he live-burial or iioant- 
eamddh. The last lire-burial was performed about seventy-fiTe 
years ago (1608) by the grand uucle of the present jiryiin or 
oiQistranb. Tho caw- tcrTipli' of K->mliii g is on the side of a roclty bill. 
The chief cave was wigiiially ucaily \welve feet square, but three 
qiiartorsof it hare been tnrncd into n ciiit«m fii^o feet deep. At the 
yiner end of tho tciapio ore a rock-carved Hag and a Gonpati 
from which water alwayR trickles. Before they can reach the /mff, 
wopsbippors hftvo generally to pa»s through three or four feet of 
water. Outside of the cave-nioutii a massive Hemitdpnnti fitmclure 
thirtoun foot Hqiiaro roats on eloDU pillars. By the aiae of tho main 
cave is a row of seven small cells now dedicated to the seven 
Pnr&nio sague or rapta ri»iii». Nuartho tomplearo sevpral unfailing 
springs, of which the KilKanga or Blue Ganges aad the P&pn^hi 
■T>T Sin-destroyer arc tirUm or snared pools, Tho position of tho 
l\nij mil] the Gaupali neumH im ulunv that tho caves are Buddhist or 
Jaiu aud bare boeu adupi«d for BrfLhmanic worship. 

Arag, a village iri_lclia[karanii, with in 1881 a population of 
3&06, forty-throe miles oaet of Eolb£piir, has an interesting group 
of four temples. The chief temple. 27'xl6', which is dedicated to 
Laic&hmi, consiite of a eorics of arches built of atone and mortar. 
Every year from the dark ttth to the dark lltb of Chaitra or March- 
April a fair is hold attended by about SOO people. Bcsidos a 
mansioD or vdda belonging to the Slate, the viUage has a Jain 
monastery and a Mu&almAn tomb.- The monastery, which is 
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8S'xlO'x9' tigli, 18 built oF atone and cement ancl rests oa eight- 
8ii]ed pillars. Ttie domed tomb which is io Iionour of Shamou&mir 
l*lr is 17' X 12' X I+' higli. Tlie village has a school with an avera^ 
attendance of forty-one boya. 

Ba'liUKO, a village with in 1381 a popidation oE4S3, liesfive miles 
south of KnlbApur. Its chief intei'VHt is cLo toiuplc of K&tyfhraoi* 
prwitily pliwod on a hill to the south of the village. The temple is 
an old stone building +l>' x 20' x 1 2' hijrh. The godiloss KatyAyani 
is bctd in great boaour by the Hindus and ia mentioned in the 
Karviror Kolhipiir Purdn as the great helper of Ambdbiii. The 
lUtydijani stronin which rises in this hill i§ the main feeder of the 
Koth&pur water works. The holiiioH» of tlie goddess and ibe beauty 
of the temple site make Balingo a favourite picnic place for the 
people of Kolhapur. iT' 

Bfljlvj^ one of the fiftw n forts built hy BhojirrUin of Pa nlidla 
(1 178-1 209)j liea iltirty-six "miles south-west of Kolhapur on a peak 
of Ihe SaliyJiJris iimro (hn.ii 'JiiOO fot>t above tlie sea. The fort 
ritMja sharply from the Konkiiu and is very ditBcult of approach. 
The hill onci the country round were formerly thick with forest 
hut are now )K>mowlu(t bare. lu 1660. along with Panh&la 
VishAlgad nnd K&iigna, Shiy&ji to( ; >k BAyd a from Ali Adil Sh&h 11. 
(I6S6-1672) of BijApur and f tnvo it in f'd</iV or usliito to Ni!o 
twuader. After again fatliiig fur a short time into the hands of Ali 
Adit Sbiili the fort remRin>;il with Btiivilji fill hist death in I6S0. 
In ^Ogft when Kambhiji was captuix-d at Saiignmeshvar in Ratndgiri 
Bflvda ull to the .Mo^hids. iJurititf iho reign of RA^r^in (1689- 
1700) RAmchimdra Nilkaflth. the founder of the B^rda fam ily, took 
Btlvda from^tho Ab'gitals and in rewftpd was presented with it in 
gniiit. l>uriug tlte r iyalrv bqtwwo ^ tAr» and Kolh< lpur (170^- 
172J»3, OH he remained hithTnl to his pftrty» Sambhiii of Kolhiipnr 
(1712.1760) allowud Hh^QUlfiD^^'^'' '^^ RiSunrhninIni to routinuo 
to hold the B&vda estate. Toe mvda estalv then stretohtid in the 
Konkan aa far as MAlvap and V^iiftydi irir in Rat n^iri. and the DA^j Hni 
chiefs, with a rolJowing oi^iKm^o,0u6 dorse und foot, mude many 
raids into the Kookaii. In J 7^ when the capit al was moved from 
Pauh^ to Kolh^pur the privileges of the Ga^karis or fort garriBoos 
were reduced and the Gnakaria of lUvda rebelled and succe:«sfiilly. 
opposed n K'.itiLljiiir nnny. fii I SOQ I l liagvaiitrA v Pant AiiuLt.ya re- 
paired the iiiTi :i:iil defeated and killed an otHcer of the Feshtva'n who 
was sent to tnku it. In Ijili, with the garrison of SimAogad the 
garrison of Dilvda fort rebelled. After the reduction of SAm^gad 
fidvda aarrendored and the furtifications were partly destroyed.' 

About a mile to the east of the fort lies the TiUago of BAvda, 
with iu Ids I a population of 102<j and 100 bonsee of woich eevenly- 
ono were tiled aud the rut tliatehud. An exoMsive ra infall 
avera^Dg 2 20 inch es during the twenty-one years ending 1S81 
makes Uie'olimalo nuhealthy.< The water is ahundautaDd excellent. 
Every Thorsday a market is held at which the chief article aold is 
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grain. Every yoar in Chailra or March -April a fi«r is beU in 
bouour or liiiu, at which the tiitrda State speDcla about £fi(N) 
(Ks, COOO). Tho fair is said to haro boon established oa the advieo 
of tifaiTAji's t«scher Il^md^s Sv^mi hy Rdmcbandra NilknaUi 
Aujitya tbo founder of the Mvfhi family'. UeaiduB KAm's fair, twu 
• Masalm&o Eatra or urtis, attended hy 500 or 000 people, are held in 
honour of Qb&ibi t^^beb. one at the lioginuinK of ibo rains and the 
other in iC-iWifc or October -November. Besides the palace of the 
J^t AiiiAlya, the rillugv hns the ofRces of the chief, hia tiYtrbhtlri or 
agent, tbo muiii'i/ or civil judge, and the chief constable, a poat-ofTu-u, 
»nda schoohwith an areraf;o attendance of fortynioo boys. iSiui'i;) 
184^ a detachuiant uf tho Kolhi^pur Local lufuntry has been statioued 
at B&rda. 

Ba'vda, a village with la 1681 a popntatiou of 3573, lies three 
mileti north-eaat of Koihiipar. Within its limiU are the officeof ibe 
British UcsidcDt aud the cauip of the Kolhtfpur Lcxskllufuutry, lu 
1881 the camp had 1311 people. It has two boys schools, ouo fur 
the Yilbgeana (he other tor the troope, and a third a frirU school 
with an aTSiaf^ attundancc of fifty-two gtrlu. It has also a police 
post of one ofRcer and three men. The rillage has rick sniifiircanc 
and regetsbte gardens, which owing Co tbfl QMiru«s8 of Kulbipur 
city yield large profits. 

Bha.'doli, a village in the AJta su h-dif iaion. witli in 18S1 apopiiln- 
UoD of mvS, lios tveWe mites north of liolhiipur. l*ho vilia^^u ttikt^s 
its name from the temple of Bhadrcsbvar wuich ia built of brick 
oud mortur, is 122 feet square, uud including tho spire ia twenty- 
three feut high. Besides the temple ihe village has a dointnl 
Miualm^ii tomb built of nluno and iri'irtiir about 500 fcot !«|u:iru and 
thirty 'twu feet high. It has a ttchoul with an average attendance oE 
ifbveiity-one boya. 

Bhimsft'giri, a group of two or three temples, lies abont & 
thousand yai"da wc'si of Kitiiidii tfad. The chief is Bhiui'tt toraplu 
which Ime a stoue-bnilt gahhiir or shrine with a qimdniugnlar vesti- 
bule or m'lndo}'. It liiut room for about 300 peojilo and ia 
lOO'xtiVy 14' high. In the shrine is a stone iniiigu uf M^ruti 
or tho Tnonkey-gi>d. Cloitc tu tho temple is na old uudorfj^round 
■ excavation 75'x40')cI5' deep, and about 200 yardu w«t of tho 
Icniple is a grove of mango and other ti-eirci. At this temple, 
from llio dark ISth of Mtiffh or January- February to tho bright 
6th of }'hA!gun op Kobrnary - March a yearly fair ia held 
attended by about 10,000 peopto. The fair is said to have becu 
fttarted by Diibnrttv Ouduis a former commandaul of the 
SiiqMingit^ fort^ Before 1814 when the garriaou of the SAmitngad 
fort lind considerable influence, tho iStato spent about £1 10 
(lU. 1100) a yoar on tho fair. Since then tho grant bsa bean 
reduced to £50 (Its. &00). Near Bbiin's temple st^nd^ the temple 
of ChiiKiba wboro in Mighor January-Fehrunry a yr-arly fair is held 
attended by about 3O00 people who generally offer the deity 400 
to 500 sheep. 

Bhndarga d. onoof tltc KolhApur forta which in ISW wore dia- 
lUftnUol anoer the advice of the Bombay Ciuvct-iuuuat, standsona bluff 
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roolt thirty-six miles soath of KolhApar. It ia 2600 feet from nortli 
to aoatb aad 2100 feet from eaat to vrcfil, and m iMiclttaud by a 
brobon etoiio and mortar wiill with tvra giittuvaya. Witliin it 170 
p«opIe live iu thirty-tliree honaea, ten of thorn tiled niiil tho rest 
IhAtcbed. At the fuot of tho hill arc ivto baiulots iu ono of which 
rury Monday a small market ia hold. Before the repniring 
tne fort (1667) the hill of Bhudargad bnd shrines eacrcd to 
KpdArling, Bb&irav, and Jakhrab^i, with a hatnlct at the foot of the 
hill inhabited by the priosta who performed the service of the deities 
and managed their fostivala In 1667 tho fort was repairedaod pat 
io excellent order by Sbivaji. Shortly after it waa captured 
by tlio Moghals. About flvo years tator tho fort vvls ralakcu, aad 
tbo atan^dard colours of the Moghal goneral who was killed in the 
conflict were presented to tho teuipto of Bhairnr where they are still 
kept. About the close of the eighteontK century i'nroHuhr&m fant 
Bhiin Patrardhan took the fort by bribing the garrison and held 
it for about ton years whou it wa« retaken by tho KolhApiir State. 
Sabaeqnently ParaiihurfEm Pant BhAu and GopAl Puat Aptcthe chief 
of IcbalkamDJi made 80veml vain attempts to wia it back. 
During this war, of tho five haniletd which formerly clnsterod round 
the fort three were destroyed. In 184* the gBrrisong of Bhndargad 
and SflmiDgnd rovoltuJ and closed their gates. On the 13th of 
October IflH Bhndargad was taken by a British force under 
Genorid Delainotto, and dtsmantJed.' Besides a mansion belong- 
ing to the Slate, a largo gmnnry with un i-xucUuut courtyard 
ana a cistern built at a cost of about £500 (Ila. OOOO), tho 
chief object of intero»t is tho temple of Bhairav which ih about 
SOOO feot sqnnro and conaints of a Btono and cement Hhrioe, a hall, 
and a northern veranda. Iu front of the hall iitand» a stone and 
mortar lamp.pillar. The temple has about twenty ministrantA 
supported bya yearly ca«liuliow(inoe of about E5G (Rs.500) and land 
THlned at a yearly assessment of about £13 (Rh. 130). Evcrv year 
from tho dark firat to the dark tenth of Mi'njh or Jannary. February 
a fair is held attended by about 'tOOO people and with a sale of goods 
worth abont £200 (Ra. 2000). 

Bid, on old village in the Karvir or KolhApnr Biib-diviaion, with in 
18S1 a pup 111 u I ion of 1C32, lies on the Panchganga about ntne^ 
xnilea sonth.woat of Kulb^pur. Bid baa a tomplo of BideHhvnr,* ' 
fil'x Sti'X'WJ' high, and a Friday market, where small qaantitios 
of grain, coarso cloth, and vegetables ar« brought for sale. It 
has a school with au average uttondanco of forty-fife boya. 
Though now a small village, Bid is said to bavo once been 
the capital of an old chiebhip which inolnded Kolbi^pur and 
Panh4la. Round the village are many ruins, among tncm 'an 
old stono ttimple with ap image nuder which is a broken stone 
with tho frngmenc of an inac^ption. Tho walls and colnmna, with 
numerous mouldings and much scroll work are in tho stylo of abont 
tho thirtoontb century. SnurtI aiiciont gold coins are sometimes 
found noar tho old mad fort. 
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Cbikbali, a vUUge in Kii^l, witli in 1881 a population of 2403, 
litw twenty-one iniloii uorThof Kolliilpur nt tnu raeetinjc; of the 
Chttra^Dga aiid Vcd^nn^a, Tlio villagci ia upparontly named fmm 
tlie ch.ikhal or lund wliich tli6 Cliitm^oga ami Vedgan^ leave in 
lai^o qaantitica duriu^; thu rniuy Heason flooda. Twice a week on 
. Mniylaya and Saturduyit marketft aro hold, to which (rmin and ololli 
are brvufflit for »ale. CliJlcliuli bus m schoul nitb an average 
attendance of eightj-nine boys and an old State mansion wliicb is 
said to linvo b«oa built iu 1807. 

ChinChli, an ijuim or alienstft d Tillage bctoofpn^ to th e Dea &i 
of Cliinchli'iu .Shirol, fios GO tliu Krialina ahout forty-two miles 
aoutli'Caat of &olli£par. Acoording; to the 18HI censns it had a 
|K)^1at)0D of 91,100 of whom 3110vroro renidonta and 28,050 wero 
risitors at the large fair of Mah&kiili. It haa a schoal with an 
avonigo attewdancB of fifty hoyv. TI»o pliico i» chiefly known for 
the shrine of the ^ddesa MaHk&li popularly called MAyika . Four 
timcM A y<Tar pilgnnia Tiait the shrine and on the full-moon of Magh 
or January -Fobrnaiy a largo fair is held. Tho fair is attendcsd by 
about 35,UO0 people some ot whom cotae forty or Gllj mWea. Besides 
grain, olotb, and copper and brass tossoIb, large numbora of cattle 
are brought for sale. Tho aalea average £6000 (Ra. 60,000). In 
1&83 the Poliltoal Agent took advantage of the largo Guttle fiur 
to start a horse nnd cattle show. To aapport thia show contri- 
butions were started by tho Kolh/tuur Stiito nnd collected from 
the chiefit and gentry of Sdt&ra and ttie Rombny Knmtftak.

600 feet to ibo nortli-west. Like other Kolhipar towns Gadinglaj 
■nEfered grratly during th e lontr war s at tho close of the oigbteeoth 
..century <1773-1810), especi&Uy nt tho hands of the PatrartJhan 
Koulierr&v and the Nip^niknr. The fort which was bniltabont 
1700 by an ancestor of tlio K^psi family w now io rains. The town 
is thriving. About thirty years ago (1853) it had 627 bousw and 
3000 pcoj^c, in 1872 4(j70 people, and in 1 881 1005 hoosoa and 5002 
people. The main road, which runs from tho north gate to the rirer, 
UBlargo tiled honscs on both sides. On every StinJay a market ta 
held when large quantities of rice aud other grain are brought for 
sale. Ti ll 1854 S^mAngad was the head .qnartora of tho su^dmaion. 
Io 1 So* tho new Bob-divisio n of Gadinglaj was'^rmecl and tho 
niflnQlatdiir's office moved from SimlLnftad to GadingjM,and in 1881 
the mnnsit's court was moved io Gadinglnj from Kadegaon four 
miles north of the town. Of public buildings outaido of the town 
are the m&mlatd&r's and muosifs oHicO'e bailt at acoal of £349S 
(Rs. 34,980), A diepensary built at a cost of £863 (Ra.

HdTla, a largo village in tlie Alta 8iil)-Jivisioa, with in 1^1 a 
popuUtion of 39013, is on tho Kolhaimr-Miraj road ci^lit miles 
north-oaflt of KolhApup. On oveiy Sntiirdny a market w li«1d 
at which the chief article eold is grain. It has a polico po6t q{ 
three men and a school with An avemge attendaDCo of 111 boys. 
Fuimorl; Ilcrla was a military station with a detachment of bone 
called the divan jxiga or minister's troop. It has tvo old 
temples, one dedicated to M^lmti and tho othor to Mahadev. The 
temple of MAniti, which is thirty feet lontf by twenty broad, 
is stone huilt and ia about 200 yvara old. The temple of 
Mah&leT Bftenift older than the temple of Miiruti and ha» a poitJoo 
Testing on stoae pillars. It a thirty-four feot long and tfrenty- 
one broad. Herla baa a SiUh&ra iDBcription on a stone iu Old 
KilnaroBO characters dated Shale 1040 (a.d. lll8),uiAkiDg a grant to 
a JaiD temple.* 

Hupri, a village in the Altawib-d! vision, with in 1881 a popalatien 
of 3''i'-i'', lif)3 ten miles sobtn-^t of Kolh&pnr. On ercry tjnturdsy 
a weekly market ia held at wkioh the chief article sold is grain. 
It has a police post of three men sod a school with an avun^ 
attondunco of eighty boys. It had % mnasit's court which haa 
since been moved to Shirot. Uiipri bad once a onnie for its fliui 

Sieco goods, but of kto the weaviug of fiiio cloth has greatly 
9clined. At present (1884) it has fifty looms but all of them are 
for coarse cloth. It has two old temples of Ainbdbii (17' x 15' x27' 
high) and of Mnhltdev (U' x 13'x 18' high) both built of stono and 
tnurtar. Every April at AmbdUU'ii temple u fair is hold attended 
by about a thoa<iand poople. • 

loh^jcur^ji, the bead-quartera of the fe udatory ch ief of the 
.aarilJnR^melpuee ia tho Panchga nga vnlley alwut oigatocn milea 
east of Kolhtfpur and half a milu uurtb of the river. The town is said 
to be formed of seven Imndef^. The cliiimttt ia healthy, hut the water 
of the welU ia brackish. Lately ffood driukiuif water 1ms been 
broughb in iron pipaa from the I^iichgauga by thtt hitlp of a stoani 
pamp raisad on a tower built iu the rivfar. Id 1881 it had 9107 
people living in 17 Id houses of which onotbousaud were two-storeyed. 
The stroutis arc kt-pt clean and iu good rupuir. Must of the people 
'are well-to-do and four or five avo rich inoneylendBrs. Every 
Wednesday and Thursday a market is htAd to which ffrain, cloth, 
and a considerable uunilfer of cuttle ai-c brought for sale. £eside« 
an old mansion of the chief to the west of th(^ town, Hun-ounded by 
a thick mud wall encloaiug a space about 0000 fcot aijuaro, where 
are the offices of the State manager or hirhhari and the snbordiuate 
judge, thorc arc three or four good riwt-houaca, a poat oflice, a girls' 
school, snd nn anglo-vcrnnculor school with an average attenaano* 
of 107 bojM. Every year in October y liirgo fiiir utteadcd by 1000 
to 2000 people is held in houoiir of Vysiikatesb the gaardian deity 
of tlie State. On the 24th and S^nh ,of Sajfar a M uKamiiiixtuu fair 
or wriw, attended by about 1000 people from ten to twenty miles 
rouudj is held in honour of Mugdam Fir and Dari Pir. 
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Jotiba's Hill, a\<>o called YMi-BatQ^ffiri, lies abont nine miles 
north-went of KolhiipDr. The bill riaes about 1000 feet from Uio 
plain in » tnincAt«d cone, and, tbougli (iJBoonnocteil, funns part of 
thw I'liiihillH. spur which stretclies from the Sahj^ri oreet to tJie 
Krishnn. On the wood/ hill>top is a small village with 840 houses 
Rod 1561 people mostly ffurars or prJeata of JotilM. From very/old 
times thia bill has been coasidered specially eacrod. In the middle 
of the village is a gronp of templea, the three beat of which are 
dedicated to iTutiba under the naiites of Ked^rlia^, KvdAreflbvar, u.ud 
RAmliiiR. The touipie o£ Kud/irllufr ataoda between the two others. 
According to a local legend Ambabdi of Kolhilpur bciii^diriturbod by 
demoDs weut to Kedireshrar in the Hitnlllay:^ hiIlEi,prRcttsod severe 
peniuice, and pmyed him to destroy the demons. In anawor to bor 
praytTS Kedircshvar came lo Jotiba'a bill, briugiug with him and 
-setting up the present KedAr Hmj. The original U>ciipIo is said to 
have been built by oue N^vji tiuya. In its placo abuut loO years a^ 
(1730) Ilia Ilighneaa Rliiit)jti4v hinde built the pre-ient teuple. It 
is a plain buitdinK ''~'x 37x77' hiffb including tbo epire. The 
second temple of KediLrexhvar which iH-l9'x22'x S9' high wu bnilt 
by Biiulntnlv Sindo about scvi-'nty-fivo yearx age (1808). The third 
temple of Ramling, IS' x 13' X 40' hi^^h including the dome, waa built 
about a hnndrod yonra ago (17S0) by one MiSlji Nilum I*HDhi,lkur. 
In a small domed ithnue in front of thu teniplo of Kcdfircshvar are 
two Mcred bulla of blat-k atone. Clone to tlieae temples is a shrine 
BBCred to Chopdai which vras built by PritirAv nimmat MahJldnr 
about 125 yonra ago (176D). Ilia 52'x46'xH0' high ineleding 
the dome. A few yards onlside of the village st-ands a temple of 
Yamii bnilt by RAnojirir Siode. It is 47' X 27' X 49' bigb including 
tbo dome. In front of Yam4i are two Micrcd cisterns, one of wbicb 
(164'xl Wx 18'deep) ia said to hare been bnilt by JijabjU Saheb* 
about 17*13; the other callotl Jimndngiiyn t/iirth and built by 
ItAnnjiruv Sindo is &V X 52' x IT deep. Bonides these two tirths or 
snored pools, five ponda and wclla ana two aarrcd streams Bow dowu 
sides of the hill. One stream rising from the fCnehiivarta pool is 
called the Godft, the other which riHes to the north of tho hill and 
is known as Haimavati foils into the Vnrna. Most of the tempica 
on Jotiba'i) hill are mado of n fine blue basalt which ia found on the 
hills. In many parts the style of architecture, which ia strictly ' 
Hinda, is highly ornamented, several of tho sculptured figures bt^ing 
covered with brass and silver plat*-*. Tho chief objoct of worship ia 
Joliba, who, though called the son of tho sage Fsngand, ia bolioroa to 
have been Pnngand himself who became man to help the mlers of tho 
Deccan in their fights with demons. According to tradition Jotiba'a 
dostnictiou of one of the demons named Rntn&sur gave the pbi^ti 
the name of Rittn^girt in addition to thoKoof Ifodiirling, [Ceddriifith, 
and N^lb. In honour of*tbe victory over the demon, on the full, 
moon of ChtUra or March-April a yearly fair is held attended 
by 40,000 or SO,OOQ people some of whom occasioDally comu from 
■ distance of 7UU mites. The sale of grain, oloth, copper and brass 
Teasels and ttweotmeats is eatimated to be worth about £4500 
(R»- 4-5,000). Besides this great fair, small fairs aro held every 
Buuday and fuU-iaooa day aud ou iho bri^t SAi.^.'li tA SHvu««^v '»« 
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Aagnsi. On tliosc dtif k Iho iniftco is cnrried roond the templo in ' 
litler witli grcnt pomp.

In (he middlo 
of the monastery is a tcrilplo of Siddheshvar, i0'x20'x'S0' high. 
Round tho tomplo of .Siddhr^hvar arc small cihriiies dedicated to 
A.dlce&hvar, ChAkrosbrai*, and If udrapdd with tho eacrod bull in fronf. 
The monastciy bas a total yearly iocomo of X150 (Ha. 1500). Tho 
licnd of tlio inonustory has great intltieQco and liiut between 5O0U 
AtiddOOO Lingltyat dii^ciploa in Kolh^pur, tho KuukoQ, Bcmboy, tho 
KaniAtak, .Mnisnr, BeliU-i, and Madras.

It is encloaed by a 
prickly-pear covered mud wall sbonl fourUwa feet thick und 7(K)0 feet 
in circumfercuco, witb elevea towers nenrly all of which have f'tll 
In I8S1 the popiilntion van rolurued at IZi'S ajfainst 4965 in I6» 
On Friday a weekly market is held. Katkol li«a about 210 weax-e 
of coarse oottOQ clolb und bhinkuta. Under the mimhttthir o[ U:

Eodoli, Ik largo Ihriviug village iu Punhdla ia tlio Yilm« 
rolley, lion abont fourteen milf>« north of Kolhflpnr and a milo 
and a hiilt from tho river. In 1831 it had 4942 poopio living in it 
tbouHand hoi^Kes, of which 100 were two-Kloreyed, tJOU tiled, and 
!K)0 tli»tohed. Tbu people nro tnoKtIy Kunhit* who raiae rice, 
Hugarcane, turmeric, botol>leaTe8, and cbilliM, worth about £2000 
(EU. 20,000) a year. Kodoli has ako 125 band-looma which yield 
a yearly outturn of coarso cotton cloth worth about JE2000 
(IU. 20,000). Evory lliursday a market is held attended by about • 
IOl>0 people to which grain aad hand-wovcu cloth and yuru arc 
brought tor Bale. Kodoli has n resit-house, a police post of fivo 
men, and a school attondod by ntnuty Hoys uud ton girtt. It in 
well supplied with rivor and spring water. The chief temple, 
which is dodicated to DultAtroya, i« 1*10 feet square. Every year 
on tbe dark 5th of Atdgh or January- February a tuir ia hold attended 
by ubuut 1000 poopio from a distance ot ton to fifteen uilea.

B«£oro tho bci^nniag of Britiah nupermteudooco iu 1844, Kolh&pur 
.jvas dirty and uuhcaltliy. Tbo city suffered from oalbroftks of 
cholera, sometiui«B n^ in 18S4 so severe that about 8000 people 
died in a fortnight. Siucg 11^4, by widening cltianing and 
draining tho streets, by removing dirt and niglit.<oil, by pulling 
down the ramnarts and filling the ditch, and by increasing 
the WBter-supply. th« health of tho city has been greatly 
improved. Lxcept from March to May whon it is hot and 
at times oppruitsiro, the cliuiat« is temperate, pleasant, and 
wholesome. Prom Miiruh to May hot witidt prcvjtil, but the sea, 
breozo wliiob bcgintt in the afternoon and latit^i till eight makes tlio 
evcningn oool and pleasant. During the oold months from tho 
river sod Iake» heavy toffs rise aud bang over tho citv. Tbo 
tcmporaturo avemgoa 76-):r and the r»infair4l-8 inches, ^rhe woU 
water is hard and brackisb, but tJw water from the Kityfiyuni hill it) 
excellent. During the five years ending 18S2 births averaged 2l'(J

mm malarious fever, bowel cumplnintii, panisitic diaoaseo, and 
affections of tbu ejo uiid skin. 

Kolbil[)iir 18 plentifully supplied with water From wellfi, the 
I Pancligauga river, the K&tylLyaui conduit, and ten reservoirs aDdlakes. 
The well water is brackish and ta chiefly aaed for Trashing. Except 
the Fauch^Qga wator which is used by the people of tho tShukrav^r 
ward and the Rankdia lake water which is uaed by the* people of 
the nudhv&'r ward, the main supply of dnnking water h fruiu tuo 
K&tyiyani condnit. Before the Kfity^jani conduit yfos bnilt, tha 
city eutfered much from want of driukiog water. About the end 
of the eighteenth century (1792) a rich poaidont of Poona 
named DAbur&v Keahav Thtlkur or (Chatri, whilo on a pilgrimage 
to KolhApur, was askod by other pilgrims to bring wat«r from 
Katy^yaoi to supply Amhibai'a temple. Bilbnr&v asked the 
lUja'u k-ave. According to th.o local legend, the R^ja was at first 
unwilling to let a etranger supply the goddess with wator but 
Ambabfii warned him ia a dream to grant B&burav's request. 
la 1792 a miuonry condnit was complotcil which bronght water to 
two reserroira in AmbitbAi's tcmpio one for Brdlimnus and the other 
for other cattOK. Afterwards, to Hupply Vithoba'a temple with 
water two laoro pcsorroirs were built. ThcNO wnt«r works are 
said to have cost BAburi&v about £30,000 (Rs. 3 Idkki). B^hiir&T 
also depo«it&d £2(10U (Rs. ^\O(>0) with the well-known Kolhnpar 
mooeyieoder Kodolkar tbu inturvst of which wiw to bo aponl in 
repairs. As it was a charitable work, the K&tyiyani wator was 
not at first need by tho ruliog family and their dopoodoata. In* 
time the water began to be aned by a]l, and in tbe palace and 
hoosea of the nobluM svToral ciftterua were built, into wliioli wator 
waa brunghb from the main aqueduct. Tho Kjltydyuui watur is 
pnro and wholesome. Of the ten reservoirs and lakes in tbe city 
tba ItoakAla lako alone supplies drinking water. Aa the Kiilydyani 
wftter-Bupply waa not enough for the whole <Hty. in 1830 from the 
Rank&la lako water was brought by a small ooodait. As the levol ,, 
of tho Rank^la lake is low, toe water does not go into the fort, but 
is diHti-ibuted only in the suburbs. The ICankdla lake lies to tho 
south, weal uf thd city and hns an area of nearly threu milen with 
a depth of thirty-five feet. The lako is named after the g'xl Ritnk 
Bbuirav, who is said to have been a great favourite with 
Mahilakshmi and to have a gold tompio now liid under tbe water 
of the lake. T'he bogianing of the RankAla luko is said to have beSa 
a qnarry, rrom which according to the Jnins, including tho t«mplo 
of AmbihAi, atones wer^ supplied to SCO hiutu or Jain temples 
bnilt by ft Jain Kfija Uandbaniditya. Afterwards in the eighth or 
ninth cvntnry, an earthquake n said to liavo oolnrgod the qnarry 
aud tilted it with water. Tho lake now receives water from two 
streams in tho north and has also n watto weir oatlot in tho north. 
Lately in 1883 the ItankiUa water-supply has boon maob improved 
and iucroftsed by building a large reaervotr neat KalaTb^A. '^*'^'^%«

Tb« 
iuprovineiiUt are uot yet (1833) complete ; up to October 1^3 tbc 
coal was £24,196 (lb. 2,41,900}. None of tbe nioe other lakea and 
menroirs aj« much uBed for drioking, Tboy are the Mb£r 
reeeiToir in the nort-b-e&st, the Koti and KitTDeehrar pools in Use 
easCj the Pftdmala pool in the eoatb-eaet, tbo I'hirmnglii and Vann 
pools io tbe 8oi|th, the KbHinbiila aad Kumbbib' pools in the «««t, 
and the Kapil puul in the vcTKro. Tito MhAr ro^irroir which 
during the hot aea&on runs nearly dry, used to water the Kbantlft 
ffarden. Tbe Koti and RArneshvar pools are einatl aiid full of 
n>fcu9es. The Padmltla reaervoir baa its water carriod into two 
rosenroirs, one id front of the MangtilvAr gate and the other in the 
AditvlLr ward. Its water is partially iisod for diiiiking in the 
Mnngalv^r ward aud id chii/Hy uaeU in wntering two State gurdeiu 
the Shoribig in the eotitb-onxt nnd th'o Kdj^bibftg id the east. Of 
(he Phirang&i aud Varua pools in the south, the trator of the Varan 

Swl is impure and is used only in Trnloring n small garden nbont the 
Ardekiir B mansion. It la full of a Bno variaty of wator lily. 'fh« 
Khambiila reservoir lies in tbe west within the limits of the old fort 
close to the Bfthujatnal slirine. Xear this sbrine tbe water is nstd 
for a large pluutain garden. The Kuiabb^r pond, as ite daum 
Bogceats, is onic-fly used by Kumbhars or potters. The Kapil pool 
in the centre of tbo cify receives so farge a quauiity of Bur&oD 
drainage that its water is undriukable. 

• Kolhiipar, or «s it seems to have been formerly called Karvir, 
is probably one of tbo oldest roligioiie aud trade control in Wvali'ra 
India, in Rrahniapuri hill, near the centre of tbe preKont city, 
have boon found Ituddbi^t coius which are bolioved to belong lo tbe 
first century before Christ ; a small crystal caskot which is believed to 
bave enclosed Buddhist relics of about the same age nnd n shattered 
model of a brass relic-shnne or diighoha whose Bhupi) a\fi\ bclongn to 
about the fifiit century before Christ.^ The discovery of a Shiltakami 
iiistrription probably of tbe first contury iiftcT Christ at BanaT^iti in

From tbo fact that the old 
itaaio of Kolb&pur is Knrrir or thoi fragrant oleander Nerium 
odomm, Mr. I''loet hiut nuggi-xtttd tlint Kulhiipur may be the aite 
of tbe great uucJent trade centre •uf IVgar a name which like 
Karvir moans tbe nhrub THbermemontanacorooaria. Aga-iust tlio 
ideutificatioD of Tagar with Kolb&pnr is to be aet tbe &ict that both 
in Ptolemy (jld. 160} and in the Periplua of the Krythnean 
BOB (a.d. 2-t7} Tagar iii placed to the east not to tbe south of Paithan, 
that as there were several ports in the Katndlgiri or Pirate coast. 
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vrhiah trailed witli Broach tlio trade bctweoti Kollidpor and Gujar&t 
would have pns.««(I by sea f i-om some of the i^onkan poria not hj land 
road by Paithani aad tliat the details given in tlie PeripluB «£ cloth

In forinei- limct; this grviit temple was surroonded 
by & circle of shrinen Eipveral of which lie buried many feob under 
ffrotiiicl.

Atmtiif; iho tmccn of tho 
earthqnjike ai-e the two andcrgruund Iftmplvs of Khandoba and 
Kurtik Sviimi, over which bouws have nince beno built. In tho old 
temple of Ambabdi the wall is of unet{ual height in different 
plllCOl^. and the ground bn^ piks^ixl through no many changes 
that tho original level cannob be diacovumL lu digging thu 
fouiidaliona of the high school in 1870, ftud in uiakiug other 
ex<»ivnt,ion!>, at & di'plh of over fift<!en feet »hrini>!4, stunu bslnhs 
covered with atrange fignies, and old iuHcriptious have beeu found. 
In support ot kiti atnt^^uietit thnl. mmiy of these changes are due to 
the action nf ftu viuthqiiiiko Major Orahum rufura^ to several small 
moaiids or upheaviiii^ near the city and to tlie discovery in 18-iO 
of the b«d of thu Pnnt:hganga> sovouty foet ubuvo the level of ib% 
pTt^sent bed. In tho Knrvir or Kolhapur Mahiitmya or account of 
tbe gre«itnf»s of KulliApiir, ii modern (1730) Brnhmauical wrn-k,* 
Kolhapur ia mentioned as the K^hi or Buuan-!t of tho south. 
AccordiDg to locu.1 tradition, when the Jains _wero bnilding the 
teiDplo ot Amb&hfli ou Briihinapari hill a fort was made by a 
Kaliatri ll^ia Jay§iog who held his court at Bid ab<jut nine miles 
wi!«t of l^ulhApur. Ia the twelfth c<>ntury the Kolh&pur fort woe 
the acene of & battle between tho Knlabhurya or KaUohmyft who** 
bod conquered the Kalyliu Ch^lukyas and become the ruler of the 
Deot^au and tho SliihihAi-ns of Kolbfipar, the feudatories of the 
Cbllliikyas. Uhuja Kdja II. (1178-1309) of tho KoDiiip.ir Khililhitras 
made Kulhllpur his capital, but the boat!- quarters of tho State were 
aooD after moved to Panhala about twelru mile« to the north-west, 
lind remained there till tho conntry passed to the Bahmani kioga,

The ouly meutioa which haa ' 
tnced III ihc Muflaltnfin niatortana !a Ferishia'a noiice of KoIUpn 
utJigplaco nbero M&hmud U^wiiu (1469) encamped dtiriocr Ihr 
Ttaaj Mason in bin expedition sgntQBt VUbl^liifad.' Uuder tht 
Bijlipur kingH, from 14S9 till it came under Sbivfiji aboat 1610; 
owing to its noarnecB to the strong fort of Punhftis, a BijApar officer 
was statiouf^l at Rulbiipur. Under the Alar^tliAs, especially after 
USSLjrhsti it liecatne iiidupendeiit of SAUin, Kolbflpur rose tn 
importaiico. In 1 782 the seat of ^o^^ BMfli, ^f^ jBgTP^ *""' 
P anbAla to ' KolMp ur. Up to ihJs time Kolnapa^onlj protemoo 
ngftisiit. ro^lwrs^nd enemies was a mud wall. During the fends 
beiwL-cu tiiu FiitvardhaDB and ttie Kolluipur Htate (1773-1810) whicli 
filled Lhf Utter years of the eif^hteonth ctntury, ft atone wall thirty (eet 
high ntid ten tu twenty- six feet thick, waa boiU tnorethftD 1} mileain 
oiroamforence. At equal di»tuuc4.>s tlio wall had forty-five bsotiooj 
with batlUMnAsta and loopholes and ontflide a deep and wide ditch 
with a roDK'' k'^**^ ^^ '^^ ^^'^ vtere six f^tewaya three of ibem 
double with ntotit wooden gateti bristling with long iron epilcM to 
keep off elephants. After the river reeervoira &iid the wonb to 
which they ,lod, tho f;ftt«s were named the Ganga, Rank&ls, 
Vamnlirtb, Aditvdr, MangalTiir, and Shnnviir. The entruico to 
each gato was across a drawbridge. The gates need to be shot al 
ttlereu ia the eveDiDg and opened by four hi the morniuff-* 
Whua the town was growing in tho eighteeotb century the peopW 
bnilt honsofl without any order wherever sites could be hnd and 
the Btreetd wore narrow, often not broad enough for two carta to 
pass. As the city increased in size weekly markets came to be 
held outside of the walle. Ueyond the walla ten aubiirbs ur pcfA» 
were founded. After tho oainoB of tho founders, of the prestiding 
god of the place, or of tho days ou which weekly markets were 
held, tho new eiiburbs wore called Ravivdr, SomTitr, ilangalvir, 
BudhvAr, Sukrarfir, and Shanrilr, and Ottreahvar, Chandrushvar, 
Kei^pur, and Lagmiipur. In these suburbs the lanes are wide and 
are plftnted here and there with treea. Lately, to improve tho air 
and bealtb of the city the walls hare been pulled down and the 
ditch filled.

and tbo ilnpiily oducaliuTiiU inspector. It naa alao a telcgmph ufiico* 
in the coiop, and two post offices one tlio diebursing omco in the 
camp and the other a town sub-ofRce in the city. Of ednofttional 
inBlitations KoUiapur has the BAjdr^m arts college attundud hy 
tbirty-eiffht pnpila The college is affiliated to tha Bombay 
Univornity np to the first B. A., nnd Ii;i!« ii narildr c>r»chit-rs' rWs 
attended by eight sarddrs or chiefs. BeHJdeH the CDlle^e, KolhAptir 
hiM the KAjdrara high achool attended hj S75 piipilx, a normal 
echool attended by twelve pupils, six vernacular schools for boja 
nttend«<l by 'IGU haya, a female training school attended by eignt 
g;irls, four girls schools attended by 168 girls, and three night 
BchoolH attended by 182 boyit and men. It haa aUa a native 
gODL-ral libniry. In 1863 the KolhiSpur monicipality bad an income 
of £5091 Wg. {Hs. 50,915) and an expt-udituro of £4371 14». 
(R*. 43,71 7). 

Of the boildings which have been lately raised by the Stato at a 
oust of aboat £260,000 (Rs. 25 Uiiiha), the chief are the high bcIiooI 
a two-storeyed bailding with room for 300 pnpiis, which is built of 
Htoue aud cement in the Indo-Saraconic etylo noar tho high school ; 
an excellent girls school; the largo hospital; the town hall with k 
good garden ; the office baildinga of the mitmlatdAr and gattar'amin 
aud of the chief judge and the assistant judge; the native general 
library near the high school ; fonr rest-honsea ; throo markets or 
mandayiM ; 6ve Mar^thi aohool-houses; the RiatUa buildings, am.! the 
State ntables. A large palace estimated to cost about KJil.OOC) (iU. 6 
takhis) ill olao under oonsCrDOtion. Besides these buildings two 
bridges have been miule one noroes tho Pnnohganf^ nnd tho other 
acrcia.1 the Jiti, and during tho eight yearn ending 1883 the Kityavuiu 
aud KankfUa water works have oeen improved at a coat of about 
JETO.OOO [Ks.7 W/A#). 

Of about 2fiO temples in Kolhapnr city six are well known, tlie 
temples of Ambiiblii or Mab&iakshmi, \ithDba, Tembldu, Mnhikdlii* 
Phirang^i nr Pratyangiras, and YalUuunm. Of these the temple of 
Ambfib&i, tho largest and the moat important, is in the middle of 
the towQ about a hundred yards uurth-west of the State palace. 
Tbo templo is vory uld. The main portion of the building is of two 
■toreya and ia built of black Btouo brought fn_)ra local quarries. The 
spire and doinoa of thi.<t temple are said to have beon added, by 
tt Sbaakarich^ya of Saukeahvar; the Jains declare that tbe temple 
vaa a Jain templo dedicated to PadmAvati and Chat tho spire and 
dome* aie fir&hm&nio additioaB. The architecture of the building 
rapports the claims of the Jains to be its original poueMOr«. The 
l^re nod domes do not harmoni&e with the carved work below 
which atrongly reaamblt'e the style of the twelfth century in the 
•Iain templea in llie Bombay Karn&tak. The image of the god 
Ganpati wluch ongbt to be carved on the lintel of erery Br&hmaiua 
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Urniple in absent and the wall and domes are full of seated cross- 
leggod fif^ircs, mnny of ibein Dalced. Iliese detnila prove tJint tliia 
WM originally a Jain teinplo. According to Mnjor Urahntn, daring 
Bomv Muiuliniiti persecutions id tUe foarteeath and fifteentb ceutnms 
tltQ imago of Amliibiii was bid iu a private dtwlliu^ uDd aboul 
.IGO ycmntiga (I722)naa ioetalled in the present temple liy Snmbh&ji 
Mnbitriii (1712 • 1760) wlio for this parposo seat Sidfaou HindoTAr 
Gliorpode from Panhdla to KolltApur.' 'l*be teinpte ia in the form 
of n oroKH and i» bnilt w!tb the mortarleBS close- ftttiD); large blodu 
of Btone IcDowQ iu tho l>eccai) as the Ueia^lpaiiti style. It Eacea 
west oil wliicb aide is the maiD entrance irith the nagiirkhttua or 
drnm-cbauibcr (wi the top. Desivloi the main entranco to the wvtib 
t3kr«e small gates open north, Oftst, and south. Tho northern gate 
bsB a largo boll, which is rung live times a day, at Cvar io the 
morning, at noon, at one, at eight aud nine o'clock in the evening. 
Tho b(^y of thu temple ia built of local black trap williouL tlie 
help t)f any timber. Except a few doors it has no openiugit for 
Under the big dome on the east is installed tlie image of 
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Ambdhiti ; and on the north and Koitth sides two smaller dumca 
oncloae images of MabAkllli and Mnhaaaraerati. Inside the big 
doiue rouQd the image of Ambdbtli is a closed dark paasa^ with 
no opening of any sort and with lights bitrtiing day and night to 
enable the worshippers to go round the image. The cost of the 
biuldii.g must have been immense ; accordingto tradition it ^(lualled 
tho weight nf the stones in gold. The upper wuiks added hj 
Shankarachdrya are said to have cost about £10,000 (Rs, 1 Idkh). 
The big bull ia front was added during tho administratinn o( 
D£ji Paiidit between 1838 and I S 4^. The main teui pie is 
surrounded by a stone wall in which aro a number of other 
abrines iooluditig shrines of Dattfttreya, yitlioba,£^hi-Viahveabvar, 
Hiiu), and Krulhti-Krishaa. Tho npon space between tho wnll and 
the malu building is paved with atone elabs. The temple has (our 
inscriptions. One to the left of the enti-nnca on the lett side of the 
porch or outer maiidap is written in JJovangri characters and is 
. dated 6kak 1 140 (a.d. 1218) ; a necoad on a pillnr oii the left baod 
after entering the courtyard is in Devnsgri characters and dated 
Sha/e 1I&9 (i.n. 123(1) ; a third on a pillar of the small temple of 
•file Nnvgrah to tho left of the main building is written in Doimagri 
ohitractcrs : nod n fourth is behind the t^'raple on the left hand 
when entering from the eastern gate. The l«mple of AmTutbdii is 
ribttted by largo uombera of pilgrims many of whom come fnim 
long di»luuccs. Besides contributioua from pilgrims which jeariy 
amount to about t-lOO (Rs. 400l>)i the t«mplo rocviros a yearly 
cash allowance of iOOO (Rs. 5000). It is serrod by forty-two 
pnja.ru or miniatrantB. Every Friday night tho image oE Amhitb^ 
is paradod in a litter round the tevpleltnd a salale is fired.

Tho trmploof Vithobn, IV hich ivaa probably bail t about the Bame time 
as Anib4b&i's temple, lies 80iith-eiUit ae<irthe Fudio&laor Man^IvAr 
gate. A large epnco encloses tive temples with a reat'booso lar^ 
enough for eever^ hundred travellers, 'I'he chief tetople, that of 
Vitboba to tho right, is bailt of atotie and is similar in style to tho 
great tomple of Aiobitb&i. Another old temple to the left dedicated 
to Vislive^bvnr ig similar in style to Vitlioba'st«mple. Tiie entrance 
is gi-and and has spacious rooms on the top. On tho bright 
oleveotlis of AtAddh or June-July and Kdrltk orOctober-Noreraber 
Wr« are hold in bonoar of the god Vitlioba when Botrers and leavos 
of the bet or ^gle nmrmelos aad ibe tuUi or basil plant are offered. 

Accordini; to the Karrir or Kylh^pur PurSn, Tembl&l the younger 
Bitter of Man&takHhmi, in ronsoqiioiiiM) of a quarrel with MabftUkshmi 
left KoDiApur about ISlK) years ago, antl retired to a hill about 
three mileti to the east of the city and remained there with bor back 
tnrnod on bcr elder Bister. Ambtib&i i« said to pay hor natcr ono 
Tisib a year on tho bright fifth oC AnAvtn or Scpk'mbor- October. 
On this dny a fnir in bold^n the hill in honour of the gaildeas. An 
image of AmbiSbai is placed iu a littvr nnd carried in pToci.-«sioa 
t« the hill and a koluihi or pninpkin is afterwards cut to pieces bv 
an unmarriod girl in memory of the dc^tritcti'in by the dvity of a giant 
named Kolhisnr. The procession is accompanied by the RiLja with all 
his retinae. Tho fair is attended by 1 5,00O to 20.01)0 people and sweet- 
meats and other uatablca aa well as toys are oflurcd for sale. Every 
third year and aUo during bad attacks of cholera nnd othorepidemicti 
abuSaloi&olTorud to the goddess. The temple has a small allowaneo ' 
from the St«te and one pujdri or miniittmut h in attendaaoe. 
Formerly overy year in A&/itlJh or June-July or in Jtfugh that i^ 
Janiiary-February it wiu customary in Kolh&pur to offer a be-buQalo 
to the goddess MargAi near Tvinblii. This practice Las been 
itopped; out a sacrifice is still sometimes offered on special occasions, 
as was done during the sharp outbreak of cholera in 1881. For 
this offarinjj Tiursday i» tho favourite day. A young hc-buEtalo sot 
apart as a sncrifico is left at liberty for two or three years boforo 
ho is cxjx!oU-«l to be wantttd, to become fat and plump, becauso to 
be a fit oQering tlie ^iuial must be in ^ood ooiiditien. On the 
morning of the appointed dfly the buffalo is anointed with oil and 
shed in hot water. Afterwards ho is rubbed with redlend, 

ndalwood paste, redjxiwdet or tjtthil, turmeric, and rermilinn or 
htnku. About three in the nftornoon its right thigh is qnoahod 
with n knife to make it bleed freely. Tho animal is then led ronnd 
a certain part of tho oity to a certain diatwice his potli being

marked 1>7 t}ic drops of hlood from tho wonod; paJm juioc, 
gruel, bftkod griun, and pieces of lemon and oocoanat Arc throi 
aboat b; tfau Tillngo officers and otbvni wbo enoort (bv bufFalo 
which, in the end, is elaughtered oear the temple and offered to 
tho deity. 

Tho tuinpio of ir»hi(kitli, a favourite goddess of low nlatts Hmdos, 
lien in the now Bndfav&r ivard. Brury year in March April and 
Jaly fairs are held in hoQonr of Mah&kali. Ooats are often o^fferod. 
Fornierljr every two or three years a be-buffalu naed lo be ofleied, 
bnt this practice lias been stopped. 

The temiTle of Phiraagai or Pratyangiras, n brourite goddeM 
of tba lower classes, lies between the Mangalvtlr and new Badhvir 
streets. In frout of the temple is the holy Panlay pool. This 
goddeas receives offerings of Hour, salt, turmeric, and oil and ebo is 
supjHitted to have the power of caring children sofferiug from itch. 
Formerly buffaloes wore offered, but lately goats bare taken the 
place of builaloee. 

The temple of Yallamma a faroiirite goddivs of tho lower claBses, 
lies in tho coat of the city. Tn this goddess unmarried women often 
malco vowii, tho non-foltilmnnt of which is bclie7od to be followed by 
disease or other bodily auScring. Some women who do not marry 
and become cuurtixaans wear a ncoklnco of while beads as a sign of 
their devotion to Vallamtnn. When married women bocomo jo^Vn* 
or ascetics, they mtut obtain a divorce before they adopt the 
precepta of Yallamma. 

BcwidcH theM large temples, there nro sewral under-eronnd shrines 
two to Gftucn feet below tne surroanding* buildings. Pathways hare 
been cat to their threaholda and the spires in many cases cleared and 
joverod with fresh stucco. They are ton to twenty-five feet long 
and hroad aud fifteen to thirty feel high. Tho chief are the temples 
of tCilrtiksv^mi and Kbaadoba. Besidc-f tlipsu tomplea Kolhdpor 
has two Urgo monoateriea or matfm, uno belonging to tlie Sankeshvar 
SvAtiii iiiiil the other to a Jaitt Svi^mi. Oiititidu of the city on the 
Fanchgaoga in the uorth-wust and close to tho Bmhmapuri htU are 
memorial temples in memory of deceaaed momboni of tho JBJija's 
fiamily Sambbilji, Shir^ji 111., and Aba and Biva Sahebs. Shir)&ji 
>til.'s temple which wasbuilt in 1813, is the largest and most elaborate, 
but it m an ill assarted combination of a largo Mu«a1tti4n halt and a 
lofty Hindu spiro covered with stucco formed into mouldings and 
with a fow ornamt^ats. Thcso tombs are Itn^ vhrinM. Close by are 
a number of small shrines on the five ghdti or flighta ot steps which 
lead to the river. 

Kamblioj, a village in the Alta sub-division, within tdSl a 

SopiilatiQU of -ilOoj lica on tho V^rna eighteen miles uorth-eaBt of 
[oliiApur. The village is named aftocRumbhesbvar a form of Shiv 
who is tho gaanliaa of the village. Moat of the people arc Jains. 
Kumbhoj is known for its tobacco which is grown to an estimated 
yearly value of about £2500 (Ra. 25,000). Oa every Sunday amarket 
IS held. Kumbhoj has a school with an nverage uttendance of 
125 boys and a school-hoose built at a cost of £50 (Rs. 500). It has a

Koath of the Tillage was improvud at a cost of £^00 . ^^M 

Malka'PUr.iboheatl-iiuiLrt«rao ft.lu' Pi^nt:l'if>'.iui(ll)' .tlieliOTe<iitarv 
p ritnc ministe r of iho Kolniipur StatL-, lit-a tw-imLy-ciglit niilw north- y 
we*t uf KolDftpnr on thv left bnnk nf tbct Shiili rivor ami clnso to tho 
Kolhtipur-Ambn piuts road. Malkapur was of Itltio iiu)fbrtaiicc till 
in \liH tho Hratinidtii's licatl -quarters were niAvcil to it from 
VifhAlgad. In 1881 Malk&pnr lind 2597 poopiv living in 540 honsfift. 
On every Friday a Urge market is held attended bv abont 3000 
pcopio including traders from tho coiuat. To monu tho village 
roads Bud keep them clean tZO (IIh, 20')) a year are granted from 
local funilM. Besid(<8 the offices of tho maDAgor or lairbhiiri, thn 
chief constable, and tbe miinm/, Malktipiir haa a post office, a 
dispensary, and an anglo-v^macul&r school with an averago 
atteudance of ItiG boya. It baa two chief temples built of stone 
auti niorlar, one dedicate*! to VishveshTar ia 58' x 27' x 23* high and 
tlte otb«r d(;dic»tcd to bhimil»hu.iil(ar is &^'x29'x 16* bigh. A 
schuol-hon&e baa been lali>ly built at a cost of £700 (Its. 7000), 
aud a good brid(j;c thrown across the ShAli river. 

I Pat tha'la F , ft rt crowns oneof tbetopaof the PanhAlaepaT of the 
SubyWris, aboilt twolve luilfia nortb-weat of KoibApiir. The Ptmhaln 
uplands «re 2772 feet aboft the sea and about 700 feet abave tho 
Ki'IIiapur plain, uud tho hill top which the I'liuliaiii fort crowns niioa 
about 276 feet ahovi^! the upiiinda. The fnrt is about 4^ tnilr-it i|| 
circumfcrvDce. For about holt this dt«tunco it ia prott-ctod by a 
scarp thirty to fifty foet high which in places ia atrcngtheued by 
a loopholed parapet wall. For tbc rvmaiiiing half the fort t« 
Harrounded by a strong atone wall fiftoon to thirty feet thick at the 
top aad with bastions at coiivviiicnt distances for currying guua. ^ 
The fort was entered through three maguiKiieut; duubli! gateways 
which wcr© reached from the tableland by long flights of utone 
steps. Of these three gateways two VAghdarvija and CluLrdarTiljs* 
have been d«8troyea and tho third Tindarvdja 19 atill entire 
and ia dnely built with much light trncory on tho door po8t« and 
archtlruve. About forty.stx yarda from tho third gntoway a 
breach about forty yardti hmg marka tho spot where the British 
truopa furced an entrance when tb» fort was held by insurgentji ia 
18-14. North of the fort with a gorge about ninety yarda wido m a 
natural basin, whose cotranoe is guarded by two largo raised 
platfornuL Two anfatUifg reservoirs and many pore springs afford 
an ample water supply, uud a largo area of rich soil and ubuudaQt 
braahwood eecurod tne garrison from scarcity of grain or firewood.

Parties of men scoured tho 
country to procure human victims to be Bacrilicod within n fitw 
hundred font of tho (luoon'spHlnco. Tho goddess to whom tho hum an 
victims vero offercol was Hahik&li. It naa believed that to long 
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aa Bhnv&Di was pleased tbe fort could not be taken. Mah&k&li's

L'aahlLla and IMraugiul wero 
takoa hy rebels who Rciied Colonel Ovanii tlie lte8ideut of SdtAro, 
wheu on tour and imprinonod him in Faubala. A Dntish force 
uudur General Delamotte waa eeut against the rebeh and on the 
lat of Uoocmbor ISii br&achod tho fort vaII, took it hy eturm, 
and dismantled the fortiti(;aiioi)9. A garrison of 1845 militia and a 
hundred pioues of ordaance were lofl to guard tho fort. 

Atpr«9eDt (18SJ-) Fanbdia it tho head^quartera of the Panb&Ia 
sub-divtMOQ and ta the beat health- resort in the Kolhitpnr Stuto. 
It ha<i two parts, Paiib&la fort or Killa Panlulla atio called iluzur 
KaziVr or tJte head-quarter market OQ the bill-top, and thcauburlHi 
of KavivAr, Mungalv^, Uurur&r, aod ibhtampur at tho hill fort. 
Aoconltug to the IdHi cosaua the fort haa 1203 people and the 
euburbfl 92l3. Tho hill top ia pluasaotty brokoo and adorned wiih 
cliffs, pools, and nliady apriagH. Except during tho rains the climato 
isdeligbttul, tbo dnji'ai;ool, and the nights frvsh. The fort ia fumous 
for it-^ frcodoui from cholcrn probnhly cbioHy because of its ploutiful 
supply of pure iroD-cbarged water. Tbu bust spring is ibo Xiigihvi 
or Cobra Spriug. Tho chief raservoin ivbich hold nator thraugfauat 
the year are the BAdhoba poul with otouu stupn 221 feet lung 14fi 
bruud and ibirly-five deep, and Soionla pool also with siooe steps 
210 foet long IW broad aud acvenleen dei>p. Of the wella tra 
chief lA the .ShriiigAr or Andb&r V4v which stitads west of the fort 
oloiie tu the rampATt.* Near the old Dhiirrnakotbi buildmg, 
every ijunduy a market is held att4.-niUd by about 1000 people. 
io tiiis market riee, millet, rogutnbles, spices, aud cloth aro «uld 
to the raluo of about £50 (Its. 600). In the auburbt« mt the foot 
of tho hill top another amalt market is bold every VVeduesday. 
PauhAlu Liu tbo offices of tho m\mlatdir, the chiof coostabloj ami 
the 8ub.n)gistrar, a vuruiiculur school with a brunL-h in tl.e suburbs 
and a joint uvvnigu attendance of 1G2 boya aud three girU, a pQst 
ofHce, a IravulIurA' bungulow for Europeao travclleni, aud three op 
four temple* which are %usod as roat-boiutia by native travcllera.

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The old roftds hare of lato ycnrs been ranch widened and iniprov&d 
and are yearly repnired from State funds. 

Of the niins on tlio hill top o'leof the oldest is tbe citadel in the 
Centre of the fort, gurroundodby liigh ruined nails cuclosinga tnng'led 
growth of Jack, mango, ganv», mul otWr trees and busliea. Nothing 
'remainsuf the old palace bnt stone fuuudiLiiuns and plinths hid in 
liliTubs and onderwood. 0( tlin.-e flntirwious stone and ceineot 
ywti^^t-fl built with nrcbect roofn and capable of lioldini; proviaioas 
for n Inrffe army, the larjfcst Iciiown »9 Gangii Kothi, s maaaive 
building with two entrances, 19 nearly choked Trith rubbish. On 
cither «ide'a etaircase leiuls to a torraco vhero are Rtnall liolee 
through which Hirpe qtiautiiiea of grain need to be passed. Tiitt 
building lit H),20lJfett aqiiare and thirty-fire foethijfh. Of the two 
other granariuH one is 162 feet long, forty broad, and eighteen 
high, and the other eighty-eight feet long, thirty-five broad, und 
thirty high. Bexiilea thene three large granariee the Uharma 
Kothi granary which stands cluse to the present n&ialatdir'a office 
is alao a stone building Sfty-lire feet by loriy-eiglit and thirty-6ve 
feet high with an entrance and a staircoKu leading to a lernvco. 
On the eaat of the fort close to the rauipiirt iiLiiiids the Kalnvaotin'a 
Snjja or cnurtfRonB' terrace-room. It iB nearly a complete wreck 
except tlint traces of fine omnincnt romnin in the ctiling. It ia 
MXty feet by thirtysix and iifty>eight feet high. To the north of tlie 
fort stands a palace of His Highness the MahinLJaof Kolliripnr, a 
atoDO end mud sti-ucture two atoreyed and tite-roofcd with rooia 
for a hundred t« two hundred men. To the east of the palace 
close to the rampart in a niaasive fftone and mortar building 
called the Sajekolhi. It ia two-storuyeti, tliirty-aix feet by 
thirty-one and forty-one feet high, with one entmnee and i^ 
BlaircuBo leading to the upper storey. On the aouth of the fort cloao 
to the rampurt stands a .inmll Moue building ciitlcd the TAIimkh/uin 
or wrcalliug buu»c wilh thn-o donnd ruomn. The RedemahiLl to 
tho Routh of tho tnitTnlntdAr'it rtflioc in 101 feet by fifty -throe and 
thirty-six ft-ct high. Close to tho mdulatd^r's office ataods 
Hanibbiji MaliArAj's ternple, ninety feet by fort-y-six and including 
tho spirt) fifiy-five feet high. Tlii' tompio is snrronnded by an 
,-arch«rnofed building which is used ax a rost-houeo. Oppueile 
SambVidJi'M tfinplc is another dedicated to Jijibiti Siibeb the wife 
of Sauibbfiji JiftMrSi (1712-1700). Of Miisalniiln buildings th« 
most important is tho shrino of Sadboba a MtiaalmAn saint. 
It is surrounded by a stone and mnd wall and is iwonty-nine 
feet sqnare and inelnding the dome fifty feet high. Every year a 
fair or uniB is held. This place is said to hare been the aoat of tho 
8Bge Piintshar wliouc- name the Knrvir Mahiitmya assooiatea with 
Bevoral objects of ioterost on Pauhiila liilt. • Among these objects U> 
the Routh of the fort ia a rock-ciit cave of the sa ge Pljrilalin r. 

Fa|Vaiund£prt stands on the PanhdlasDur about half a mile east 
of tlio PanhAla fort from which it is separivlcd by a ravine. 'ITit- chief 
defence of tho fort is a scarped rock EfHJcn to twenty-five feet high. 
In most pW— 'he ateepness of the rock has been increased by 
artificial s- 1 it bus been btreDgtbened bj a parapet wall of 
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black stono foartAon feob bif^h. The two main ontmncra were 
polled down in 1844 wli«n tho fort wtw disinantleil. Tho fori 
tlioagh de8«rted has a good water eupply. 

Tlie Pa'ndav Dara'h Caves, apparently of Buddhjgt origin, are 

cut iu a semicirculftr liHtrp about twonty-tivo feot high orcrlooking 
about a thousand feet of thickly wooded biU-sides above tbo plain , sijc * 
m ilea west nf PaiibAla a mi eigbtoeii niiles north-west of Kolbupur. 
The fTTOUp of cav "g includes n. large ciet^rn running into the hill-sidfl, 
eight dwdling e(<llH, and two larji^u cftvos a ebnpcl «ud a ttchool. In 
front of tho caves are ti-aoe.i uf a pillared reranda tnoet of wliich baa 
fallen into the i-Kviiiu tivoiity feet below. EacU of the* two lurgoM 
caveH baa a veraada. a ball divided into three sections or rooms with 
rvraaiim of pillartt nlortj* the sidv walls, aud an inuer cell or sbriDO 

rb with what ia described aa a earved deration ppobftbl;^ a dAg/iofui 
n-lic-shrinc in the ctiiilro. The vcrnnda of the cliapel is tifteeo 
feet Inng hy aeven wide. The tiection!) of the chapel nail nre aaid 
toiiiffisure"27'x 12', 28'xlu', and 29'x3J'. The roof is flat luid tho 
hciffht of the hall eight feet. Id the back wall of the ball u door 
[6J X 2^') opens into iin inner room or shrine {10' x 7' xS') with a 
carved central eleration ai)parently a relic-ahrine. Tho school 
ball which has a Hut roof 7J firvt high is tlividod into threo jiarta 
theoutfT32'xtii', the central lo'xl)', and the inner 12' X 9'. The

The CavOS of PaTa'la, which an* of Buddhist origin, are cot in 
rock near Jutiba's h ill six jijilos nort h- wy^ of B^plbA mir. As in tbe 
Ptiadav Darih group iherfare two main cares, one which ia suppoReil 
to bare been the school and the other the chapel or ckait^a. There 
i» also a rock-cut water cistern. A narrow Tcranda fortnerljr 
fronted by pillars ia cut along the face of (ho hitl. The entrance 
into the main chapel cave leads from a vorftoda (SS'x-l'xd' high) 
by n door {9" x b') with eido windows each four feet by five. Tho 
larger cave is a hall iit^rly etpiaro (IJ^I' x 32') nnd nine feet high. 
The flat roof i-ests on three side rows of fourteen pillai-s each. 
Twenty-threo cells opi>» out from the sides nf the hnll, each aboub 
aeven feet long, five broad^ an<I suvcq high. Between the three 
Hide rows of pillars and the cells nins an open passago, forty*oii& 
foet long and four feet broad. Tbe smaller cave (31'x 16'x 12^' 
high), which is supposed to have been a lecture room, is entered by 
A gat<- 7\ ffet wide and 7 feet high, and bas a rock-out pulpit or 
TBjaod sent for tho teacher.

Most of tho people ikre 
Jains and Musalmfins,' Twice u week ou Thursday and Friday 
markuts are held whore gnUu and piece-goods are otTuretl for anie. 
Bukdi baa a ticliool with an average attcuduDce of Bixty-five 
boys hold in a achool-honfie which wsa built in 1870 at a cost o( 
£333 8>. (Rb. 2334). Formerly Rukdt was tbe scat of a detachment 
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of bono enllcd iho ndllcriiibna pi^ ta giturd tho ooantrr 
round against froobootfn. At proBOot (18S4) ItiikUi has a stnitU 
State stud for hnrrip-breodio^. The chief ohjccts of iut^^n'St are a 
tower, atempio of Mahndov, unit a dargaor Musalnutn nrayerr-)Jac«. 
Tbe towt^r, wfaicb is nid to bnre been built by Smiasbivpant a 
«ailinlat(l&r oE tb« Kolbtiptir Stftte, U tbirtjr>eigbt feet bijifb anil 175 
feci in circumference. U was formerly used as a luck-up f 
prisoners and is now ruined. Tbe temple of Uabadev ia built 
Bton(! and 15 15' X 1^x11' high. Tlie loinb, wbicb is 22' x 22' x 1 
bigb, i» Hftid (o have been built i& bonour of Avaliya a Miutalni: 
saiut. Accordiiiff to ibe local stoiy Avaliya rode od a litfiT atid 
used a snake im a wbip, and was uiukiumed Bajrat Ufije Baghsarar 
or tlie tiger-rider. Uefore be came to Uukdi, RukritH Devi ibo 
village deity after whom Uukdi is unmed. uppresxed tbe people by 
dcmnndiii;^ human sacrifices. In his IrareU R^je Biij^b-oLVfir vrbo 
is said to b.tvo beou a native of Arabia came to ftukdi. SurofMln a 
brother iMcvtic axkeil him to Duulsb Rubuia Deri. Acooruingly 
BAje D&gbsBVtb' coadoninml Rukma l>evi to perdition, tamed bo- 
temple into a Miutalmiia tomb, buried ber itnaoe in tbe foandationa, 
and whvu be died wns biinHolf buried under (he centre of tbe dome. 
Tbe tomb bus reuL-frco lauds most of tbe proceeds of which are 
spout in a yearly f*ir or urtut. 

SiSi^iSiSi •1'* bead-quarters of tbo U£ybde pi-tty dirision, with in 
ISSlapopmation of 24(Jti, liia twiiity-four milea 8oiith-ei>at of ShiroL 
In tbe eleventh century llAybAg is sAid to have been tbe IieaJ-i{iiart«r 
town of a Jain chiefabip. According' to a local story, tbe ton-a was 
formorly w wealthy that on one innrkck day tbe maid of a riek 
merrbaQt bid £oU0 (It;. 5O00) for a gourd. iJy ibis offer sbu out* 
bid tbe i^cirvant of Handiitla Kbiin tbo local Bij&pur governor. 1*ba 
servant in anRor told ber miutter that all tbe beat tilings in the ninrkct 
went to tbe merchants. Tbe governor, llUukiug that tbe town bad 
grown overwealtby, ordered it to be plundered^ a nii«fortnnit from 
which it lia» never recovered. At present (18S3) it has 4y:i hoasea 
of which 428 are of the bettor cinaa either terrace- mo fvd or tiled. 
* The chief street runs uortb and south and ik linod with good bonses. 
Most of the people are Jains and Mur^tbaa and tbe town is Hiirroundt-d 
by a mud wall. It has a nleutiful supply of well water. On every 
Monday a market in held, whore grain and coarse olotli are offered 
for sale. Uesides tbo office of a petty divisional ofBoor under tbe 
mtSmtatdiSr of Shirol, Riybdg ha.s a pulice post, a post ofGwJ, and 
a school with no sTcmge atlctidanca of forty-six hoys. Ilayb% baa 
three temples of Someabviir SidheshvAr and Narainba, a mosque of 
Liuigotbuodbn, and a domed tomb of Ibmdulla Kb£u. Tbe 
Someabviir temple is old and built of huge well-sculptured blocks of 
stone. It ta Bity-ono fvet long, thirty broadf and twenty-four high. 
Tbe Sidbeabvor temple, which is built of black stone, is lifiy-ouc fcvt 
long 43 k bmad and IS high. lu Ift75 it was repaired by tha 
Midrjiddrsor bind proprietora of the RAybitg petty division. The 
Marsinba temple is an underground siruoturo of black stone and 
mortar. TI10 imago of Karsiuha is richly curved and is anld to have 
been brought from the Krishna near Jal&lpnr. Tbe Langotbandba 
mosqao abeot 1 176 feet to the cortb of the town is 17j^ feet sq^uai-u 
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and ni feet higb. Rnndullu Khdu'a doinetl tomb, built in boDonr 
of the Bij&pur alHcer who in said to liavo Racked tliu tuwn, in 29^ 
feci loui; 19| broad and SSj high. It h!v< boon tatoly repaired by 
the Shilfl. 

Ra'Dgna Fo rt » on a SaL-toppt>d hill iu the RahyiUris about 
t}iirty inilcit youtli-wutit of Bhudargud mid lifty-fivc miles of Kolliit-* 
par. 'I'he hill is utecp on tlirco sidi'ii with an eatiy ascent on tho 
Dnrth- 'I'll') toj> is girt byawnll of rough hlocksof tttononud mortar, 
leaving tliroo natbwAys down thii hill. Insidu nf tlio wall the lerel 
hill t^ip i» broKcn liprc iiml tbrre by swftlling frroiitnl. The fort, 
vfhich is +760 fpot from cast to w«al by 22t0 feet from ntTrth to south, 
is dosorted. It is wal«rod by two small cisterns an<> throo wells now 
OTergrown by treea Ou tho hill stdoft which are covered with 
nnderwood and ehrub, cropa of vtiri, niickni, and hariie aro ruisod 
by wood-ash till^^e. Since IGoO, whvn along with Panbala it was 
takeu by tihtvftji and repaired, It&ngna hnn remained in Mtinliha 
haml.i. lu 1841 tho fori waa diHinantlvd by ordvr of the Untiah 
Govern nieut. 

Sa'm'angad F ort, on an isolated oral-topped hill three nnd a 
bait mileii Boutti oE Gadiogl&j, has a groatoat height of 2600 feot 
abiDve the aea and u ^Tt-'alvst bivndtli uf 3(i0 feet. Thu hill tup is 
surrouudod hy an fiyht-fyut high wall, ll w:is wull sapplied with 
water from several rock>cut cia terns. TKo garriaon formerly 
induded :)A0 man, ten pieces of ordaance, 100 muskets, aud 2U0 
)uibri-«. It) lC7t> SnmAngsd was thomuj^hly rt>paired by ShiviVji. 
Though one of the sinatlrst nf Shivi^ii's furtt<, Siini^ngad wan one of 
tho stronppst^ It was bci*(otji^d witlKiiit aacct^i'^ for twi-lvo years 
by the VixAiii's troops and by the Palvardhan and tha Nipdtnikar.

A first class road joins mdrui with 
Kolhfipur. Shirol is somi'timos call&d (rliumat Sbirol or Shirol-wilh- 
the-duino, bccatiiHi it UHod to have a large domvd tomb of n Bij4pur 
oilicer nnnied Narkh^n which FarashurAm Bliftu Patvardbnn isHaid 
to havo du«troyod in 1 779. Shirol is guarded by a ditch and a wall 
and in atrengtnenod by an inner citadel. Uuriog the wara Ix^twt^n 
Kolhipnr and the Palvardhatts in the latter jtart of the eighteenth 
cenlurv Hhiml rhnnn'"! ftandtseveral time:). Id 1780 it was finnlly 
taki>n Uy Stiiviiji t II. (17iiO- 1812) and has since remained niider 
KulKt'^pur. In 1831 tho poptdation wim n-turnod ut 0944 against 
S^H'i in 1S7i. The people, who are mostly Mnrfitbilii, Jainii nad 
Uusaltnttos, live in 1250 houses uf which about n thousand are of the 
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bettor Mrb tiled or lomco roof«d. The oEiief street rnna north nnd 
south and is linml by giwd hoiisM, nome o( ihein ItTo-stonryetJ, 
To rcpnir &nd <!li-An the t^trn roiads n um of £20 (lis. '2V0) u 
yearly granted from Incal funds. As the water of iilmost all 
the wolU ia braclcHh, drinking water i.-^ brought ttbout a toile from 
*tbe river. Oa overy Saturday a market is Bold whore OTaia and 
cotton yam worth about £20 (Rs. SOU) are sold. Outsiae of the 
town, in a buildinff lately compluted mt a cmtt uf £43«)0 (Us. 
45,000), are the nfln-es of the liiiimlatdiir, the munsit, the chief 
coQStablo, nod the sub- registrar. Shirol hfwi iU»o a post olBce and 
an anglo'veriiacnlar ^i?hflol with an arerege attendance of 14S 
boys held in a sohool-houso which cost about £400 (Us. 4U<i01. Tho 
■tad establishment at Shirol includes tbiHy broodiuarMi Sbirol has 
s small palacw where tho Kolh&pur Baja oft^n Uvea. It has Lvo 
lartfc tcmplei*, two uiottques, and a tower. Of the two tvniple* 
K&leshvar 8 is the oldust though of no gi^at age as it is built 
of Htcnv and mortar. It in thirty'flre fe«t long, twt^iity-livv hniad, 
and twenty-eight high. Thcs othcir temple, which u dudicutud to 
Dattfitrt-ya hi) incarnation of tho triad Braliina Vixhnu and Shiv, ia 
htild Hpucially 8Bcrvd. The only object of worship ia tbe teuplu is 
a einb of Ktonc on which an open hand is carved. It it eidlod tko 
tumplu of BhojiiUpAlra or the diimcr platv, and a Mtono Toeficl or 
jiiitra ia .itill prej-iorved in which, according to Imdition, tho god 
DattfitrcyH unou took n im-nl w hi'ojun with a holy llriihinan of 
Shirol. OF tho two mosqiiea which are said to havo boeo built by 
Nurkhtin of Bijfipur, on© is thirty-two by twenty-two feet and tho 
other thirty-live by twi>nty-»«ven foet,. The rutued tower which 
stands iu the fcntif of tho town ia said to have been built by tlio 
Kolhitpiir Ktat'O about loO years ago (1733), It is Ihirty-five feet 
high and 1 5U foot ronnd. 

Shiroli,a village in tho AltasubdivisiaD, with inlSSt a population 
of 30^-), ia on the Poona-Delgaum mail rood about t^ix niilu.H north- 
west of Kolh^pur. Iu 1855 the rillage which fraa then almost 
entirely of thatched hutit was destroyed by fire. Since tlio 1855 
fire many tiled bouHeii have been built, !«veraJ of them two stoi-oys 
bigh. Sliinili lit a halting pliu:o uu the joumoy from Puunntn Bvlgnum 
■ nnd ha« two rest-houses. Tho water in drawn from a reservoir neA,r 
the village ahont twenty-four acres in area. Besides n newly built 
ehdvdi or village ofBce, SLiroU has a school with an average 
attendance of forty buya. Near Shiroli the PancthgangA i» crossed 
by an iron bridj^o close to which i» a tomb in honour of BaIo Pir 
whore every April a fair or urw* is held attended by about 1 0,000 
people. In the centre of the village is a well-built temple of 
Sarvoshvar. 

tfllgaJi *lio head-qnartera of the chief of Torgal, flfith in 1881 a 

foptitution of I5lt>, is about ■(bnndri-d miles &outh-we«l)of Kolh4pur. 
1 18 enclosed by a bastionodlnud wall which has given way in many 
placM and is covered with prickly pear. Inside the wall is a citadel 
also fturroouded by a mud wall.

Ta'dl Narsinha, commouly oalled Narsoba's V^di, a vd*li or 
suburb of Sb irf>l. with in IKSl a population of 2381, a spot richly 
wooded with btibhul and tamarind, lies throe milus wmlh of Shind 
ftt the meeting of the Krishna and Pnnehgnngn. It ia named after 
Narntnha Siirinvati, who for twelvo years it ^aid to have lived at 
the sacred miteting of the rHvors. Most of the people nro BnUinun 
pujdri* or miiiistratits of tho deity Na.rsinba. They live in aboat 
300 bouses of which 250 are flat-terraced or tiled and many are two- 
atoreyed. Vtidi N'arsinlta ba^ a post oHicu, a school with an average 
lattfjndaiice of ninety-two boys, and a town municipality with in 1881 
n yearly iucomo of £190 (ita. 1000) and an oxponditiiro of £-13 
(Ha. VM)). It is a hol^- place aod ia visited by largo numbers of 
pilgriuis.

VAlva is 
known for its rhurmure or parched rice which is sent weekly in large 
C|tiii.ntiti(>8 to tho noighbounng villa^-s. In 17dQ Sakb&rim OhAtgo 
of Kdgal gnire lii.s brother VishvfisrAv Vdlvaand seven neiglibouring 
villages as bis share of the family estate. On the death of VisbvJUr&v 
in \S'2i the gntut was continued to his fourth wife HamAhiii.

The general aapect of th e three nortliern sub-diTttioPB of Miroj- 
pr&Dt, Kuchi, and MangulvtMlha in tn;ulyas, tint, and mo notoiioua. 
fho gflological formation is alike, black, gray, aiid a litffo' rod soil 
OVL-rlyiug the bonaltiu trap ruek of thu Duccsm. A range of low 
hills, caliod the Dand oba, tflvidis Mirajpnint from Kuchi, Capped 
Willi u KOincwhat huni iriin-il;iy rink nf n r>iMi li imo, much 
rcsctnbUne the laloritc of the Kuiikmi, and covokhI miUi grass and 
bruehwooa these hilla present a more picluresi^ue appearance than 
the usual run of hills ia the I>«ccao. There arc nu other hills of 
any sjzo but in Kuchi and the west of Hangalvedba art^ nuih or 
uudiilaling stoDy plaina covonxL with spear gnm, alunted amcins, 
and buahod of the lai-rad Cuti:»<iii auricnlata and nepli C'uppuris 
aphyllu. Among the isouthvrn fiub-dirisions Tcrdaj ia fl»t f ad mono*

Of 
tbusu rivei'a tho Kruhna, Uhiuui, and Tuugbliadra are scarcely navi- 
gable in tho monsoon, aa tho cur^mt ie oftoD too strong for boat^ to 
work Bgainet, jtoatd of ubout 1^ ton» ('>U riiann) coulil work down 
Iht) struma fmin tho end «f Juno to Oclolwr. The uuiin currnnt of 
the Xnnhiui whii'li i:« ol'tt^ii tuniml from one bimk to tlio other, 
cimso« chau^t^^ iji tht^ ulluvtal dvpuHits ou ita banks. Tradition luirn 
that tho Kmhiia oiioo Buwod from SiLngli to Dhamni i)hnu«tt frocii 
north to south. Now tho rivor takoa a wind to tho west nt SdngU 
and joias the y»mu ut Ifuripur. 

Thi> wnt<>r-!»npply ia nmpli> and the wator clo«e to tlic surface in 
Uaii[;ulvudhn, Xuclii, uud rShtiUtipur. It ie fairly good ia Mirajprdut 
and 'I'ordiil. But in Shirhatti, oxoopt near tho hills, tho wator ia doup 
below till; surface and do&clcnt. Shirbutti once had a number oh 
largo irrigating ponds, but many of them hav? now aillud u[t and 
do not U!s a rulu hokl wii(«r vuough for irrigation. Sungli Ium >n 
all 1 40 ponds and -HOO wi'lla and water-holt-s. Of theee MirajprAnt 
and 'lV>nlal have fiftoen ponds and tJ05 wella of which V2G aro for 
drinking water oniy. Ruubi is well off fur watL-r,buviDg ten {mnds 
and 103d wolls. The poii<b, CApuoiikUy ttio largo ones at llaslavda 
and Agulguon, and tho bulk of tho wi-lls are used for irrj^ition, 
BottidiTs tncHe, thoro arc two niiiiioiirjfc damn, one near lialgavda 
and lliv othvr uuur Vuji-u Chiivaudha across tho Agnuii. To irrigate 
mdiiis or gardens leniporary narthcn dama aro yearly miulo ultom 
Iho utraitiis which join tho Asrani closu to Kavtha Miihruikal, 
Mangalvoilha has 9evi>nteeii ponds and 484 woilij. Of thoso tho 
ponds ut Khomnal and TaUangi and 3S4 wells are uaed for irrigation. 
Shtihiipur hiis lifty-tive ponda and l!)o7 wells and water-holes of 
which eixty-oin? wella are used for irrigutiou. SUirhutlt hast forly- 
thrtf ponds aiul Utj v,-e]\s. Uf these four lurgi; punds at Sbetikeri, 
DoxihiiL, Kundarhalli, uiid Mug<li and '2-i'i welU arc usod for irrigit- 
.jtjon. Uouths by drowning in the poud^ uud wells an> commun. the 
avurugo for the ihruu yourii ending Ifiyi being twenty-firc or U'U12. 
por oout of the total population. 

Tho climate though hot is not unhoalthv. Tho holttisl atib- 
divisioii ia Mungalvcdhu. Next in the order of heat como Miraj- 
pniat, Tertlul, Kuchi, Shirhatlir and SIiAhipur. In the rainy soason 
tho climate is evurywhuro plcaaunt, except perhaps in Hhfihipur, 
whoro tho rainfall is hcary and conetont. In the cold season tlie 
air ia dry and the nights cool. 

The rainfall ia heavy in Sbiih4pur. In other parta it i^ motlerate. 
Rain returns for the 8tx sub-dirisionaL stations arc avntlabto for the 
ilir<M! years ending 18S2-83. During these vears tho highest fall 
is 7018 inches at Shiihlipiir in ISHS-S:! and the lowMt is I3-8S 
inches at Hi'uiifli in lK*Sl-8i. The tot»I nveriigo full of tJie State

Iron UHcd to bo eupltrd at Knnl&pur so late aa 1879, but ita smelt- 
ing has alao been diaoontinnod for w»nt of fnol. * 

Of building stone excollcnt basalt in ohtnined in tho norlhi^m Stone anul 
Bnl>^i\-i8iouH ; u hard crystalline mtniUtmiv of light colour vuryiQ)^, 
from f^ruy to red iu Tcittul and Sli^luipUT, and (?rauit4> and gncis.')

Siiico 1831 tho State forests havu boen strictly pn>.snrv«l and for Ponmia. 

this purpose one insjK-flor wiih fun'Mh-rs liiw Ix-nn appointed. In 
1882-^''3 tho total area under forest waa -jii.rtSS ocrpfl or nimrly 88J 
squaro milw. Of these Minijprrint had forty-tiro acres, Knebi 
M7uQtyfour, MaDgalvvdha £87, Terdnl ^7, ShlibUpur 19,312, and 
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Sbirliatti 36.333. Th« rami important and oUoet foro8t» jkK hi 
Hlulli^pur, wliu'li has moat of tlie trees and shruba found in thu uplawle 
of tlic 8uhviidri». In the othur 8ub-(li visions fon-ata are in tb^ir 
infancy, and, oxi^pt in tho hilly parts of Shirlmtti, aro twily fii fox 
the growth of itcada and thv niut Asudiruchla indicn. Tb« forests 
• buve i>i>cii di\-ided into Histccnnoarlv oquiil partH, and in eo(^ part 
•uvU Uiiibur us is fit to bu cut i« Hold uvt-ry tuxtecntb year. To dia- 
poacof other shrubs vbtch reach their full ^otrth in one to four years, 
tho forc'Ht^ hnvo hovn further divided into fotir parts. In docb part 
the nhnibfi arc cleared evcrj' fourth year and eold as fuol. iQfitdud 
of selling 417 auction tho right to gntxo freoly, the grazing ih now 
allowed in plaoes wlierc no damage to young' trees is likidy to b« 
caused, and a fee per head of catUe is levied. 3Iyrobalanit oiid othur 
forest produce, the right to collect which woa formerly fanned, 
are now trolloctcd dopartmentally, and the results sliow an incruusc in 
tliu rvvcime.

The doinufttiv auimalH arc oxvn, cows, buffaloe*, horaee, poniee, 
tuumn, sheep, goats, dogit, and a few camels. 

Tho cttlllo of the State are generally good, except in Shihiipar 
whore tho breed is poor for want of good posture. Tho bnllwiks 
are well known and have chicfiy two breeds, the Maisur or Ilaiuim 
and the Gujarathi that is from Gujnnil iind Ef&thiAwiir. Both 
breede were introduced by the luto chief Chintdmanr^T (L801>1661). 
The 'iunam bni^d iM uetive, strong, and hardv. For druugiit it is 
tho best The yujarafli breed, Ihoagb handsome, docile, and 
powerful, is slow uud Leuxy and nioro odaptod for ploughing than 
.road and other work where speed is needed. The indigenous 
bullocks arc abo strong and hardy, but tho breed by long 
admixture with the Aonowi and ijujardthi, lias to a great extr-iit 
lost itH distinct chiiraderijitics. In ShirLatti where tho Muinur strain 
provaiU, the bulloclts arc spccinllygood. 

The milcli kine of SiingU and Alungolvodha have a name thronph- 

out the Donibiiy Karuiltak. Thin i» mainly duo to a eitrain of the 

best fiujnrAt tlood, as innny cows and buffaloes from fi ujarAt and

The 1-0W8 fetch £\ to ilO (Rs.lO- IflO). 

Shc-buffulooii in S&ngli uud Mangalvcdba are good and fetch 
i2 Uis. to £11) (Rb. 25- 100). He-buHidoesnrv not in nuieh demand 
locally, either for draught or for ugriculturul purposes. The clasaoa 
Ihatgunci'uUy use thcni nro Vndiirs, Jtcldani, Ghosjtm, Shikalgira, 
and other wandoiing tribes, lle-bufiiiJue« locally fetch about 
lOit. (K&. 5). Many young he-bufToJoes are yearly exported to the 
Konkan wliere tber are used for ploughing the muddy rice-fields and 
fetch £1 lOi. (Rs.io). 

The locally bred horses are usually weedy and vidoua The 
pouicti though smaller iu size ore of t»-t'tcr quality and more hardy 
and useful. The best ponies are reared in Mangolvodha on tliu 
banks of tho Bliima. A pony fetches £1 tn» to £12 (Ks.l5- 120). 
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' The ass is owned and used by KumbMrs, Piirim, Loniiris, Vmlaw, 
- DvIiUrs, iiml KuilclUliH. The breed though lUiiuU in hardy. 'Hio osti 
~ uoftta littln to keep and is eonily managed, a boy being unoucti to 
' ennlrol »M>Tnp tbirty nnimnUor moro. Thoproftiw provails of nhttin^ 
' tho nostrilB, us it is believed to improve tlic aaimurs wind. A good 
S88 iotchm '!». to £2 (Kb. I - 20). 

Sheep arc owned mainly bv Dbangnrn in t.he northern und by 
' Kunibants in the Houtboni or KiinarciK) eubilivixiuiis. The ehfcp 
on the Tlin)!;bbndm in Shirhiilti h taller and heavier than that of 
the northern flub^liviMionH uud its wool in better. The prevuiling 
colourn arc black, gray of different shaded, and bia^h and tan. 
Shcup arc shourod twiec a ycur, in January *flnd July, and 
a fleece fetches about 71-^ (5«s,). Ewes breed onco a year and 
produce a lambkin at a titnp, raroir two. The brocding Beacon is 
nsualty June and the greatest number of lambs is conse<^ueatly bora 
in November. No uriifinal attempts at weouing aie road*, the 
Inmbs being Ruekled till the following rutting season, that is for 
Beven montos. Males arc Ciislratcd before a year old, fine weather 
being deemed neccasory for the operation. The propoition of rams 
to ewes is one to tvcDty. A ahoep fetches it. to £1 (Its. 2 • 10). 

The gwt is kept by almost all clasaes either as a flesh- producing 
or milk-yieldiug unimuL Thoy hava three vurit^ties, tho lut, 
ghodsheii, and luvaH. The kui !s a small animal with short hair, 
little crwt isira, hornless or with amall horns act back in the head 
and curving baekwards, and generally of a white colour. Tha 
tjh«iUhdi is u lull Ijrge animul, giMierally blutrh. The horns are sot 
forward in the head thoifKh they uurvo hackwardfl. Animata oS. 
this brcini but huviii}; very luag hunts are called hantiuvi. There is 
nliio a homlciui vnriety. The atvttln is n middle- ^i zed animal witl^ 
loQg hair, particularly on tho haunches, and drooping ears. The 
ffhcdahfili goats are esteemed the bent milkoni and the Beah of the kui 
is uomuderrd the best. The hO'goat fetches about Ci. (R». 3) and 
thr she-goat Gg. to lOf. (lis. 3*6). 

The tommon ecnintry dog is found uU over the State. A few ■ 
sporting AfarAth^a and lUmoshia have good countr\' gray-hounds, 
porticwrly the tuU hairy vorioty with luagish Hiuky cars. Tho 
i)hanRar or ghepherd'H dog is both utM.>ful and intelligent. Many <rf" 
them nave tho cut of u fjcotoh oolluy though somewhat largor. 

Tlio few camels in tho State belong to the chief. 

Tho hides and homn of cows and buflaloea aro the* perqnifcitM of 
the MhiHra in the northern suh-di visions and of thu Uola)*&« in 
tho »outhcni or R&naroae sub-divisions. The priuw vary from Is. 
{Sa>-.) for (lie hide of a calf to £\ (Rs. 10) for tluit of a 
bulfalo. Goat skins fetcfi eadi !■. 6d. to 'in. (Ite.j-l) and sheep 
skins about half that sum. BulTulu horns are worth fid. to ]«. 
(4-8 as.) s pair. Cow horns scum to have no market value. 

In the northorn snb-divininnii anlel»i>es, gawlles, hyjcnag, wolves, 
jackals, foxes, and ihrco or foar varitrtitTM of tli» wild eat ore pretty 
omBinon. In Shirhatti. in addition to these* panthers ii.t\^ IwnA. 
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In Sh&liiipur, oxi^cpt Iho bison and bear, all iho n*ilfl animals of the 
Sttlidly<trift nru gvnorally found. 

Most if not nil of thi^ birdt foand in ttio Dvccan oro met with.^ 
onoor oth<tr 8iib-divisinnH. Tlio samv inity be inid of reptilM nod 
fishes. No ftnimal peculiar to Ihu Stutv is found. 

According to tbu 1881 cenfiiM tlic populntiou of tbo Siilngli State 
wt» lUO.S'iJ or \'2ii-i to tht) equuru uutc. Of lhc-»e TTindus. fxcludiug 
Jains, iinmborcd 17ii,ii57 or 87'iil per cent, Jaiiis 11,3-M or .v7fi 
pyr ount, iMusalmitiB I3,0ti2 or 1>(J4- per cent, and Christiane 149. 
The norwut;!^ of malos on the total population was 4U'80 and of 
futouIuA />0-2u. Compared wilb the 1872 returns the I8,SI returns 
show a (Iwrcaso ^rom '22:i,C63 to 1 mjf'iZ, that is u doenaso nf 2C>,m I 
or 1V9£> por cent, which is chiefly due to mortality during the 
1870-77 famine 

Tho Hindu population mainly ronflisla of two races, thp_ Arvim in 
tlioogrth in MutigiilvurIhA, Mirajpri&nt, and Kuehi, and tho Dravidiun 
in tht; Houlh iiL Terd&], 1Sbit,ti^pur, and fjhii'luitti. MuiadntiUis mostly 
of Pftthin, Arab, or I'orsian dtscont are prcttj- evonly atattprwl 
thruU)(huut the St»lc. Foreifrnci's are siualt iu nurnU-r, tbu 
prhn-'ipal being Gujarat and Mnr^-fir Vonia and MaJnisiB. Tho 
Poahwtt's rule (17o0-1817) added larj^ely to tho MrcngUi o' tk^ 
K oiikanasth BrAhina na who wlto bfforo in a small number. Of tlio 
3680 konkanastha returned in lUSI, about 1500 are in (li<; town of 
SAngH. 

Tho principol huigus^'H epolceii are Mardthi in tho tiortbom 
and KanaruBC in the aoutHCtn «ub-tlivi«ioaa. ^rur/ithi in it» corrupt 
form 18 also spukcii to aoino uxtunt iu Sh^ihApur and Tenlnl.

Tliu mvu iu (hu northern 
8uh-divisiniiB wear long druwcrs, lou»o from the thigh tti hohiw the 
knee, wlicnce tlwy Kuddt-nly begin to taper so an to fit tightly round 
Ihb calf to whi«ri they iro in^tiriably drawn un. Another kind of 
drawers also commonly worn, extends to the knee onlv. (.hj tlio 
hoad ia woru a long lightly wound tlirue-coniered tnfban of oay 
4><>lour and over the body either a coat X>r amjnrkUa, □ jacket or' 
bandi, or a waislcloth or lihvlar. In tho aouth tho drawers are not 
ivmmon except among the Iteriids und otliur low (mstos who 
giiuerully dyo them a dull brit-kdualrrcd wiUi red ochre or Awnnttf. 
The Kinnreae generally wear a wnifitrloth or dholar round tha

They are well treated and considered members of the family in 
which thoy are bom. The Leknvhis form the propopty of their 
nuuters and at the purtitioo of the family are aividod like other 
property. The custom of kueping n)i8tn>8sc8 and trcuting their 
otlBpriiig OB Ijekavlas has been now a-ss prevaUnt Ihaa before.'

ShALiiiJur, and 
Shii'hntti. The villugv uliiet.-fl aw aX Mithiitiktil-Jiuvtliu, Kavl^pur, 
and UodvAd. They are in charge of 8choolinuat»rB who, in addition 
to their pay bb echoolmnatcra, rcccivu yearly oUowauoeB from th« 
postal department. 

Trade esa-pt in Sh4h6[tur and Sitngli is in the hands of Lingiiyat 
Vinia and Jains. At Slitvhltpur it is iftiiin^l in by Shenvi Itrihmans 
many of whom arc wealthy, and a few JIarutli4«, and at Singli by 
BrAhmanB, Gujur&t and Uitrw^r Vi&nin. ManithcUi, and MuaalmfLns. 
Thv tradiug aeuson begins aft«r the J)irdJi holidays in October- 
November and IniitA till th6 Ah/ituf-truHi/a or '3rd of the Bret half of 
Vtmiuxkh (April-May), on which day all cotton bargams are finally 
settled. The general practice is for ]>ctty Iradcnj or agcntti of largw 
finuB to go ubuul. from villiigo to villago to the gruwont and buy up 
the expected crop by either nuking nn advance on it before it is 
hurv-eKt«d or aft*T it has been garnered. The buyer then sends the

The growers m Shirhatti generally take cotton to Ilubli or Oodng, 
but when it is likely to fetch higher pricea at Sadnehivgad in K&nara,* 
thrco or four of the hiiebiutdnien join together ana take about a 
doKon cnrtloods to that port. ,^

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Of SAngli cmfls tho most important arc tho dycios of yam and 
head-dn.-6ec8 imd the wcuviag of cottoa cloth and woollen bUukete. 

Tho dyving of fottoQ and »ilk is lurgrty carried on in th« three 
KAnarcse smb-diviaionii inlhe south, capfciallyat Rabkaviand ShAhfi* 
pur. The favourite colour for soiH* or robes among Kiinarese 
iroiacnubJuc; Mufilha womcu wear robes of every colour. The 
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only fast colours producutl on cotton goo^ are tbo red and difRnrcnt 
shuilra of indigo. Of these the indigo dyeing is simple ; the d yeinfi: 
in red ia described below. Green, orange, yoUow, and turkoy-rwl 
yarn rv<)uirud for womca'ft robes is obtained from Buuibny. 
Formerly silk used to bo dyed locally with vegetable and mineral 
dvcs, O? Iat« tho cboopor luiilinv dyes which are imported frosk 
Europe and yield a I'ariety of bright tinta, have nearly suppliuited tho 
native fmtt colours. 

For dyving red il chaukadi or *w>t of twenty-four chirtaa or hanks 
of vountrv yam is madu into eight bundles each contuiuing three 
huuks tied to one another. About throe pounds (5 shfra) of plantain 
burk iwIk's uro tnixod in n vut with u pitoncrful of ftift water. The 
mixture is stirred and allowed to stand for an hour, when tlie ashes 
settle down Ic-aving ck-ur wat<T nbo\'c, About three quarts of this 
wat<;r are then poured into a basin and with it are mixed about i 
ixjiind (5 tolas) of goat'ii dung and \ pound (1| sher) of Hcatunc oil.

Of other crafta thn broAs work of SAngli has a name in tho Bom- 
bay Kumatnk. To develop this industry thelat^cliiof Chintumanr&v 
(1801-1851) introduced into Siingli acolony of Karajganor bruse- 
workers. In Siingli there are also como good alone nmsong who 
work to any de«ign in tlie hard rovk of tho country ba«alt. They 
have lately been well employed in ihL' Kolhap ur State. 
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tUingU forms part of the etatcs hclongiug to the Fatvardha a 
family. The founder of this family was ono liar or Hon Hhutt bin 
Bfillom Bhatt, a native of tho village of Kotavdu iiTllio U.onkan. 
This man, alter distin pushing himself by a long seriefl of devotional 
oustflrities, was appointed Hpdilhya or family pricat to If&TO 
Mahiidov, chief of Ichalkaronji in tho Kulhii[}ur Stato. On the 
orcaaioD of the marnago of iliia chiors aon to the daughter of B&ldji 
ViahvanAth tho first Fe^hva^in 172!^, liar Ohatt nus brought to the 
Botioo of the Poahwa, and hiaj|ona GoWnd and lUmchandra wore 
ore long taken into the aervice oF the 'Salter, A I lii rJ " wiT Triin bnk 
obtained service with tho ntja of Akalkot. Aft<>r the death of B&JAji 
I'aut Poshwa liar Rhatl's family continued to onjoy the favour of 
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SitUnj- his saoc««&oTS, and Qorindi^vwith his son QtmAjrtL v took on active 

part in the events ofBiUji Biliir&v'ii r^igii. After a suocessful 
campftigft ftguinet t he ■SMj^^V^^^BB^M^" which ho dtstingnifihod 
JuBMBlt. he received frcm ^a^^^^ BOTant ta indm of the fort of 
Dodt^. with the land tMimed for its tapport, which form part of 
Ihe present possessions of the Patvordhnn family.

Gratitude to their benefactor MudbAviAv led tho PatrardhanB tfl 
aid that prince actively in his struggle for power Tiith his atnbifioaa 
uncle and guardian Ha|;huii)itl)ruv, generally known as U^hoba 
DAdo. Whenever tho latter guiiied the upper hand he Bhovred his 
resentinentj as by the attack mid cujiturc of Miraj on one occasion, 
but his enmity was not ro dangerous as the viodictive feeling which 
descended to bia son R^jir^v, the last of the Peshw^, wlueh 
neorly oocaaioncd the ruin of the Palvardhaa fomily, as will be eoeo 
' further on. ReAideit talking a proitiinent part in the internal polilics 
of the MonSthu cmpiro during MAdhuvrilv's reign, the Putvardhaus

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in tlifi war with Jilnoji Biion«la of Bontr. Dofore the death of 
irAilbuvrAv the grant, nf thn taranjdvi waa renewed to thu fumily 
ill 1 774, the titlo doeHs boinff made out io the names of Vjimnnr^ 
tin- brollicr o( OopalrAv, and his cousin a Paraahuntm BAmclinii dra 
and Kughiiniithrii y Xilkan tfa. Though iH^TaiiflTyTra^ionr'yot 
divi'li-iITniosi^cliitle resided a-ivomlly nt >rinii. Tfagwon, and* 
" Kur|intlvHd. anil m«y be said to rujirt'sont M-jtariit^^SiSrS: In 
udilition to the nnntfiji'i/it MAdliiivniv b«tt«WL-d on llic TTitvurdhiins 
ing his lirV'timo thw districts o f ChiJcod i and Jt^oli. but they 
Bvcr held theae dislriclg for any length of timecoimnitwuJy. 

After tho doath of M^havrdv Pcshvra and the murder of his 
l>rother and sucteMor JJiiidvuuniv, tho Patrardhiuis followed tiie 
stanilard of RughuniithrAv until it bocamo known that the widow 
of the murdoi-ed Pi-sliwa wiis in a coadilion tUut gave hupes of nn 
heir to Iho ijfUli. The celebrated Ndnti Faduavig then formed a 
council of rcj^-nry, governing in the nomo of tho widow, hut tho 
Pnlvanihaiiii did not ofienly tnko part a^fiiinst RnghnnAthrrtv till the 
bi rth of .VtftfllmvrAv N^nty gii put him in tho position of an usurper. 
TKcv Ihon openly pspouspd the ciiuse of the infant Peahwn, but tht-y 
B^on had 1 Iwyc Poon a for their own ti-rritory to aid in repelling 
i nTtwionematk- by the Nir-Arii uinl IJuidar Ali fr om diflei-unt quarttrs. 

Even before the dn-ath of their gruat patron M&dhavniv BalliU 
tho Patvardhnns had been engaged in c ooalant hofltililj oB with tho 
Riiju of KoUtiipur , us has Ikvh rvhitLtl In the hiHtorii-ul fllcutch of that 
Slate, uiiti ilieat' lumlililien were now carried on with great vigour, as 
the liiiia hud enl'-red Into jUi.intv with R^sh>mttthn'^v J ii eein'uiic- 
tion with Onidar AIJ of MaiAiir, who adviinocd with tho dcdarcd 
int<nit!ou of liittlVI^^OHtpesion of the whole ooantry HOiilh of tlio 
KriHltna, The Pntvardhans then^forr took no part in tho wtif witlf 
the Kngliah which hrolie out at tliis time, m they wore fully occupied 
with their boetilitieo against Kolhfipur and with resisting tho invasion 
from Muitiur. In the latter opcrationg they were not very suecoss- 
ful UH tbey incurred more than one severe dofeut, and Piind u ran g rijv. 
i\w grnniliBlli(.T of th« pi-esent Chtvf of Suiigli, was wounded aud ' 
takou aa a pristmer to Seringapatom, where he died. 

The leadership of the Patvanlhans then devolved on PiirfiwTjurrtm. . 
It hriu. Aft-er iwrae rather imsm-eesaful oiKnili'ni'* ugaiiisl Ilnitln r 
Ah, n tempprary tniee, it wonld appear, left Paruahuriiui Uh&u at 
lihertv to rvtum to hiK own cnpilul and carry on the war with 
the Kolhitpnr BAja, from whom ho took Ak iT^t. Shirol, a nd 
BhiKliu-gnd, A tn-iily wns then concluded with the IWja, and tho 
Patviinihan Obit-f wiis thuH enabled to procc<ii to Pooiio, where ho 
nrriv.-d in time to play a very distingiiinhvd purl iu the war with 
the i)ngtish, wliich foil^wetl the r^pudiutiim of the t-onvention of 
Vodgaoii in 1779. Tho sucoesa of the operationa agnbist Gem-nd 
Goddsrd, by which that officer was r«mpelled to rctrent from Khaadrfla 
to lioinbay'with henvv loas, wax in a great meunure to

1)ui Yory soon tlic roniliu-t of tbc Mttisur prince caused 
tbe fomiiidiiblv coiubinatioD of the KngMeh, the NiK^m. and the 
Mariltlias «"l»o in IJOOcwamcnM*! opomtiona against him. Psrahu- 
^m Bhau van oppoiiited to command tbe ilanLlha forcve tm this 
occaeioD. In canjunction with a BritisTi dotai'Iuncnt under 
Captain Ijittk hv hnKv^l Dhdrwar for aeveu iuoiiUih, ultvr wfaitji 
the ]>Iac« capitulated, lie tb«u took llif fort of KubJij^ aud after 
wailin}; to ix-uWw.^ the revenue of the di»(tri4^t ininod tlir othar 
Mur&tha coiftmaiider Uari Puiit, ond ruuvtid lowarun Soriiigapatonv 
which was being*l)«;itii>ged by Ijord ConiwulltA. Bi-forc (hvy arrived, 
howtivvr, the British wero compidtt'd bv waut nf provisiona to rniau 
tho Miogo temporarily. Parashuriio Hiiiiu was thru di-tacln'J fr««H 
tlic luuiu army, with Captain LJttlv, to keup npi'n thfi conimiinii^tinas 
with tlie north, Uc preferred, however, lo utiliM hia time nniL 
nieaiis by taking poftBeeaioQ of the dinlrict oi Bednor, and thia occu-; 

Jation delayed him 90 long that, thoush repeatedly eiimmoucd by 
jOixI CoruwolUs, who had rceuincd tne aiego, ho only arrived at 
Seringupatam jiwl as the urmiatiua which prvccded tho tr«ity witii 
Tijiu nad been arranged. 

On his retiim to TAdgoon I'araahuttim occupied himself with a 
war with KolhApw r. In the course of this his sod was defeated and' 
taken prisonor. Though the latter was troatod kindly and at onM 
rclenei-d, the ratvurdliou, iawjused ut the repulse, rcnt-'wcd, hostili- 
ties with such vigour that the town of Kulhapur only wn.i savi^ from 
vnpttire by the aubtnittiion of thu lliiju who agreed to jmy X3O,t>0O 
{Us. 3 taktit) and to give hostages for the payment of the amount.' 
i^ot long after thia war wattdt-flui-ed a giiin.tt Xiai^ m Ali.BPdPamiihunlnt 
nhlLu comuandod the Mm'atbu arm v on the last orcasion when all 
the fhiefa of lliiit nation uHMnnbled under the I'cshwo's Klandnrd. 
In tlie battle ijf Klia rda he had a narrow eeua|>e of hi* lifo, but waa 
AAved by the bravcrj- of his son to win a decisive victory. 

Id 17 95 th e Feahwn Mddhavntv committed suieide. As the heir 
to the gddi waa BiJjirAv. the ajon of the RaghunitthrAv whom N&na 
Fadnnvw and the Patvar dha]i!< luul always opposed and wboiw 
'O^onies they hud been thit main instruments of defeating, they 
resolved to prevent his anccession by gettinij the widow of thedeoeasei 
prince to adop t a aon. Biijiriiv, however, heard o\ thiii and secured 
the fiemcea of Daulutriiv Sindia. The ivmlt of this «U>p was that 
his opponents thought it advisable to come to terms with him and 
acce pt him as Fcshwa. A serice of plots and counterplots ensued, 
Porashurdm Bhiiu and Nitnu Fadnavia (-oneeived tho idea of getting 
BAjirAv's brother Chimniiji Appa adopted by NArdyanrtlv's widow 
ana invested as Pe«hwa, and in punwanob of this pint had him 
seised and invested against hia will. The two ehiet e<Mi!<piralors 
however hod for some time past been suspicious of one another, and< 
just at this jiinctore N&aa fied to the Konkan under the upprvhemuoa 
that rarashuriUn Hhfiu was about to make him o prisoner. Ad 
Oponrupture then took place. Nina made overtures to Bjijirav and 
inulcd Iht; Utija of Kolhapur lo BtlatU Paraahunim iJhdu's y-iyir. 
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while Purasliardai gavo np Nina's jAgir to Sindia and appropriated 
liis houses at Poooa. Tho loiif^ nerlca of intrigues Bsally ended in 
&m appreheiuion of liolh b^ Siudia. 

Paraaburiiln Bhflu, howeTer, was not loug kept m confincincQt, an 
a general was wanted to oppose th e RAja of Sal^ra w lio hod levied 
foroee and was as sttmioit iud cpsndcnce. Tbe Putvai-dhun ofFcrid" 
hig Bcrviees, wliich were nct-eptyd. Ho soon defeatf^d tU« Uiijn, Imt on 
tlie coidpletioQ of this duly n-as much too wary todJsbuud liis tr(wp«i. 
Ho thuu oSered to head tlio a)ntingent intendeii to co-opemlc with 
tho English in the nevr wur wiui Tipu that bri>l«.> otit in 171)0. 
Owing however to thu duplicity a£ Biijirav the prgaiised aid~^g 
never g iven to the Briti9h,und pu.rt of tho force iutvnilcci to co-oponit« 
wiTh thorn was turned ag ainat the Rfija of Kolhip ar who had boon 
aotivclT fmploypd for aome tinrn^ in ri^covoring tlie plaocu that had 
b«t!ii lukcn fnjitt him by the ratvanihaiui, and in overrunning and 
pilbging ParoshurAm fthrtu's^'rfjjV, in the coursoof which operations 
the lattvr's poluvc ut TiUgaou was burnt to tho ground. Incensed at 
thciio losses ParasIiunLm Itliftu without viuting for rcinforoomont^, 
hurried on operations against tht- Raja who was aided by Chituraing 
brother of tho KAju of Stit-£r<i. His eaguruc&it and reaontment 
vrere such that ho kept the Bold during the rainy season. In 
September he cncnuntcred the KoIh.-tpuT troops under tho Ri'ija at 
the village of I 'atlapku di. where ho was d efeated and mor tnlly 
wo unded . It was rcport<!d at the lime that as the wounded chief 
lay on tho ground Viahv^rdT, hirothor of the notorious SarjerAv 
QbAtgc, took him up ou Lin hor^> and carried him to the Hiiju, by 
whoao orders he was eut to Jiieces. This story, however, lia« always 
been deniaxt at Kolhiipur, and thoso who have hwl tho best mouie of 
getting information ha%'e considored it to b« untrue. 

MRAiochandmriiv Aiina Saheh. eldest sod of (he deecaKd chief, 
flod after tho hattTo ■((> I'oonu to Implope tho aid of the Peahwa. 
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This woa readily grant^nl, and a conatdcrablo force eoneiating of the 
Vineh urknr 'aand the Pralinidhi'i* troops and five of Sindja's regular 
bttttttlioan uiidvr Kuropean offiwrs wi-re dc'^ixitelit.-d to TToThApur. < 
The foP(!0 met with a slight <-ht'< k at Shii-o l, bat was reinfureed and 
iidv(ini'«d to theeupitul. Thti Iti'iju was tlmn* dcfeoted and obligvd 
to fly to PanhAhi, and tbo siege of the t(iwn was begun.' The sicgo'* 
waa raised in coDMOuenoe of nn intrigue itt Poonu. On llie death o f 
M Ana Fa dnaria, which took place nuring the siege, tlie Peahwa 
arranged with Sindia that the latter should attack and poaseas 
himeeutrf the late Par»4liui-»in DhAu's territory. The besiegiDg 
force tlien broke up, Sindi a 'a ba tt alions marching on TAsgaon ana 
Appa Siiheb flying to the £ar[t&tak leaving Vxijagir to bo ovornm 
uud de\'astated. 

Orders were then sent fromToonfl to the FcBhwa'ii Sar Subhcddr 
in tho Karnatak, Dho ndo Pant Gokhl e, to sequestrate the Patvar- 
tlhan'i territory ia IKat proriOGe. Sa'the Sar SitAAwWr wa« engaged 
in hoatilitiea at the time with Dbundia Vilgh. a freebooter who had 
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eecapoil from Scringapstam, and was nov plundering tlic country at 
the heiwl of ■ conaideroblw iotn; li« kept tlie onWr w^crcl, ond lliu* 
got tlie Pntvardbiins to co-operate witli liim. When ho was killed 
sbortlv uftt^rwanla in an cngagtimfnt with DhundJa ho wub ououtn- 
panipd bv Cliiiiliiiiiuiiriiv (ihv sou uf the I'lindunjngrjlv whowtdcoth 
at SoringupiktAm hiw been noted iihove), who wa*i wounded on tho 
otxaBioHL After Ookhule's dt-alh Chii>UiinaDrfi.T joinwl Co!on<4 
WoUcslpy (nft^rwurdB tho IJulcu (rf WoUingtoii), who had U«en «otil 
to put down Dhumlin, nnd the two sons of PaniKliurAni Btiiu Blmrtly 
aflerwiii'ds joim-d tht* Briiijih forces, Tho I*ntTiinlhanM Iriud to gi>t 
the L''D};U§h4^>iirru1 Ut join tht;ni in un attuck ou Kulli<i]>vir, but ho 
dwhutxl lo do so, unci iitnna^ed to koep the pwice hetwet;ii hiH ulliea. 
Tho result of tho cutnbinod aperntiona was tha t iJhun dlw, on tho lOlh 
Soplom'oLT 1600, was jefeat4?d audkilltidatKoimyid .: At the sugges- 
tiuuof Iho British Uesidt-ut at PiKina the order for tJie sequestration 
of thu Patvardlinus* dialricls iu tliu K»rui&t»k was reminded, luid 
Colono! Wollealoy handed over the diHlnctn nlensed from the ^TH-spof 
Dbuodia to tlio syii« uf I'luimnhiinlin Bhau. Tht- duplicity ut' BAji- 
rrtr'a oondnrt, howoviir, nt this time w»g auch tliat lli« I'lilvartlLaua 
aeriously ouU'rtaitiud tho Dotton of entering the aurvico of tliD 
MaiKur prince, but tba prrtject w&s not curried otiL Jnnt. at thin 
time Hindia was obliged to remove hia troops from TiUyaon in 
coosequenow of the wai- with ilulkar. atid the Palrai-dliuiw were 
then enablod to return to their hoinct. 

At tho end of IS02 the Peshwa, driven out of Poena by Holkar, 
njtrpcd the treaty ol lijMtaeiu and GoQeml Welleslpy inart^bcd frutn 
Seriugapiitam to r eatoro hiiu to his capital. 'I'lio Pntvnrdhnns 
innuedintely joined liiui rind begged him to obtain fwr thetu lh« 
good oflicesi of the British Kesidtjiit. He did his best to roaagnro 
fbuin, though the eouiluct of Hiijirdv, even tit this juncture, was each 
as to make l-heui naturally most suspicions, and they accoiopanieil 
him to Pooim- After the reatonitinn uf the Pesbwa, General 
Welloslopr brought the claims of the PtttvardhnnN hcfuro him, and 
he promisod to do justice. Appa Sf^heh and Chiiil/umtnrA? were 
' induced to visit Brtjiniv iiud further prnmisps were made, bat 
nothing was sottlod when the BHtiNb geiienil loft Poooa to carry 
.pn t he war aj^ainst Sindia and th» RA ja of B cMr. He had hoyuid 
that tho I'Btvardhaua and other MnrAfcha chiefs would join bim, 
but thoy met with no eucou mgcnivnt from the Peahwa to do ao, 
and, indeed, sectn to havQ been aeorctly dissuaded by bim. 

Their conduct on this occasion nearly led to the ruin of tho 
Family. At tho close of tho war, BAjirAv, on tho prutence of 
rewarding those who had done good service and poDiahing Uioso 
who liad fiiiled to render due asaiatanco, dotermincd to luako over 
the hmda of the PatvurdhaDs to iJitpu.Goktale. A3 the latter felt 
himBulf unable to take ovor the aaraojam without tho assiatanco of 
tht! Eiighah, ho applied to General Wellusloy. Wilhoot deciding 
whether or not each aid would bo given, which was for tho 
Govcruor-Gonoral's consideration, tho Britiah commnndcr pointed 
out in forcible language the imprjliey, tho iujustiec, and even Lho 
ingratitude o£ the couree the Poahwa wiKhod to pursue t«w»r\li» the 
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Fatranlhans. In n-riting tu tboGovomor-Qenoral he roCApiUilflted 
all Uiti orgiirnents ho liad used, ii,ni1 8iiggeMU,'(l that tho Poshwa'H 
forniftl couscot Kbould bu obtained to the British GovBrninont 
noting Mjrbilmtnr hfitweon him und tho soathem jii>jiyJ<irr. Tliis 
sogffOslion wa9 itpproveJ, and Mr. K. Strachoj waa appoiutod to 
oDrtuct tUfl enquiri(»{ nnd nc^otiiite tho proposed scttlompii^ 
U«fore leaving tho Southern Mnrdtha Conntry, General Wcllesloy 
touk advADtHgo of ao interrievr ho hnd with Unri PftrashurdJii at 
Ttfagnou, la pii!nt out what juot mvuiide of complaint the PatvAnniniiii 
had on their part given to the 1'eshwn, and to show buvr tnaltcm 
Qiigbt be setttetl Hatixfnctorily. . 

Tbo propoiutd settlement, howovor, fell throagl^ for the time in 
QOn^eqnonce of the niiwiliingiiu»« o£ both the partiuii coiic(<n»:(l to 
aviiil tbemsolvos of the menus thiiR oHbred to ihnm of putting 
matters on a satisfactory footing. Bajirav only wantv<t to ruiii tbo 
I'atvHrdhuis and diH]>lHye«l his chiti'acterixtic duplicity, nhilo thoy, 
•m tho other band, distruHtcd hira and had an exajrponitod notion of 
thfip own power. The British Government. thorLWe, withdrew its 
mediation and left the I'eshwa and tbo jai/tVi2it)'« lo Hottle matters 
bulwoen tliem as they beat could. Thu latter couBe(|uent1y n^samcd 
n sotni-indepemloDt poidtiun, aud only attended to the n'C)nisitiona 
oE tho Poona ^^ivoriiineub wheo it suited them to do so, 
ChinlAiniLnriiv ev«n harboured fpt^elmott'rs pursued by BAjirAv'a 
troop«, luid actually nttaeltetl thy Pi-mIiwr'.i districts. 'Ilie latter, 
ia the mesDtinno, oonsolidatod his position by cnishing a niuaher of 
miDor jagirdira and watched his uppuriiinity for dealing similarly 
with tho Patrardhans. « 

A struggle was thu» impniding between these jiigirdtirt nnd 
their suvereigo, which woidd have led to most serioos Ciuuitequonc^. 
Mr. Mountdlaart K lphiiiatun e, tbo Resident at Poena, pcrociYod 
tbia, and saw that if tbo war coiamoDced it would probably spread 
nnd afToot British interests. Ue therefore |>ropowi'd to tlio 
Govemor-UoucnLl iu 181 1 a Bcheme of madiati on similar in mosb 
ros|>cct8 to tJiat which Genera] WeUesloy had aoggeated. On ihia^ 
being approved he submitted to the Pesriwa a draft of the terina 
whicu lie thonght should be ofTercd, and hanog obtained hia 
consent, bo proceeded to Pandharpu r at the bead of a force stroB^; 
onough to crush opposition, and summoned (he Patmnthuns. After 
Bnmc dulay aud ulti.-uipt'S at oraeioa the latter accfphjd the term s. 
Th«y thus honnd themselves to give op all land nnci rovfnnes which 
tliey bad usurpi'd and weru bulding without aiithoriHation ; to eerrs 
the Pciiihwn according to the conditiouB on which they bold tbeir 
vtiraujiim ; to cnrry on no boititlitiua unlcw duly authorised to do 
SO, and to snbmit tlieir disputes to thu Pi-shwa. On the other band, 
the Peshwa agreed to luko do nolico of paitt offences and to revive 
no old claiuia, while the British Qovornmeot guaranteed to (ha 
jaairtUi-K thoir kwful poadOBStom so long as they served the Peshwa 
with Gdulity. —

the family interposed and pcntundod the uncle aad nephow to agree 
to an amicable diviaion. This armngomont was, iu 1803, eanctioood 
!>;■ the Pcahwa, who forlhur t-xdmptod GangAdhari-Ar from fondai 
allegiance to riie senior branch of the ftimily. U was arrangocl, too^ 
th at UangadharrK y should have tho fort of M ijrai. £10.000 (Rs. E

held by the elder and X4l8iflP— ^X *^^ younger brother. Tlio 
Ku nitidTAd branoh alao d iviik-d. and the separate cnlates oC 
'Knrnt\i\vtA aurl SlioflliAl fr^Kntrs^'i were thns formed. 



Tho sottlement of ['todhorpur secured !t« tnaiu object, tlia 
preservation of the peace of the couutry, by putting a stop 1"^ tho 
di&putoa belwceu the PuHtiwa and thu Patvardhiins, hut tho n>lations 
between the two parties continued to he anything but cordiaL Tbo 
leading membera of the familv, however, were with B^jinlv when 
tho trenby of Poona was signed in 1817, and though ChmljiinnnrttV 
had hcHm vei-y violent in his opposition to thin CDgagoment, t 
Rf!<idoiifc nociircd llm iiiterCi^ts of tho PtitvardhauK by o spec: 
article (ntiRiber 10) in thn trcfily. This article was mo»t distofitofal 
to BftjirSr, and it was not till he had eshauetod every fori 
roiooDstrancc thut he agrocd to it rctuclantly. 

InimodiBboty ufter tho att-aclc on tho Residency at Poona and 
battle of Kirkee, in November IS17, Mr. Klpliiiistone seiit cirrular 
letters to the jd'/irtltifB Eutting forth th<> causcK of the war with the 
J^eshvva, and advising the several chiefn to withdraw their lroof» 
and stay qaiotly at home, in which event they would be guaranteed 
agaimtt any lofls ot territory or dignity. The Patvordhans who hi ~ 
i«fbod thol'oshna'e itandard after the battle did not immediatel 
respond to this invitation, but wme of them sent cakile to Ibo 
Resident. With a view to dejirive thorn of any grounds for hostility, 
agaii)><t the Britlsli, Mr. Elphinatone instruetod Gcuoml (afterward" 
Sir Thomas) Munro 'to treat tho country immediately under thi 
Pesbwa and the jii^ir of tiokhale aa hostile, and that of all tho 
other jAgirtliira na friendly." General Mnnro was also entruslDd 
with the task of making a seltleincnt with tho jaf/ird/in based on 
that of Puudharpur, and was antbopised -to offer cousidcrnblo 
additiona to the poHsesaiona of these who should come in within a 
Bpccifiod period. The Patvurdhans did not by auy lacans comply 
with the letter of the oommonieation niado to them by tho Britiidi 
auihoriticH, but they, at a very early period of tho war, ceased to 
render any hut a very nominal assislanco to the PeBliwa, and mo«t 
oi ihom Mt his camp before long on one pretext or another. 
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General Monro haTiDfj been obliged by ill bealLli to Imto the 
Southera MarAtha Country before tlie complolion of tbs task 
BSsigTieii to biro. Mr. Klphiostono bimself nogoliatntl with the several 
cbiefH and fixed tbe terms (^rftiitad. to tbom. Tbciu beima wero 
sniiilur for tUc most part to tbose agreed on at I'limJlmrpur in 1811, 
bnt Rome additional Haiiiws were inserted to socttre tbe dqp 
admiiiii^tnitioii uf juctico in the j't-girditi^t territoiy and to preronfc 
oriaiinalH from the ReighbmiriDg Britiah districts being harbourad 
tht'rc. nira Dtreugtli of tho coutiug<.iil8 to bo 8iip|)li«d for Bcrrico 
WHS roniiidentbly reduced and penoaa) lainiils or atteudauta yrcto 
gmtiUtt\ to Bovcral nunnbors of the fiimiij-. Tbo tttrtna olTenxl wpro 
tfladly Bcceptcti hy alt except CbtntAnianrilv.of Saiijjli, who 
uoclinod to ferre tbu BritiHli Govcrnniont, itrul wa§ nIb>\ro<l to 
cede ten-itory of the annnal rental of ilQ^OO (Bs. 1.35.000) in 
oommutatioo of s«r\*ic«. Tho cbiofs with wliom trMtieti weru thus 
made wore ChinUmanr&v of S^ngli, Ganpatr&v of Alfr^ .' Gunpatntv 

Gopitlriir of Jimy^J^^i. 

Very shortly after coming under tho British Goremnient the 
racmbera of tbe ^ a j branch of tbo Patrardbau family claimed a 
d ivision. An ibeir claim was iu accordajice Twitb precodout it was 
admUted, and llii: Mimj purlion of theMnm/am wattdividLd into four 
Mparate estjito!*. About the samo time the Jamie baad i portion of 
tbo aaranjdm vras dividtd and tbo Bopamle estates of Jumkhandi 
and Chinclin i wore formed. In 1854 a division toolc ptaoa in the 
K arundvAd estate as tbo brotbcra nad nepbow of tbe Cbief insisted 
oo afioparatioD. which was ajlowed by Goremment. 

As several buldurs of estates in this family bad no heirs of their 
body the qiifstion of the right to adopt Terr soon came before tl^ 
GoTOrnnient. Tbe principlo wiks then enunciated that in siicb cases 
adoption was not a right but a faroor, the granting or refusing of 
which lay with tbo piuamount power, and GoTerunient declared its 
int^'ntiou of not granting fbia bivour except noder a|>rciAl 
circumstances, such as for instance in tbe case of a Chief who bud , 
distingaifthed himsolf by his ^ood admiuistratioD or in other ways. 
Under this rnle tho following estates lapsed to Goveroraent, the 
botdern bnviug ditd withont leaving male issue : C'liiticbni in ld3t>f 
a « 
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another atiare in tho same 
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estate io 18+5; TAsirapo iu 164 H ; and 8hedb*l or Kilgriid iii 18^7. 
Adoptions bud bt'cn nnowtHi mtlie two last caaes, bntfaathoafloptcd 
persons afler holding the estates died without inalo hoira of tlicir 
oody. further adoptions wero not allowc<l. Boiidea these insfcaneoa 
ndoptiona have been Banclionod in tbe ^iiugli, Mirai.and Jauilcbandi 
familioa. Aa tbe chiefs of the Fatvapdhan family uaro all, except 
the yoooger chiefs of Kurtindvild, reccivod sanadg from Lord 
Canning ponnitting tbom lo adopt, thue will be no further lapses in 
default ol taale tioini of tbe body.

An a rule, llio Pntvarclliiin familj bare sJioh-h niu<-li loyalty- 
towanin the British Gox'trninPut. During the ioHurrection in 
Kolhdpnr in 1844 Cliuitjlmnnrflv of S^g'H rend«^n>d tnout c»rd!al 
Slid efTocLive /ud to the authoritios. Afterwards wbuc tried by the 
more sGvero teat of tlic mutinies of IKa7-d8 the conduct of Lha 
Plntrardlmtt CbietH, with ono oxcoptloD, was sucb aa to galo the 
tbanks of OoveramDut. 

Tbe followiDf^ chants havo talicu place in tho ptrtonnfl of the 
OXistiiigPatTardhan atutca siiic« thu sulivorsion of tbo Pesliwa's 
dyniisty aad their engagements with the Rritish GovernnienL 

In Siiugli CbitJtmanrAr Appa SAhfib died on the 15th Joly 1891 
luiil was succeodod by his eon llli;^nH iy^y Tdttya B&hob, wbo vtns 
bom in 1838. Before the birth of the l:il(er auolber sod uf Auptf 
SAhc'b had died loaviug- a widow, wbo adopted u son. The old Cnirf 
WHS very anxious that tbiit aitoptioii should be recoguised by tfao 
Brititth GovemmGat, and (iualiy hia request was acccntod t» nu the 
nsunl conditio)) of nmarittin heitig paid. Wlirn tbi» sanctiim wan 
Rcoorded, howewr, ChintilmnDrav was erpwtiiig issue by bis wiPa, 
and consoqnently did not crtro ouongh about tho adoption to pay thb 
nat'iytUia, He ma.dc a will bofnro his decease, fixini; au allowance ' 
to hia adopliro gnuitLsun Vintiyikkruv, tiie succosaiou to the Staco 
dovolvinK) as above stated, on his eon. In 1873, during the n-^^ime ' 
o! the prosout Chief Dlinndii-av, the iJritish (iovermneat, irt ' 
conaoquouoe of abuses of administration, appointed au KnglisholTiccr 
osjoiut adininistratur, and this arrungemcnt still oontiouea. 
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After tho division of ihe Miraj ustate above narrated the lieaulnhip 
>of that ht'Aiich of tho family, the foi-t uf Mimj, niid thv Inrgost 
poriioQ t»f the ga'mitjdm ruin:iiut^d with Ganpatrdv TStlya, wlmsu 
brother More«Iivai-ntv lived with him. The latter dottiandod ii farther 
dtviaion, which would havo hui-n effected but for the death of 
GaupatrAr in 1833, on which erent Mnroshvarrdv withdrew Iria, 
olaitii for a division, and was appoinicd guardian to the two yming 
sooa of his deceased hrothur, Gant^fidhnrnSv and N'drf'iyanrJiv, who 
wore aged seven and five years resi>ectivt']y. I!e died in 18*9, and 
tbo managemeDt of thu minurs' eslaU) remained in the hands of two 
mtuisters, until GiiDgAdharniT Biila Siihcb a-Rsumod the itdininwtratioa 
in 1849. In recognition of the latler'8 loyal conduct during tho ' 
mntiny, bo wn» alTowod iu 1^59 to adopt, ^having no hoirs of hia' 
body, aad on hia death in 1861 was sacoeedcd by his adopterl son 
Ganpiitriiv TAttya SAheb.

Kesbavrir, the Chief of KoriinJvA d, died in 182 7, leaTtng foar gona 
iiamed KaghuiiAtbrttV, HariharrAy , Ven^yak rAv, and Trimliaknty, 
III! mioora. The eldest was placed in cbarge of tbe estate In 1 S37, 
and before loug a diviMOp Traa claime d by the youngt-r brothers, 
which, aft«r luuch correspondence, was finally Minctioned iu 186i. 
Tho i-st^to of Kuraadv A(l waa thtia divided into two parts, the 
hirgor portion remamiDg with Eaghan^thriiv D^a Siihob, and tho 
rest being aseigood to Ganpntrnv mpu Sihcb (eon of BnribarrtiT 
who had died), Vindyakriv Appa hiUieb, and Trimbakriv Abba 
Silbeb. The last natnvd Chief diwd in 1869 without male issue 
and it way decided that bis ahavB of tlie estate sfaoold devolve to 
hia brother VinAyaknir and his nophew Gnnpntr^r, the older 
brother being excluded from the succettsion. Kaghiiii&tbr&T of the 
tieiiior branch died io January 1876 and was sncceeded by bis bod 
ChintAmannir. ■

The KAflfhdri who is tho head gf tho rerenuo, police, public works, 
and ydga dopartmonts and tbo criminal branch of the judicta) 
department ; the mttfib Icdrbhdri who asHista the Kurtihiin c1ii«illy 
iu Hupcrvisiug the work of tbe district officers and is also a magia* 
trate of the first clsaa; the n^a'yddAuA who is at tbe head of tha 
civil branch of the judicial department, has the powers of an 
assistant judge and la the registrar of tbe district; three mun$ift }

- Pormarly import export ami lrnt)i«it duties were levied on all 
artic-les of merch»adiBe. la 1837 tbe tratwit datiea were aholialied 
lit tbe instance of Govemmeut. Tho imvort and export duties atill 
rcniniu, but they arc li"bt. Before the introduction of the eurvcy 
scttlomont seventeen Mbg or ceeaca iriro from timu to ttmo 
•■ collected for the special u&o of tbe Chief na m?cc*»itrarris<^.' Except 
a few wliifh were aliio levied in Terdal, the cesaes were all levied 
exclasivply in Mimjprint Many oE tbe cesses worw in kind, but all 
Ucro nftorwards commuted ioLo a cssli payment under the name of 
tarpntli. The sarpatti whs collected along with land rent sod 
varied from H to 6/g- annas in tbe rupee. At the introdactiou

Id 1882-83 thoro were 114 achoola with 506G naraeB. Of these 
fifty were aided schools with 1492 names. Except the Sjingli English 
•chool which waa Dxiiniinoil hy the EducattODul Ii^^poctor Bouthf<rn 
Diviaion, tlie schooling of thu Statu was (mpcrviaed by a State 
dopaty educatiouai inspwotor. In 1882-83 the total co»t of educ&tion 
excluaivo of school biiildingis unmuntod to £2428 (Rs. 24,280). 
Daring the nineteen years ending IS82-8.'i the natnber of schools 
has increased from fourteen ia 1864-65 to 114 in 188:2-8t) and the 
nomberof pupils Iroin 620 in 18()4.65 to 50t>ti iu 1882-83. The

For tha encoaragomont of odacation the State 
has cetAblisliod foor scliolarfihips &t a yearly cost of £22 1<)«. 
(^te. 22ti). Of these two of the ralno of l&i. (Bn. 8) a mooth were 
ill 1882-8!) held by tho studeut^ of thoSitaofli Kngtifih school, the 
third worth 12«, (Us. (j) a uiuuth by a girl sent from the S&Qgli 
girls acbuul tu tho KolbSpur Feuiale Tminiug Scliwol, auJ tho fuurtii 
wurlli 1U«. (H*. !>) a month by a S^ugli student attending the 
workshop att&cbed to the Science College at I'ooua. 

The four IibranE-.H in 1682.88 were at Siingli, Ksrtba, Terdal. 
and SbdhApiir. Of tlii«0 tbo Siiogli library, which ia the largmt, 
wae ostablished in 18414. ItwaaatGrsl niainUiini:d flolely by fche 
Btat« ; but in 1S79 its recoipta wcro iccreiued by tnODthly 
sobscriptiona In 1SS2-83 it bad 560 books, tlurty-nino sabsci-ibera, 
an iucomo of £61 (Rs- 640) and nn oxpenditiiro of about £14 
(Us. 440). Of the iacome of Mi (Us. iJiO) the State grant was 
£32 (Kb. 320). 

The climate tbongti hot is not nnliealltiy. In tbe rainy seaaoti 
tlie climate is everywhere pleaa&nt, except ptirhapfl in 8hab&pur, 
whero tho hL>ury cuustaut nun is objectiuuable. Id the oold dcauuu 
t^e air U dry aud the nights often rery cool. 

The chief diseases are fevers, guinea ond roand wormi, skin 
di«e«iao8, diurrliccn, and chost and vcnoroal a^ectious. Epidemics 
of cholera, though not common of ln£o, do Boinetiinei; occur. 
Siiia1l-|>ox ifl unciiiiiinoii. IntormittcDt fever occom in all tlw 
Bub-divisiouH. In Shabitpur it prevails throughout the year ; in other 
^b-divii<.iunttit appcarx aftir the raioa, contiouea in the oold seoHon, 
and is rare in trie hoi season. Remitteul lover ia oonunon in 
tshiibApur and in other parts it is rare. 

In 1882-83 tho State had six dispoDBariea, one in each nnb-diviRion 
^ at San^li, Kavtha^MahAnkil, Mangalvedba, Terdal, ShiiliAptir, and 
■Shirhatli. The first dispeutmry was opened at SanglJ in 1874. 
Except at Siingli where hu uld building waa available, the dispmuaries 
ace all located in new buildiugH. They have no nccommodatioD for 
in-patientit. lu 18^2-83 the tutul cwt of tho di^penaarics amounted 
to Ji:.l30l (R».]3,0i0), of wbiLrh the State contributed £3ti4 ([{«.3G40), 
local funds £1170 (lis. (J 700), aud tbo .Slulhdpnr municipality 1270 
(Rs. 2700). Thcuvcrugu uumbcr of patienta treated at c»cU of tho 
di«poQ«ari08 for tbo three years ending 1882-83 was S21I at Singli, 
25»» at Kavtba, 3480 at Maogalredba, 235i at Terdal> ^TSOst 
Sh&bitpur, fuid 3004 at Shirhatti. 

In 1882-8=% besidea at the dispensariva, tffe work of vnooinntion 
was carried on by Bto vaccinators at a yearly cost of £118 I0<. 
(Ra. 1185). Duriug the three years ending I8a2'83, 12,338 peraona 
were Tocciuated, Voocioalioo baa now been mado compulsory. 

During the three ymrs ending I882-83 Uw tot^ uumber of 

dcutthtt waa ll,.'>86 or an average yearly mortality of 38<>2 or 

'according to the 1881 ceufios of 19*62 in every thousand of the 
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populfttion. Tlio yearly totals vary from 3i64 in I8S0-81 to 4400 
in lftSl-tJ2. During tlie Buuie year ttiu total Dumber of birllis was 
17,22(> aud averaged 5742 The details are :

It ia the aaranjam vill»go of the 
ChavAas to whom it ms granted in 17-JS ia military iwrvicc by 
SbAhu uf S4t4ra. By the I'eahwas the ChavAnn wore transferred to 
serve under the PtitvardhanH of MJraj. The Bervico has now been 
commut«»l into a money pnymeat The l>ulk of lb© people are 
Marittli&s, to whtcli oaste the aaranjdmiMrt and tbo ptUus aha 
belong. Tho villajjo is linlile to be flou<I(,>d during the rains. The 
soil ID rich alliiviul. Digraj baa a Marithi and a IliuduaUui achwd, 
tho vaAa or residence of the itaratiJiimJrir, fivo Uindu temples, two 
Jaiu batUs or temples, a ma^id or mosque, and a darga or proycr- 
pliu?e. 

Dodya'd, with 3440 |»oplo, lies foorteen mile* north of Dhirwfir 
and'forty »ouUi-eut of Bdj^uiim. During tho timen of the Cb^ukya 
kingB of Kftlyin, Dodvild waa subject to the MabamandaloiihTgr 
of Sugandhrarti the modem Sautidatti. Ia ao iuacription on a 
Rtone-tablut near tho Kahnatli Bhdvi well, the place is called 
Dodd-v/id or big town. In 1639 tho king of Bij^pur granted 
hair a cAfiA NT of land in indm tonne Molla Fallula son of Mulla 
MnriiUn, for keeping clo«n tho Jitrnma na»jid at DodrAil. In, 
lli(i7 tbore ia an onler iHHued by the llijilpnr goverumunt to the 
divan of Uis&ror fort Uodv^,^ authorizing bim to speud annually 
a certain amount on acconnt of the fort. This order clearly provm 
that the fort was bnilt before 1667. Afterwards Dodv^ formed 
port of tbu j'inir of the N'awAb of S^ranur, aod waa locludctl in tho 
twonty-two auh-diviHiooH taken by the Peshwa Biliji Biljirivin 1756. 
Of those it is said tlint soinoaub-dirisionswcTuretnroedto (beXaw&b 
i partly througli the interoewion of Gupitlniv (iovind Patrardhan. The 
' Naw&b Abdul Hakim Kbia, in ncknowlodgmont of Uivtio aerviooa, 
gafo Goplilntv the TiltaarQ of Dodvdd in iWm ju 17G9, with tho 
Moction of tbo Poshw« UVi^haTriv BallAI. Id 1702 DodvAd vras 
tak en by Tipn Snilftn of Maisur and formed part of hia dominion 
for one year. In 1793 tho Pcahwa'a army toolc back tlio Dbilrw&r

iI>oi>v.li>L the gnrajijiim to about 1801, I>odv4d came to the share of Cbinti> 

mBoriiv oI'SiIiirH. The Chief of the Aliraj mala State haa also n sliar 
in DodvAd, whidi b yearly paid in cash at £457 1-1*. (Ea. 457^ 
In 1819 Dodvid watt occupied by tli« Britiah GoTerament for ftbotl 
eight months to persuade the latu cbJof CbinttoiaQrilv to acknow 
ledge thoir euMrainty. The wator-snpply of Dodriid ia ohiefly 
dmWQ [roiQ two wells, the Kalmath BuAvi and tbo Pedd Bh&yi, 
The Bodd BhiLvi well, which i» old, ia excavated in mck niid bail 
four aideSr Gsch about 125 foct long. Tbe water in the well ia 
about twenty* ftiet deep. BoHriid hns nn area of I0,'2U8 acres aad 
jielda a yearly revenue of £1827 10^. (Ua. 18,275). It bas a 
mimicipality with a yearly incomo of £80 (Ks. SOO), a boya achool 
with [imvty iiatnes, and a ^rla school with abont thirty name 
Oulside the fort and to iU nortb-eaal i» tbo office of tho vafiivatdal 
To tho south of this ia an open |ilot of grouad satd to have been tl 
site of a gnrdoD. Ibo buildiug of tbo vahivdtdar'g otSce and 
open plot nr« snrronnded by a mud wall bailt on a lower lerel 
than that of tbo fort walls. 

Tho fort nt Dodvnd fucos cast and ia a qnudnlat«ral with 
miind semicircular and quadrilateral bastions. lu sides are ninety- 
serea feet long on tbe nortli, 727 on tbe eaat, eighty-five on tho 
south, and 672 on the west. The fort is bailt on a rocky hillock or 
mtirili. The walls, which are about twenty feet high, are built for 
half tho height witb atoiio and white earth aud for the othL'rbalf 
with bricks. They liarc holes for musketry Iwneath the parapet, 
wbicb is foar foot bi);b. The fort hu a dttcUall round, twoaty-fii 
feet wide and twelve to nineteen deep. Tbe rampart, the para[ 
agd tho biLstions nrc in good couditioD. The fort is said to bai 
oontainc<l a Inrgc bniMing and a mai^id, but no traces of those now 
remain. 

lATLitVK. Kavla'pa r, wjtb 395€ people, lies five milus nortb-east of Singli 

ndKT A^nffll fltreara which rising in the Dnndoba bills runs into tUo 
•Kriabua. Tbe Tillage, which was formerly callf^d Shiiign^pur and 
Savandanyapur, is nuilt on stony unduUting ground choked iu 
places with prickly pear. The well water is brackish and fall of 
^inoawortns. Tboatrenm tbnt ruus by tbe village haa good water 
and flows for tho greater part of the year. Iu this Btrt'utu water can 
be had below tho sand at all times of the year. Tho village bas sixty 
welU for irrigation and four for drioking. It baa two amall ponda 
on the aoatb. 'Ibo bulk of the people are MariLtb^. Tlio Lingiiyaba 
Had Jains uiiinber about 500 im-h. Formerly tbe people had a name 
of being troublesome, bat Lhayare now tjiiict. KavUpur lias nn area 
of 7160 Boree, of wbtch 57G8 or eighty per cent are cultivable* 
and yields a yearly revenue of £16811 (Rs. Iff.SOO). It has twenty* 
two shops of grooors and graiu-doalors and thirty looms of weavers. 
A weekly market is held on every Sunday. The village haa a 
sabatnntial echoolbouso having room for a hundred boys, anil 
foiircceu lliodu temple!*, one Jain bfuti, and a Musalu&Q darga. 
The most lEaportaut temple is that of Shiddeshvar in tbe north,. 
which hsa u rest-liouae or dharmxhaia^ 
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tha, tlie heed-qiiArt«ra of tbe MaogalvedliA sub- 
iTtsioo. lies betweeo the anglu fonnod hy tlio juoctiou of tlio BLiiua 
and the MiIq, about forty-two miles south-west of Sholnpur, tJurtoen 
miles south of Pandhaqmr, aud sixty-fivo mileii north-ciist of 
Sangli. It huA accordinK to the 1681 census 78Uo people. 
Ezcupt in the west wliore it U stony, tbo soil noar tbo town )» 
a rich black loain yiuldiug plentiful crops of ahdln jmri, trbaat, 
and gram. The aspect near tbo tovrn is dr««u-y and void of trees. 
Tbe Uiita ia Bnrroaoded by a vrall whicit iras built ia ItiH and is 
0136 feet long and eigbt thiolc. It has thrM gates, the Siogola on 
tiie Koutli-woKt, tbo Ttordla on the eaat, and tbe K^hegaon or 
Faudhnrpiir ou the north. l1io wall bas fourtoea bastions, mhout 
tw©l?c fuothighnad fonr<ocn ia diameter. The Krishna pond and 
mnoty-threo welta supply drinking water to tlie town. Two roods 
paaa tltrough the iowo, one from east to west joining tbe SboUpur- 
Stogola road at Degnmpnratid Audl]fil^rai:in and tbe other frxnuortU 
to south joiniug tbe PundbAi-pur-BijApur road at Maravdo on the 
Mi&D. In tbe Cbftuburji or tbe iuuer part in the fart are tbe otiiced uf 
the mamtatddr aod the/aujiUir and tlie viunaifa court. Outiude tba 
Ch&oburji bob within the fort near the gate are the dispensary and 
the tnLvellors' bungalow. Outside the fort oa the right of tho gate 
i«the building of tbo aiiglo* vernacular school and ou the left tbe poHt 
offlca To tbe east of tu» auglo- vernacular school in the Hiudusuiut 
Bchoolhouae. Mangalredlia has a lunuicipality which had in ]8d2-S3 
an iocomo of £124 14^. (Rs. 1247) and an cspi'ndituro of £129 8*. 
(Ba. 1 294), the excoM of charges over receipts being paid from ths 
prorious year's balsQcc. Slangalvedba. has twenty templos, of which, 
eight ftre in tbo fort and twolvo in the town. Besides tbeso thcro is 
the MusaloUin Jamma masjid in the fort opposite the dispensary. 

Mangalvedba is said to he noticed as &Ufa1ingpari in the Bhim 
Mabitmya included in the Skand Pnriin, bat this identification is 
doubtful. From innumerable monumental stone remaias of the 
times of the Cb^nkya kings of Knlyiiii found scattered about the 
place, it is concluded that it mnet hare boen a town of groat 
note during the ninth tenth and elorenlh oeaturies. It is certain' 
from the inBonptiona that the town of HangalTodba was subject to 
tbe dominions of the E^alyfia kings and that a great ofBcer of tbeist 
livod at this place. Jt appears to have been subJQCt also to the 
Bahmani kings of Bodar in the fonrieeath oentury.* At the end 
of tbe Buhmsui rule in 1489 Maogalvedba seems to bare passed 
to tbo Bijipur kings and at the fiJI of Lh« Bijdpnr kingdom in 1686 
it become subject to the Moghols. The Ktnporor Aurangzeb during

It in Raid tbat wliilo Lbus gotn^ from bis campab 
Maogulvudliu tbroiij^b tliii Wllvillg'^u-1J:^ of corn, AuningTivbbappeDed 
toooquirBinto tberovenuoof tbupurf/jtiu or sub-Uivisiuo and was told 
tjwb only £10,000 (lis. 1 lakh) vtcro rcalinod by bis goTornmeot. 
This amount be d««aicd to be rerj email and gave orders to doabtet 
it for that year and to increase tbo game by £40(KI (Ka. 40,000^ 
more for the next year, that is tbe ImsWndmen of iha jMrgana 
hod to pay £20.000 (Rs 2 iiikhg) in 1699 acd £24,000 (B«. 2,4l},000} 
io 1700. These oxorbittint rales wexe continued for maoy years 
until in 17l(S, under tlie Siilaca kings, Babirji flftje I'^Iudtin* la 
charge oE the pargana found the country entirely depopulated and 
uncultivated. P^ndbre induced tbe people to cullivate lands at 
£1 Ibe. (Rs. 17i) per fhdhur of 120 Ug/M for tbe year 1717 and •( 
£3 10s. (Ks. 3l>) for tbe foUowiug ^ear, thus iitcreaeing evt-ry year 
by a maltiple oE£l 16*. (Rb. I7J) till it caino ty £10 lOs. (Ka- 105) 
in 1722. The Pindbrea were succeeded by lUfi Sbivdev* in ibe 
beadeliip of the paryana «nd in 17&U by MeRhiisbyamrdv Krixhaa 
Patvardlian who acted aa a mumlatdur of tbe Pb!>bwii's govemioeDb 
till in 1764 Maa^alvedha became part of the miranjam granted u»

obtained. For,in an inscription on a pillar iu tbo temple of Vishfau^th 
dated the ^t^d of tbo bris'bt fortnight of tihadrajHid oi Sftaki 1494 
At}ffiras Sam-valgar OT A.n. 1572, it is stated tliat (he Arn/Aarm" of 
Hippnrt^ who was then a inajm-udiir at Mangalvedha, had 
rtpaiied an old pulled dovrn temple in the fort ucar JagbhiTi 
with the pcrmiaeioD of lllulla YtLkab Kh^n and bad placed m it tbe 
Itn^ of Yishvan&tb. Tbe fort is 124^5 feci long on tbe north, 12O0 
^ontheeaat, 1 100 on the south, and 020 on the west. The null » 
thirty-five feet hi(fb and thirteen wide. Except in tbe east where 
it was pulled dovrn, tbe wall is in good condition. The fort liaa 
ACTen bastiona called the Mnrdfin, Knrad, CbophAla, Jaffbhdvi, 
Qachi, KaikAd, and BorHle. Of tbeoe ibe Uardio, tbelargMt 
bastion, ia 47 4 feet high and dfty in dininotor. Of the remaining 
six stnsUer basliona tiit; are round and one, the Choph&la, ia a 
rectangle. Tbeir height is not uniform. ITie dilcb round the fort 
is oigbty-two feet wide and UJ deep on the north »ide. The luain 
Bate on the east is It' x V2'. Within tbe fort thore ie another smaJl 
fort called the CLnuburji which is a square baring one of il« sidei 
230 feet long, eighteen high, and eight wide. It has four haslionj 
called tbe Rnoinnndnl, Hahdt, Bhut, and Badekhda. Tbe bastions 
are twenty-five feet high aud thirty in diameter. The Chaaburji 
has two gatCH, one in the middle of the eaat wall 1 2' X 8' aud the 
other in the middle of the west wall 1 T x 4'.

H^^bfrfty^i 1^ large trailing town with 50S3 people, lies tn the 
Terdnl sub-division on the south or right bank of the Kriahua about 

It is five mile* weat of Terdd, sixty north-oaet of 
Belgaati), end forty-six south-east of Siagli. The town appears to 
have boca called from the village goddess Rabbava. It is built ou 
porous sandstone roclr which wboD disintegrated gives a fertile 
soil. Tboro are small hills on the north and west. An the town has 
few trees round it, the aspoot is dreary and ifao cUmato during the 
summer oppressively hot. 

The toim hwi an area of nbont a qnarter of a inile. Its extreme 
length from north to sontli is 33^ feet and breadth from east to 
irest 1980 feet. The town may be divided into three dv!>uuc\. -(«'X^J^« 
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Places. the original old yilta^e, the old toim. and tbe now town called the 

CliinUuian Petb. Tlio orifpoftl villaffo stands on a small hill in the 
BOutti-wcat. It has a gadhi or small fort, the »onth wall of nhicb 
ia tweat^-seven feet high and the □orth^rn nail U id ruins to the 
Icngbb of about ten feet from the top. Here tbe descendootfi of ikv 
ongin&l inhabitants of the vtllagiA, chiefly Khatris, LoiiAris, and 
DboQgar* lire aud number aboat 2C0. Thv old to«ni was foaaded 
by a kaut or lease granted bo tbe traders in 1918 in the old 
Mharvitd* whioli tvivt remored for the purpase. The old towu 
exteodH to tbe north of the village to the temple of ItabbavH and 
had among (he original K«tUers about twenty traders and 6Fty 
weavers. It has.aow 2M Bilejfids and u muay Ilaag^-s. Tbe 
Kocond kaul or lca.«e was granted by the Into Chief ChintJLxnanr^T io 
1832 at the iostanoe of one Pun&ps Uindi a rich bftnker of Rabkavi. 
The new town extends close to the old town irom the temple of 
Rabbara which forme the bonndary botwcvn the old and sew town. 
It is called tho ChiotilmaTi Foth in cotnniQnioration of the visit 
which tho late Chief Ohintfimanr^v paid to Unbkavi >u Idifl on 
his way back to (SAngli from Relgotim, where bo bad gone to 
recoivo tho prosont of a sword by tho Honourable Raat India 
Company for his fidelity during the revolt at Kolbipur in 1844. 
Tho Ducond toaeo oxtoudod to twenty yenrs and in two years the 
new tDwn rose in importance and wealth throa^h thu exertion 
of the banker IJtndi who tndooed the traders of Ookik, which waa 
then under tho Tds^ou br&ucb of tbe PatTardhans, to settle ai 
Rabkavi. About 600 looms sprang up in the new town to voare 
Bndif or women's robes and about 300 Bangdra came in to ^ve tbe 
red dye to the yam. 

Rabkavi has a protectiug wall to the east, abont 2^0 feet Iod^, 
viiiicb extends from tfao Asangi g«te in tho north-east to the 
Kumbliar gate in iUe aontb-west. Tlie portion between the Asan^j^ 
and Bauhiitti ga-tos to the extent of 990 foot is iu good cooditioo, 
but that beyond the Bnnhatti gate is in many places in ruins, llie 
wall is only two fect thick aad oo an average ton feet high and is 
rsaid to have been built from a grant of £80(1 [Rs. 8000) made by 
the late ChtoE Chintjlmanniv from tho moholar/a proc«eda of toe 
town. The wall has four bastions, two outside the Banbat^i gate, 
(Ko on each sido each soventoen foet high n.nd thirteen ia 
dinmotor at tho top ; and the other two outside the Aaaogi gate, one 
on each aide each eiglitc-en foot high and 11 J in diameter. Tbe 
other ports of tho town have no wall, but except at the KumbbAr- 
khiad in the south whore thoro is a pasiini^, tbe houses on the 
boundary aro bo built that their rear walls hare tho np[)earance 
of one continuous wall. Rtikbavi hat; four gates, the Asangi, 
Banhatti, KumbhAr, and Terdnl. It liaa three main streets and 
flft'?f>n smaller lanes. Of the three mthn stireets one mnft from the 
TordaJ gate to the KombbAr-khind and is 1430 foot longi the 
Decond runs from tbe Asaogi gate by the town ehivdi and joins the 
above street at the KurobbAr gate and is 1980 feet long ; and tbe 
third is a cross street from the Banhatti gaw in tbe east to tlio 
extreme boundary of the Bang&r lane in the west. 

Of the S028 people according to tW IS81 census 4591 aro Uindnt 
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and 437 Musalmiins. Anaag the Hiitdaa 3504 are Ia4HPt 524 
Mar&tha Kunbis, fifty-four Jains, twenty-sis Bn&Kinatt8,-<ftid 470 
other Uindas. Of about 7(tO houses in the toTm 250 botong to 
BftDf^a or red yarn dyers, 250 to fiilejftds who formerly wovo 
white cloth aad now weave si'tdta only, lOl) to Hatj^rs or wearers, 
50 to MuH&ImfLiis inclading Momina and NilllriD, and 50 to otligr 
miscellaneous craftsmen. The water supply of the town is dr«wn 
cliiefly from three wells and the stream that ruus east of the town. 
OF the three wells which were all sunk with the baildtng of the 
new towD about 1S32, one igin the temple of SbBnlcarlin;^, another 
to the west side of the road pasaiog by the weat gate of the temple, 
and the third 1o the east of the building now.occupicd by the 
rernacnlar school nomber one. The water of the stream is not need 
for drinkiug lu summer when it bcoomos scanty and muddy. 

Kablcavi ih a large trade centre and next to Sh&faipur in the 
S^gli State. Thu chief trade comUts of dyeing adk auu ysro and 
weaving andU or women's robes. The dyers belong to two clashes 
BangAra and Nil^ris. The UnngAra giro a rod dye of varioiis shades 
lu the yarn and a yellow dye to raw .iiilk ; the NiUris give the blua 
The Bang&ra aro LiogAyats and uDmber about 400. nod have sevoriU 
rich bankers amongst them. The NiUris are cbieHy Ling^yala and 
MusalmAna and have no bankers among them. Babknvi has a 
police thdneddr nndor the Tcrdal m'imlaid'ir and faufddr who 
makes nightly roundii and looks afl«r tho coiisermnoy of the town. 
U baa five good teciplea. Of these the temple of 'Shankarling, 
which is tho pi-iucipal toinple, was built about sixty yours ago by 
one SMdrdm Shoti and Jies in the centre of the town. It is 
2oJ feet long, twenty broad, and fifteen high from tho plinth to 
tbs terrace. Ahont 1832 a large cjoadrangular rest-nousQ or 
dhiArmshdta itwi budt round tho temple from a. sulwcription ml 
itiOOO (lU. 60,000} raised by (he influence of the banker Umdi, 
who a88i»tcd in fouiidiu)? tho new town. The whole temple 
iDclading the rest-honse forms & sq^uare, one side of which is 120 
feet long. Tho other four tumplcs were built about the time of 
building the new town. Of these the temples of Virbhadra and* 
Miroti ore in the town and thotie of I^rTateahvar aud Malik&rjuu 
on a hill ontstde the town. The templea are beautiful and strongly 
built of chi«et-dros»ed stone and limo.

The muiti building is 70l'x37^' inclasire of the end walls, 
which nro 1 1 foot liij^h and 3| brood. It has an open vomnda on 
three of its sides, each niae feet broad. Of tbesc, two are covorod 
with a stODO slab roof on tho east aud west, and the third or tba 
rear aide ig aocdvered. The number of pillara in each side is 
eight, each 10' 5" high and 2' broad and 3' long. The surface 
of the main building is 1' 10" hij^her than that of tbe froat 
rerauda. It consists of the o^x-n front ball Sl'xZOC 
without the walls on throe aiden. It is eleven feet high Uld has 
foar niuud aud lathed pilliuns haTine a diainctt'r uf two feet aud a 
height of eleven feet each. The lirst pair of these fonr pillars 
is put exactly opposite to the two octagonal pillars in tbe frunt 
Tennda at a distance of 13} feet and the seound pair ia placed 
from the first at tho diKtaiioo of 7] feet. Tills hall ia a plain work 
and without an/ earving except to the main door which givws 
entmuco to tbe tomb-roora and which is pot in the middle of tba 
morthem wall five feet thick. Ita dimeosious are d'x24'. The 
skill displayed in the carving on the sidea and on tbe niHotol ai 
this door is excellent. Tbe ntirabci' of »trri-d imagea is llA. 
In tho centre of tbe mantel is the /niyof Ma-hadev with the nandior 
ball on tbe east and a devotee ou the weal. Tbo other imageawreof 
lyiman beings in varioas attitudes. This door has to its west 
the etaira leading to the upper storey. The oiitran<w door to these 
stairs is placed nine foot distant from the main door aud is 21' 
broad and 4J' high. The stops of the sttMrs are cwcb two feet 
broad aud nine inches high. To the east of the main door at tbo 
•diabanoe of Si ft-^t is & nicbo 4J' k S|'. Tbe side walla have 
two Gothic arched niches in each of them. To thia hall sucocoda 
the tomb<rooni to its south. It is a square of tbirty-oDO 
feet aud is eleven fout high. To the south of the tomb^rooio arc 
two amaller rooms. The eastern is I8j'x9' and tbe western 
1 1' X 0'. Tbe partjtiuM wall between tho tomb- room and the smaller 
inner rooms is two feet wide and eleven feet high and that between 
the smaller rooms in Ij ftt«t broad and oleveu feet high. Tho tomb- 
room haa tlie place of the tomb in the ceutro of the room occupying 
n aqunre of l-t^ feet onclosed within four pillars tiimilar to thoso itk 
the front hall. The tomb is carved with exceeding nicety as also 
is the ceiling above it. Tho tomb-room haatwo doora in ita oastem 
and wcatero walls. The dimetisiona of each of those doors are nicel/ 
earvod. tho centre of the mantel being allotted to Mab&lolcabnii 
who is represented as being countaatly bathed by water froDi pots 
held iu the trunks of two elephaat)i ona on eachsideuf thegodddss. 
Above this HahAlalcshmi are ton carved lions in a row. The total 
number of carmd images on the sides and maoteU oE each of thpae 
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doors, incladingthoao alrcftdy m«ntione3, is fifty five. The oat«i<lo 
of tho walls o£ the uaia baiWing m docoroWU with aevon(«oii c«rvocl 
inuigcs of poreons occupied rarioiiwly. The terrace is covered with 
a layer of mortar about I4 feet thick. 

To the east of this large monastery nnd iwljotning it tber« 19 
another small monastery. It ta built from the fifteenth foot from 
tho sotith>easb corner of the Avlingava tanth and cxtendq towards 
tho noith to the leuglb of forty-niuo feet. It is bsilt of first 
pato chiselled stone and mortar, but ia a plain worfc. It conmt^ 
of tlircc parts, tho opcu voranda 19' x 12', the tomh-room I&'k 19* 
excludioff the partition and the aido walls which 'are two foot 
wide, aud the inner room ItCxlS*. The inner foom which is to 
thaftouth of the torab*room is entirely dark, but has three reolangiilar 
cellars. It hiutonly omul'xir in thecontruof its north wnll 4}' xSf. 
The tomb-room is a sqtmrehavine one of ita sides tJJ feet long, ft 
haa Four »touo pillars ouob -1' H in diaint^ter and 10' 5* in height. 
To the north-west cornerof tho tomb-room there inatao a cellar wliich 
ia reported to bo an nndorground paasago leading to a large cellar in 
tho noighbouring math or monastery. Tho cast and went walls 
of this room bavo two stone network wiudowR, each of which is 
S'xl^'in the middle. The entruace door which is >n the niiJdIo 
of the north front wall is 4|'x2i'. Next to the tombroom and to 
its north is the open veranda hariog an open Gotbio arob in its 
west wall. The dimeusious of tiiis arch are &' X SJ'. Tho vomnda 
has two octagonal pillars ahovo the north end of tho plinth plaood 
6} feet apart from tho uaiit and west walls. Tho distance botweea 
those pillars in four foot. •The side of the octagon is threo- fourths, 
the buMDue, thu shafts fire, tbo capital two, and the entablature 
five feot. , 

Tho FnkiraviSmi math op monsstory lies about a <^uarter oS a 
aoilo north-wost of the Avlingva mat\. It trontainn six tombs of 
the six Pakirsvilniis. Fire of tho tombs are welt built with stone 
and niortnr. Tin- matJi enjoys an ittdm of jEIOO (Rs. lOOO) a ye»p. 
The tomb of FakirBrami ia highly venerated by tho Liiagiyata.* 
On the fullmoon in VaisknUh (April-May) a fair is held in the 
compound of the matfi in bonour of the Fakirsvi&inis. The fair is 
Attended by about ."{0,(100 people and articles are sold to thevslin 
efabout JC&OOO (Ra. { /<iikA). Many miracles such as tho granting 
of eyesight to the blind and of hearing to tbe deal are attributed 
to the Fiikirsviiinia. 

_ S hrimantptd fOf t . formerly ciillwl SimjSnt gn(l,lies near Dowtal 
village ten antes souch of Shirliatti and niia^ miles south-wost of 
Lakshmeehvar. The fort, though geogmphinilly within SAngli 
titnits, belongs to MiruJ t^euiur. It is said to hitre been built by 
tbo Siltilra ktng<4. Tho walls nro thirty f<<ot high and eight ttiirte. 
the parapet at tho top having loopholes for rauskoiry. They are 
baitl of onrtli and unseourcd rubblo inside with dry pitching on the 
outside. Tho dry pttchine is in good order and strong. The fori 
abounds in b^idhul and otaer thorny sliriihs which give shelter to 

Siisonous reptiles. Tho fort has che shape of the stgrnuut of a circle. 
t the thirty bastioDS tfhe chord niiich faces ibe Qa&i\a& v\i\T\A€u«.'a.^ 
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the aro seventeen. The largoRt haatton lies to the Boutbern extramitj 
of thu chord, from tho tup of whicli the Tiingblmdrn^ about tea 
mile!! dintant id the south, is seen. OF the ihinj' Irasiiouti, six oo 
the churd wore riizcd to the ground \o 1858 by order of fiovrtru- 
ment. Tho remaining twent;r-four bastinas are iu goud cundiliuu. 
'iibo fort has a t«mple of tho godd(%s VhalUniA whioh is A 
rectangular block 110'x(>&'. Its height includiD^; thv parapot U 
oboQt fifteen feot, Tho templti was repaired in 1S8I and in now 
tidy and clcnu. It has a yearly allovrauoe of £12 l&s. (Its. )2o)> 
which is paid from tho LakBlimesbvar treasury. The fori, has 6 ?• 
ponds with f>otji1>Io water. Tlio Itirgosi pond is Eoaf'sided, having 
the oppoattti Htdea 210 and Sfly fwt lung aud the ptTpcndiculara 
ihii-ty-sfiren aud fui-ty-two fcvU IL has an oreo of 8295 feet aud 
walcr eight to tiinu feet duep. 

Terda] , the hoad-quarters of tho Turilal eub-diriejon, lies sixty 
mifos' tif.i'ili-ofist of llofgnnm, thirty-fonr north'irest of Kai&dfp, and 
forty-ODu south-east of Sangli. It lies oo tifo fiouth or right biitik 
of tho Kriebua which flowa at a distance of 4^ mites from it. Tbe 
town ia built on a porona sandstono rock of a rc;ddiah colour and in 
Etnrrounded by small hills of the same kind on alt Hides except the 
wc8t. According to the 18S1 census tho populalion uf ttku town 
including Knihatti hamlet vas returned at 6b\)0 again.<it 771(i ia 
1872. The decrease of 1120 in 1^81 is oot real and was duu to the 
abaence of » lar^' number of people at the time of the census at tbe 
Cbinohli cattle fuir in Kolhtlpur. Of the G590 people 464>3 are 
Uiudus aud 1D27 Musulm&iiE. Among tho Uindus 3191 or GS'-tS 
per cent are Jiiins and LiugiiyiLts. ■ 

Turdal is surrounded by the rcmainit of an old fort wall, probably 
is part tho remains of the fort iiionticmod lu tb© inscription of t!io 
Nemiufitb temple;' but the lonpholes for mnaketry show Uutt 
the wall hna buvii robuilt or repaired in later limes, as thoro was 
uo ^inpow<In' in 1 1-2. The fort, though il may hareboou nrpaired 
by tho Musalni&ns, was not apparently built by tii«m as they 
-guourally palled down Hindu or Jain temples for the purpose, ana 
no rcmaina of stones from sneh are found in tho ruins of the wftlla. 
But be this as it may, the fact r«muiua that Terdal had a double- 
•Tailed fort in kin^ Oauk's time at its eiislern side, the otitor wall 
of which with all it« biiatioiiR niiJ gatc« in now nearly lerel with tho 
ground, nod the ditcli butweeu the oultr and the inner wull filled 
up; thu rtiiiinant of the inner wall with Hh bastions is in many 
plooes a tna&s of ruins, though at tbe east and wcat gatos it is stilt 
well preeervad. The c«i)(t gate, othorwisie called the pond-^to, 
which lies at udtatauce of 120 Feob from the pond to the west oi its 
has two baations and a portion of tho fort innor wall joining th*m. 
The gate i.-j iu tho middle of the two ba8lh>ns and is twelve feet 
high aud ten foct broad, with a Gothic ai-ch of lliu height of eight 
feet obovo it from the spring of tho arch. The height of each 
bastiou is thirty feet and the diameter twonty.five feet; but iba 
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height of tho wnli is twentT-Svo feet. TLo distAoco bctlvroen the 
fut and the west gates of tbi> fort ia 920 feet. At 460 fuet from 
ifBch giit-e there ie & dotiu'hod tower standing ua a rt8in<7 sput 
of ground. Its ht-ij^lit la fifty feet and diameter forty-two feet. 
iin the upper part of this is a kocp with a diftmetcr of 
eighteen feet. This hig hiuttion )» c1on> to tho tarKari vA-i'i or 
m&mlntd&r'n office luid is iu good conditioQ. Thcru was a 
large cannon on it« 1^ l)iit it wa^ reiuorcd fco SAngli, and 
bi'ukcti to pieces iu 1857-6S by order of Government. Thuro wero 
two ur three other ennnons on tho tops of other baatjonii then in 
exi.tttMKrobiit they w<iro also taken to SiingH ntid Miniiliirly trcal^-d. 
The wall of the western gate as bos benn I'lreadgr nuiid is in good 
Condition. Thcro are quarters for guards on both sid«s iiistdo this 
gate, hut they ure now nsed for other purposes. Those on the 
north lire used as a ehditli or village ofEce by tho pdiil (ind kitlk-arnl 
and th'>«e on the south nro oourcrted into the sub-divisional lock-up, 
Outsidd tho west gate of the fort, the tuwn extencis to the length of 
i;jtl-j feet towards the west whei-o it ia bounded by a short wall 
running fruin north to south with a gate iu the middle cftllud the 
Shidhoba Gato. Tlie length of the town from north to 8outh ts 
2775 fe(>t, beyond which estends the majm or hnuiltit of KHlhutti 
lo ail ndditiouni length vt GCt> feot towtu-ils t1io »oiith. From tho 
norlhyrniuost [Hiint of the town where the tomple of Sudgthl Lakuhmi 
or Lalc.ihiiii uf the Chui-chyurd >itiind.i lo a di.'tliiuce of oOO (eet towards 
the aouth the town is very thinly popnlatcd, there being vt-ry few 
houses in tJiat quarter. 'IVrdal in sing Uank'H tirao appouni to buvo 
extended towards the north to tho length of a mile or ro (o the field 

S>d Vit-hitti madJi. In this fiola white oai'lh nad pieces of 
hen pots are often disoorered emheddt-d in the soil. Tho 
_Hent discovery of these things the people ftltributo to tlA 
former existeucv of huiDan dwi^lliuj^a; hut they umst have oxUted 
eoveral centuries ago, as there is iio tradiliou of tho town having 
extended so far to the north. Tho town is dinded into aeven 
eub-divisiona : Old Peth, New P^th, Tiinbat Ali, PrabhusTdmi Lane, 
Sar»f-katta, tlio kUla or fort, and Kalhatti. The houses in the* 
town iiro built of stone und white otrth with mud rix>fs. In very 
fi>w of them, howovt-r, bavo lime and mortar been used. Duririf 
tbc height of thu Buiiimcr these bouee^, which am gonoi-Blly badly 
ventilated, become insnffornbly hot, tho teinporntiiro ocing incroaswl 
by the bent giron out by the eurroimdiug bare sandstone rocks, ^c 
this Mason tho peopio bpo maoh troubled by scorpions, which to 
OHoapo thu heiit of tlio stones take refuge indoors. Boarcoly a hooso 
escapes the sconrge. The sting of the scorpions in the case of 
infants is not unfroqueotly fatal. 

'ilie supply of drinkiag water is sololy drawn from the pood closo 
to the east of tbo town. Tho pond was origiunlly a stone quany 
from which mones wore liikon for building tho fort. It covers an 
nron of thiriocn acroi) and has a well ihirty feot deep in the centre. 
It has a dry stune wall all around and live lli^hts of stops ou the 
north] west, and tioulh. Tho pond is dividud in two by n stone 
aud mnd dnm in the middio of it. Tho water in tho soulhora 
division is nsod for drinking aod that in ftie nortiiOTtt iv-roviu We 
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FlMflB. waterinfT* cattle and like purposes. Besides the pond tLe town htf 

TiuuL tw«ntj-five wells, but tne wntcr of Kuvoiiteon wells is braekiah and 

used oul; for irrigation. The water in tlio remuniug' ui^lit vrt'lls 
ie drinkable aod is iiaod for drinking when the supply in the poDd 
[ails. A welli called the N&dgavndaDbbiivi, lien about ono-ihinl 
<4&iniIo sauthof tba poud aud is known forthe digestivo property 
of its w«t«r. For this reason the water of the well ia doily used for 
drinking by some of tbo people. 

Tndf. Tcrdal is a largs trading towii. Formerly it bad a large tmdo 

in copper nad orass Tessels but the trade now Mems to have 
greatly fallen oS. The number of coppersiiiitha' shops baa now conw 
down from fifly'to ten. Brass latapstandB and copper pota madd 
of a single shoet of metal without joint or soldering are ia great 
demand. The ooppertimitha work on hire fur thu bankers tvbo 
Kupply them with copper and bras* ^beots. They charge 2*. 
(Re. 1) for every ten pounds of weight of the vrofk done aod 
oiu-n oil an average £2 (R*f. 20) a month. 

Terdal has 260 looms for wcAving cotton cloth atid thirty for 
weaving blunkets. Of the 260 loomti nearly throe-qnarters weave 
«(i(/M or women's robos ftTid the rest ithoUs or waistcloths And tho 
ooareu tianijri cloth. The Kidie are generally twenty-one feet long 
and Si wide. Tbey arc not euitod for Brtihrnan women as tbotr 
manner of wearing requires a longer and broader nfJC The 
waietcloths or dholu are geuorally fifteen feet long and Hi vrid& 
A piece of ilntt/jri cloth U clghtei^n feet long and throe wide. Tbo 
wouvors yearly use yarn and silk of the value of about £13,U00 
(lU. 1,00,000). Of tbtwo Kuropogray iiiHl dy«d yarns aod silk of 
the value of £8000 [Its. 80,000) »re br^mght from lUbkavi and 
^ODtry gray yarn of tliu vnluc uf £3000 (11a. 5O,O0O) is bought 
locally at the weekly market which is held on every Tliuraday. 
The yearly outlnru of cloth i5ei«tiniatodfttttbout£20,00U{Rfi. 2/«iA:i«).' 
Except part which is locally used, the produce is all sent out. 'Jlio 
thirty loom»i employed in weaving blaukuts yearly produce about 
,2100 blankets at the rate of six blanket)} a mouth fur ench loom. Tho 
rate of aix blankets a month is apparently small, but the wenvers 
have themselves to apin the wool into yum and then weave it into 
^lanketR. The blaukets are eight feet long and three wide and 
cost Sa- each (Ra. l\) on the avei-ago. Iti'ttiiUta the blankets 
woven from ffool-yarn spun by tho wouvors, monj husbandmen spin 
wnol-yftrn at home and have it woveu into blanki-ts by the weavers, 
paying thum as wages from U. OJ. to 2e. (Re. 2 • 1) a piece. The 
Du'mbor of blankets thns woven nmounU to about 1200 a yoar. 
The blankets aro all used locally, 

Of otht-r articles Tordal yearly sends wheat, jinirt, hdjri, gran), 
cotton, luid tobacco to the value of £6000 {Us. 00,000) to Athni

PrabhnsvAini wiw a native of Kerur in DhirwSr, Ho came to 
Tordnl OS A Ltng^yat aecotic with ono Abakhitn n Musalmfta fultir, 
in the second quarter of the Berenteenth rentiny and iivetl for four- 
teen years on the spot on which the principal temple now stands. 
Both PrabhiiHv^mi and AbiLkbdn are said to bare buen poruon!! of 
such great pioty and holiness as to altrHctthc homageof the Btjitpur 
kings and it was through their influence that one Krishna Uiivndn 
of Terdal obtained the de*kgat of the 'J'erdal pargann. Kriftfana 
Garuda, who waa a Joiu by birth, was induced to become a LiugAyal 
by PrahhusTAmi. Krishna GavuJa compelled his wife Satyava to 
accept tho samocreod. The duxcendaalH of Krishna Gnvndn who 
again booame Jains from the time (174S) of Moghyapn Dewli 
grandson of Krishna Oavnda, bum their dead j but Krishna UarndA 
and bis wife are buried side by side in the temple of PrabhuHvAnii.

Tilla^'c-», bud iu 1^81 a population of 69,i'i2 or 2Uf> to tho sqaaro 
mile and in 1882-83 a gross revenne of £37.173 (Rs. 3,71,730). 

Miraj St>uior conHiots of three detacihed sab-divisions, tbe koJtba 
^Aliraj, Lak»bmeshvarjand Modninib. The ka*ba ^imj sub-division 
with thirty five villa^tts lisa iu the Krishna valley KFThe east of the 
Kolh&pur State. Hiraj, the capital of the St«U->, lies doso to tbo 
Jfrishiia river> about six milos eouth-ua«t of Sitngli. Tho sub- 
dirision is known for its rich btaok soil and mango and tamarind 
KTovos. Tho La^^jiupeahTar sub-division, with fifteen Tillugct, lioa in 
Uie heart of Dh&rw ^ adjoining the SfiaL'li sub-division of Sliirhattj.

Tho Chief of Mudhol belongs to tho QiumI|b£i^dEw|* tmmHj^ 
which, like most Marutha fjimilits of distioction, claims to bo of 
Itajput or Kshattriya origin. Tbo original nnine was Uhonsia, and 
tnulitiori has it that tho Mndholkar in descended from a commou 
nncefttor with the great. Shivaji, This name however haa beou 
nttnost entiridy supprsedt-d by thi; Second dcsiguatiou, which is tuLid to 
bnTo hcou ncqiiired by one of the family who maimged to sctAi* a 
fort, previously deemed ini pregnable, by fsstuuing a cord nmiid the 
body of a ghorpad or iguana. Thoro are two branch<^ of the grcAt 
Ghorpada family, the SAthkAa and t he Nankits, to the fornier»oE 
whieh tho Mudhol Chief buiongfl, wliiTo iLl' olhor diriition is rflpro- 
sented hy tht- S'niiijmtl vt K6pai in Kolhapur, and others, among 
whom wna the Mura rravoj GuHi, who played 8ii;jh aproinini-ut. part 
in tho Mudi'113 Pn-Nitlvncyiu tlie laat century. 

All that iif arithentically known of the history of tho Mudtiol 
family is that it hold a high position at the Court of Rijapnr, from 
which it received the /«tf'"i' it still hoIdH. One of the kings of jlie 
Adil Sh&hi dynanty is said farther to have cond-rred tho titio of 
Itiija or, more correctly perhaps, Rajp, which in still retained hy tho 
Sliidhol chiufv, together with the privilege of osiog tho imrchnh^ 
and the dignity of esempliou from thu mujra or obetsancoof % 
siil'jcct. 

Tho Mndhol j'J^iV is Brst noentioned in connoction with the early 
history of Shirfiji. When tho Utter coramenoed the work of laying 
tliv foundations of the Mamtlia empire and roToltod against tho 
Bijiipiir monarchy.

'ITio Mudholkat- thereupon 
ioTtted his oollcaguo to an entertainment, nt which he treacboroasl^ 
ee iaed his gueet and seat him as * ^ri4«jn«T \« "ftvi^Y"*'- '^^l 
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liis arrivarthere) Sbihji wm ordered to pat a Btop to liia eoa't 
roIicllioD and when he declared his iniibility tu du so, nrgin^ that 
Sliivnji %-fa in rcbeliiou against bis owe fnther b3 well as iifraiuift tbo 
Bijiijiiir State, tiie king, to aeo the words oi Grant Ou£F, 'euragt-d 
nt lii» Hupposod coQlunacy, ordi-ivd hiiu to be couGiicd iu a, stuuo 
diin^on, the door of which was buitt ap, except a small opetihi;;. osd 
he was told Uint if wilUiii a ccrtuiu pvriud his »un did nut eubmU 
the npcrliiro should bo for ever closed.' 

I'hts throat however wa-s not carried into expcutinn, owitifr to tbo 
pnwei-fal inltuuiico broiicht to bear hv Kbiviiji, and Shithji waaaftsra 
tiino released f^o^] his aiingeoii. He was bovever kept a pri»ooer 
»llarg« for four TeAs,at the expiration of which period he was allowed 
to go to Iiis jitgir iu tbo Karti4tak. Ilefure tbia peruiission was 
gntnlt'd he was honnd doWD by a aolomn eiigagfement not to inolMt 
the Mudhulkar, with whmii hv was ordered to cxcbnagu hereditary 
riglitft nnd ituimt as a token of friendship. I'ho exebjin^ bowAwr 
was never madvj aud 5h:thji, immi-diHtely oa bci»); liberated, wrotC' 
to SbiTilji. charging him bjr his iilinl r«lat:ion to hitn to ' nuiiiah Bi n 
Ohorpatlaof Mudh ol.' This injunctioii wa« not forgctttea, but events 
did not admit of itH being acted upon till some teu yeKrealtornards, 
in Jfifll. when ShivAji, watching bia opporliiniiy, ewooped dowu 
tmiii ViiiiiAIgaiJ, though eurroiinded by hostile forces, aud marchpd 
rapidly to Miidhol, whore he hilled llaji Ohorjuida, afltir which bo. 
burnt tbo town uud returned in triuiopli. 

Biiji was succeeded \>y his son MtIo)i, who on the full of BijlLpar ' 
in I God wag 0011 finnod in hi« pnsseasions oy Aiiranf^itob. Itiit little ia 
kaowQof the hintory of the fHinily for the nest three generaiioua till 
wo cotno to MfUaii^H gi'<::; ji^Liidson wbo bore the eauienatoe.

(n st'fve the Pi-abwa nitb a fisiid cjuota of boi-ss for liin bt-ivditury 
(■state, nnd held coiiTiidembIt* inirunjiini^ hosidi-H diirio^f his lifvtiiiK^ 
Ife sorred a^iiust tho Maisur prinrus, agaiufit the Kritish in the 
campaign which resulted in the cotivontiou of Vadgaon. against tbo 
Niz&m in tho battle of Kbarda . and against yotkar, and his long and 
active life cnmo to an end in 180 5. Ho was succeeded by )iix son

GovindrAv was provided for by a conimand 
under Diipa Gol(htc, and he and bia aecoud brother followed tho 
foi-ltiiie» uf tbo FoMhwa in the wai- with the Brilish, wliicb broka 
out ill idl7> The elder of the two brothcia was said to hnve been 
kd'ied at the hnttl o of Afihta, and Lakshtnanniv, on tho snbversiou 
oi tho Pe»bwa'B dynasty, went to Baroda, where he took serrrco 
m'tii the G-iikw4r. In t^iiswny \«n>ta\T*,^ 'r»sk\sA\\a \icswyssioa 
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ol Matlhol. and Mr. Elpbingtone accorctingly oonchidcHl an engage- 
ment with hiTii &s the Ja^irdtir.^ 

Some sir or sovon joare nfter this, Mr. Elpliinstone, who was 
then Governor of Iloiiibivy, wiw surprisfrd to receive a coram imicatioft 
ptHfpoftiu;? to be from Govittdriv, who was supposed to bave been 
killed St tiio battle uf At<bU.

pounds for believing that eitraoitiinnry ns it wan there was 
fonndation for it, for VeDkatr^T did not deny* that this porMon 
might b(i bis brother; GorindnttN wife was io n&sitrcd of the- 
ideulity of the ehiimunt with her husbftud (hat she went and livtHl 
with hitn, and uiany who had known Govindrilv in bis yuuth were- 
ooiivitired llkat tliiit wnn really the niiitj. Iktorc tvtn-ful eiKjuirioa 
huweicr which wore made during tho foUowiug throe yearK rtaultud 
ia Um conviction that the claininnt was an ioi poator .' It rtas 
nscortaiiiod afterwards thai be waa a Gesdvi, wnofle remarkablo 
roMiDbtaiico to tho deoensed Govitidr&v ha<l be&n romavked ai 
Unrodn by the latter's ftlater. 

Venkatr^v died in 1856, leaving a son BalvantrAv , then thirteen 
yeara of age, during whose minority the estate was managed by a 
kdrhhtiri appointed by (loverutnent and receiving hist inHtriictiona 
direct from the Pobticat Agent. Many improvoineatH wen; (.■ffcctod 
during thiH p<>rio(l mid the debt* weru all paid off, ko that when in 
mt31 tho Toung Chief was allowed to a«.<iumo the adtninint ration be 
foond hia estate in good order, free From dobt, and with a 
cgnsidorable balance io hand in the treasary. Ilia tenure of powft- 
was but uhortlived as he died in l^&i, )(>fi«ing two children, a giri 
who hiid U'en married a xhort time previously to a nopbuw of ihe 
Kutb&|)ur li^jn, who afterwards becam« by adoption Chief of KA^'a), 
and an infant hou, aged one year, nnuied Vyankatniv. 'I'liu 
widow clainied tho adminiiitration of the estAle during hor son% 
miuorilyf but Qovemmont ordered thai the tarbhdri and tho tnnntij' 
should manage tho estAto, consulting the young Chiofs mothe? 
OD ttll riuMouable oecajtiona and being guided nn for aM foasible 
by her wishes, but being held dinrctly responsible to the political 
authorities. The usual beni!ticinl results hare followed this arrange- 
ment. The eatatu has bevu surveyed and tuMoanod, considerable 
simia have been apoiit on public workR, and much has h»en done 
to further the spread of cdunUiou. ^otwitUiitanding the expenso 
of thoKe meaaurea a considerable sarplus haa aocrued, which baa 
been invested in tiovuromeDt aecoritiea. The young Chibf on 
attaining majority in 1882, was put in charge of the &M10.

When the war between the Peshiva and tlie Krifjliah broke 
Ufo Udmdiirg Chief hud sumo troops with the former, hut ho 
ioiued Qeneral Monro, and coaaequently received most liberal 
torma. Tho British (Juvcrnmeut gsve up its claima to tho 
contingent which NflrAyanriv had buoii bou/id to ftirnish to the 
Peshwa, and only calleii on bim to paj annually £.*i46 I7«, Ctd. 
(lis. 3tG8j) in commutation of the ri^1il:t in tho Kunour j\((/»V, whicb 
the Peshwa had held. Tlio other arl.icle.% of the engagenit-nt we«> 
similar to the terms graiitod to the other chiefs in fcha Bom 
Kurufitak. i 

In 1827 NftrAyonriv died learing* no ttiale issue. Tlio 
collateral de^^ncndnntsof tho fouuderof tho family heiujf the Nnrguni 
Chief and two eons, who were conBidered inelii^iblo for adoption in 
consequence of being married, it wa* determined at firet to rewim e' 
tho Itdrndurg estate. The widow of the docoa«cd protested ag&inst 
this decision as did the Nargundkar, who claimed the roversion o( 
tho State to bitnmslf. At kwi, ii^ 18 , gp . it waa ruled that R^dh^j biii 
tiio widow Hbuuld be a llowaA to iliaap Vi mi^ laAm^A^ \io ■rccommcnded 
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to adopt Httriharriiv, the yoangcat gpn of tho KarRnnd C hief, a boy 
then tuurteeo years of a.ge. This &iTaDgemf ni vaa most unpnlittablo 
to tb6 lady, but at Insl she cooforiueii to the wiehea of (joverntDent, 
md after making careful provisloas and Blipulationa for li«r ovrn 
.ligiiity utid authority, adojilcd the lad, who nx-x-ivod on the occasion 
the uaiDe of Rjtmr&v.-Tly • 

KjUlh^bi^i BeeuiB to hare bnen » Indy of rcmnrVNblo fnrco o( 
chanvcU;r uud c<»)»idvrublc adtniublnitivu ability. She mana^d 
her cslHtt! wtdl, hiit sho lov«tl powor loo much to willingly delopffite 
(Ltiy ixirtion nf it to ntiy oni}, espociAUy to bor adoptive son, "with 
whom her relations were never coi'dial. Her tri>Atinpnt of liim wna 
Buch thnt he left ]t4tudur^ in diaguat eomo se^en or eight j'earti 
after his ndoptioR, and went to Nargiind, where he rcmiiiued, till, 
through the iDt^iTontiou of Government, a proper alIownnL'<e waa 
secured tu him. 'llie quarrels* betwoeu him and It&dlulbeii, howuvvr, 
Coutinued till the death i>f the latter in 1857 pnt him in* poRKessioa 
of the o«tatc. 

Ritmriv DMutncd ])ow»r nt a most criticnl period, nnd his 
loynlty woM Bovercly tested. His half-brother Bh ilslta rnlv, tho 
Chief of Narf^tia d, discuittt-Dtod at being rcfm't'*! pcrmisiiiDU to 
adopt, prepared to revolt dgninsc tho Ilritish Govproincnt, and 
oudcavoured to persuade tho It^mJurgkar to join him, ll^mriv 
not only rafu»ed. but informed Mr. Manso n, the Political Aj^<iit in 
tho Suuthtint Man'itha Country, of tho correBpondence, when the 
Inltcr wuut to Kttiudiir^ on hia way to Narguiid, in tho hupu of 
hfing ahlfi to dinMiade the chief of that place from hia fatnl 
purpura. At lUmriv's oarucal request Mr. MaasOB gave up his 
mtentioQ of seeking an interview with Bhiakaml? at Nnr^nd, 
but he unfortunatc'ly proceeded in that direction witli u smaH 
Qsrort, aud tho Nar^uudhnr, mistaking hia intentions, sttaetced hia 
auup on the night of the 2!^th May I85tj, and murdered the 
cafortiuiate gentlonuin, taking back his head to NRr^uiid as a 
trophy. Bhtiskarriiv then openly reisud the standard of revolt, bat 
hi« fort was api.t.'dily UikcD aud himself captured, after which be w&tf 
bungalDiilgaum aiid hi» estate conSHcated.

Slio is 
dn-iUH-d in a yullow rolm and bodio" and woarsHKr hair lian^in^ down W- 
bock, aha haunts batliing oud uoukiii}; rootua and usually attwkn her 
hu&band's second wife aitd her cbildreo. i^lie aonietimea attacks hor own 
obildnm with tho object of taking them out oE the hands of tlia hucoouI 
wife. She is soiuetiuira said to oorry ftwajr infiuite from tJioir motlien 
and re>tum them aflnr somo days. Major UraJuuu conupares her doinj^ 
to those of the Irish unrsery fairies.' Khavit tlie Kbost of a lDami,ig 
MusalmAn, is like a mulltt or Uusalmin prievt with his hair on end aiul witk 
biftnchcji in hJs hands. Ho Yivi-» in a tnw or in ait mnpty honiie and eon 
be 8«ared only by a Mmtahn&n exoroiat. Kdlkai or Motlior Di,wtracl iini 
Sffiatob/i or FaUuT BuSalo, Mhauhdtur or the Buffalo Fiend, and iluhtieir 
orlhi^ Great Wnrrior, ar(> low dims or oarly guardians who atlack only th» 
eiieiiiios of th«ir devotees or thoao who do tbdui any miwhiof. When •

Human figures niado of dough or sacred graa arc laid on the body 
and hiimt, and, in the caW! of a woman dying in clutdbi'd or Imvitij^u 
all or some of her clothea and ornimmntM are given to a Bnibmaii 

lan. When n woman diea in chiidbiixh to |ireTent her spirit frow 

eoming hack gmins of rJfJt Panicum ilatioum are scattiToa on nhe 
road as tho mrpita ih Wing carripd to the burning graunt). Anotltrr 
Knlhitjiar rite for htying hoiun spirits is to gat cliamitid iiapers from aii 
fxorvist, |iut them in an earthen pot, and bury the pot in tli» pW« w1i«tu 
tJin d<uu] was )>urnt.

He Joes not leftni lus art tiut wins tlte favoor of his gmirtliu 
spirit or god !>/ devotiou ftnd the ^irit or the gotl Miters tkn i/ci-n'ihiV 
body whviivvcr )ii> asks him. Tlwi tnantri or ebamier gf«i«>mlly )<-nm« Ua 
Kit of exorcUni from ft yarn en* tcftober. Both dei'riihx* aud m/tnirui 
Hindus. &tuuUitiiin exorciHts are called mut&de or tnuhors.

Kpirit utt«ickn roont Jiuni* and Lingiyate nrc little less subject to spirit 
M-izures than the correspondtiig CM«ne« of Br&hitMnie Hindus. Aniont; 
all throe sects ibe belief in spirit Beizurw omoiig tnfM of the higher classex 
i« said to be growing wiikkm-, but amon^ high class women it is still 
atronv. Among Manithns, Kunbi!i,niid other middle and lower classes the 
bcli<^f iti Kpirit .seizures is universitJ. Amnn^ Miiulmnnsos among Hindus 
some of tbo best informed and the stvioii-bl in faith proteos a diitbt-liof in 
Mpiiit poEsetHiuii. But ttie opinions of the diass of JiLulmmmnttiiiis Ik nitn-h 
llw xniiio AK the a)>inioii of tlic iiuiR<i of Hindus CJceept a few IcariK-d Jnin* 
and Ungityats. Wbeni-ver any illness bolBes llic skill of the pby.iiirian 
fteori'tjin w awribctt to spirit \io*aKSM»m. *t\i« wA-j cViua oX Kt^lhit^ar 
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HinduB who profess not to believe in spirits is a sect of VithoWe devotees 
called Mdlkaris or wreath-wearers. Kven these wreath- wearers in all 
cases of unaccountable sickness secretly resort to spirit scarers. 

The diseases which in Kolhtlpur are generally believed to be spirit 
seizures are fever, pain in the hands and feet, pain in the stomach, loss of 
appetite, hiccough, and any sudden or unusual illness. The beliaf in 
spirit attacks has of late years been declining. The people say that 
some of the most dreaded spirits have disappeared, the Brakmapurush and 
the Mu'nja that is the Br&hman ghosts, because they will not visit a place 
where cow-killing is allowed and the Khavis or MusalmfLn ghost because 
he will not visit a place where pig-eating is practised. Oply the low clasa 
spiritA are left and their power is not what it was. ,
